MINERS ARE ENTOMBED 


Two Hundred and Thirty-Four 
Lives Snuffed Out 


EXPLOSION OF FIRE DAMP 


Wrecked Entrances to Mine In a Wy- 
oming Town and Luried Alive 
Those Who Were Not Killed Out- 
right—Mine Was Dangerous 


Hanna, Wyo.,

July t—An explsior 


Pacific Coal company at this place 
snuffed out the lives of 234 men, in- 
jured scores of others, and eaused the 
destruction of a vast atnount of prop 
erty. 

The explosion comp!ctely shattered 


the timbers of the main shaft and nu- 
merous eutrances, filling the working 
with debris, and those of the miners that 
were not killed outright by the explo- 
sion were buried alive. ‘Ihe explosion 
was heard for many miles around and 
attracted people from the adjoining set- 
tlements. Huge timbers and *aliroad 
iron were hurled 300 feei from the 
mouth of the shaft. 

Horses and scrapers were put at work 
hauling debris from the shaft. The 
work is progressing slowiy, owing to 
the narrow space in which the rescuers 
ure compelled to operete. <A purty of 
rescuers reached four mules that were 
alive and this caused renewed hope. It 
is a faint hope, however, for ex- 
perienced mine bosses and miners say 
that when the imprisoned- men = are 
reached all will be found dead. Some 
of the miners who escaped say tiley saw 
20 dead bodies in entry No. 17. They 
reported that many of the men were 
crazed by the explosion and ran bither 
and thither in the mine. Many of these 
could bave escaped but they lay down, 
buried their faces in thei. muds and 
gave up the fight. Of the 234 dead about 
175 were married and had large fumi- 
lies. About 100 were Fimanders, 56 
were colored and the others were 
Americans. 

Two hundred and eizhty-ivwo men 
went down in the mine at 7 o'clock in the 
morning and only 48 have Leen ac- 
counted for. Of this number two are 
dead. The rescuers were wuuble te 
penetrate far into the :oine, as ft was 
necessary to make anotehs: opening to 
permit fresh air to reach the lower 
levels. 

The Hanna mines are amon the best 
on the Union Pacitic system, being 
established in 1878. ‘The town wes 
named for Senator Mark Hanna when 
be was a member of the Uniow Pacitie 
company. Mine No. 1 is practically a 
new property. It has 26 cntries, 15 
miles of workings and a uialu shaft 
1% miles in length. The mine aus been 
recognized as a dangerous property for 
some time on account of the large 
amount of gas, but the sysiem- of 
ventilation has been so good that an 
accident was not anticipat“l. 


Shoe Manufacturer Missing 
Haverhill, Mass., July 1—Edwin F. 
Lang, one of the best known shoe 
manufacturers here, left home, os- 
tensibly for a day's outing, last Wednes- 
day. ‘Two days later Mrs. Lang re- 
ceived, she says, a letter from hit in 
which he stated that he had left 
Haverhill for good. The firm of Lang 
& Bertsch was the first to give up the 
Loot and Shoe Workers’ stamp during 

the recent labor troubles here.

ge Kirkpatrick Will Appoint One o 
Two Receivers Today. 


Newark, N. J., July 1.—Judge Wirk- 
patrick announced to counsel repre- 
senting complaining bondholders of the 
United States Shipbuilding company 
that he had read all the papers in the 
case and had decided that the corpora- | 


tion is insolvent, and that its directors 
had failed to take proper steps to pro- 
tect the bondholders, and seemed to be 
without ability to raise funds. *Chere- 
fore, in the interest of the bondholders, 
both those who appear as complainants 
and all the others, I shall appoint re- 
ceivers. I will hear counsel as to whom 
they may desire to name.” 

Charles C. Deming for the defendant 
corporation asked if it was not possible 
to postpone consideration of the actual 
appointment, but both Samue! Unter- 
myer and H. Y. Lindabury objected. 
It was finally agreed that the order 
should be signed immediately, and that 
counsel would have until today toagree 
upon a suitable person for appointment, 
but if no agreement is reached the court 
will name the receiver. 

Judge Kirkpatrick’s opinion enters 
very fully into the mevits of the con- 
troversy. After showing that the cor- 
poration is without funds; thot the di- 
rectors are unable to raise money upon 
the corporation credit to meet matur- 
ing obligations, and that it is*therefore 
insolvent, the judge goes on to say: 

“It would appear that the directors 
of the company have abdicated their 
powers, and that the company Is Arift- 
ing along without any guidance. Not 
only are the directors not striving to 
relieve the company from embarrass- 
ments, but they are advising the stock- 
holders to submit to numerous extor- 
tions to procure present’ funds and 
threatening foreclosure to those hond- 
holders who refuse to relinquish the 


security of“weir mortgage. uese peo- 
ple are entitled to the protection of 
the court and that protection can only 
be had by the interference of the court 
and the appointme ht of a receiver.” 
Referring to the affidavits tiled hy 
the directors the comrt says. 
“If taken literally they would have 
a tendency to mislead the court. As, for 
instance, Mr. Gary admits the truth of 
the statement attributed to him in the 
complainants’ bill, that the bills pay- 
able of the shipbuilding company ma- 
turing between now and Aug. 1 next, 
independent of maturing accounts eur- 
rent, are $410,021.14, but suys that 
liability arises from an endorsement 
of the notes of the constituent com- 
panies, and that ali of the maturing and 
pressing accounts in the bill, and men- 
tioned in his statement therein re 
ferred to, are obligations incurred by 
the constituent companies anid are not 
acts chargeable to the United States 
Shipbuilding company, or that it Is 
liable for them, and adds that there are 
no notes or bills payable azainst the 
United States Shipbuilding conmipany. 
“Mr. Hyde, the vice president and 
general manager of the Bath iron 
works, whose aflidavit is also annexed, 
says that in order to carry on tbe 
ordinary business of the company, 
which is one of the constituent com- 
panies of the defendant corporation, 
they have been obliged to borrow money 
from local banks on their promissory 
notes, bearing the endorsement of the 
United States Shipbuilding company.” 
Counsel argued for nearly three hours 
over the form of the order and finaliy 
agreed upon terms which wi:! give the 
eppointee or appointees, who will be 
named today, absolute authority over 
the trust property and the properties of 
the subsidiary companies. 


Chicago House Takes Boston Bank 
Buston, July 1.—Following close upon 
the consolidation of the First and 
Massachusetts National banks comes 
the news that the old and conserya- 
tive Mt. Vernon National bank has 
changed hands. A controlling interest 
in the bank, of which Thomas N. Hart 
is the president, has been secured by 
Otis, Wilson & Co., a Chicago bond 
house. The stock of the Mt. Vernon 
National bank consists of 2000 shares, 
The capital of the bank fs $200,000. 


Won’t Be Free For Some Years 

Boston, July 1.—Judge Bishop sen- 
tenced Charles H. Forbes, aged 24, to 
the state prison for two terms, the first 
for eight to 10 years and the other for 
three to five years, although he is now 
serving an 18 manths’ sentence in the 
house of correction. On Oct. 2 be was 
arrested for pocket-picking. Later he 
was arrested for breaking and entering 
and stealing. While awaiting trial he 
conunitted larceny from one of the 
visitors to the detention room. 


Strike Riot at Chicago 

Chicago, July 1.—A riot occurred last 
evening between a number of strikers 
who walked out of the plaut of the 
Kellog Switch Board company some 
time ago and three men who were 
escorting home a number of girls who 
had gone to work in the factory. Dur- 
ing the trouble a number of shots were 
fired and four persons sre kuown to 
have been hurt. The police made sey- 
eral arrests. 


Old Woman Robbed and Murdered 
Denver, July 1.—With her feet roped 
together, her hands doubly tled behind 
her back, and a gag bound so tightly 
around her mouth and neck that it 
finally strangled her to death, Mrs.

ATLANTIC SCHOOL. 


A Graduate Who Would Enlarge 
Present Building. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

The location of the new schoolhouse 
is creating no end of discussion. One 
of the recent suggestions, is that the 
building be near the Atlantic station. 
Such a proposal could only come from 
one who has never tried to read aloud 
while a train is thundering by. 

The requisites for healthful minds 
and bodies of school children are green 
grass, fresh air and peaceful influences. 
The ‘Atlantic playground is barren as 
Sahara, the air polluted by cinders and 
smoke from the cars, the atmosphere 
surrounding it distractiug in every 
sense. 

During school hours it would bea 
question which could be heard, the 
rattle of the trains, the whizzing of the 
electric cars, or the recitations of the 
pupils, At recess, how easy for a 
child to run to the track—especially 
the younger ones. 

Of course the teaclrers in the Quincy 
school are known to be exemplary, and 
yet what a temptation to glance out of 
the window and wonder what Mrs. So 
and So could possibly be going off at 
that hour for, and how Mr. X could 
afford to loaf when he had such a 
family. Not that the teachers are 
over curious, but natural curiosity can- 
not withstand some things. Where a 
teacher has nothing to see but the pu- 
pils, so much the better for the pupils. 
A school house has no right to be near 
a station; the distance between them 
cannot be too great for the benefit of 
the scholars. 

As for the lot on Faxon road it is 
surprising that no father of children 
living over the bridge has entered a 
complaint. That location is anything 
but central. And what a handy place 
forthe beach. One could not blame a 
truant on a hot day at high tide. 

Take it all in all, where is therea 
better site for the school building than 
where itis at present? It has stood 
many, many years and turned out as 
bright and promising pupils as any 
school in Quincy. The situation is 
high, the surroundings pleasant, the 
location unquestionably central. 

The spirit of change which enters 
every civilized community sooner or 
later, should not enter it except for the 
good of the ward at large. Why not 
take the money appropriated for build- 
ing a new structure and fix up the old 
one? Let the grounds be laid out for 
games which will be an incentive for 
children to hurry to the school yard 
from their homes instead of loitering 
on the street until the last second. And 
what is the matter with a gymnasium ? 
The boys and girls are none too young 
to strengthen their muscles, and let 
love of sport supplant their love of 
mischief. 

With an enlargement and some re- 
modeling, the old school house will 
stand for many years to come. If 
Quincy is willing to appropriate money 
to Ward Six, why not take a little now 
and wait until the ward really stands 
in need of the rest before taking ad- 
vantage of its help. Graduate.

CULINARY CONCEITS. 

Cakes will not stick to their tins if 
placed on a damp cloth when removed 
from the oven. 

The toughest fowl can be made eat- | 


able if put in cold water—plenty of it 
—and cooked very slowly from five to 
six hours. 

The addition of a tablespoonful of 
cream to brown gravy makes it de- 
liciously rich. It is also a desirable 
ingredient in beef tea. 

The water in which rice is boiled is 
too valuable to be thrown out. Add 
tomatoes to it and make a soup for the 
next day’s luncheon or dinner. 

Water for boiling fish should always 
be at the boiling point before the fish 
is put in. Salt and a few teaspoonfuls 
of vinegar should also have been 
added. 

To broil salt codfish soak the fish to 
remove the salt, dry with a cloth, broil 
over a clear fire for ten or fifteen min- 
utes. When cooked pour melted but- 
ter over it and serve hot. 

Better than baking pie crust inside 
the tins and pricking to prevent puff- 
ing is to turn the tin upside down, fold 
the crust over it and bake thus. Turn 
the crust upon an earthen plate and fill 
with lemon or any soft filling desired. 


Garnishing Dishes. 

One thing should be remembered— 
it is not art to disguise a dish beyond 
recognition. Fish should appear as 
fish and meat as meat, and the guests 
should be able to tell at once what is 
served to them. Cold dishes lend 
themselves more readily to garnishes 
than hot dishes. For cold meats aspic 
jelly ts always acceptable and easily 
prepared. It may be made of water 
flavored with beef or chicken extracts, 
seasoned, cleared and stiffened with 
gelatin. Boiled or fried potatoes make 
an excellent garnish for fish with the 
addition or parsley and lemon. Hard 
boiled eggs are suitable accompani- 
ments for boiled fish or molded 
spinach. The small vegetables, such 
as peas and beans and carrots and 
turnips, cut in small pieces, are appro- 
priate with meat. To use cauliflower, 
macaroni, brussels sprouts or aspara- 
gus as a garnish is a mistake. Rice is 
used to advantage as a border for 
creamed meats and vegetables. Pars- 
ley, lettuce, celery tops and cress are 
in order with many dishes. 


Material and Dressing. 

Women are charged with extrava- 
gance in dress unjustly. The best 
taste would prescribe simple gowns of 
good material, but such apparel is not 
the most inexpensive. On the con- 
trary, it is more costly to get such 
gowns than to buy more elaborate 
dresses. This makes a real difficulty 
in the way of the woman who would 
dress tastefully on limited means. 
Good material is the sine qua non of 
tasteful dressing, and good material 
is expensive. Simplicity in dress is 
thus inevitably costly, and, since it is 
at the same time the mark of good 
taste, women have a problem before 
them. It seems a paradox to say that 
simplicity and expense go together, 
but it is the fact, and it may explain 
in a way the charge of extravagance 
against American women in the mat- 
ter of dress.—Chicago Tribune. 


A Way to Saye Tired Feet. 

If people who are troubled with tired 
feet could know the relief that comes 
from the use of cushions placed in 
front of the table where they stand 
when dishes are washed or vegetables 
prepared they would provide them- 
selves with one or more of these pads 
at once.

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Her Competitors In 
Prettily Sailed Contest 


HOT BRUSH WITH COLUMBIA 


In the Beat to Windward, Which 
Kept Both Racers Busy Tacking— 
New Boat Shows Up Well In Old 
Defender’s Favorite Weather 


Newnort, July 1.—Reliance scored an- 
other decisive victory over Constitu- 
tion and Columbia in a 15-mile thrash 
to windward and return. Boat for 
boat, Constitution won over Columbia, 
but time allowance will probably give 
the latter second place. The new craft 
sailed the course in 7m. 2s. less time 
than Constitution and 8m. 1s less than 
the older boat. Constitution covered 
the 30 miles in 59 seconds less time 
than Columbia. 

It was a cracking good race, under 
conditions supposed to be more to the 
liking of Columbia than either of the 
other boats, but Reliance again proved 
herself to be the better boat, both to 
windward and running dead before the 
breeze. Only during the first five miles 
of the race was there any doubt about 
the result, and while this distance was 
being sailed there was a battle royal 
between Reliance and Columbia, which 
resulted in the former establishing a 
commanding lead. From Poiat Judith 
to the windward mark the new boat 
sailed steadily away from the others, 
and coming down the wind with sails 
spread she outran them both in splendid 
style. 

The race was sailed in a breeze of 
from 10 to 12 miles’ strength and after 
Point Judith had been left behind on 
the way out to the weather mark, a 
long rolling sea was met. Reliance 
dipped deeper into the waves than did 
either of the other boats, but it had no 
retarding effect upon her speed. On the 
contrary, the new craft seemed to like 
the water, for it was at this point she 
walked away from her opponents the 
fastest. Columbia also gained over 
Constitution in the rough water going 
to windward, outpointing «and out- 
footing the latter. 


The race was started promptly on 


time. Once more in the fight between 
Reliance and Constitution for the 
coveted berth at the start was Co- 


lumbia overlooked and again Morgan 
steered his ship in such splendid style 
that he placed her between the light- 


ship and Reliance on the latter's 
weather quarter at gunfire. The ad- 
vantageous position gained by Co- 


lumbia at the start over Constitation 
retarded the speed of the latter for sey- 
eral wiles. 

Censtitution tacked to port across the 
line and Columbia immediately came 
about on ker weather bow. Reliance 
held along on her starboard hitch until 
well to windward of the Columbia's 
wake, then Captain Barr hove her about 
avd all three yachts stood over toward 
the Narragansett shore. They worked 
in toward the plier, where smoother 
water and a better slant of wind was 
found. Reliance at once bezan to work 
cut still further to windward, at the 
saine time footing a trifle faster than 
Columbia. 

Constitution was the first to come 
about and Columbia followed suit a 
few seconds later. Reliance came 
about a misute and a half later. From 
that time on, until Point Judith light 
Was reached, there was a pretty fight 
between Reliance and Columbia. Co- 
lumbia strove to get out from under the 
lee of Reliance, but Captain Barr met 
tack with tack, all the time widening 
the distance between his craft and the 
oldest boat. Fifteen times Columbla 
Was swung about, while the Reliance 
tacked 11 times, but finally the pair 
were so far inshore that they could not 
in safety go further, so all three tacked 
to starboard and drove out beyond the 
point in a freshening breeze and tum- 
bling sea. 

Once clear of the point, the two lead- 
ing boats tried a few more hitches 
with each other to the westward. Then 
Columbia gave up trying to take the 
lead and devoted energies to beating 
Constitution to the outer mark. This 
she did, Reliance sailing away from ihe 
pair all the time. 

Spinnakers and balloon jibs were 
broken out after rounding and Reli- 
ance gained steadily on the home leg, 
increasiug her lead over Columbia by 
2m. 3s. and over Constitution by 1m. 
41s. Constitution picked up slowly on 
Columbia running before the wind, and 
at Point Judith had worked up abreast 
of the old cup defender. Before the 
finish lise was reached Constitution 
creyt past a and crossed the 


line seven seconds ahead of her. Suta- 
mary:

Boston, July 1.—At roll call in the 
Hanover street police station last night 
Patrolman Frank dis- 
honorably discharged for being oif bis 
beat and neglecting his duty.

Zionists Boldly Faces Terrible 


Problem of Russian Jews With «& LADIES’ WHITE SKIRTS. 


Rational and Courageous Solution. 
Hebrews More Feared, He Claims, 
Than Hated by Average Russiaas. 


I have returned from Russia a con- 
vinced supporter of the Zionist move- 
ment for the repatriation of those Jews 
of Russia and other countries who are 
willing to return to the parent land of 
their race, says Michael Davitt in the 
New York American. It is absolutely 
hopeless ever to expect the Russian 
people or government to admit the 
Jews to the rights of nationality or 
citizenship. The negro of the south 
will be welcomed much sooner on a 
level of equal social equality to the 
dining rooms of the ex-slave states. 

The average Russian fears the Jew 
more than he hates him. He 1s in- 
finitely more resourceful in all the busi- 
ness and civil walks of life than the 
landowning or land working Russian, 
while in intellectual equipment he pos- 
sesses a decided advantage over men 
of the ruling race. These facts will not 
be denied even by educated Russians. 
One of these, a noble of distinction and 
a man of broad views, said to me when 
discussing the problem of the Russian 
Jew: “What can we do with these peo- 
ple? I am opposed to their persecution 
and feel the shame which the Kishineff 
horrors have brought upon the name of 
Russia. But if we do what you urge, 
if we allow them to spread over the 
country and open up to them access to 
the offices of municipal and imperial 
administration, why, my dear sir, their 
racial ability and capacity would ena- 
ble them to control all our departments 
within ten years.” 

This is the reflex of the Russian of- 
ficial mind. The same view pervades 
all the lower grades of civil employ- 
ment—policemen, customs officers, post 
office and telegraph services, and so on. 
And when to this feeling is added the 
conviction which was expressed in ev- 
ery conversation I had with representa- 
tive Russians from Odessa to Warsaw 
that socialism was a Jewish importa- 
tion, that young Jews are its most dan- 
gerous if not its only effective propa- 
gandists within the empire, it can at 
once be seen how futile will be the 
efforts which will seek to obtain equal 
rights or free citizenship removed from 
oppression for the Russian Jew even 
within the pale of legal domicile. 

The Zionist movement is a necessity 
of the situation. It boldly faces the 
terrible problem of the Russian Jew 
with a rational and courageous solu- 
tion. He cannot hope ever to live safe- 
ly and in peace in Russia without 
rights and protection which he will not 
in our day receive. 

Other European countries or America 
cannot reasonably be expected to open 
wide the gates of immigration to 1,000,- 
000 or 2,000,000 poor Hebrew workers. 
Where, then, are they to go if their 
persecution is ever to cease? 

The parent land of Palestine offers 

them a shelter and perhaps a limited 
autonomy under Turkish suzerainty 
provided the combined influence of 
sympathetic public opinion and the in- 
tercession of the great powers could 
enable the plan of the Zionist move- 
ment to be put in operation. It ought 
to be with the present ruler of the 
Turkish empire a question of money 
enly, along with a concerted agreement 
between the leading European govern- 
ments and, it is to be hoped, that of 
the United States. And as the recent 
Savage recrudescence of anti-Semitic 
feeling must necessarily awaken inter- 
est and sympathy for the victims of 
this barbarous spirit the remedy advo- 
cated by the Zionist leaders must re- 
ceive a wider attention than has yet 
been given to it in either Europe or 
America. 
The press of the United States can 
render powerful help in this direction, 
and I most earnestly press the cause of 
the repatriation of the Russian Jew. 


SWIFT TRIP IN MILL RACE. 


Man Carried a Quarter Mile In Less 
Than a Minute and Lives. 

William Ingalls, a stone mason, 
tripped on a rope while at work at 
the Niagara mill gate in Lenox, Mags., 
the other day and fell into the swift 
current of the race way, swollen by 
the full tide of the Housatonic river, 
says the New York World. He was 
carried 250 feet down the race, through 
the wheel pit of the mill, into the tail 
race and then across the river, and 
came out alive. 

The hundred workmen who saw the 
accident say he made the journey of a 
quarter of a mile in less than a minute. 
In his perilous journey Ingalls dropped 
fifteen feet into the wheel pit and was 
dashed against a wall of solid masonry 
at an angle of 60 degrees. When In- 
galls realized what he had been 
through he fainted.

Deka was a cow which had been made 
much of a pet by the children. When 
the recent flood came the nine-year-old 
boy of the family ran to the barn to 
liberate this cow, says the Kansas City 
Journal.

The time of 3:04:27 made by Kellance 


betters the new cup course record of 
3:09:53 made on Monday by the new 
boat. Constitution came within four 
seconds of the time made Monday and 
the old defender was but 25 seconds be- 
| hind it. 

Not only was the beat wo windward 
made in remarkably fast time py all 
| the contestants, but in the rua home, 
| with spinnakers and ballouners pull- 
ing like mad, the three sloops fairly 
flew. Reliance again excelled Consti- 
tution at this kind of sailipg, covering 
the 15 miles in 1:11:04, better speed 
than most steamboats cau make. Con- 
| stitution outran Columbia but very 
| little. 

Sir Thomas Lipton watched the race 
| 


closely from the Erin. He kept his 
gluss on Reliance every minute ard 
| when the boats finished started buck fer 
Sandy Hook. 

Barring a slight haze, the conditions 
for racing were perfect at the start and 


steadily improved as the afternoon 
wore on. The wind bud about eight 
iIniles’ strength in it at the start, but 


before the windward mark was reached 
it was bla#ing at from 15 to ls milesan 
hour and held thus until after the boats 
finished. When the race began there 
| was a long easy swell, but with the 
increase of wind off Point Judith the 
yachts had to beat through a siuashing 
chop.

The reset 
was that Constitution went over the 
line 15 seconds ufter guniire and at 
that time Reliance and Columbia were 
running down to the line from up to 
windward of the committee boat. Co- 
lumbia did not get away until several 
seconds after the handicap gun at 1:17. 

Captain Rhodes berthed his charge 
on the weather bow of Liellance and 
held that position nearly over to the 
Narragansett shore. In the lee of the 
jiand smoother water was found and 
Reliance quickly pulled through the lee 
of her rival. Constitution then tacked 
to starboard and getting Columbia un- 
der her lee, kept ber there until well 
out beyond Point Judith.

Once clear of Polut Judith Reliance 
sailed away from the others in splendid 
etyle, while Columbia, getting her wind 
clear by taking a long hitch to the 
westward, gained considerably on Con- 
stitution before the weather mark was 
rounded. Both Reliance and Constitu- 
tion had to take a short hitch port to 
reach the mark when abreast of it 
but Columbia luffed around prettily.

| The Financier Among the Missing Since June 
15—Expert on the Books.

Boston, July 2.—There is much spect- 
lation amoung the boot and shoe manu- 
tacturing interests of this and neighbor- 
ing cities, as well as certain banking 
institutions of Boston, as to the present 
whereabouts of Elmer E. Leavitt, the 
financial member of the firm of Lambhin 
& Foster, which recently failed and 
was afterward petitioneil into in- 
solvency. No member ot the firm, 
which, in agldition to Leavitt, is coim- 
posed of Charles A. Moour, Madison 
M. Baker and Alfred S. Foster, has seen 
Leavitt since he left the Boston oflice 
on June 15, claiming that be was go- 
ing home on account of illness. 

His home is at Medford, and since the 
crash to the firm came on June 23, when 
some seven or eight of the largest 
creditors had writs of replies in served on 

|} the concern, and others brought Leavy 
| attachments, associate members of the 
firm have called at the house of Leavitt 
in an endeavor to see him, but in each 
case have been refused admittance on 
the ground that Leavitt was wo ill to 
see any one. 

As far back as 1886, when W. C. 
Lamkin was a member of the firin, 
Elmer E. Leavitt was the iinancial 
man of the concern, being recognized 
asa first-class bookkeeper and finaucier. 
Since he entered partnership in the pres- 
end firm, 644 years ago, he has had sole 
charge of the financial interests of the 
business, ard his associates say that 
if he had only kept them informed as 
to the financial condition of the concern 
the present trouble would never haye 
happened. 

When the firm of Lamkin & Foster 
;Saw the impending trouble it was anx 
} ious to make an assignment to one ofits 
| biggest creditors, but when tae matter 

was brought to the attention of the 
Exchange and Union Nattonaj banks, 
each of which held about $50,000 worth 
of accommodation paper of Lamkin & 
| Foster, they refused to allow the as- 
signment to be made, and as a result 
there followed the petitions in inso!- 
vency, in which the firm acknowledged 
that it owed $51,000 more thun its as- 
sets, and was insolyent. ‘The reason 
given why the banks woukl not al- 
low the firm to assign was tnat they 
did not want to give Leavitt a chance 
to sign off, thereby taking from them 
whatever prospects they might have 
for legal action against bin. 

As financial man of the coucern he 
made all of the dealings with the banks 
and floated such paper, +te., as was 
deemed necessary to assist the fti:m to 
conduct its business. On Tan. J, accord- 
ing to law, Leavitt made a statemext 
to the banks, and since that time the 
other members of the firm have been 
trying to get Leavitt to give them a 
statement as to the financial standing 
of the concern. Up to the time of the 
collapse they were unable to do tls, 
and since the examinations of the ex- 
pert bookkeepers it has en found that 
instead of having about $200,000 on the 
right side of the ledger, as was geu- 
erally supposed, there is a deficit of 
nearly if not fully half thatsum. The 
examination of the accounts has not 
been completed, but it probably will 
be finished within a few days. 

The first intimation that the iirm had 
that there was troub!e was the day after 
Leavitt had gone home sick. (hen the 
members found that the following day 
they must meet a note for 212.000. In- 
vestigation showed that there was only 
about $10,000 in cash to their crediiin 


the bank. It was then tliat they isked 
the bank to recommend an expert book- 
keeper to them. Even at that time 
Messrs. Mooar, Parker and loster 


thought they, could find a balance of at 


aii 


least $200,000 to the firm's credit, as 
it was known that the concern had done 
the best business in 1902 of any year in 
its history. It was after the expert 
bookkeeper began his work that the 
discouraging yet interesting develop- 
ments became known. There Was then 
no other alternative but for the tirm to 
rail and either assign or go into in- 
solvency. 

The members of the firm have not 
seen the statement which Leavitt made 
to the banks in January, but the banks 
bLave told them that if the statement 
Was correct at that time, such a state of 
affairs as exists at preseut could not 
possibly have arisen, _

Other trusts besides the ship trust, 
which expect to pay dividends on 
watered stock, will probably, sooner or 
later, meet with the same fate as the 
ship trust which went into the hands 
of a receiver Wednesday. It is the 
promoters of the schemes only who are 
benefitted, and they usually expect 
more profit at the reorganization. 

A New York letter says: ‘‘Something 
like a bad case of financial fright has 
overtaken trust promoters of this finan- 
cial centre. The average of trast or- 
ganizations in the first six months of 
the last two years was about $2,500, 000. 
The total this year will not be one-half 
of that. 

‘*Trust premoters admit frankly that 
they have been warned off by the banks. 
We have been told to go out of busi- 
ness, ome of the most sucessful promo- 
ters said bitterly to a crowd of sym- 
pathizers in Broad street.

PICKPOCKET CASE. 


Victim on Stand Gver an Hour 
But Not Shaken. 


The continued case of James Feeney, 
James Devine and Joseph Sullivan, 
alias Joseph Harris, fer robbery from 
the person of James Townsend at Hol- 
brook, was heard before Judge Avery 
in the district court this morning. 

James Townsend, the victim of the 
pickpockets, testified that on June 20 
he took the 11.42 train from Boston for 
Holbrook. When the train reached 
South Braintree Devine came and sat 
with him and talked to aman across 
the aisle. A little later Feeney came 
up acd turned the next seat over so that 
he faced him. Others of the party were 
in the seat back of him. 

When the train reached Holbrook he 
got up and took a bundle from the 
rack and attempted to get off the train. 
The crowd then surrounded him and 
began to push him back and forth, then 
Feeney said all right and they separated 
and he went out. 

As soon as he left the train he missed 
his pocketbook containing $17 in 
money, a 25-ride book between Hol- 
brook and Boston, and a 10-ride ticket 
between South Braintree and Holbrook. 

He got onto the train again and ac- 
cused the men of robbing him, and 
wanted the conductor to have them 
arrested. ‘They called him hard names 
when the train reached Monteilo, Feeney 
and Devine left the train and he fol- 
lowed them toward Brockton. He 
finally lost them. The next time he 
saw them was in the toombs in Boston. 

Joseph Sullivan one of the defendants 
testified that he lived at 123 Bridge 
street, East Cambridge. On June 20 
he was at home all day and did not get 
up until between 3 and 40’clock that 
afternoon. His business was that of a 
collector for his father. 

James Devine, another of the defend 
ants testified that he was a painter and 
lived at 18 Holman street. He had been 
ill and on June 20 he was in bed all 
day. Upon cross examination he 
admitted that he had been convicted in 
January 1899, August 20, 1897. May 
17, 1901, and Dec. §, 1894, all for 
larceny. 

James Feeney the third of the trio 
did not testify and offered no defense. 

Counsel for the defense was arguing 
the case when the Ledger went to press. 


Drift of Opinion. 


}@#~ There are to be no more rocking 
chairs on board the warships of the 
American navy. ‘The statement that 
there has ever been any is a surprise. 
It was supposed that the sailors were 
rocked in the cradle of the deep, and 
no landsman imagined that rocking 
chairs formed part of the equipment of 
the navy, but so itis. Each battleship 
now carries 350 tons of fittings that 
may be classed as luxuries, not all rock- 
ing chairs to be sure, but things that 
might be dispensed with. They have 
been added at the expense of a sacrifice 
of machinery weights. A change is to 
be made, and the officers of the navy 
will be obliged to deny themselves of 
some of the pleasures they have en- 
joyed. Emperor William boarded tbe 
Kearsarge at Kiel, and requested the 
privilege of examining the ship. Ad- 
miral Cotton should have denied him 
in tactful language, but the right words 
did not occur to him at the moment, 
and the Kaiser made a thorough in- 
spection. There was no new device 
that he did not see, and as the visit 
was not actuated by curiosity, but by a 
desire to see what is the latest thing in 
warship constraction, he probably 
profited by the permission. Whether 
he noted the luxuries or not is not 
stated, but he probably did, and noted 
them as something the German ships 
cap do without. To an old salt who 
sailed the seas in the 50’s, the modern 
ship isa curiosity. If Jack could haye 
had the soft billet that the men in the 
present navy enjoy he would have 
thought himself ina sailor's heaven. 
Everything bas advanced, and why not 
the navy. People on shore would not 
care to live as they did half a century 
ago, and what the style of living will 
be in 1953 the imagination hesitates to 
describe.—Lynn Item.

Land Assessed for 14 Cents Offered 
at 15 for Atlantic School. 


To the Editor of the Daily Ledger:— 

As a property owner and taxpayer of 
Atlantic school district, permit me to 
object strongly to the proposed location 
of a lot of 50,000 square feet of land on 
the corner of Faxon road and Squantum 
street, for three good and sufficient 
reasons. 

1—It is an unsuitable and most incon- 
venient location for the purpose, being 
at the extreme corner of the school 
distant from the centre of 
population and in part low, marshy, 
and requiring costly filling at public 
expense.

Crop Report. 


In its crop report for June, issued 
July 4, the Massachusetts State Board 
of Agriculture include the following 
summary of crop conditions in Massa- 
chusetts, compiled from a careful study 
of the reports of about 170 correspon- 
dents. ° 

But little damage is reported from 
insects, the cold, wet weather having 
held many species in check to a con- 
siderable extent. Potato bugs are the 
insect most commonly reported, but 
are notas plentiful as usual. Onion 
maggots appear to be somewhat more 
prevaleat than usual and tent caterpil- 
lars less so. 

Indian corn has seldom been in as 
unsatisfactory condition at this time of 
year. It is reported as small and back- 
ward and turning yellow in many in- 
stances. The severe draught of May 
prevented good germination of the seed 
and it came up poorly, many fields 
having to be replanted, consequently 
showing a poor uneven stand, Since 
the drought was broken the excessive 
rains and cool atmosphere have kept it 
at a standstill, Much warmer weather 
is needed to bring the crop forward 
satisfactorily, but with a favorable 
season a reasonably good crop may be 
secured, The acreage shows a slight 
general increase for the State at large. 
Ensilage corn has not been planted in 
many instances, owing to unfavorable 
weather for preparing the soil. 

Haying had not begun at the time of 
making returns, the dull, rainy weather 
preventing. The heavy rains have 
started grass growing well anda great 
improvement in the crop is indicated. 

The strawberry crop has been nearly 
a failure in®most sections, being first 
injured by frost, then much shortened 
by drought, while the rains came at a 
time to rota large proportion of the 
crop on vines, Prices have generally 
ranged high for such berries as could 
be secured. Raspberries, blackberries 
and currants promise well. 

Pears, cherries and plums promise 
only light crops in the aggregate, and 
there will be practically no peaches. 
Apples set well for a non-bearing year 
and there are few complaints of there 
dropping badly. Wild berries promise 
well. 

This report, containing much other 
matter of value, can be obtained on 
application to the State board of Agri- 
clature, Boston and those desiring it 
may have their names placed on the 
mailing list to receive the bulletins re- 
gularly.

On Tariff Policy In lowa Re- 


publican Platform 


BOTH WINGS CLAIM VICTORY 


Expect and Desire Roosevelt’s Nom- 
inatioz—Faith In Principle of Pro- 
tection Reiterated ana Reciprocity 
Policy Indorsed 


Des Moines, July 2.—The ticket: 
Governor, A. B. Cummins; lieutenant 
governor, John Harriot; supreme judge, 
C. A. Bishop; railroad commissioner, 
D. J. Palmer; state superintendent of 
schools, F. J. Riggs. 

The Republican state convention 
nominated the foregoing ticket and 
adopted a platform. Harmony marked 
the proceedings of the convention, but 
after the ticket bad been completed 
and the platform adopted, speeches were 
made which indicated that the Repub- 
lican leaders of the state are not en- 
tirely agreed as to the detuils of tariff 
policy. The tariff plank adepted wags 
prepared by Senator Allison after con 
ferences with representative Mepubii- 
caus cf the state. No objection was 
made to it in the committee on reso- 
lutions nor upon its presentation to the 
convention. Governor Cummins, in bis 
speech accepting renomination, . 2p» 
proved the platform in its entirety, but 
announced that he wouid continue to 
hold to all the views expressed in lis 
speeches within the past two years. 

Senators Allison and Dolliver en- 
dorsed the platform as : correct state- 
meut of Rgqpublican principles, but Con- 
gressmen Lacey and Cousins spoke in 
cpposition to the tariff changes. 

While the action of the committee was 
barmonious both wings of the party 
are claiming victory. Governor Cum- 
mnins and his supporters say that the 
tariff contains, in substance, all that is 
found in last year’s plank, while the 
“stand patters” are congratulating 
themselves upon the elimination of the 
“shelter to trusts” clause, which at- 
tracted so much attention to the lowa 
platforms of 1901 and 1902. There were 
but two contests invyolying the ques- 
tions of relative strengch of the two 
wings of the party and these ended 
with honors even. 

“The stand patters” secured control 
of the committee on resointions by a 
vote of 6 to 5, but in the committee 
on permanent organization the Cum- 
mins men controlled and elected I. R. 
Kendall permanent chairman. Kendal 
received six yotes against tive for Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson, who was 
put up by the “stand patters” usa candi- 
date upon whom all should be abie to 
agree. 

The platform congratulates the na- 
tion of fhe present era of prosperity, 
commends the administratioa of Gov- 
ernor Cummins, rejoices in lowa's lead- 
ership in national affairs, favors good 
roads legislation, endorses the Lou- 
isiana purchase commission, commends 
entirely and without reservation the cd- 
ininistratio’ of Presideut Rvosevelt, 
and “in conimon with the Republicans 
of the entire nation, expect aud desire 
his unanimous nomination as ais own 
successor.” 

Senator Allison's tarif® trust piank, 
which was adopted by the convention, 
says: 

“We reiterate our faith in the his- 
toric principle of protection. Its vindi- 
cation is found in the history of its 
success anc the rapidity with which 
our nation: resources have been de- 
veloped anc ,ur industria! independence 


secured, and we heartily renew our 
pledge to maintain it. 
“Tariff rates enacted to 2arry this 


policy into effect must fro time to time 
be changed to meet the varyins« di- 
tions incident to the progress of our 
industries, and their changing rela- 
tions in our foreign and domestic com- 
merce. Duties that are too low should 
be increased, and duties that are too 
high should be reduced. 

“We endorse the policy of recip- 
rocity as the natural complement of 
protection. Protection yuilds up demo 
cratic industry and trade, and secures 
our own markets for ourselves; revip- 
rocity builds up foreign trad: ard finds 
an outlet for our surplas. 

“We approve the treaty with Cuba, 
recently ratified, as conferring sub- 
stantial benefits upon both countries, 
and urge that the remaining steps neces- 
sary to make it effective be promptiy 
taken. 

“We believe that the larze corpora- 
tions commonly called ‘tcusts’ sl ould be 
so regulated and supervised both in 
their organization and operation that 
their evil tendencies may be checued 
and their evil practices prevented. In 
many instances they ire erfticient in- 
dustrial instruments and the natural 
cutcome of an inevitable process of 
economic evolution. We co not desire 
their destruction, but insist that they 
shall be so regulated and coutrolled as 
to prevent monopoly and »romote com- 
petition and in the fullest measure sub- 
serve and advance the public good. 

“The patriotic and resviute course of 
the President of the United Ste tes in 
his recommendations to cougress upon 
this subject of the further regulation 
of interstate commerce commands our 
confidence and admiratios and recent 
legislation of congress in harmony with 
his recommendations meets our hearty 
approval,”

THE GODDU SHOOTING 
Supposed Letter From Lamonthe Giv- 
ing Alleged Details of the Affair 

Boston, July 2—A letter believed to 
have been written by Joseph Lamothe, 
who is wanted in Lowell for the shoot- 
ing of Miss Georgianna Goddu last Sun- 


day, and which was mailed in the 
Charlestown district, Boston, about 
midnight Tuesday, bas been received 
by the Boston Globe {un which the 
writer, who signs himself “lL,” claims 
that Miss Goddu was slot by herself 
while struggling to get his revolver. 

The handwriting in the ietter is 
identical with that of Laimothe’s hand- 
writing while he was working in this 
city. For the first time, it appears, 
presuming the letter to tell the facts, 
that a serious quarrel ovcurred on the 
lawn in front of the house of Dr. 
Henotte, in Lowell, where the shuotiag 
occurred. 

The writer says there was a struggle 
between Miss Goddu and himself; 1is 
victim attempted to take away from 
him a pistol which he had in his coat 
pocket. He says the pistol vas dis- 
charged in the struggle and the bullet 
struck the girl. 


He also declared that he had no 
recollection of the shooting of Dr. 


Payette, who ran to the assistance of 
Miss Goddu. He declares that the first 
he knew that Dr. Payette was shot was 
when he read it in the story of the 
tragedy. 

The letter ends with these words: 
“These lines, Mr. Editor, are written 
by a man who will be dead when they 
reach you. They are perfectly true.” 


Shipbuilding Company Receiver 
Newark, N. J., July 2.—James Swith, 


Jr., Was appointed receiver of tbe 
United States Shipbuilding company 


by United States District Court Judge 
Kirkpatrick. The decree directs the 
receiver to take over all property of the 
company and to immediately assume 
the management and operation of said 
property. The concluding paragraphs 
of the decree contain the usual restrain- 
ing phrases which forbid the de- 
fendants to sell, transfer or dispose of 
any of the property or from interfering 
with the management of the receiver. 
The final paragraph orgers that ail 
creditors and others be restrained from 
instituting or prosecutins suits at law 
or in equity without leave of this court. 


Complaint From the Congo 

Washington, July 2.—Beeause I’res- 
byterians in the Congo Free State claim 
they do not enjoy all the religious 
liberty coming to them under the pro- 
visions of the Berlin treaty, represen- 
tative Presbyterians called at the state 
department and left a statement of the 
facts with the request that the Wash- 
ington government take up the matter 
with Belgium and call ber attention to 
the reported violations of the Berlin 
treaty. The course of the departmentis 
not yet indicated. 


“Postoffice Physicians” Out 

Washington, July 2.—Il’ostmaster 
General Payne has issued an order 
abolishing the position of physician in 
postoffices at the close of business June 
8&0, 1903. This order wipts out a small 
list of officials whose employment, 
without specific authority of law, has 
caused wide discussion 10 conne:tion 
with the postoffice investigation. Some, 
at least, of these offices paid $1700 a 
year and were sinecures.

St. Louis, July 2.—Cireuit Attorney 
Folk has information which may lead 
to the indictment of eatern capitalists 
for bribery in connection with the 
transit bill, which was passed by the 
Missouri legislature in 184), and which 
made possible the consolidation of the 
street car lines in St. Louis, save the 
suburban.

Speculation as to Corey’s Successor 

Pittsburg, July 2.—The promotion of 
President Corey of the Carnegie Steel 
company to be assistant to President 
Schwab of the United States Steel cor- 
poration is the subject of general com- 
ment in iron and steel circles. ‘There 
is considerable speculation as to who 
will be the successor to President Corey 
if it is necessary for him to retire from 
the position he now holds with the Car- 
negie company.

Pittsburg, July 2.—Frank Kramer 
won the six-day bicycle race here last 
night after one of the most exciting 
finishes ever occurring in local bicycle 
racing. The time for the last lap was 
under 18 seconds—the previous track 
record.

A purse of $2500 was divided, Kramer 
taking 36 percent.

THE FRUIT OF MOB LAW| 


Boys and Girls Play at Lynch- 
ing In Belleville, Mo. 


IMAGINARY POLIOEMEN PRESENT. 


New Game Has Taken lis Place With 
Kites and Tops—Imaginary Mayor 
Gives Order Not to Harm Imagi- 
nary Mob, and an Imaginary Hang- 
ing Follows—Fire Contributes Real- 
istic Touch, - 


A new game has been added to the 
catalogue of sports of the children of 
Belleville, Mo., says the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. It is the “game of lynch- 
ing.” For the time being it has crowd- 
ed out baseball and jackstones, being 
vastly more exciting, and, if continued 
until fall, promises to deprive of some 
of its prestige the game of football. 

The children of the town, deducing 
from the light and airy manner in 
which many of their elders refer to the 
lynching of the negro Wyatt on the 
public square that the game is a proper 
and creditable one and deriving from 
the studied inactivity of the authori- 
ties the assurance that it is perfectly 
safe, have entered into the game with 
zest, and many of them have become 
adept at it. 

If the game takes its place on the 
year’s calendar of sports and “lynch- 
ing time” recurs with the same regu- 
larity as “kite time’ and “top time” 
the children will by the time they are 
grown be quite facile as lynchers. 

The game starts with the intended 
victim, generally a boy, crouching in 
the weeds in a make believe cell in an 
imaginary jail. The lynchers, boys 
and girls, gather under the nearest 
electric light and vow with great fe- 
rocity that “the nigger must die.” 

With shouts as hoarse as they can 
make them the youngsters make a rush 
for the make believe jail and dance 
about it with an imitation of fury even 
more realistic than that of the crowd 
which surrounded the Belleville jail a 
few weeks ago. 

Make believe policemen hang about, 

but make no attempt to disperse the 
mob. . 
A make believe mayor makes a 
speech studded with terrible adjec- 
tives, immediately following which a 
rush is made and the make believe 
front door of the imaginary jail is 
broken in. The mob is driven back by 
an imaginary force of defenders. The 
desperate mob withdraws a pace and 
confers. 

The consensus of opinion is that the 
bastile can’t be taken because the de- 
fenders have weapons filled with inju- 
rious bullets, and they are all agreed 
that, while they are bent on killing the 
prisoner, they don’t want to run any 
risk in doing so. 

Some try to convince the others that 
the authorities are their friends and 
would not harm them for the world, 
but still they hesitate. After an imagi- 
nary wait of several hours a bold spirit 
creeps close up under the walls of the 
jail and comes running back in great 
joy. 

“It’s all right, fellers!” he shouts. 
“The mayor has given orders to the 
guards that they are not to hurt us. 
Our revenge is at hand. ’Sdeath!” 

They shout hoarsely and again rush 
upon the jail. The guards are locked 
in the imaginary office and the back 
door is not defended. They break it in 
with imaginary sledge hammers, and 
in a little while the victim is pounced 
upon and dragged down the imaginary 
steps and out on the street. 

Emulating the real mob, they are not 
content merely to take him to a tele- 
graph pole and complete the imagina- 
ry hanging. They pull and haul him 
over the sidewalk and street, shouting 
merrily the while. It is such fun that 
by this time they have forgotten to be 
flerce. 

Finally the victim is pronounced 
dead, and a piece of paper is set on fire 
to give the proper realism to the finish. | 

Then they imagine it is the next day, 
and the leaders go.around imaginary 
street corners telling what part they 
took in the make believe lynching. 

The game ends with the make be- 
lieve authorities reposing on a near by 
lawn, complaining that they cannot as- 
certain the names of the lynchers and 
languidly announcing that they will 
call the attention of the grand jury to 
the lynching next year.

In Construction of the New 
Jersey Class. 


To Launch the Douglas 
In August. 


Some .of Recent Improvements at 
the Big Plant. 


The Fore River Ship & Engine Com- 
pany still keeps ahead on the construc- 
tion of the battleships of the New Jer- 
sey class building in its yard at Quincy 
Point—the New Jersey and the Rhode 
Island. On June 1 these vessels were 
estimated, by the United States naval 
constructor in charge,to be 37 per cent. 
completed, which is a gain of 5 per 
cent, over their condition the first of 
May and puts them 5 per cent, ahead 
of any of the other vessels of the 
same class building in other yards, 
the Virginia being the nearest to them. 

Outwardly the Rhode Island is further 
advanced than the New Jersey, but the 
New Jersey’s interior is the more com- 
plete and she is considered slightly in 
advance of her sister ship, on the 
whole. Both hulls are framed to the 
height of the main-deck beams and 
placed amidships, and the greater part 
of the protective-deck armor in 
place. 

The Rhode Island’s propeller shaft 
struts have been attached and the New 
Jersey’s are ready. More than 2,000 
men are now emp!oyed in the yard and 
the work in the ship-tool shop and the 
forge goes on night and day. 

Last Monday, the two steel masts of 
the cruiser Des Moines were stepped by 
the gantry crane as the vessel lay along- 
side the Fore River fitting-out dock, 
The masts were made at tbe Charles- 
town Navy Yard and were sent to Fore 
River with the tops in place. 

The standing rigging will be put 
over the tops at once. The wooden 
top-masts, which are now alongside on 
the pier, will be sent up latter. The 
schooner-cut sails for the cruiser are 
now making at Charlestown and the 
rest of her canvas equipment is being 
prepared at Gloucester. The first of 
June the Des Moines was 86 per cent. 
completed, standing third on the list

The engines will have their dock-trial 
ina week or two and it is probable 
the cruiser will be ready to see deep 
water in a month.

He kept Joseph and 
Moses pure in high places in Egypt and 
Danie! faithful even in idolatrous Baby- 
lon. Statesmen and politicians can be 
Christians if, like all other Christians, 
they depend upon the grace of God to 
sustain them. 

God often trains His people for pub- 
lic service and calls them to it. He 
trained Joseph and Moses in Egypt, 
Daniel in Babylon and thousands of 
others since their day, and when the 
crisis came and they were needed men 
recognized their wisdom and placed 
the reins of power within their hands. 
God still wants his people to rule this 
world. It is His world and should be 
governed in accordance with His will 
and by His people. Endeavorers, 
young and old, should keep themselves 
in touch with public life. We should 
be informed upon the questions of the 
day and by voice and ballot cast our 
influence upon the side of civic right- 
eousness and in favor of Christian 
citizenship — for “righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation, but sin is a reproach unto 
any people.” Our forefathers were 
faithful to God and to their country.

In- 
stead of tuening a corner the autom)- 
bile ran steaight into the bank at the 
side of the read and was smashed clean 
in two. How the occupants escaped 
death is more than they thems=2lves 
can explain. Stocks, another English- 
man, had his car disabled through the 
same cause, but was not hurt. 

Baron De Caters, after making, a 
splendid race, broke the axle of his 
ear, and Foxhall Keene retired be- 
cause of a similar accident. Moers and 
Winton of the American team both 
failed to finish, owlag to derangement 
in the mechanism of their cars, and 
Owen, the third member of the team, 
only completed five out of the seven 
Ispe of the race. Thus only five out 
of the 12 starters completed the course. 
One of these, Edge, the holder of the 
cup, came in long after the race was 
officially declared over, 

The poor showing of the American 
competitors is generally attributed to 
the excessive lightness of their cars. 
Owen, who made the best showing 
among them, when the race was over 
scid he could not blame the roads. “I 
guess the reason I was beaten is the 
same as that of the other fellows who 
were defeated by the daring German.” 

All the arrangements for the race 
werked well and the Irish peasants are 
once more venturing on the roads, 
though with fearful eyes and keen ears 
for the roar of the motors as they come 
Gown the hills of Kildare. The French- 
men received some consolation in not 
getting the cup by gaining the prize 
offered by Scott-Mantague, M. P., to the 
team whose members all finished. 

The geveral opinion expressed by the 
British authorities is that the race was 
the most successful ever run and is 
likely to do much to remove the 
antagonisin towards similar contests 
and motors in general.

THE. POPE’S END NEAR 


Condition Admitted to Be Ex- 
tremely Critical 


RECEIVES LAST COMMUNION 


Participated In by All Dignitaries of 
Roman Catholic Charch In Rome— 
Speculation Already Begun as to 
Who WII Sacceed the Pontiff 


Rome, July 6.—“‘God's will be done. 
Who would have believed it, when only 
10 days ago I was presiding over a 
public consistory?’ murmured Pope 
Leo, as he felt himself late last eveuing 
sinkiug into a sleep which lasted about 
three hours until excruciating pain 
brought the dying pontiff back to con- 


scioUsness. He groaned and conm- 
plained of pains on both sides of the 
thorax, ‘Tenderly Dr. Lapponi, as- 
sisted by Pope Leo’s valet, Pio Centra, 
aud the physician’s second assistant, 
De Castro, lifted: the frail form and, 
changing the position, succeeded in 
giving the patient some relief, 

Though hovering on the brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff is still pro- 
longed by means of strong stimulants 
and concentrated nourishment, and his 
wonderful vitality may again resist and 
conquer the attack of this illness. Late 
last evening, after the excitement of 
the ceremony of the last sacrament was 
over, the pope seemed less restless, 
partly soothed by the religious service 
and partly by a dose of chloral, which 
was given to him in considerable 
quantity. The pontiff is lyingona sinall 
bed drawn up toa window overlooking 
the plazza of St. Peter’s. The chamber 
is very large and draped with green 
curtains. The only picture in the room 
is an antique Madonna and the sole 
ornament a great ivory crucifix. 

The interior of the Vaticy n testifies 
to the couviction that the passing of 
Pope Leo is very near. The courtyard 
of St. Dumaso is filled with the car- 
rlages of the cardinals. Cardinal Sa- 
tolli drove to Rome from Frascati last 
evening, the beautiful carriage horses 
covered with dust and perspiration. In 
the cortile are drawn up the carriages 
of the cardinals and many notables. 
Servants and messengers hurry across 
the court with bundles of huge wax 
tapers and with the robes of the 
ecclesiastical dignitaries who are wait- 
ing within the palace. The unte- 
chambers of the palace are thronged 
with princes of the church, high noble- 
men and members of the diplomatic 
corps. Telegrams of inquiry have been 
received from several of the monarchs 
of Kurope. 

Dr. Lapponi administered camphor 
caffeine through -the -movth late last 
night, ac one experiment of injection 
did not prove successful, Pope Leo 
saying he could not bear It. ‘The 
amelioration resulting from the cai- 
phor caffeine was so marked that the 
poutiff called first his nephews and then 
his private. secretary and adjusted 
some personal affairs which are pending. 

Dr. Mazzoni and Dr. Lapponi now 
hope that unless there is heart failure 
they will be able to keep their patient 
alive fer a few days longer, especially 
if he will willingly consent to observe 
the physicians’ prescriptions, ‘This, 
however, is the more diflicuit, as the 
pope preserves his: full consciousness 
and argues and discusses his doctor's 
prescriptions, The latter, fearing to ex- 
cite him by contradiction, are some- 
times at a loss how to proceed. 


During Sunday afternoon the strength 
of the pontiff began to fail him so 
rapidly and his condition becaine so 
critical that it appeared that only a 
few hours of life remained for him. It 
was, therefore, deemed wise to advise 
him of his zruve ccndition and this was 
done with tender precaution. Pope 
leo was thus prepared for his {ast 
communion, which was administered 
last night with the participation of all 
the cardinals now in Rome and the 
whole of the pontifical court. 

The solemn, yet gorgeous, ceremouty 
of administering the last sacrament 
took plice at the bedside of Pope Leo. 
The central figure was the dying 
pontiff calmly preparing to enter the 
dark yalley. His pale and emaelated 
face, almost as white us the pillows 
on which it rested, showed little sign 
of life, except the keen, glittering eyes, 
always his most striking feature. 

Around’ the bed were grouped the 
noble guards, in their glittering uni- 
fornis, the knights of the cloak and 
sword in their picturesque medieval 
costume of black with white ruffs, 25 
cardinals. all the members of the sacred 
college who are present in Kome, 
stately and venerable figures fp their 
sweeping erimson robes, the whol2 
forming a scene of rich, yet subdued, 
coloring, a fit subject for the pencil of 
Rembrandt. The whole of what is

New York, July 6—Joseph A. La- 
mothe; who was wented in Winches. 
ter, Mass., on suspicion of having mur- 
dered Georginnna Goddu, died in St. 
Luke's hospital from the revolver shot 
wound in the abdomen which he re- 
ceived during a struggle with De 
fective Becker in the reception room of 
the hospital. From the time he was 
shot Lamothe sank gradually and was 
unconscious until a few moments be- 
fore death, when he regained con- 
seiousnes3 and asked for a priest, who 
was summoned and gave him the last 
sacrament. In reply to the questions of 
the priest at to his relatives, be turned 
his face away aud was silent. A few 
minutes after he died. 

It is said that when the injured man 
was being taken to the ward of the 
hospital, he murmured: “I want to 
die.” After an examination the cor- 
oner’s physician zave ff as his opinion 
that Lamothe had killed himself, prob- 
ably intentionally. 

Lawothe, it is stated, has a brother, 
a clergyman, attached to St. Francis 
Xavier's church, Little Falls, Minn. 
An examination of the dead wan's 
clothes showed that in the coat were 
two bullet holes One of them evl- 
dently had been made by the bullet 
whith killed him and the other, it is 
thought, might have been made by the 
bullet thet killed Georgianna Goddu. 


Race Riot In Indiana 

Evansville, Ind., July 6.—Troops have 
been ordered out by the governor to 
protect the jail, which is surrounded by 
2000 taen. ‘Two negroes have heen 
killed in the race riot which 1s ramp:nt. 
The crowd around the jail, incensed at 
the killing of Patrolman Massey by Lee 
Brown, 4 negro, is shouting: “Death to 
all negroes.” A company of negroes, 
armed with Winchester rifles, is 
marching through the streets, threaten- 
ing to kill all white people. They have 
broken into a hardware store and 
cured all the arms and ammunition. 
Business men are now organizing and 
arming a party to exterminate the 
negroes.

A sumptuous collation fol- 
lowed the function and Cardinal Marti- 
nelli last night gave a dinner in Arch- 
bishop Seton's honor, 


Hannu With Manage Campaign 

Bosten, July 6.—Senator Lodge, in an 
interview with a representative of the 
Boston Journal, denied last night that 
he would succeed Senator Ifanna as 
chatrman of the Republican national 
committee and manage the comins 
campaign. He said: “You may state 
as coming from me that Senator Hanna 
will remain chairman of the Repubti- 
can national committee and that to him 
will be left the maragement of the com- 
ing campaign.” 

Wound Was Self-Inflictea 

New Haven, July 6.—Coroner Mix 
has decided that the death of Mrs. 
Adelia Randall was due to a bullet 
wound self-inflicted. Mrs. Randall was 
housekeeper for Fred C. Nelson, a la- 
borer; and-was found dead in her sleep 
ing room with a bullet hole in her 
temple. Nelson; who was in the house 
at the time, was held pending the cor- 
oner’s investigation, but has now been 
released. 


Bodies May Never Be Recovered 

Hanna, Wyo., July 6.—-The fire in the 
Union Pacihe mine is now contined to a 
smill place and bas been shut off. Many 
experieneed miners are lere and it is 
believed: that. by tomorrow the bodies 
of the 230 victims will be reached. It 
is possible that the lower workings may 
be sealed up and thus become tombs 
for the unfortunate miners. 


Fire Causes Loss of $1,500,000 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 6.—The main 
building. of the Hammond packing 
piant was destroyed by fire Sunday 
afternoon. ‘The Icss is estimated as 
high as $1,500,000. It is entirely coy- 
ered‘by insurance.

There may be some who are sorry 
that the Fourth of July is over, but the 
majority of citizens gave a sigh of 
relief Sunday morning that Indepen- 
dence: day of 1903 had passed into 
history. Thereare those however whose 
burned fingers will serve as a reminder 
of the day for some time to come. 

To many the Fourth means the hard- 
est day of the year. These are the 
firemen, police and employes of the 
street railway. It is no day of recrea- 
tion for them, but is a day of not only 
hard work but of long hours. 

It would have been impossible to find 
more favorable weather conditions, It 
was neither too hot or too cold but just 
right. 

It is ‘‘the night before’’ that the 
independence of ‘‘ Young America’’ be- 
gins to assert itseli and they did their 
best to make sleep impossible. During 
the early evening, Friday, thousands 
from Quincy took the train for Boston 
and it was expected that a harvest of 
drunks would result. In this, however, 
there was disappointment, either be- 
cause of the viligance of the officers on 
duty at the South Terminal or because 
they did not return to Quincy that 
night; but two arrests were made. 

All of tbe regular officers were on 
duty, and they were augmented by half 
a hundred specials. Usually the police 
look for trouble in the West Quiney 
ward but this district was very quiet 
the night before. In fact the noisy 
districts were at the Centre and South | 
Quincy. The latter place is fast be- 
coming to be regarded as the trouble- 
some district. 

In Ward One there was considerable 
racket. Crowds of youngsters armed 
with canes, which explode blank cart- 
ridges, and shrill horns, made things 
noisy, About 11 o’clock a crowd 
gathered in front of the Adams _build- 
ing and set off fireworks. At first they | 
were handled with care, but a little 
later someone started the idea of put- 
ting’sky rockets in the street and set- 
ting them off. 

They thought it fun to see one of 
these dangerous things go flying along 
the street leaving a streak of fire be- 
hind it. A number of these were set 
off in this manner and it isa wonder 
that some one did not receive a per- 
manent injury. Later a huge bon-fire 
was built in the middle of the street 
bat did no damage. 

At Brewers Corner, Officer Bradley 
and his assistants had several skirmishes 
with drunken Finns, They stand in 
wholesome fear of Officer Bradley, but 
he had his hands full and not a few 
learned that he knows how to use his 
hands to good advantage. Along to-| 
ward midnight they set a small build- 
ing off Smith street on fire and wanted 
to call out the fire department, bnt be 
prevented their doing so, ‘and put out 
the fire. 

The toughest crowd was at South 
Quincy, at the junction of Liberty 
street and Brooks avenue. Fences and 
everything else the crowd could get 
their hands on was destroyed. 

At midnight a crowd of several hun- 
dred started a huge fire and fed the 
flames with fences and parts of stone 
sheds. The officers attempted to stop 
them, but were unable and came in for 
considerable rough usage. A crowd at- 
tacked Officers Boutin and Thorne, and 
they had a tough fight. ‘They were as- 
sailed with sticks, stones and every- 
thing else that came handy. 

The officers were knocked down but 
regaining their feet they fought their 
way through the crowd. The police 
station was notified and Inspector Mc- 
Kay drove to the scene. The crowd 
threw cannon crackers under his horse 
and he was obliged to drive off. He 
returned on foot, and after consultation 
with Chief Williams who had arrived in 
response to an alarm of fire, the hose 
was turned onto the jeering crowd. 
This had the effect of scattering them.

Whe Way the Beverage Was Brewed 
In the Seventeenth Century. 

There are in existence in Great 
Britain a few copies of an ancient 
cookbook, published in 1662, that gives 
what is perhaps the first English recipe 
for coffee. ‘The recipe reads: 

“To make tlie drink that is now much 
used, called coffee. 

“The coffee berries are to be bought 
at any Druggist, about seven shillings 
the pound. Take what quantity you 
please, and over a charcoal fire, in an 
old frying pan, keep them always stir- 
ring until they be quite black, and 
when you crack one with your teeth 
that it is black within as it is without, 
yet if you exceed, then do you waste 
the Oyl, and if less, then will it not de- 
liver its Oyl; and if you should con- 
tinue fire till it be white, it will then 
make no coffee, but only give you its 
salt. Beat and force through a lawn 
sieve. 

“Take clear water, and boil one-third 
of it away, and it is fit for use. Take 
one quart of this prepared water, put 
in it one ounce of your prepared coffee, 
and boil it gently one hour, and it is fit 
for your use; drink one-quarter of a 
pint as hot as you can sip it. It doth 
abate the fury and sharpness of the 
Acrimony, which is the gender of the 
Diseases called Cronical.”

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DAY OF FIRE ALARMS 


(Continued trom page 1.) 


The family of Mr. Logren, who 
occupied the house, left hume in the 
morning to attend a picnic at Merry- 
mount Park, and when they returned to 
their home to find nothing but a smok- 
ing ruin, they were overcome with 
grief. It is also said that he bad quite 
a sum of money in the house and this 
was also lost. 

The cause of the fire is uraknown, 
although it is believed to have been in- 
cendiary. The loss on the building 
and contents is estimated af $2,000, 
and is partly covered by insurance. 

Combination H. & L. No. 1 was cap- 
sized at the fire, but fortunately the 
only damage done was to break one of 
the poles. The driver went up the lane 
toward the fire but had not gone far 
when he saw it was impossible for him 
to get to the scene, so he tried to turn 
and get out of the way so as to give the 
other apparatus a chance. 

In trying to do so one of the ladders 
caught under a wire fence and the 
truck was capsized. Dr%ver Bishop 
and the horses escaped injury. Bex 35 
was sounded at 9o’clock, P. M. and 
was for another blaze inthe freight 
office off Marsh street, which bad again 
been fired. 

Box 23, the hurry-up box, sounded 
at 9.36 P. M. This was for an incen- 
diary fire in the unoccupied house on 
Cottage street owned by Representative 
Peter T. Fallon, and known as the 
Gallagher house. It was quickly ex- 
tinguished. While the firemen were 
there, they were called to the adjoin- 
ing house toextinguished a slight blaze 
caused by a man smoking in bed. 

The last alarm ef the day was sound- 
ed from Box 36 at 10.52. This proved 
to be a blaze in the freight office off 
Marsh street, to which the department 
had been called twice before. 

At the Central fire station the wants 
of the inner-man were attended to by 
Caterer Remick, who supplied them 
with a nice clam chowder the night be- 
fore the Fourth, and on the night of 
the Fourth with cold meats, hot coffee, 
doughuuts, ice cream, etc. The boys 
appreciate sueh things as these. 


ACCIDENTS. 


While there were doubtless many 
minor accidents, there were only two 
serious ones as faras known. One of 
these was to a Finn at Brewers corner, 
Friday night, who bad his hand shat- 
tered by a cannon cracker which went 
off while he was holdingit. The crowd 
warned him to throw it away, but he 
did not understand English and held on 
to it until it exploded. When it ex- 
ploded it shattered his hand and smashed 
a plate glass window in the drug store. 

Arthur Tingley, a uewsboy, had a 
hole bored through his right hand in 
the afternoon of the Fourth by a blank 
cartridge. He held a revolver in his 
right hand with the muzzle close to the 
palm trying to load it with a blank 
cartridge. Suddenly it exploded, the 
wad passing clear through the hand. 
The wound was dressed by Dr. Ells- 
worth. 

ON TBE MOVE. 

There were crowds about City Square 
all day the Fourth. Attimes the crowd 
numbered severalhundreds. They were 
perfectly orderly and were for the most 
part bound for the Clan-na-gael picnic 
at New Downer Landing. 

The street railway had all of its cars 
in use and carried thousands upon 
thousands of people, especially on the 
line between Neponset and Quincy 
Point. Considering the large number 
of people carried, cars were run on 
fairly good time and no accidents were 
reported. 

Aside from this there was a constant 
stream of barges, express wagons, and 
carriages with people passing through 
the square mostly to the beaches. 

SPORTS. 

There were a number of sporting 
events in the several parts of the city. 
These included base ball, golf and 
tennis. 

In the merning at Merrymount Park 
the Merrymounts and City Officials 
team gave an exhibition game of ball. 
There are many funny features during 
the game, notably the tumbling act of 
Overseer of the Poor Cunningham to 
avoid being hit by a grounder; the wild 
throwing of the ball by the City nine, 
and the remarkable stick work by 
Councilman Walsh which never found 
the ball; the two-bagger by Park Cem- 
missioner Pfaffmann, and the running 
by Policeman Burrell. But five innings 
were played. 

The Atlantics won frem the Asb- 
monts, the West Quincys from the 
Derchesters and the South Quincys from 
Longwood although they lost one game 
to Brighton. 

The game by the Odd Fellows of Mt. 
Wollaston and John Hancock lodges 
ended in a dispute over the ruling of 
the umpire. Special mention of these 
games however will be found elsewhere. 

FIREWORKS, 

On the night of the Fourth there 
were many private displays of fire- 
works. They were not confined to any 
particular ward but were general 
throughout the city. Along Washing- 
ton street between Edwards and Unien 
streets the boys had considerable sport 
and made considerable noise by placing 
caps along the street railroad tracks. 
They kept this up all the an 


evening. Hundreds of those caps 
would be used ata time and as a car 
passed over them the reports resembled 
the noise made by a rapid fire gun. 

Many residents kept open houses and 
entertained all callers on a lavish scale. 
Notable among these was ex-Council- 
man Wilson of Revere road.

‘LIPTON'S COSTLYSPORT 


Princely Fortune Invested to Lift | 


the America’s Cup. 


OOST OF THREE TRIALS $2,000,000. | 


Sir Thomas Says That if He Again 
Fails t@ Win the Cup He Has More | 
Millions to Keep on Challenging. 
TWitled Yachtsman Favors Chang- | 
ing Style of Boats In Future Cap 
Races, 


At the luncheon in the White House 
at Washington the other day in honor 
of Sir Thomas Lipton interesting state- 
ments were made concerning the cost 
of challenging for and defending the 
America’s cup, says the New York 
World. Sir Thomas caused much sur- 
prise when he said that if he should 
win the cup this time it would repre- 
sent an investment of considerably 
more than $2,000,000. If he again 
failed to win it, he said, he had still 
more millions to spend in the effort to 
lift it. 

Sir Thomas said it would cost him 
a little more than $1,000,000 to com- 
pete for the cup this year. This was 
partly due, he explained, to the fact 
that he had brought over his two 
challengers and had had both of them 
in commission for months. Each yacht 
has a crew of sixty men, who are the 
best to be had, and the cost of keep- 
ing them in commission a month rep- 
“esents a small fortune. 

Sir Thomas did not say what Sham- 
rock III. cost him to build, but inti- 
mated that it was close to $500,000. To 
the cost of the new yacht must be 
added the cost of keeping the other in 
commission and the expeuse of the 
Erin, in which her owner entertains In 
lavish style. The combined expenses 
of his trial for the cup this year, Sir 
Thomas said, would reach $1,000,000 
and probably more. His two previous 
attempts to get the cup cost him a 
little more than that figure. In con- 
trast with the cost to the challenger it 
was stated by one of the members of 
the party that the Reliance syndicate 
had invested but $800,000 in the de- 
fender and that this amount was ex- 
pected to cover all expenses. 

Following the question of the cost 
there was an informal discussion as to 


the advisability of adopting seagoing | ¢, 


schooners in future cup races. Sir 
Thomas strongly favors tlfis idea, 
though he has said that he will abide 
by the decision of the New York Yacht 
elub. It was a seagoing schooner 
which brought the cup to-America. 

The British changed the style of the 
contest In an effort to regain the cup, 
by sending over a cutter to compete 
for it. That style of yacht was new on 
this side of the water, and it was met 
with a sloop, from which the present 
ninety footers have been evolved. 
They are built for wind and not for 
weather, and Reliance and Shamrock 
III. are belleved to represent the very 
highest degree of perfection in that 
direction. Little change, it is said, 
could be made in building yachts along 
these lines for future cup races. 

More than that, the yachts are so ex- 
pensive that only millionaires can 
build them, and their value is gone 
when the last race of the series is 
sailed. Everything is sacrificed to 
speed, and they cannot even be rebuilt 
so that they can be used for crulsing. 
Therefore, win or lose, Sir Thomas 
Lipton considers that the time is ripe 
for the adoption of schooners which 
can brave any sea and can cross the 
ocean under their own sail, instead of 
having to be towed across. 

With ‘the introduction of schooners 
it is thought many wealthy people 
would build boats to compete for the 
honor of defending or challenging for 
the cup, as they could be subsequently 
used for ocean cruising. The races 
would then become more a test of sea- 
manship than they are now, and Sir 
Thomas believes the interest in the 
contests would be greatly stimulated. 
The distance could be increased and 
the races could be sailed in any kind 
of weather, for the rougher the weath- 
er the keener would be the sport. 


Confidences of Patient and Doctor. 

The Massachusetts Medical society is 
moving to secure legislation for the 
protection of the confidential relations 
between physician and patient, says 
the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
The lawyer and clergyman now have 
the protection of the law for their pro- 
fessional secrets against the questions 
of examining counsel, and the argu- 
ment is that the consultation and con- 
fidential conference between the doctor 
and his patient, which the law does 
not protect, should be held equally sa- 
cred in the courts. When called into 
court as witnesses the respect in which 
confidences given to the two other pro- 
fessional men are held falls away from 
the doctor. He can be forced to reveal 
that which has been given to him un- 
der pledge of secrecy, and this is re- 
volting to his sense of honor. Hence 
the protest and appeal which come 
from the State Medical society. 


Elections In Germany. 

About 20,000,000 envelopes, intended 
to cover voting papers and insure ad- 
ditional secrecy of the ballot, are being 
prepared for the next elections to the 
German reichstag. Not less than sey- 
enty tons of paper will be used.

THE PRESIDENT’S GREETING 


To Governor of Philippines at Open- 


ing of American Pacific Cable— 


Went Around the World In Twelve 


Minutes—Vast Asset For America 


New York, July 6.—The Pacific cable 
fas successfully completed at 10:50 
o'clock Saturday night, eastern time, 
by the welding together of the eastern 
and western links at Honolulu, on board 


the cableship Anglia, thus completing 
the entire line of telegraph from San 
Francisco to the Philippine islands, a 
distance of 8000 miles, and bringing to 
a conclusion the greatest and most dif- 
ficult of submarine cable enterprises 
undertaken in the history of ovean 
telegraphy. 

A message from President Roosevelt 
to President Mackay of the Comniercial 
Cable company was sent ovgr the new 
cable around the world in I minutes 
and Mr. Mackay’s reply was sent 
around the world in 9% minutes. The 
best previous time for messages around 
the world was made on one sent by 
Chauncey M. Depew from the national 
electric exposition grand central palace 
in this city in 1896. It took 50 minutes 
to transmit the message. The first mes- 
Sage sent over the new Pacific cable 
was one from President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay to Governor Taft of the 
Philippines at Manila. Following Gov- 
ernor Taft's reply was the message {ror 
President Roosevelt to Clarence H. 
Mackay, president of the Postal Tele- 
graph and the Commercial Pacific 
Cable company. Mr. Mackay’s reply 
was followed by a number of con- 
gratulatory messages from governors 
of states and other public officials to 
Governor Taft. 

At 10:50 President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay sent the following mes- 
sage to Governor Taft: “I open the 
Anierican Pacific cable with greetings 
to you and the people of the Philip- 
pines.” 

Governor Taft's reply was received at 
11:19 p. m. and was as follows: “The 
Filipino people and the American resi- 
dents in the islands are glad to pre- 
sent their respectful greetings and 
congratulations to the President of the 
United States, conveyed over the cable 
with which American enterprise has 
girded the Pacific, thereby rendering 
greatly easier aid more frequent com- 
munication between the two countries. 
It will certainly Jead to a closer union 
and a better understanding of each 
other’s aims and sympathies and of their 
common interest In the prosperity of the 
Philippines. It is not inappropriate to 
Incorporate in this, the first message 
across the Pacific from the Philippines 
to America, an earnest plea for the re- 
duction of the tariff on Filipino products 
in accordance with the broad and liberal 
spirit which the American people desire 
to manifest toward the Philippines and 
of which you have been an earnest 
exponent.” 

At 11:23 President Roosevelt sent 
the following message around the world 
westward to President Mackay, who 
was with President Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay: 

“Congratulations and success to the 
Pacific cable which the genius of your 
lamented father and your own enter- 
prise made possible.” 

The course of President Roosevelt's 
message to Mr. Mackay was by the 
Fostul Telegraph company’s land line 
{rom Oyster Bay to San Francisco, 
thence bythe Commercial Puclfic 
cabie to Honolulu, to Midway, to Guam 
and to Manila. From Manila to Hong 
Kong the message had to pass by the 
cable which was lifted and cut by Ad- 
miral Dewey in 1898. From Hong 
Kong it went to Saigon, to Singapore, to 
Penang, to Madras, to Bombay, to Aden, 
to Suez, to Alexandria, to Malta, to 
Gibraltar, to Lisbon and to the Azores, 
Between Hong Kong and the Azores it 
passed by foreigncables. Atthe Azores 
it was taken up again by the com- 
nercial cables and sent to Canso, thence 
to New York, and thence to Oyster Bay, 
The time of transmission was 12 mia- 
utes. The president’s message was re- 
ceived by Mr. Mackay at 11:55 p. m. 
He replied as follows: 

“I thank you deeply for your message 
and I earnestly hope that the Pacific 
cable, by opening the wide horizon of 
the great territory, may prove a useful 
factor to the commerce of the United 
States.” 

Mr. Mackay’s message was sent east- 
ward over the same lines as President 
Roosevelt’s and was received by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at 12:044%. The time of 
transmission was 9% minutes. These 
messages were followed by a large nuni- 
ber of congratulatory messages to Goy- 
ernor Taft and President Mackay from 
governors of the different states and 
other distinguished men. 


®. Nurse Bixby’s Body Found 
Lynn, Mass., July 6.—The body of a 
Woman, apparently 40 years old, was 
found floating in the surf at Upham’s 
beach, Nahant. The body was subse- 
quently identified as Mary H. Bixby, 
@ curse, who left Norwood four weeks 
ago to go to Cambridge. It is not 


known whether death was due to ac- 
cident or suicide. 


Plague Has Foothold In Chili 
Santiago, July 6.—Isolated cases of 
bubonic plague have occurred at Yal- 
paraiso and other towns in Chili. The 


authorities are taking the strictest pre- 
eantions.

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HUB iS CROWDED 


With Delegates to Convention ef 
National Educational Association 
Boston, July 6.—The main body of 


| educators from all parts of the country 


has reached this city for the great con- 
vention of the National Educational as- 


sociation, which begun its. annual.ses- 
sion here today. The system,of steer- 
ing hotelward the incoming hordes was 
severely taxed. However, it stood the 
strain to a remarkable degree, assisted 
in a great measure by the excellent 
weather and the general good nature 
of the strangers, notwithstanding their 
long, tiresome journey. 

Groups of 20 and 30 are met at fre- 
quent intervals, guide-books in hand, 
looking at the different placesof historic 
interest throughuut’the city. A large 
number go out into the suburbs on 
trolley rides, while those from fhe west 
seem particularly eager to get a sight 
of the ocean, so that all the harbor 
boats are well patronized. 

It is estimated that there are between 
25,000 and 80,000 men and women 
closely identified with the different edu- 
cational institutions in the country in 
the city. 


Boston Firemen In a Smashup 

Boston, July 6.—While responding te 
an alarm for a trivial fire in the Dor- 
chester district, six of Boston's ptotec- 
tive department men were run down 
by a flying express train at the Free- 
port strect crossing of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
Thomas V. Duffy, the driver of the 
wagon in which the sextet were rid- 
ing, was instantly killed, his body be- 
ing almost ground to pulp, while three 
of the others were seriously and an- 
other badly injured. The real re- 
sponsibility for the accident is not yet 
determined. 


Robbed and Beaten to Death 

Boston, July 6.—E4dward L. Scribner, 
aged 52, was found lying on the com- 
mon just after 1 o’clock in the morning 
and was dead when brought into a 
hospital. From stories told to the po- 
lice it is believed the man was as- 
saulted by three colored men on Somer- 
set street, who robbed him and then 
took their victim in an unconscious 
condition to the common, where they 
left him lying on the grass. ‘There he 
was found half an hour later by a po- 
liceman. 


Didn’t Know It Was Loaded 

Stamford, Conn., July 6.—Arthur 
Austin, 20 years old, a law student of 
New York city, is in a critical condi- 
tion, the result of an accidental shoot- 
ing by his younger brother. The lat- 
ter went to the room where Arthur was 
sleeping with an old reyulver and play- 
fully told bis brother that if he did not 
get up be would shoot him. Unaware 
of the fact that the revolyer wasJoaded, 
the boy pulied the trigger and a bullet 
entered Arthur's side. 


End of Nicholson Strike 

Lynn, Mass., July 6.—The cutters and 
stitchers of the George E. Nicholson 
shoe factory, who wert out on strike 
last January, voted to call the strike 
off, as Nicholson has no longer the 
union stamp of the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union. Sutisfactory arrange- 
ments have been made by Nicholsun 
with the K. of L. officials and the 
men will return to work. 


Waterbury Strike Continues 

Waterbury, Corn., July 6—By a 
unanimous vote of 51 the local! Trolley 
Men's union yoted not to accept what 
they call a proposition from the Con- 
necticut Railway and Lighting com- 
pany to return to work on the cars. 
Three did not vote. The officials of the 
company deny that any offer has been 
made. The strikers have been out now 
nearly six months. 


Respected Citizen Kills Himself 

Rockport, Mass., July 6.—Isaac P. 
Sears, one of the oldest and best known 
citizens of Rockport, committed. sui- 
cide by hanging in his barn. He was 
a member of the firm of Isaac P. Sears 
& Sou, building contractors, retiring a 
few weeks ago. He was an ex-member 
of the legislature, ex-selectman, and an 
Odd Fellow. He had been in poor 
health. rs ee

THE POPE’S END NEAR, 


(Continued trom page 1.) 


called the pontifica! family, headed by 
Cardinal Rampolia aud including all the 
private chamberlains, were there. 

Nearest to the bed stood the imposing, 
tall figure of the cardinal grand pen- 
itentiary, Serafino Vannutelli, with the 
pope’s confessor to hear the last confes- 
sion of the departing pontiff. Then the 
priest apostolic approached bearing the 
viaticuin to give the last communion 
and administer the extreme unction, as- 
sisted by the grand penitentiary. 

Pope Leo feebly recited the coufes- 
sion of faith as formulated by the 
council of Trent and finally the words 
of absolution, and the formula of in- 
dulgence in articulo mortis were solemn- 
ly pronounced by the grand penitentt- 
ary. The ‘heads of the great religious 
orders who were present granted the 
pope the specia! induigences which 
they have the privilege ef conferring. 
Then came the touching prayers for a 
passing soul and part of the gospel, the 
Lord’s passion. 

As the last words died away, all fell 
on their knees. The pontiff, raising 
his almost transparent fingers with a 
feeble effort pronounced in scarcely 
audible words his benediction on the 
sacred college and on all present and 
then sank back on the pillows. There 
was scarcely a tearleSs eye in the whole 
assemblage, the sobs of the pope's 
reJatives were plainly heard and deep 
silence followed, only broken now and 
again by a murmured prayer or a pious 
ejaculation. 

In the portion of the loggia of Ra- 
phael, adjoining the papal apartments, 
were the famlies of Count Pecci and 
Count Moroni, the pope’s nephews. 


All kinds of speculation are already 
in circulation as to the probable suc- 
cessor to the throne of St. Peter. Opin- 
ions are much divided, owing to the 
many interests which will be affected 
according to the choice made by the 
sacred college. The first question the 
cardinals will have to solve will be 
whether the conclave shall be held in 
Rome or outside of Italy. It is be 
lieved that the supporters of the idea 
of abandoning Rome will be even fower 
than in the conclave heid after the death 
of Plus IX, when 32 out of 37 cardinals 
voted in favor of Rome. The second 
question will be whether the next pope 
must be an Italian or a foreigner. It 
is generally believed that he will be an 
Italian, because, in view of the struggle 
between the church and the state since 
the fall of the temporal power and the 
constitution of united Italy, all the 
clergy, as well as the clerical party and 
even foreigners, think that an Itallan 
pope can protect better than a stranger 
the advauce of the religious and po- 
litical interests of the church. ° 

The candidates chiefly spoken of are 
Cardinal Rampolla and Cardinal Van- 
tutelli. They are both representatives 
of the conservative policy, but afe bit- 
ter antagonists of each other. Car- 
dinal Rampolla is * very warm Fran- 
cophile, while Cardinal Vannutelli is 
avarao to the policy inaugurated ty 
the present pontifical secretary of state 
of assuming the power to which he has 
adhered for 15 years. 

The most probable liberal candidates 
are Cardinal Agliardi and Cardinal 
Satolli, whose breadth of views und 
love of modern ideas have been strenyth- 
ened during his stay in America. 

The most probable religious candi- 
dates are Cardinal Gotti, who would 
carefully avoid mixing up in politics, 
and Cardinal di Pietro, who also bas 
the very desirable requisite of old age, 
being 75 years old. 

All these candidates live in Rome, but 
a strong party, which might include a 
good many foreign cardinals, advocate 
the electioa of a cardinal who is nota 
member of the curia. 

It is belicved that the first ballot will 
merely be a test in which nobody will 
be elected, but it will be used te see 
which way the wind blows. It is con- 
sidered certain that if Cardinal Ram- 
polla sees the impossibility of succeed- 
ing to the pontifical throne he will 
throw all his strength in favor of an 
outsider, with a view to preserving his 
candidacy for the next conclave. Un- 
der these circumstances it is supposed 
that Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the 
sacred college, will be chosen, as he is 
75 years old and lately had a serious 
attack of pneumonia. 

All these plans, especially those 
drawn up by the cardinals of the curia, 
may be disturbed by the attitude of the 
cardinals coming from outside Rome, 
principally foreigners. ‘Lings might 
be pushed to such a point as to induce 
& portion of the Italians from the prov- 
inces to ally with the foreign cardinals, 
in which case alone there might be a 
possibility of a foreign pope. How- 
ever, no French or Spanish cardinal 
could comninnd the votes of the Ger- 
mans or English or vice versa, so that if 
an opportunity arises:fora foreign car- 
dinal to be chosen the most authorita- 
tive members of the college think-that 
the only one who could obtain the pre- 
scribed majority 1g Cardinal Gibbons.

LOSS OF LIFE VERY HEAVY 


Killed by 


Drowning or Electrocution Run 


Estimates of Number 


From Twenty to a Hundred and 
Fifty—Victims Were In a Park 


Pittsburg, July 6.—Several 
women and children perished by a 
cioudburst at Oakford park, Jeanette. 
The majority were drowned or their 
lives beaten out against the rocks in 
Brush creek, but quite a number were 
electrocuted. 

At least 800 persons were at the park 


seeking relief from the heat. When 
the storm burst the greater number 
sought a hillside, preferring the shelter 
of the forest trees to the park build- 
ings, because they did not care to be 
below the level of the dam and but little 
above the dry season level of Brush 
creek. When the dam broke a solid 
wall of water 20 fect high rushed down 
and completely filled the narrow 
rayine with its car traeks, car barns 
and restaurant. In front of the car 
barn stood a car containing from 50 to 
70 passengers, many of them seeking to 
return to Jeanette, others using it as 
a temporary shelter. 

With the immense body of water be- 
hind it, the crest of the flood bore down 
with irresistible foree. As it swept 
down the narrow tavine it carried with 
it in its embrace the loaded street car 
and the crowded restaurant. ‘The flood 
was filled with men, women and cbil- 
dren struggling for their lives. 

The poles carryIng the heavily 
charged trolley wires were uproted 
and strewn along the grounds. In a 
number of instances—how many is not 
yet known—the victims of the fiood, 
grasping for anything that might save 
them from the fury of the water, seized 
the trolley wires and met death by 
being electrocuted instead of being 
drowned. Several bodies have already 
been recovered that showed that death 
was the result of this cause. 

Brush creek {s still rushing through 
Oakford park like a young Niagara. It 
Was absolutely impossible for the large 
crowds of rescuers to approach the 
park beynd a point about an eighth of 
a mile from the entrance, therefore 
any attempt to estimate the loss of life 
caused by the cloudburst and the col- 
lapse of the dam of the lake with any de- 
gree of accuracy would be folly. It is 
almost the conseusus of Jeanette that 
fully 100 persons perished in the flood, 
while many conservative persons main- 
tain that the official death list will con- 
tain fully 150 names, Many persons 
who witnessed the calamity claim that 
from 100 to 150 lives were lost, while 
there are others who were in the hills 
overlooking the death valley who inu- 
sist that not more than a score of per- 
sons were washed away by the waters.

Count Camillo Peeci, the pope’s 
nephew, whom the dying man kept by 
his bedside yesterday, was so ex 
hausted late iast night by his contend- 
ing emotions that he had to be taken 
from his uncle’s room completely worn 
out. A few moments before, as he stood 
bowed beside the bed, Pope Leo jaid 
his hand or his head with paternal af- 
fection saying: “Take courage.” 

Shortly after 10 o'clock last night the 
pontiff received the extreme unction, 
At 9 o'clock his condition seemed so 
hopeless that only a short time appar- 
ently remained before be would glide 
into his last sleep. 

At Dr. Lapponi’s initiative a husty 
consultation of the pope's relatives, 
Cardinal Rampolla and other ee- 
clesiastics was held and it was dec ided 
that extreme unction should be given. 
The pontiff received the announce ment 
with his usual calmness and though 
scarcely able to speak audibly, he said 
he knew his time had come and he 
Was ready to appear before the Sublime 
Tribunal with full trust in the divine 


mercy. Mgr. Pifferi, Pope* Leo's cci- 
fessor, administered the extreme unc- 


tion, and when the ceremony was over 
the pope sank back to the 
apparent great relief that 
and that he was entering 
his long pilgrimage. 

After the administration of the 
viaticum telegrams hoping for his re- 
covery were shown to the pope and be 
appeared to be much gratified. One 
of the strangest features in his condition 
is the interest the pope takes in tele- 
grams inquiring. about his health. 
Yesterday, having heard that a French 
lady whom he had received in audience 
a few weeks ago had telegraphed a mes- 
sage of sympathy, he asked to see the 
dispatch, and when Mgr.

The pope was always a man of ex- 
tremely simple tastes, which he brought 
from his childhood’s home, and 
Sibly his cuutious temperament, 
ously combined with power 
hesitating decision, was inherited from 
mountaineer ancestors. For his 
personal use he selected, instead of one 
of the numerous magniticent suites of 
the Vatican, a few simple rooms <on- 
teining little beyond absolutely neces- 
sary articl +s. His bed stands in an 
éleove separated from a larger room by 
a curtain hanging over marble columns. 
Above the bed is a picture of the Ma- 
dorne and ehild Bosid, it isa prayer 
table surmounted by a crucifix. <A 
wardrobe against the wall faces the bed 
and between the latter and the wall is 
a couch. The rest of the room is used 
asa study and contains a writing table, 
With a crucifix, a chair on a carpeted 
platform, chairs and tables for the 
pope’s secretaries, writing materials 
and a few books, among whick are the 
works ef Dante, Virgil and Horace, 
besides a Bible. 

‘The pope bas just given striking proor 
8f his well known taste for the classics, 
He has partly composed and partly cor- 
rected a new Latin poem, which he has 
entrusted to Mgr. Angeli, one of his 
private secretaries, directing him to 
tave it printed for publication and ad1- 
ing: “I shall die happier in thinkiaz 
that something will remain of me that 
I have done at the very last moment.” 

The pope, even when in good health, 
sleeps only four or five hours each wight, 
and often in the morning his bed is un- 
disturbed and the pope is found asleep 
in the very chair before the writiag 
table in which he now reclines. The 
odd window of the combined bedroom 
and study of the pontiff overlooks the 
colonnade of the piazza of St. Peter's 
and the door of the rooms opens into a 
tiny private chapel. Adjoining is a 
small room, furnished only with an 
arm chair and lounge, whe the pope 
sometimes takes an afternoon nap.

CITY SQUARE. 

A public hearing was given on chang- 
ing the name of City Square bounded 
by Hancock, Temple and Washington 
streets to ‘‘Presidents Square,’’ and 
the name of the square opposite the 


Adams Academy to John Hancock 
square. 

Col. Charles H, Porter appeared in 
favor. The request was based on the 


desire for properly noting two parties 
which seemed appropriate. The Presi- 
dents square was in olden times the 
training field at which were assembled 
men who fought in the French, Indian, 
Revolutionary and Civil wars. Under 
the church were the two Presidents. 
The only place in the country where 
two Presidents are buried. It was very 
appropriate indeed that this should re- 
ceive the name desired. 

The other sqaare was near where 
stood the house occupied by Rev. John 


Hancock and where was born 
John Hancock, the first signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. 


The old house was burned but the 
cellar remained for many years, and the 
old well was used up to a few years 
ago. Very few people outside of 
Quincy realize that John Hancock was 
bora there. He hoped it would be so 
named. 

John Q. A. Field opposed, saying 
the tewn and parish had an under- 
standing 60 years ago that parish 
should control the land, and the 
Council has no authority over anything 
but that within the street lines. The 
City Council has nothing to do with 
naming the place. If changed it would 
have two names; that by which it has 
been known for 60 years and that the 
city gives it. It would be confusing 
to people looking up old land marks, 

City Soliciter Blackmur, in reply to 
questions, stated that the order proposed 
to name the area bounded by Hancock, 
Temple and Washington streets, but 
you are really naming a piece of eburch 
property. You are asked to desigaate 
a tiame for private property. The junc- 
tion of any two streets could be named 
which would be appropriate. 

Henry H. Faxon opposed. It wot'd 
take people 50 or 75 years to learn 
where Presidents square was located. 

He opposed changing names as it 
demoralized people. Take Revere road. 
This was formerly Canal street. The 
name was changed, then the street

Councilman Whiton asked if he knew 
of any deeds of his that read bounded 
by City Square?

Councilman Whiton,—Why is it, if 
you are opposed changing names of 
Streets you are willing to change name 
of the other.place to Porter Square.

PLUMBING ORDINANCE. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported favorable on the amendment 
to section nine of the Plumbing Ordi- 
nance. ‘The amendment permitted the 
use upon approval of the Board of 
Health of a tlush-ometer. 

Councilman Adams moved suspension 
of the rules in favor of amendment. 

Councilman Hardwick opposed. 

Councilman Adams said that the 
committee had twoexperts before them 
and they favored the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Mayor Bryant hoped Council would 
go slow and let order take its course. 
We have a lot of trouble now with 
these ordinances and tbe Board of 
Health have been criticised. No ordi- 
nance should be passed unless made 
mandatory on tbe part of the Board 
of Health. It should say what was 
best for the public health. It should 
say just what you want. It should not 
be a permissive order. 

Councilman Nickerson said this flush- 
ometer was a good thing. Right should 
be given to use it in certain cases. 

Councilman Adams the Inspector of 
Plumbing and chalrmats of Board of 
Examiners-approved it. 

Councilman Cleverly, Reardon, Whiton 
and Meyer also favored. 

The rules were suspended and the 
order passed, Councilman Hardwick 
voting no. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported ought not to pass on amend- 
ment to section 6 the Plumbing 
Ordinance. 

Choncilman Adams 
would not be accepted. This was in 
regard to the soil pipe. As it is new 
the soil pipe must be laid in a trench 
so that it can be gotat. The amend- 
ment permits it is to be covered with 
cement except at the traps. 

Councilman Meyer—It cannot be got 
at if covered with cement. The only 
objection to present method is the ex- 
pense. 

Councilman Cleverly favored report. 
The committee took the stand that this 
method was for a good reason. Did not 
think the matter of expense should 
enter.

BIRTHPLACE JOHN ADAMS. 


Franklin street, Quincy Adams, house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 


BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 


Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
to public afternoors from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closin 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2mM.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum.

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Private house, not open to 
public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished ; also the big ship yard now 
established at Quincy Point.

snield to the baycnets of the soldiers, 
attempted to enter the alley and storm 
the alleyway entrance. 

Captain Blum of the National Guard 
ordered a charge on the rioters. 
Gradually the crowd was forced back, 
the soldiers using their bayonets and 
butts of guns. Suddenly a rioter fell. 
A soldier tried to drag him to his feet 
but before he could was assaulted by 
a rioter. Stones and boulders began to 
fiy through the air. A soldier was 
struck with a rock and fell. <A rioter 
was knocked down with a gun butt and 
then a shot was fired. 

The one shot started a fusiilade of 
musketry and shotgun fire from the de- 
fenders of the jail and a return fire 
from the rioters. Fully 300 shots were 
fired from the jail windows, the court 
house steps immediately opposite, and 
by the soldiers on the streets. 

No one knows who fired the first shot. 
Tha calAalensa sauticin, 
while the rioters make no claim: and re- 
fuse to talk about it. The governor is 
said to have instructed the authorities 
not to jeopardize the safety of the jail 
with half way measures. The suldiers 
and deputies fired into the retreating 
mob of men who ran into Division street, 
falling, crying and praying. For 15 
minutes the firing continued; tken it 
ceased. The mob was gone and the sol- 
dlers held the place. 

In front of the staggering band of 58 
soldiers lay the dead and wounded. 
Moans and shrieks of agony and fear 
came from the injured. Ed Schiffman, 
a painter, who was seen in the first 
ranks of the mob during the evening, 
lay on the sidewalk with fhe top of his 
head blown completely off by a -t5- 
calibre rife bullet. A, short distance 
from him lay two other men, both dead, 
and one with a‘ bullet wound over the 
heart. 

All over the street, crawling and 
moaning, wounded riotersand onlookers 
tried to ease their pain and escape by 
getting away from the jail. On Division 
street, lying between her grief stricken 
father and mother, Hazel Altman, aged 
15, was dead with her breast torn away 
with a buckshot charge. She was out 
driving with her parents, who, at- 
tracted by the noise, stopped a few min- 
utes to watch the excitement. In the 
yard of the court house wounded riot- 
érs Jay, and back of the line of sol- 
diers two of the militiamen had fallen.

The general feeling of unrest and un- 
easiness caused a meeting of Mayor 
Covert, Sheriff Kratz, and the county 
officers, at which the grave situation 
was discussed and plans made to pro- 
tect all citizens if another outbreak is 

| precipitated. All saloons in the city 
were ordered closed last evening at 6 
o'clock. Mayor Covert made the fol- 
lowing statement last evening: 

“The feeling between the whites and 
bhicks of this city has been brewing for 
some time and the murder of Patrol- 
ian Massey caused the feeling to he- 
come intensified. I shal! do ail in my 
power to supress rioting in the city and 
will depend on the militia to help me 
do it. I expect the police to deputize 
enough men tonight to suppress all 
lawlessness.” 

In a preclamation issued last evening 
the muyor says: “All congregations of 
people, either on street corners or in 
other public places, are hereby  pro- 
hibited; all persons carrying arms, or 
any kind of weapons for attack or de- 
fense, or anything with which an at- 
tack or defense could be conducted, 
shall be arrested; any boisterous or in- 
cendiary talk will constitute sufficient 
ground for arrest.

New Challenger Showed Superiority 
Over Older Sister In Reaching and 
Running—Work In Five-Mile Brush

New York, * July 7.—Shamrock If 
covered a 30-mile course off Sandy 
Hook six uiuutes and 18 seconds faster 
than Shamrock I. It was a broad reach 
of 15 miles to the outer mark and a 
long leg, close hauled, peck to the 
tinisi line. 

Reaching and running are Sham- 
rock LII’s best points of sailing. Messrs. 
Lipton and Vife were satisfied with the 
new boat's reaching, butwere delighted 
with the splendid fashion in which she 
beat the old boat in a tive-waluc thresh 
to windward after the finish é: the race.

POPE’S GREAT VITALITY 


May Enab'e Him to Overcome 


Inroads of Disease 


A GRAVE SURGICAL TASK 


Performea Upon the Pontiff Has the 
Result of Affording Great Relief— 
binds 


Doctor Improvement Suffl- 


client to Eutertain Hope 


Rome, 8.—The

t.on of removing fluid from Pope Leo's 
pleura was followed later In the even- 
ing by a restless period, and fresh doses 
of chloral digitalis and caffeine were 
udininistered. Under their influence 
the pontif® fel) inte a slumber, which, 
Lowever, was not very peaceful on ac- 
count of the difficulty the patient bas 
in breathing. Seeing Lapponi always 
at bis bedside. the pope just before fall- 
ing asieep said kindly tobim: “Nowit 
is your turn tonight; you must sleep.” 
Throughout the Vatican absolute calm 
prevails, the excitement of yesterday 
laving to a great extent died out with 
revival of bope after announcement 
that yesterday's operation was attended 
with success. 

Ths marvelous vitality and recupera- 
tive energy of the pope were never so 
forcibly demonstrated as by the series 
of events preceding, accompanying and 
following yesterday’s operation. Whea 
first informed that the operation would 
perliaps be necessary, the pope began 
to inquire about it. Turning tw Dr. 
Lapponi, he asked: ‘“Willit be painful? 
Nemember I cannot stand much pain.” 

Instead of Dr. Lupponi, Dr. Muzzoni 
answered: “I can assure your holiness 
that yeu will feel no pain. <A_ little 
cocaine will deaden all sensation.” 

Pope Leo replied at onee: “Re- 
member, you said the same thing whea 
you extracted that cyst a few years 
ugo.” Dr. Mazzoni replied: ‘That op- 
eration went very well, but this can 
bardly be cu!led an operation.” 

The pope then concluded: ‘Then do 
whatever you think best.” 

When the operation took place no- 
body was allowed in the room beside 
the doctors except Pope Leo’s valet, io 
Centra. The doctors, desiring a strong 
light, had the window widely opened, 
but us it faces the bed the light offended 
the weak eyes of the pontiff so that it 
was thought desirable that he should 
reverse his position. As soon us this 
was proposed the pope himself made a 
movement, showing again that spirit 
of activity and determination which 
seems constantly to inspire him. Dr. 
Mazzoni, however, did not give him time 
to leave the bed, but taking him in his 


arms turned the pontiff about. Pope 
Leo smiled and exclaimed: “Bravo, 
professor, I congratulate you. Ai- 


though I have become so light, | must 
still be rather heavy.” 

Both the doctors were astonished 
at the brightness of the pontilY wken 
oppressed by such a dangerous iflness 
and on the point of undergoing a grave 
surgical operation. 

Pope Leo remaired sitting up in bed 
during the whole time of the operation 
without need of support. When Dr. 
Mazzoni substituted a needle with a 
potain aspirator, the pope did not even 
notice it, going through the whole affair 
without emitting the slightest lament 
and without showing any feeling of 
pain. He was extremely pale, almost 
diaphanous, and somewhat tremulous. 
As soon as the operation was closed the 
pope felt much relieved. His eye, from 
un expression of languid melancholy, 
assumed its usual vivacity, illuminat- 
ing the emaciated face. 

Dr. Mazzoni at once administered a 
cordial which the pontiff took willingly, 
thanking him with a grateful look for 
the brave struggle to preserve his life. 
He afterwards expressed a desire to 
sree the liquid which had been ex- 
tracted from his thorax. Both doctors 
essured him that his wish would be 
gratified later. ‘The pontiff then asked 
for minute explanations of the ap- 
paratus used in the operation. 

“It is a most ingenious instrument,’ 
he said, “but your hand is also - ery 
cdever. That is why the operation was

succe :sful in pot giving me any pain. 
I thank you.” 

The happy and cheerful expi2s- 
sions of the pontiff at the moment 
when he was in the very shadow of 
death astonished the doctors. The }ope 
himself seems to glory in his ability 
to present a calm and bright demeanor 
and particularly asked the doctors to 
tell people about the state of his mind. 
Accordingly the doctors have freely 
discussed the cheerfulness of the vener- 
able patient, repeating the details of 
his quick sallies as showing the use- 
tivity of his mind. 

Dz, Mazzoni, assisted by Dr. Lap- 
poni’s son, who is also a doctor, has 
finished the anaysis of the liquid ex- 
tracted from the pope’s pleura. It is 
prevalentiy composed of blood with 
coagulated fibrin without pus. What is 
feared is a reproduction of serum in 
the pleura, in which case the operation 
will be repeated in about two days. 


Dr. Mazzoni has been besieged by 
relatives and friends of the pope and by 
journalists, inquiring as to the result 
of the operation and his prognosis of the 
disease. To The Associated Press cor- 
respondent he said: 

“When one considers that the pope 
should be dead by this time the unex- 
pected may happen @id there is still 
hope. Hi¢ resisting so long and matin- 
taining perfe@ lucidity of mind means 
that notwithstanding the pneumonta. 
the affection of the kidneys and the 
difliculty of breathing, there is no 
poisoning of the blood. Between being 
at the point of death and returning to 
what bis holiness is now, there is cer- 
tainly such a difference as to perwit the 
most optimistic views. To properly 
understand the change which has taken 
place it must be considered that on 
Monday the conviction was so sure that 
be would die during the night that not- 
withstanding the contrary opiaion of 
Dr. Lapponi the pope's surroundings 
insisted on liaving extreme unction 1d 
ministered. Evil tongues even in- 
sinuate that some members of Pope 
Leo's immediate circle counted on the 
bad effects that such a function was 
likely to produce on a weakened or- 
ganism, but the pope resisted splendid- 
ly. Indeed he seems to have acquired 
fresh strength. I don't dare to say 
anything positive. It is very easy to 
be deceived, especially in the presence 
of such marvelous resistance. I merely 
venture the impression that there is a 
probability that the pope will die, but 
I do not believe death wil) occur yet.” 

Much significance is attached to an 
extended visit made by Cardinal! Gotti, 
prefect of the propaganda, to the sick 
room, from which other conspicuous 
members ure excluded by the docturs. 
Cardinal Gotti's interview lasted 20 
minutes, even .ae doctors and attend- 
ants withdrawing and leaving bir alone 
with the pope. . This has naturally 
opened a wide field of speculation. It 
is even asserted on the authority of one 
cardinal that Pope Leo expressed the 
hope that in the event of the suecession 
falling on Cardinal Gotti, he might 
have the strength to take up and carry 
torward the great work thus confided to 
him. Just what passed between the 
pontiff and Cardinal Gotti only they 
know, but certainly the circaustauces 
and length of the visit strongly sup- 
port the view that the pope was giv- 
ing his attention to the administration 
of the affairs of the church when he 
himself has passed away. 

Throughout the day a constant stream 
of visitors besieged the entrance to the 
Vatican. The guards at the portals 
kept back the merely curious, adaiit- 
ting only diplomatists accredited to the 
Vatican and high ecclesiastical digui- 
taries. None of the visiting cardinals 
except Cardinal Gotti saw the pop», 
owing to the rigid directions of the doc- 
tors that the patient be spared the 
cares aud excitement of the affuirs of 
the church.

LOCKOUT AT BARRE, 


Unions Objected to § 


Ub-Letting and Granite 


Cutters Had Struck at Three Yards, 


Manufacturers at Montpelier Follow Suit and 


Lockout is 


All the stone sheds of Montpelier aud 
Barrie are closed, with a prospect of 
remaining idle for some time, says a 
Montpelier dispatch of Tuesday to the 
Herald. A lockout was declared by the! 
Barre Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion last night. and the Montpelier 
members followed, closing their sheds 
at noon today. 

Members of the association say to- 
night they fear there is no prospect of 
reaching an immediate settlement. The 
cutters went ont of the sheds of two 
Barre firms last week, alleging that 
work was being sub-let and cut for less 
than the regular schedule of prices. 
The manufacturers and the union failed 
to come to an agreement, and matters} 
came to a head on Monday. : | 

Meetings were held all day without | 
result, and the session of the manufact- 
urers lasted till after miduight. Sev- | 
eral propositions were considered, and | 
it was expected they they would be ac- 
cepted, but the sub-let principle proved 
a stumbling block on which they could 
not agree, and the manufacturers voted | 
to close their sheds. | 

A meeting of the manufacturers of 
Montpelier and Barre was held this} 
forenoon, and it was voted to submit to 
the union a resolution providing that

manufaturers shall bave the right to 
sub-let any contract or any part of it, 
to any other manufacturer who isa 
member of the association. This isa 
concession, as membership in the asso- 
ciation requires the maintaining of 
schedule prices. 

The union will meet tomorrow morn- 
ing and appoint a strike committee, to 
whom the proposition of the manufact- 
urers will be submitted. Conservative 
manufacturers say there is little chance 
of this compromise being accepted, 
now a lockout has been declared. 

There are now 1300 men out, cutters 
and sharpeners. Unless the matter is 
settled, the polishers and other granite 
workmen are expected to join them, 
and there will be more than 3000 men 
idle. The manufacturers are being 
urged by business men to stand firm, 
and as the business is a little dull at 
present, they are less likely to make 
further concessions than they would 
have been two months ago. 

Later in the day three sheds at North- 
field were closed with the announce- 
ment that they would not be reopened 
until the difficulty at Barre had been 
adjusted. The firms affected are Can- 
non & Slack, Cross Bros. and Devine & 
Burbs.

Jewett jived 
enly two hours.

Augusta, Me., July 8—Mrs. Blaine, 
widow of the late James G. Blaine, is 
seriously ill at her home in this city. 
Her children are with her. Mrs. 
Blaine has been ill for some time, and 
her condition is due to a genera! breuk- 
ing down of the system.

New York, July 8.—“Gussie” McKee, 
aged 26, known in this city as the “pool- 
room queen,” died last night from can 
cer of the stomach. Mrs. Mcitee was 
formerly the wife of Lieutenant Martin 
of the United States army, who was 
eashiered for falsifying his accounts 
During the last few years she toured 
the country as leading woman in sey- 
eral theatrical companies.

She made che en- 
tire distance of the run withouta .ngle 
stop or disarrangement of tie ma- 
chinery, which showed its perfect con- 
dition by running up the speed to 14.5 
and 15 knots on the last few days of 
the voyage.

For centuries cockfighting was en- 
couraged in English schools. Fitzste- 
phen in the twelfth century mentions 
it as an amusement of Londoners and 
that yearly at Shrovetide the boys of 
every school brought cocks to their 
schoolmasters, and all the forenoon 
was spent in school witnessing these 
birds fight. As late as 1790 the in- 
come of the schoolmaster of Apple 
cross, in Ross-shire, was drawn partial- 
ly from cockfight dues. Down to 1815 
at least there was an annua! exhibition 
of cockfighting at the Manchester gram- 
mar school.

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COKE PRODUCTION 


Interesting Figures Relating to the 
Substitute For Anthracite 
Washiugton, July 8.—-The strike of 
coal miners to which this country seems 


| destined to be subjected each year, is 
tending to the more general use of 
coke as a substitute for anthracite coal. 
Coke is made from bituminous coa! by 
a cooking process, during which by- 
products, principally ammonia and gus, 
are obtained. 
| The domestic manufacture of coke in 
1901 is discussed by Edward W. Parker 
in Minera! Resources of the United 
States, now in press, United States 
Geological Survey. Including the out- 
put from by-product ovens, the total 
coke production of the United States in 
1901 amounted to 21,795,883 short tons, 
valued at $44,445,923, as compared with 
| 20,533,848 short tons, valued at $47,- 
443,331 in 1900 and with 19,668,569 short 
| tons, valued at $34,670,417 in 1899. The 
increase in production in 1901 as com- 
pared with the preceding year was 1,- 
262,535 short tons, or 6.15 percent. The 
value of the product, however, showed a 
decrease of $2,997,408, or 6.3 percent. 
The ‘amount of coal used in 1901 to 
| produce the coke was 34,207,965 short 
| tons, as compared with 32,113,543 short 
| 
| 


tons in 1900, an increase of 2,094,422 
short tons. The value of this coal in- 
creased from $28,134,756 in 1900 to $31,- 
378,631 in 1901, anincrease of $3,243,- 
875. From this it would appear that 
the cost to the coke producer of the coal 
used increased over $3,000,000, at the 
same time that the value of the result- 
ing coke decreased $2,997,408. 

Joseph D. Weeks, in the course of 1n- 
vestigation into by-product coke n.ak- 
ing in Germany, ascertained that in 
solne instances the by-products paid 
all the cost of coal mining, coke mak- 
ing, depreciation of plant, etc., and that 
the resulting coke was absolutely net 
profit to the producer.

Paris, July 8.—According to a dispatch 
from Kome to The Echo De Parts, Car- 
dinal Oreglia has ordered tbe uapart- 
luents in the Vatican which are eccu- 
pied by the camerlengo, whicn post he 
himself holds during an interregnum, 
to be prepared Cardinal Rampolla, 
on learning of this, declared the action 
ot to be decent while the pope was 
itill living, and ceased his own, work. 
The incident, says the dispatch, has 
caused much comment. 


To Utilize Waste Labor 

San Juan, P. R., July 8—The gov- 
ernment of Porto Rico is about to carry 
into effect a plan which hasaroused some 
resentment by unemployed labor and by 
native sentimentalists, but which is 
warmly applauded by Americans. Con- 
vict camps are being established at two 
important points and several hundred 
prisoners who are now supported in 
idleness will be employed building 
much needed roads.

Boston, July 8.—The members of the 
National Educational association, iu 
convention in this city, have got down 
to hard work. After the sightseeing of 


pre-convention days and after the rather

In no less than eight of the city’s larg- 
est auditoriums, each crowded to the 
doors, as many sections held sessions 
intended for the specialist in educa- 
tion. Altogether upwards of 60 formal 
papers were delivered before intensely 
interested and technically critical au- 
diences. 

Again the general session of the con- 
vention formed the climax of the day 
and Mechanics ball was thronged last 
evening with those interested in manual 
trade and technical education, which 
was the topic ably discussed by four 
of the leading authorities in the coun- 
try. 

Many of those who were not inter- 
ested in the manual training availed 
themselves of the opportunity of attend- 
ing the performance of “La Damna- 
tion de Faust,” by Berlioz, while not 
a ew went out to Brookline to the 
swimming school.

Public Safety Committee Will 
Assist the Mayor 


POLICE FORCE INCREASED 


Has Ald of Eight Companies of Mill- 
tila and a Battery—Nine Persons 
Dead, One Dying and Three Fatally 
Hurt as Result of the Riot 


Evarsville, Ind. July 8.—The city of 
Evansville is now under control of 
Brigadier General McKee und Mayor 
Covert, assisted by a committee of pub- 
lic safety chosen by a conference held 
last evening. The conference was 
called by General McKee, who inguired 
of the mayor what precautions bad been 
taken to prevent a recurrence of Mon- 
day night’s lawlessness and informed 
him that the state would sot ussu ie 
contro! of the city until the municipality 
bad exhausted its resources. 

After a consultation with prominent 
citizens who attended the oiceting, 
Mayor Cobert announced a committee 
of public safety, which will advise him 
during the trouble. The committee dis- 
cussed the situation with the mayorand 
General McKee and decided to place the 
guarding of the city in the hands of 
Chief of Police Houke, and to increase 
the regular police force by 32 men, mak- 
ing it 100. ‘The military forces will 
assist the police and patrol] the city. 
All persons found on the streets 
night who cannot furnish a_ satis- 
factory explanation of their busluiess 
will be sent to their homes under 
guard. The policemen are armed with 
shotguns and revolyers and their in- 
structions are to force the people to 
respect their authority. 

Mayor Covert iast night made the 
following statement: “I anticipate no 
further acts of violence, but to be fair, 
I will say that I did, not, suspect the 
possibility of such an occurrence of 
last night. I believe that the  pres- 
ence of the troops in the city and the 
strict measures adopted is having the 
effect of quieting the people.” 

After the carnage of Monday night, 
Evausville last night obeyed the  or- 
ders of the mayor and people kept off 
the streets. 

Nine are dead, one is dying, three 
others are fatally hurt aud 21 more or! 
less injured. 

Hight companies of militia and one 
battery are on duty here. ‘I'he troops 
marched heavily armed through a 
quietly curious crowd of several thou- | 
sand peoplé, but not a negro was in 
sight. At every corner were policemen 
irmed with rifles and revolvers. The 
troops arriving last night were met by 
Brigadier General McKee, who formally 
assumed coimmand, and the Mizrtius- 
ville company was ordered to relieve 
the companies guarding the jail vy hile 
the Indianapolis companies and the 
battery were encamped in Sunset park, 
six squares from the jail.

FINAL AGONY OF POPE 


May Be a Matter of Hours or 
Perhaps Days 


SEEMS BETTER AT PRESENT 


Doctors In Attendance Upon the Pon- 
tiff Give Diagnoses of the Case as 
a Reply to “Rebellion of Cardinals” 


Against What They Considered 


Wrongful Treatment of Patient 
Rome, July ¥.—The condition of the 
pope’s lungs this morning is no werse. 
There is as Yet ho suspicion of serum 
gathering again in the pleura, wut the 
disorder off his kidney is disquicting. 

During the eariy partof last nizht the 
pope wus somewhat restless. The oe- 
casional brief periods of sleep were dis- 
thirbed by difticulcy in breathing. Dr. 
Lapponi and Pope Pio 
Centra, did thei to nourish the 
patient at brief intervals. The pontiff 
spoke little wud seemed much depressed. 
Chioral and caffeine were ad‘cinistered 
with effect. About sunrise the 
pontiff fell into a restorative 
sleep than he had had all eight. 

Fortunately all the climatic condi- 
tions in Rome for the time being are 
favorable to the sufferer. Lhe air is 
deliciously cool and there is 1 eouplete 
absence of the eneryating s:recco which 
depresses and kills. The bright sun- 
shine streams into the papa! npart- 
ment. The encouraging conditions are 
further augmented by the + onstant use 
of artf{ficial means of exhiliration, in- 
cluding supplies of oxygea 

Except for the brief tite he passed 
in the armchair the pope 'ay in bed 
throughout yesterday, shifting Lis po- 
sition frequently without assistinece 
and occasionally taking a smalldraught 
of diluted wine with the yolks of eggs. 
The only solid food he has taken is 
calves’ brains and meat 

The late official bulletin following a 
copsultation between Drs. Lapponi 
and Mazzoni completely contradicted 
the alarmist reports and gave a most 
favorable statement. This was 4is- 
closed in the improved pulse, better 
respiration and ameliorated seneral 
condition. 

Dr. Mazzoni said that while the 
pope’s condition still continned desper- 
ate recovery was not eutirely iipos- 
sible. Unfortunately, some clenents in 
the population of Rome, including a tew 
who are high in the councils of the 
Vatican, are inclined to cast doubts on 
the sincerity of the bviletins. ‘ihis led 
during the day to a strong movement in 
favor of calling otver physieinus. The 
theory of the initiators of this 1 ove- 
ment was that Drs. Lapponi and Maz- 
zoni had misjudged the disease, taking 
for pneumonia whet wus rec lly 
pleurisy. Both accepted the idea of 
a consultation with «ny of their col- 
leagues. Many eminent specialists 
have been proposed, but itis stuted that 
it has practically veen determined that 
Dr. Rossini shall be cailed in if another 
consultation is decided upon. How- 
ever, Dr. Mazzoni stated that in his 
opinion theve was vo imminent necd of 
a consultation and that one would not 
hé@ held unless the present conditions 
changed. 

Groups of silent, curious people 
Watched the lights glimmering in the 
sick chamber till past midnight from 
the broad piazza outside St. Peter's, 
anxiously waiting for news froin within. 
Now and then distinguished prelates 
came and inquived rezarding the pope's 
condition, and they in turn would 
give the little groups their varying im- 
pressions of hope and fear. ‘Td>prevail- 
ing sentiment of those admitted niar- 
est to the sufferer is that his life is 
gradually ebbing away, but Whether the 
fina! agony will be a aatter of hours or 
days, nelther the doctors nor his near- 
est friends can tell. 

The motive for Dr. Mazzoni’s sud- 
den call by Cardinal Rampolla origi- 
nated in what Vatican circles have al- 
ready baptised as “the rebellion of the 
cardinals” against Dr. Lapponi. It ap- 
pears that some of the cardinals com- 
plained of the doctor's treatment of 
the patient, thinking that Lapponi had 
uot since the beginning detected that 
the pope was suffering from an effec- 
tion of the pleura and thus, they said, 
allowing the disease to assume a 
gravity which otherwise might, per- 
Laps, Rave been avoided. 

Dr. Lapponi, who is supported by Dr. 
Mazzoni, indignantly repudiated the 
idea. Both the doctors declared that 
barely five days have elapsed since 
the pope became ill and they claim that 
three days ago they detected water in 
the pleura and add that it was not pos- 
sible, in the nature of the disease, to 
detect it earlier, when the liquid was 
just gathering, nor was it prudent, 
considering the age and weakness of 
the pontiff, to risk a test puacture be- 
fore having almost certainly detected 
the presence of serum. However, the 
criticiging . cardinals not only main- 
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TELEGRAPHIC, 


taimed their view, but succeeded in 
reaching the ear of Cardinal Ram- 
polla. 

The newspupers publish'a history of 
the pope's illness, evidently inspired 
by Lapponi and Mazzoni, who wish to 
defend themselves from the attucks 
on their diagnoses of the case, but it 
is interesting as the first statement 
given of the exact data from a medical 
point of view. The account runs as 
follows: 

“On the morning of Tuesday, June 
30, Pope Leo went for a drive in the 
Vatican gardens. On returning he 
declared that he had greatly benefited 
by the fresh air and w'shed to repeat 
the drive. The pope suid he felt no 
need of a medical visit and informed 
Dr. Lapponi not to go and see him. 

“During the night of Wednesday, 
July 1, Pope L-o complained of in- 
testinal disturbance, which he ut- 
tributed to constipation. Notwithstand- 
ing, he went into the Vatican gardens 
and returned to his apartments, again 
feeling the benefit from his drive 

“On Thursday he declared he felt 
well, but Dr. Lapponi, wishing to 
know personally the nature of the dis- 
turbance complained of, spent the 
night at the Vatican. During the night 
the pope was sleepless and restless. 

“On Friday Dr. Lapponi examined 
the pope and found pulmonary in- 
flanvnation in the right of the thorax, 
between the inferior and mid Le Icbes. 
He informed Cardinal Rampoila and 
began the treatthent which he thought 
right on Saturday. During tle day 
the inflammation spread. Dr. Lap- 
poui, worried, depided to have Pope 
Leo seen by Dr. Muzzoni, who, since 
the operation in 1899, has visited the 
pontiff occasionally, replacing Dr. 
Lapponi during his illness with ap- 
pendicitis. 

“On Sunday Dr. Mazzoni went to 
tha Vatican and examined the putient 
with Dr. Lapponi, confirmins the lat- 
ter’s diagnosis, viz: An inflammatory 
process in the lung, which was detined 
in the medical bulletin as pulmonary 
Lepatization. The original treatment 
was continued, consisting of supporting 
the strength, the heart and general cop 
dition of the patient. 

“No noticeable change was observed 
until Monday evening. It was then 
found that the lowest part of the right 
of the thorax, which previously was 
pervious to respiration, bad become iim- 
pervious, affecting the function of the 


lung. ‘The presence of fluid was sus- 
pected. The pontiff spent an agitated 


and sleepless vight. 

“On Tuesflay snany symptoms con- 
firmed the presence of fluid. Its in- 
crease Was considers to account for 
the pope’s general condition growing 


worse. After a test puncture, SOU 
grammes of bloody serum was. ex- 
tracted. The condition of the patient 


improved immediately, reviving Lopes, 
slight in same persons and exag- 
gerated in others. The amelioration in 
the condition of the patient was not 
continued during Tuesday. Indeed, 
depression gained the upper hand.” 


The Cardinals’? Squabble 

Paris, July 9.—According to The 
Journal’s correspondent at Rome, the 
struggle between Cardinals Oreglia and 
“Rampolla is becoming serio-comic. On 
the former claiming an apartment in 
the Vatican Rampolla had 10 chairs 
piled up in it. Oreglia, says ‘The 
Journal's correspondent, told him that 
there were possibly trehsures, and in 
any case important documents, in the 
pope's room, and he must prevent any 
ohe entering. “Some relatives of car- 
dinals have long fingers,” he said.

Nativity of the Potato.

Haskell’s “Roots and Wild Plants” 
says, “Wamkins ‘first fetched a queer, 
bulbous root out of America which 
some called a ‘bodado,’ while others, 
who had heard the Peruvians mention 
it, spoke of it as a potato.” Periam’s 
Cyclopedia of Agriculture says that Sir 
John Wamkins found it growing wild 
; near Santa Fe de Bogota at an alti- 
tude of 8,000 to 13,000 feet. He also 
| says that it was “fetched out of Amer- 
ica” at about the time settled upon by 
Haskeli—viz, in the year 1505.

To avenge this insult the watchmen 
killed one of the students, whose fu- 
neral sermon was preached from the 
text, “The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson.” From that time the towns- 
people were called by the students 
“Philistines,” and this use of the word 
spread to other places. 

In another explanation, given as 
early as 1777 by Adelung, reference is 
made to the PBalistarii, or crossbow- 
men, who were called in Hengary 
Philistaei, and to the municipal sol- 
diers of Vienna, who had the nickname 
Philisters as early as the seventeenth 
century. 

The word was brought into proml- 
nent notice in England by Matthew 
Arnold, who appears to have adopted it 
from Heine. By a Philistine he meant 
“a strong, dogged, unenlightened op- 
ponent, like Goliath, of the chosen peo- 
ple, of the children of sweetness and 
light.” 


The Exclusiveness of Caste. 

An English officer who some years 
ago was wounded in a battle in India 
and left lying all night among the na- 
tive dead and wounded tells this story: 
“Next morning we spied a man and 
an old woman, who came to us with 
a basket and a pot of water, and to 
every wounded man she gave a piece 
of joaree bread from the basket and 
a drink from her water pot. To us she 
gave the sare, and I thanked heaven 
and her. But the Soobahdar was a 
high caste Rajpoot, and, as this woman 
was a Chumar or of the lowest caste, 
he would receive neither water nor 
bread from her. I tried to persuade 
him to take it that he might live, but 
he said that in our state, with but a 
few hours more to linger, what was a 
little more or less suffering to us—why 


should he give up his fate for such an 
No; he preferred to die un- .

Defeats College Presidents In 
Over the N E A Bylaws 
Boston, July 10.—Johbn W. Cook of 
1¥inois is the head of the National Eda- 
cction association for the cowing year. 
He headed the list of officers preseuited 
by the nominating committee and wis 
elected at the annual meeting of active 
menibers. The newly elected treasurer 
is McHeury Rhoades of Kentucky. 
The retiring president, Dr. Eliot, heads 
the list of 12 vice presidents. 

The sensation of the meeting was 
the spirited difference of opinion he- 
tween Presidents Eliot of Harvard and 
Butler cf Columbia, on the one side and 
Miss Margaret A. Haley of Chicago on 
the other over a proposed amendment 
to the byluws giving the election of the 
homingting committee, now lodged with 
the state delegates, to the president. 
Miss Haley opposed the proposed 
change and came out victorious after 
u lively forensic battle with the two 
college presidents in which a number 
of the delegates joined. 

Miss Haley contended that the pro 
posed amendn.ent was nothing less than 
a move toward investing the power 
of government in the male members of 
the association. The question of the 
control of the association, she suid, had 
narrowed down to a contest between 
the men and the women, and the 
adoption of the amendment proposed 
vould mean complete victory for the 
former. 

30th President Eliot and President 
Butler insisted that under the existing 
conditions the states are not getting 
the proper representation on the com- 
mittee of nominations. When the mat- 
ter came to a vote, however, Miss 
Haley’s contention that the proposed 
amendment meant a too great cen- 
tralization of power was sustained, 
and the choice of members of the com- 
mittee remains with the state delegates. 

The convention will practically close 
today, although the visitors haye kept 
up their registration, and the list is now 
far beyond 30,000,

All Hope of the Recovery Of Pope Leo Aban- 
doned---Progress of Disease. 


Rome, July 10.—The injections given 
first by Dr. Mazzoni and then by Dr. 
Lapponi have had in part the desired 
effect, as the pope has succeeded in 
getting some although his 
slumber was not entirely tranquil. The 
patient's diet has been somewhat light- 
ened since the attack of diarrhoea yes- 


sleep, 


terday and is now limited mainly to 
meat broth and beef tea. 

When, shortly after this 
moruimg, Dr. Lapponi went to ~e the 
pope, be found him with his bands to- 
gether in the attitude of prayer. On 
the doctor inquiring whether oe re 
quired anything the pope replied. “To- 
day finishes a week since 1 was iaken 
ill. L am thanking God tor having 
given me strength to still pras to bim.” 

Rome, July 10.—Another day of al- 
ternate hopes and fears has passed and 
Pope Leo’s life still hangs in the 
balance. Beginning with renewed 
hopes the day closed with the scales 
tending slowly, but surely, downwards. 
How long this period of suspense will 
last not even the attending doctors 
dare to say. 

At 12:15 this morning it was learned 
from Dr. Mazzoni that the condition 
of the pontiff had not change since 
the issue of the evening bulletin at 7:30 
o'clock, which announced that the 
patient’s state was grave, and at whieh 
hour Dr. Lapponi had declared his fear 
that there was no hope. At midnight 
a report coming from the Vatican itseif 
gained currency that. Dr. Mazzoni had 
again operated on the pope aud ex- 
tracted serum which had xgain gath- 
ered in the pleural cavity. The repre- 
sentative of The Associated Press im- 
mediately went to see the surgeon and 
found him at his home at 1:30 this 
morning. Dr. Mazzoni said: 

“[t is untrue that a new operation 
has been performed. I was with the 
pope from 11 p. m. until after midnight 
and found his general condition sta 
tionary. ‘To strengthen the patient's 
heart and help the circulation of the 
blood I injected camphor and caffeine, 
after which the pope, who seemed 
somewhat relieved, said he remembered 
being treated with rasphal water on a 
cancer when he was nuncio at Brussels, 
GU years ago. 

“It must be understood that the pope 
is too frail to be handled like other 
people. Besides, iis thorax, through 
old age, has become bent in such a 
Way that the right side, where pneu- 
monia was first detected, curves out in 
a very pronounced manner, while the 
left side curves in. In tomorrow's 
visit attention will be especially cen- 
tered on the progress in the secretiou 
of serum. ‘Then a decision will be ken 
us to whether 2 new operation is 
necessary.” 

The condition of Pope Leo at times 
yesterday morning seemed so favor- 
able that the hopeful Dr. Mazzoni and 
the more conservetive Dr. Larponi 
united in expressing the belief that 
there Was some prospect of recovery. 
But within a few hours these briphter 
prospects disappeared before the mest 
alarming conclusions, reached after the 
lengthy consultation of the dcctors. 
The earlier hopes had been inspired 
largely by the pontiff’s outward evi- 
dence of vigor, us he was able te rise, 
walk and command all his faculties, 
but the luter consultation disclosed that 
these outward evidences of strength 
were entirely deceptive, as the’ real 
danger cousisted in the gradual internal 
progress of the insidious disease. 

‘The mere fact of the consuliation gave 
rise to the gloomiest forebodings. In- 
deed, this was the first aetuo! consul- 
tation, as the previous frequent meet- 
ings of the doctors were not regarded 
as tormal consultations. Yesterday, 
however, Dr. Kossoni, a distinguished 
specialist, was cailed in to “ consulta- 
tion lasting two hours, during which 
every pbase of the patient's case was 
minutely gone over. The conclusions 
cnnounced showed that fluid is again 
rapidly gathering in the pleural <avity 
and that the pope’s genera! condition 
ig very grave. 

Following the issuance of this bul- 
letin the doctors freely expressed their 
personal convictions regarding the ex- 
treme gravity of the case. 

Whatever may be the outcome, the 
Vatican world has fully made up its 
mind that the demise of the pope is 
only a questicn of days at the most 
and probably only of hours. With 
this being the prevalent view, ever; 
detail for conducting the affairs of the 
church during the interregnum and 
for carrying out the election of Pope 
Leo's successor is being systematically 
arranged. Following advices from tke 
Vatican, the cardinals throughout the 
world are hurrying Romeward uantici- 
pating the holding of a conciave for tie 
choice of a pope. é

Progress on the New Jersey, the 
Douglas and the Freighter. 


The steel conning tower for the 
battleship New Jersey has arrived at the 
Fore River shipyard from Pennsylvania. 
It is a huge casting of elliptical shape, 
and weighs 91,500 pounds. The shield 
that protects it weighs eleven and one 
half tons, and the top nearly another 
ton, while fifteen of the bolts that 
fasten it together come to 35 pounds 
more, making the total weight of the 
structure about 115,330 pounds. 

Rapid progress has been made at the 
Fore River shipyard on the Fall River 
line freight steamer. The frames are 
all in place now so that next week the 
shell-platers will be set to work, and 
the raising of the interior bulkheads 
begun. Over 300,000 pounds of steel 
has been built in already and the work 
is going"on very satisfactorily. 

A large force of men is engaged at 
Fore River grading and setting the 
the foundations for a new building, 49 
x 73 feet on the ground to be used as a 


‘| coppersmith’s shop. This new develop- 


ment of the plant, which is on the 
little point that ends in the yard’s 
landing dock, is planned to be extended 
along the fitting-out basin and will 
ultimately include a rigger’s loft and a 
paint shop. 

The construction of the addition at 
the seaward end of the fitting-out dock 
is being pushed fast. The foundation 
piling has been set, and work on the 
concrete walls will begin at once. 
Wien completed the dock and the gan- 
try crane tracks upon it will be 1200 
feet long. 

With her launching but a month 
away, the six-master William L. 
Douglas begins to show her true bulk, 
even side of the big battleships under 
the Fore River shiphouse. The hull 
plating is not completed, the frames 
still showing fore and aft but the 
upper or spar deck is laid and the 
forecastle and poopare closed in. Look- 
ing down through the five great 
hatches the bottom shows 29 feet be- 
low, and in this cavernous space 5,700 
tons of coal can be stowed—almost 
twice as much as any of the three six- 
masters now in commission can carry 
at one time. 


Valuoble Special Knowledge.

How Roses Came to Be Red. 

More than with any other flower does 
the color of the rose have special sig- 
nificance. Red is love, white is silence, 
yellow speaks jealousy, says N. Hud- 
son Moore in the Delineator. One of 
the legends connected with the rose 
tells that it became white through be- 
ing bathed with the tears of mourners 
who sought the sweetest flower to lay 
in the hands of their dead. A prettier 
conceit declares that all roses were 
white until one day young Cupid, 
dancing among thenr, upset in his mer- 
ry sport a glass of wine, which dyed 
the roses upon which it fell red, its own 
color. Another legend tells the story of 
a holy little maid of Bethlehem who 
was doomed to death. When the stakes 
were heaped around her the fire would 
not burn, but the brands which had 
been flaming turned to red roses and 
those which had not caught to white. 
From this time forth roses, red and 
white, were mgrtyrs’ flowers. The 
Turks say that red roses sprang from 
the blood of Mohammed.

Two Workmen at Shipyard Charged 
in Court With Assault. 


There was a free fight in the steel 
room at the Fore River Works Thurs- 
day afternoon, shortly before 5 o'clock. 
The trouble is alleged to have arisen 
over the use of a plate punching 
machine. The parties directly involved 
were John and Wade Shorter aged 28 
and 19 years, and John McAndrews 
and H. Johnson. 

The affair came just before the day 
crew is relieved by the night crew. 
From a wordy dispute the parties came 
to blows, and it is alleged that the 
crowd turned upon the two Shorters, 
who in self-defence drew their pocket 
knives. 

The affair now assumed the aspect of 
a small riot, and while it was at its 
height H. Johnson received a stab in 
the upper part of the back, and John 
McAndrews a cut in the wrist. 

The wounded men were taken to the 
relief hospital and their wounds treated. 
The affair was reported to the police 
and late in the evening Inspector McKay 
and Officer Bradley arrested the two 
Shorters. 

The men stabbed were not scriously 
injured and were about this morning. 

The two Shorters were arraigned in 
court for assault with a dangerous 
weapon. The cases were continued un- 
next Monday. 

Another version of the affair, is that 
the row started in the morning, during 
which it is alleged that Wade Shorter 
struck a man and backing up against a 
post deliberately drew his knife, Dur- 
ing the afternoon wordy war ensued 
over the morning affair, and fighting 
words were frequently used. 

It is alleged that Shorter again drew 
his knife and John McAndrew stepped 
in to defend his brother and received 
a cut on the wrist. Johnson attempted 
to prevent trouble and received a cut in 
the back. The crowd then closed in 
and the Shorters disappeared. 

When the police were notified they 
searched the boarding houses at Quincy 
Neck, but they could not be found. 
Knowing that the men belonged _in the 
south it was surmised that they would 
head in that direction. Inspector 
McKay and Officer Bradley took the 8.08 
train for Boston intending to watch the 
New York trains. When the train 
reached the Pope’s Hill station the two 
men boarded the train and the Quincy 
officers did not lose sight of them again 
until they were locked up inthe Quincy 
police station.

How to Make Cloth Waterproof, 

Ordinary cloth may be made water- 
proof by the following treatment: Put 
half a pound of sugar of lead and half 
a pound of alum in a pail of soft wa- 
ter. Stir this at intervals until it be- 
comes clear. Then pour it off into an- 
other pail, put the cloth or garment 
into it and let it stand an entire day, 
twenty-four hours. Then bang up to 
dry without wringing. Garments treat- 
ed thus, it is said, can be worn in the 
wildest storm of wind and rain with- 
out the wearer getting even damp. The 
rain hangs in globules upon the cloth, 
and cloth that is waterproof is better 
and more healthy than rubber goods. 


The Spittle Fly. 

The spittle fly is an insect which en- 
compasses itself in a white froth com- 
posed of the juice it has sucked out of 
the plant on which it is bred. It se- 
riously injures pinks, carnations and 
picotees if not Checked in the early 
stages of its progress. It is very ten- 
der when young, but develops into a 
hard skinned hopper. it can be pinch- 
ed and rubbed off with the fingers, or 
a good syringing with something bit- 
ter, like a concoction of quassia chips, 
will drive the creatures away.—Lon-

fateful Sunday evening of June 14 
last had overwhelmed the town and 
destroyed 300 souls. 

Chased by the flood, be saddled and 
mounted his sturdy mare and galloped 
for miles down the valley of Willow 
creek to warn the dwellers in three 
towns, Lexington, Pettysville and 
Douglas, besides others who dwelt 
along the creek road.

My father’s farm was among the first 

to go—buried under twenty feet of 
| hissing water. The house, the barns, 
| every stick of wood on the place—all 
was swept away before a man could 
think twice. People were drowning 
before our eyes, and we could see the 
bodies swept down in the front of the 
flood. 

Thank God, I remembered! 

“Willow creek!” I thought. “Hun- 
dreds are down there who may drown 
just as others have drowned in Hepp- 
ner. Perhaps I can get there first.” 
-There wasn’t a telegraph; there 
wasn’t a telephone. It was a case of 
riding down the valley ahead of that 
awful avalanche of water. I don’t 
think I ever saddled my horse so fast 
in my life. Nine miles away were lives 
to be saved, and I the only man who 
could save them. Off we went, my 
bully good mare and I. 

Behind us came the water. You 
could hear it gathering strength. It 
rolled and roared against the sides of 
the valley like big cannon in a battle. 
Once when I looked behind I saw 


| something big and white leap up into 
| the black sky. 


It was the torrent hilt- 
ting a house and dashing up just as the 
surf does when it strikes a cliff. 

Every time I came to a house I 
yelled: “Run for your life! The flood’s 
coming!” I never stopped. It would 
have cost me my life and the lives of 
all those 200 people farther down the 
valley.

He 
asked them, again in Romany, “Won't 
you talk with a gypsy brother?” 

That opened the gates. They shook 
his hands in great emotion and tried 
to tell him how happy they were in 
having met some one who knew them.

The eclipse of the moon is full of 
portent to the Macedonian Mobammed- 
ans.

Already the flood was tum- 
bling in on the town, first two feet 
deep, then ten and then twenty. 

“Don’t forget Pettysville!” shouted 
one man to me as he took to the hills, 
carrying two babies and helping his 
wife with another. 

“I know! I know!’ I remember an- 
swering as we tore down the road. 

There were ranches on both sides of 
the gully and people in all of them. I 
did nothing but shout and try to hang 
on in the saddle. Behind me, faster 
and faster, I could hear the water com- 
ing. Sometimes when it reached a 
wide place in the creek or a big hole it 
took a few moments to fill it up, and 
that’s the way I gained on the water. 

On, on we rode. The night was pitch 
black now and the rain was falling 
almost like a cloudburst. I thought I'd 
never do it, but I did. I got to Ione 
and the telephone. That was better 
than my horse. I called up Douglas 
and then every ranch that had a con- 
nection, and the people had lots of 
time to.-save themselves. If the poor

DOGS AS SCOUTS. 


Alredales to Be Employed by the 
German Army. 

The German army is to be provided 
with terriers for scouting duties, writes 
the Berlin correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Press. After many trials the 
Airedale and the German pointer have 
proved to be the most intelligent for 
war use, but the keenness of scent of 
the former places it far ahead of the 
German type. 

Official instructions have been circu- 
lated that the terriers are to be em- 
ployed as the eyes and ears of an army 
in the field, as they are much more re- 
liable than man and horse, owing to 
invisibility, for certain reconnoissance 
work in front of an enemy. 

The Airedale terrier can unearth a 
patrol which would be hidden to man, 
and for carrying information the dogs 
are of considerable value. They can 
be used between a patrol and the main 
body, or for linking up posts, and, be- 
ing small, their presence is unnoticed. 

A number of pure bred Airedales are 
to be obtained for breeding purposes, 
and it is proposed to attach to each 
Jaeger battalion two dogs of abnormal 
intelligence, trained to carry from 
front to rear and return. Every regi- 
ment will have from half a dozen toa 
dozen dogs. 


CIVILIZATION BY GAMBLING. 


Chinese Takes $1,000,000 Home For 
This Purpose. 

Chal Tin Sin, better known as “Big 
Jim,” sailed on the Gaelic for China 
the other day with his white wife, his 
half caste boy and $1,000,000 in Amerti- 
ean gold and securities, says a San 
Francisco special to the New York 
World. These are the fruits of thirty 
years’ contact with occidental civiliza- 
tion, and the remainder of his life will 
be devoted to the introduction of Amer- 
ican methods in his native country. To- 
that end he is negotiating with Chinese 
mandarins of Canton and other cities 
for a gambling monopoly. 

“Big Jim” landed in the United States 
a big, penniless, rawboned cooly. He 
acquired a taste for gambling while 
working in the mines of Nevada. Many 
years ago he acquired a monopoly of 
Chinese gambling in San Francisco. 


To Chase Wolves Instead of Foxes. 
The Mercer County (N. J.) Fox Hunt- 
ing association, tired of the anise bag 
and unable to procure satisfactory 
foxes, has decided to attempt an inno- 
vation, says a special dispatch from 
Trenton to the New York Times. To 
this end four cub wolves were pur- 
chased a few days ago and will be pre- 
pared for a grand run shortly. It is 
thought that the wolves will make sat- 
isfactory substitutes for the foxes.

Trips—Thorough Investigation to 
Be Made of the Conditions In Large 
Cities. 


“Commercial diplomacy” is the new 
field in which the members of the 
diplomatic corps at Washington are 
striving for supremacy, says the New 
York Herald. At other world capitals 
the line between the diplomatic and 
consulat services is strictly drawn, but 
the wave of commercialism which has 
swept over the United States and in- 
vaded Europe demands that the for- 
eign envoy accredited to Washington 
be posted on American financial and 
industrial developments to protect the 
interests of his countrymen. 

That they may get in closer touch 
with the consulates of their respective 
governments and themselves study 
American business methods and condi- 
tions in all sections of the country sev- 
eral diplomats have been instructed to 
make inspections of their consulates in 
the United States and report what 
changes and additions seem advisable. 

Signor Mayor des Planches, the 
Italian ambassador, will spend a 
month on a trip through the west as 
far as San Francisco and up the coast 
to Seattle. He expects to stop on his 
way out at Chicago, Denver, Salt Lake, 
Helena and other important cities. 

The ambassador's trip as originally 
mapped out was curtailed by the neces- 
sity of his returning to Washington 
from the dedicatory exercises at St. 
Louis in April to sign the last of the 
Venezuelan protocols. Another year 
he hopes to spend several months on 
the same route in further study of the 
west. 

Returning to Washington in October 
from the Weirs, N. H., where he is 
spending the summer, Baron von Stern- 
burg, the German ambassador, will 
start on an extensive trip of inspection 
of the German consulates in the west, 
going to Chicago, St. Louis, Denver, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and prob- 
ably Seattle. 

Since coming to Washington the am- 
bassador has had occasion to RROSSATe | 
ize his entire embassy staff, and in se- 
lecting his new secretaries he has done 
s0 with a view to the vast amount of 
commercial work the embassy is called 
upon to do. As each new secretary has 
arrived the ambassador has sent him 
off to visit the centers of industry in 
the east and middle west before per- 
mitting him to take up his duties at 
the embassy. 

While no important changes have 
been made in either the German or the 
Italian consular services, both ambas- 
sadors are determined to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the conditions 
in the large cities, and will advise their 
governments of the character of work 
their consuls are doing. 

Senor Ojeda, the Spanish minister, 
will make New York his headquarters 
for the summer, but will spend most 
of his time in visits to other large 
cities to make the personal acquaint- 
ance of his country’s consuls. 

M. Jusserand, the French ambassa- 
dor, is also staying on this side this 
summer @ get in touch with American 
life in all parts of the country and be 
able to post his government on com- 
mercial as well as diplomatic matters.

' pels and from the day of Pentecost we 

, have been living in the dispensation of 

| the Spirit. He came as a result of 

‘Christ's going from earth. “It is ex- 
pedient that I go away; for if I go not 
'away the Comforter will not come 
unto you, but if I depart I will send 
him unto you.” Christ in the flesh was 
, to be replaced by Christ in the spirit. 

|In the flesh Christ could be in but one 
tena at the same time, but in the 
| spirit He could be everywhere, per- 

forming His work; hence the expe- 
| diencs y of Christ’s going away that the 

Spirit might come. 
| Having come, what is the work of 
; the Spirit in applying the redemption 
purchased by Christ? Several phases 
|of the Spirit's work in the world are 
‘here suggested by Christ: 

1. The Spirit convinces the world of 

sin. “And when He is come He will 
| convince the world of sin and of right- 
eousness and of judgment.” The peo- 
ple of the world were loath to believe 
in Christ, but the Spirit would con- 
vince them of their unbelief and would 
show that righteousness could be ob- 
j tained in Christ and that Christ had 
|judged and condemned Satan, the 
prince of this world. Conviction of 
| sin is the first step in the salvation of 
the soul. No one will ery out “What 
must I do to be saved?” until he feels 
that he is a sinner and therefore needs 
Salvation. This conviction is the work 
| of the Spirit, and then He leads to re- 
| pentance and faith and a complete ap- 
|prehension of the mercy of God in 
Christ. ‘his is the Spirit’s work for 
the sinner, and if unsaved He is the 
only one who can do it for us. 


2. The Spirit guides into spiritual 
| truth. Christ taught the disciples many 


| things, and yet they were often igno- 
}rant and full of misunderstanding. 
But after Pentecost this was not true 
of them. Their faith was strong and 
their knowledge certain, because they 
were guided into the truth by the 
Spirit. This also is a part of His word 
in relation to the Christian. “When 
He, the Spirit of Truth, is come He 
will guide you into all truth,” and the 
truth which He teaches is the truth as 
it is in Jesus, “for He shall not speak 
of Himself, but whatsoever He shall 
hear that shall He speak, and He shall 
show you things to come.” And in 
John xv, 26, Jesus says, “He shall tes- 
tify of Me.” ‘The truth of God as re- 
vealed in His word is the work of His 


| Spirit. “Holy men spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” And in 
addition to ipat, the Holy Spirit en- 


lightens the mind that it may compre- 
hend the truth as it is in Jesus. In 
all Bible study we should earnestly 
and prayerfully seek the personal guid- 
ance of the Spirit. He wrote the Bible, 
and no one like Him can help us to un- 
derstand it. 

8. The Spirit glorifies Christ. “He 
shall glorify Me, for He shall receive 
of mine and show it unto you.” The 
method of glorification is by the mant- 
festation of the truth. To one who 
knows the truth Christ cannot but be 
glorified.

NEW ARMY MEDICAL DEVICE!

gical material and medical stores in 
the field at maneuvers at Fort Riley in

The device has been constructed at 

Washington barracks. The surgical 

material and medical stores are to be 

placed in tin receptacles which are fit- 
ted to wooden cases. The cases are 
constructed so that they can be at- 
tached to the bottom of ambulances on 
each side And in the rear of the front 
wheels. The device has already been 
tested, and objections were found on 
the ground that the metallic cases were 
not water proof. Improvements have} 
been made, and it is believed that the 
objections have been overcome. The 

cases are so constructed that they may j 

be removed from the ambulances and

A fair growth of ivy on sound walls 
that allow cf no advances beyond the 
superticial attachment of the claspers, 
or aerial roots, as they are called, is al 
together beneficial. It promotes dry- 
ness and warmth, counteracts the cor- 
rosive action of the atmosphere and is 
at once a shelter and an ornament. 

These aerial roots are not sources of 
nutrition, but merely serve as mechan- 
ice! support to the climbing Ivy. The 
contention that they sap the whole of 


the moisture from mortar, leaving it 
excessively dry and crumbling, has 
therefore no foundation in fact.—Lon- 
don Standard.

Economy and Laundry Work. 

It was demonstrated in a household 
economics exhibition held recently that 
with a little care in selection of ma- 
terial women could become in a meas- 
ure independent of the laundress and 
at the same time save a considerable 
sum of money. Unironed and sun dried 
underwear was recommended as being 
both economical and healthful. 

There was also a demonstration of 
the money saved by wearing plain 
rather than fancy lingerie, which was 
based on laundry prices for washing 
and ironing. 

Two suits were shown of three pieces 
each. One was of longcloth, edged with 
convent embroidery, the prettiest being 
trimmed with plain ruffies only. This 
cost $4.50 and could be laundered once 
a week for a year at a cost of $32. The 
other was nainsook, made elaborately 
and trimmed with lace. It cost $138.50, 
and the laundry work for the same 
time amounted to $83. 

This estimate was made on the ac- 
tual pieces which had been charged 
for doing the suits at a first class laun- 
dry. As an accurate est of the

To Wash Corsets. 

If it is necessary to wash corsets 


take out the steels in front and sides, 
then lay them on a flat surface and 
with a small brush scrub them thor- 
oughly with tepid or cold lather of 
white castile soap. When quite clean 
let cold water run on them by holding 
them under a running faucet until the 
soap is all rinsed off. Pull them length- 
wise until they are straight and shape- 
ly and let them dry in a cool place, 
pulling them again when partly dry. 
By this treatment they will retain their 
natural shape and wear for months 
after. 


The Parasol. 

It is not economy, though it may 
seem so, to combine the use of a rain 
umbrella and sunshade in one article. 
A manufacturer of umbrellas points 
out that it is the oil in the silk which 
continues its wear. When that is dried 
out, the material cracks and is useless. 
The sun’s heat obviously, therefore, is 
not desirable and should be kept from 
a good umbrella. A cheap pongee or 
silk and linen parasol may better be 
bought, as it will mean perhaps a year 
more wear for the more expensive rain 
shield.—Harper's. 


Black Bean Soup. 

The liquor in which ham is boiled 
may be made the basis of a delicious 
and nutritious soup. Soak a pint of 
black beans overnight, boil till perfect- 
ly tender in the water in which they 
were soaked, mash fine, add a pint or 
a little more of the ham liquor, which 
must be allowed to get cold so that the 
fat can be removed, and press through 
a sieve upon a few slices of lemon and 
rings of hard boiled eggs. This is the 
“black: bean soup” which has such a 
reputation. 


Lemon Juice Treatment. 

To treat the skin with lemon juice 
take one pint of hot water and add to 
it a teaspoonful of powdered borax. To 
add tke juice of half a lemon. 
Use a sponging lotion for the skin. Let 
it dry on, but wash off after fifteen 
minutes or so. This will prove very 
whitening. If there are deep, yellow 
spots the clear lemon can be applied, 
but it should be tried first with caution, 
as every skin will not bear the clear, 
strong lemon. 


Apple Taffy For Children. 
Apple taffy is a delicious sweet for

Voipini’s .oom, 
situated immediately above the pope's 
apartments, ard piaced in 2 conumunal 
hearse of the fourth class, drawa by 
two horses, such as is usually em- 
ployed for small tradesmen and con- 
paSutively poor persons. A few choir 
boys, monks and priests headed the 
procession to the church of Santa 
Maria, where the final rites were cete- 
brated. There wag an entire absence 
of ecclesiastical dignitaries and prom- 
inent members of the laity who, in 
ordinary circumstances, would attend 
the ceremony. The great bell of St. 
Peter’s was tolled a few moments only, 
which is remarkable in view of the fact 
that the news of Mgr. Volpiui’s death 
was kept from the pope, who must have 
beard the bell, which is oniy tolied for 
prelates and ecclesiasts of high order. 

The Italian government follows the 
fluctuations of Pope Leo's condition 
with deep interest. Premier Zanar- 
delli is kept constantly advised of every

RUSSIA'S UNFRIENDLINESS 


Toward Our Government Shown In 
a Note to China Which Prevented 
Her Giving Desired Open Ports— 


Course Delays Commercial Treaty 


Washington, July J11.—The basis for 
the accusation of Russia’s unfriendli- 
ness toward the United States, which 
was contained in the “unofficial state- 
ment” of July 1, was a comincunication 
from the Chinese treaty commissioners 
at Shanghai that Russia had objected 
to an arrangement between China and 
the United States for the opening of 
Manchurian ports to American trade 
“until she has completed arrange- 
ments for the evacuation’ of Man- 
churian territory. 

This communication marked the 
suspension of the treaty negotiations, 
as the Chinese commissioners said 
that, in view of Russia's attitude, they 
could not consider thé question of open- 
ing ports. The Chinese government 
assured the United States of its earnest 
desire to accede’ to the wishes of this 
government to open Manchurian ports, 
but it felt obliged to defer that matter 
on account of the coercive course of 
Russia. 

Practically nothing has been done 
by the United States commissioners 
at Shanghai since the Chinese com- 
missioners declined to give further 
consideration to the open-port question. 
The Chinese commissioners did propose 
that the treaty be concluded without 
provision for opening Manchurian 
ports to American trade, leaving the 
matter to be determined through sub- 
sequent negotiations, but the American 
commissioners declined to agree to 
this. They maintained that the treety 
could not be completed unti! the pro- 


vision for the opening of ports was 
included. ‘This occurred a fortnight 
ago, and since then the negotiations 


have been at a standstiil. 

The Russian government is pledged 
to evacuate Manchuria Oct. 8, 1903, 
provided the attitude of other powers 
is not an obstacTe thereto. The fear is 
expressed here, however, that when 
the time for evacuation coms Russia 
will claim that the attitude of Japan 
and perhaps England is so menacing 
tbat she must retain her troops on 
Manchurian soil or receive pledges that 
these powers recognize Manchuria as 
within the Russian sphere. 


War Talk Is Revived 

Pekin, July 11.—Advices from New 
Chwang regarding the recent cleavage 
in the relations between Russia and 
Japan have catsed a revival of the 
war talk, greater than at uny time for 
three years. The secret sale cf the 
British company to Russia has been 
taken to indicate a loss of contidence 
by the foreign residents in the ability 
of the powers to resist Russia’s absorp- 
tion of the port industries. Since the 
departure of the Russlan miuister, M. 
Lessar, for the Port Arthur confer- 
ence, it has been learned that the 
Chinese foreign office intended to have 
a representative at that mecting and 
was only deterred from accepting the 
invitation by the fear of uiirming the 
other powers. Japan's demand re gard- 
ing the deficiency in the indemnity Lay- 
ment is taken as an indication that she 
is adopting a policy indepeident of her 
British alliance.

Cure For Nail Biting.

Great Mushroom Garden In France. 

The strangest of the underground 
worlds in France which I visited was 
one devoted to the raising of mush- 
rooms. Its limits seemed unbounded, 
as indeed they were, for it pierced the 
hillsides in every direction. We entered 
through an opening under an orchard 
of cherry trees. During “harvest time’ 
a crop is gathered every twenty-four 
hours. Three men, with their great 
baskets, make the rounds of this under- 
ground farm every morning, and every 
day in the year can count on an im- 
mense crop, which they ship to the 
large cities near by and even several 
miles away. The discolored and inferi- 
or mushrooms are sent to the canneries, 
but for his best growth the producer 
receives only 20 cents a pound.—Scrib 
ner’s Magazine. 


Flamingoes’ Tongues, 

The beastly Vitellius, as Gibbon calls 
him, spent at least six millions of 
money on table in as many months. He 
invented, or his cook invented for him, 
a dish which he designated “the Shield 
of Minerva.” One of its principal in- 
gredients was flamingoes’ tongues, of 
which both Pliny and Martial speak in 
encomiastic terms. Dampier says that 
the flamingoes have “large tongues, 
and near the root is a plece of fat 
which is accounted a great dainty.” 
When Captain Owen was surveying 
the east coast of Africa his sailors shot 
down bundreds of these beautiful birds 
in order, with an extravagance worthy 
of Vitellius, to make a dish of the 
tongues alone. 

Historic Albania. 

Albania lies 180 miles on the Adriatic 
sea and is ifty to a hundred miles 
wide. It was formed originally, says 
William Jackson Armstrong in his “He- 
roes of Defeat,” from part of Iyris, all 
of Epirus and part of Macedonia in the 
eleventh century. From this territory 
sprung Pyrrhus, who defeated the Ro- 
man invader; Philip and Alexander of 
Macedon, the conquerors; Perseus, 
whose fame as a soldier covered the 
world sixty years after Christ, and 
Skanderbeg, who for forty years de- 
feated armies sent against him by the 
Turk. Ancient Albania lay in Asia, just 
east of the Caucasus.

Fore River Company ludependent 
of Trust and Prosperous. 


What effect will the financial diflicul- 
ties of the so-called shipbuilding trust 
have on the business of shipbuilding in 
New England? 

With a view to answering this 
tion, brought to the fore by the appoint- 
of a receiver for the $70,000,000 
combine that of New 
England’s largest shipbuilding concerns, 
the Globe has made careful inquiry 
into the condition of the trade involved. 

The result, is of a character to sus- 
tain a spirit of optimism _among the 
thousands in New Ebgland who look to 
the business_of shipbuilding for a live- 
lihood. From the standpoint of the 
breadwinner the outlook for continued 
prosperity in iron shipbuilding—the 
branch of the trade affected by the con- 
trol of the trust—was never better. 
Plenty of work under way at the 
larger yards, and large contracts for fu- 
ture work are at hand. Wages are good 
among all grades of artisans in the 
shipbuilding trade. 

It appears that the troubles of the 
combine, so far as New England is con- 
cerned, do not extend to the industrial 
foundation on which the great merger 
was based. That is still solid, in spite 
of the policy followed by the .trust’s 
promoters in attempting to float their 
enterprise by means of copiously watered 
stock. 

In the largest independent yard, tbat 
of the Fore River company at Quincy 
business is rushing, and where four 
years ago but afew men were on the 
pay rolls, hundreds are now employed. 
The company has many large contracts 
on hand and is highly prosperous. 

The Globe prints interviews with 
ship firms at Quincy, Bath, Bangor, 
Rockland, Essex, Providence, Glouces- 
ter and elsewhere. 

From a lengthy interview, President 
Watson of the Fore River Co. says: 
“‘I know of no reason why New Eng- 
land should not maintain the same su- 
premacy in shipbuilding that it has in 
other mechanical avocations. In my 
judgment New England is the national 
home of shipbuilding. *’

Largest Hanging Bell, 

What is perhaps the largest hanging 
bell in the world is to be seen in Man- 
dalay. This is the Mingun bell, on the 
right bank of the Irawadi, almost 
opposite the city of Mandalay. This 
immense bell measures as follows: 
Height to crown, 12 feet; diameter at 
the lip, 16 feet 3 inches; thickness of 
metal, from 6 to 12 inches. It weighs 
about eighty tons and is suspended on 
three massive round beams of teak 
placed horizontally the one over the 
other, their ends resting on two pillars 
of enormous size, composed of masofi- 
ry and large upright teak posts. This 
bell was cast at the end of the eight- 
eenth century under the superintend- 
ence of the reigning king.

Neither is it an an- 
swer to say that we have the remedy 
in our own hands by closing our ports 
against these people. This would vio- 
late our every instinct of :umanity and 
would war against the policy which 
has made this country great and pros- 
perous, and which will continue to add 
to our progress and prosperity if immi 
gration is confined to normal catises 
alone. The abnormal imuinigration 
from Russia is duel to the laws und 
methods of that country—and this 
gives us a legal and moral right to 
cbject. Self interest and humanity 
unite in a loud-call to invoke sneh 
rights.” 

Referring to the hope that a con- 
siderable part of this stream from 
Russia may be diverted to other lands, 
Mr. Weber quoted the statement of an 
emigrant at Koyno: 

“Iam going to America, for in that 
direction lies hope. Here I have only 
fears to confront me. The hope may 
prove delusive, but the fears area cer- 
tainty. My great ambition isto breathe 
at least once the free air with which | 
God had blessed the American people.” 

“These,” said the speaker, “are the 
words of an uncultured Jew and these 
are the sentiments in the heart of every 
Jew in Russia.” 

Continuing, he said: “Be patient | 
with these unfortunate people and do

standards, Their lives from the cradle 
up have been passed under ex. 


traordinary conditions, The grown up

To Retain Spark of Life In the Aged

“While there is life there is hope” 
was all the consolation that Dr. Lap- 
poui could give in admitting that Pope 
Leo's condition wis very grave. 

The pontiff has suffered another re- 
lapse and he lies this morning ina more 
critical condition than at any Ube 
since the middle of last week. ‘The 
semi-comatose condition into which he 
fell at midnight and the confused state 
of lis heretofore lucid mind on bis 
awakening at au early hour this morn- 
ing, accompanied by still greater de- 
pression than during yesterday, are re- 
garded as symptoms of the gravest ua- 
ture and a3 point to un imminent dis- 
solution. 

Dr. Mazzoni expresses the belief that 
unless the disease takes an unexpected 
turn there is no rason to apprehend 
death for two or three days. This state- 
ment, however, does not relieve the 
anxiety of those who know what power 
ful stimulants are being constaatiy ad- 
winistered. Some attribute the pontiff s 
extreme weukuess to the severe mental 
and physical efforts undertaken in re- 
ceiving visitors, hearing masses, ete. 

Never before has the patient's weak- 
hess progressed as it did yesterday. 
For the tirst time since his illuess the 
pontiff asked to have the shutters al- 
most closed, as the light hurt his eyes, 
and at the same time, contrary to his 
custom, he begged to be left as quiet 
as Another noteworthy 
symptom of his weakening condition 
was the docility with which he took 
medicine and courishment. Previously, 
indeed during bis whole life, Pope Leo 
has been against the prescriptions of 
doctors or anything which had the as 
pect of being forced upon hin. 

His feeling of ftutigue and indier- 
ence was interpreted as a sign that nis 
vitality was faust dimiaishinz. Late 
last evening nine cardinals were ad - 
mitted to the sick room, but the pope

A search of the lieutenant’s 
quarters disclosed evidence that 12 of- 
ficers had formed a league to take 
vengeance upon the regicides.

Dr. Clark Argues for Union of Young People’s 


Societies---Bishop Joyee Against. 


Denver, July 14.—Rev. Dr. Clark, 
president of the United Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, bas rephed to the state- 
ment made by Dr. Berry of the Epworth 
league that “union betweeu the dif- 
ferent young people's societies is im- 
possible.” 

“If Dr. Berry’s remarks were cor- 
rectly reported,” said Dr. Clark, “he 
must have forgotteu that such union has 
already been accomplished to a large 
degree. The Christian Endeaor so- 
ciety has already united the young peo- 
ple of 27 denominations in this country 
ulone, and more than as many more in 
foreign countries, Several denominua- 
tions that have distinct young people's 
societies of their own also unite in this 
inter-denominatiornal union movement, 
adding the inter-denominational name 
ot their own denominational one. 

“Dr. Berry says the denominational 
young people’s is as noticeable as the 
denominational church or Sunday 
school. So say I, but the denomiua- 
tional Sunday school is not called by 
some other name to make it distinct 
from other Sunday schools, nor is it 
kept out of the fellowship of the Sun- 
day schools. 

“Every Christian Endeavor society is 
a denominational society of the same 
denomination as the church to which it 
belongs and just as Joyal to the church 
as any can be. It simply adus broad- 
minded fellowship to its denominational 
loyalty. Lhe Christian Endeavor is, 
in this respect, on exactly the same 
basis as the Inter-denominational Sun- 
day school movement. 

“Dr. Berry says the Metbodist and 
Baptist denominations would never con- 
sent to have their young people fur- 
nished with literature by outside per 
But will not the Methodist church 
allow its young people to read any other 
books or papers beside those its own 
denomination publishes? No one asked 
or expected Methodist young peop!e to 
give up their denominational pro- 
visions. ‘The Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety does not force its literature on 
any ope, and does not exist Lo sell its 
publications.

Between the Incendiary who fires his 
neighbor’s barn in secret vengeance, 
and the Worthy who starts a ‘‘run’’ on 
a Bank with malicious gossip, there is 
only a technical difference.

Palaces of Waters. 

The principal Palace of Waters is an 
immense hall which stretches in mys- 
terious grandeur far beneath the city 
of Constantinople.

The 
mouse learned many generations ago 
where the scorpion carries its weapon, 
and when he meets it he leaps at the 
uplifted abdomen, takes off the sting at 
a single bite and proceeds to make a 
meal of his helpless prey. It is sup- 
posed to be the only animal that rel- 
ishes scorpions.

Milwaukee, July 14.—“Every man 
who participates in the lynching or the 
burning of a negro is a murderer pure 
and simple.”

Washington, July i4.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture has received dis- 
patches from steamship interests. at 
Boston and from exporters at Chicago 
gaying that they understood that the 
English embargo on cattle from Boston 
had been removed. The department is 
unable to furnish information on the 
subject, although it is understood that 
the United States recently made repre- 
sentations to Great Britain that the em- 
bargo might be safely removed.

IN STATE OF SIEGE 


Latest Row In Hayti Due to the Dis. 
covery of Extensive Frauds 

Port au Prince, Hayti, July 14.—The 
conflict between President Nord and 
the chambers continues. A state of 
siege has been proclaimed and the na- 
tional guard have been summoned to 
arms. 


The conflict between the Haytien 
president and the chambers Is appar- 
ently the outcome of the discovery 
£0me months ago of alleged exte isilve 
frauds in the issue of Haytian govern- 
ment securities. The amount involved 
is about $2,000,060, and it was alleged 
that securities were fraudulently issued 
with the complicity of the national bank 
of Haytl. The president appointed a 
committee to probe the matter and tbe 
minister of finance, who was opposed to 
the investigation, resigned. A dispatch 
from Port au Prince June 29 said the 
situation was disquieting. [u an ad- 
dress to the soldiers of the guard, Presi- 
dent Nord on that day vigorously de- 
nounced the attitude of the chainbers 
and the national bank as being hostile 
to the government. The troops cheered 
the president, shouting “Down witb 
the chambers.” 


Chicago Strikers Outwitted 

Chicago, July 14.—Outwitted by the 
Chicago Terminal Transfer company, 
which succeeded in shipping several 
carloads of the Kellogg Switchboard 
and Supply company’s freight out of 
the city without interference from the 
freigit handlers, President Curran of 
that organization was aroused and is 
preparing to enlist the Switechmen's 
union in his effort to plunge the rail- 
roads of Chicago into a general strike.

It is alleged Maude bad 
a special interest in the removal of 
the baby. 


Won’t Cross the Ocean 

Sydney, N.S., July 14.—Captain How- 
ard Blackburn has reached Sydney in 
his 16-foot dory America. Captain 
Blackburn has abandoned his proposed 
trip across the Atlantic on account of 
his years and having contracted an at- 
tack of rheumatism on the voyage from 
Gloucester. After resting here for a 
few days he will start for Gloucester. 
He intends to call at Halifax and other 
ports along the coast to exhibit his dory,. 


A Dangerous Quarter 

New York, July 14.—John Boland, a 
driver for the International Packing 
company, ran foul of a number of Ital- 
faus in Union street, Brooklyn, which 
is in the heart of the Italian colony, 
and was stabbed to death by one of the 
foreigners.

His present prominence is due to 
just such a combination of events as 
made the state go Republican in 1893. 
In 1897 Platt forced ihe ncmination 
for chief justice of the court of ap- 
peals of a personal friend who had, a 
short time before, given a decision 
from the bench in fayor of a company 
im which he (Platt) was tuterested. 
‘Platt’s candidate may have been per- 
‘fectly honest and impartial, but his 
uomination was regarded with sus- 
picion. The Democrats nominated 
Judge Parker. During the campaign 
much was made of the fact that the 
Republican candidate was Platt’s man 
and he was beaten by more than 60,- 
000 majority. It was rot so much of 
a victory for Parker ada public notice 
by the voters of the state that Platt 
must keep his hands off the judiciary. 

New York voters do not mind the 
theft of a few million dollars from the 
city or state treasury. They will 
tolerate blackmail and general corrup- 
tion in the government for a long while, 
but the moment a political boss reaches 
out for the judiciary, there is an up- 
rising which gives that boss a lesson. 
There are two notable illustrations in 
recent years. In 1898 the Democrats, 
who were in power in the city and 
state, nomiuated for the court of ap- 
peals Isanc H. Maynard, who had 
helped to steal the state senate the 
previous year. Maynard wag over- 
whelmed at the polls, ¢arried the whole 
state ticket down with him and the 
state has gone Republican at every 
election since except the year of Par- 
ker’s election. 

In 1898, when Roosevelt and Van 
Wyck were the opposing candidates 
for governor, Richard Croker refused 
to permit the renomination of Judge 
Daly of the supreme court because, 
as he openly declared, Daly would not 
take orders from him in the distribu. 
tion of court patronage. At the time 
the chances seemed to be strongly in 
favor of Van Wyck’s election, but 
Roosevelt understood the public feel- 
ing, dropped all other issues in the 
last week of the campaign, and went 
throngh the state denouncing Croker's 
attempt to control the judiciary. It 
has been the opinion of most politicians 
ever since that Croker's break saved 
Roosevelt. 

From this it will be seen that Judge 
Parker's victory in 1897 means not that 
he is particularly strong with the peo- 
ple, but that his opponent was par- 
ticularly weuk on account of the cir- 
cumstances attending his nomination. 


The Tammany hall leaders, who may 
control the delegation from this state 
to the Democratic national convention 
next year, cherish no illusions about 
Parker’s strength. There was an ex- 
cellent opportunity to boom hin at the 
recent Tammany Fourth of July cele- 
bration, but his vame was not greeted 
by even a faint cheer, although there 
was wild applause for Bryan and the 
names of Cleveland and Hill were re- 
ceived with polite enthusiasm. 

Tammany’s position in the presi- 
dential fight will depend largely on 
the result of the mayoralty election, 1f 
it wins, Charles F. Murphy will un- 
doubtedly follow Croker’s example and 
come forward to contest the state lead- 
ership with David B. Hill. Since Tam- 
many has been out of power, Hill has 
had it all bis own way in the State, 
but once in possession of the city hall 
‘gain, Tammany will try to control the 
delegation to the nationa] convention, 
In that event, it does not appear that 
Parker will have his own state delega- 
tion back of him. 

If Tammany loses next fall Bul will 
control the delegation. What will 
bappen in that event affords a wide 
field for conjecture. 
nomination is the ambition of Hill's life, 
He has been working for it in season 
and out of season for a dozen years. 
He has been governor and United States 
senator, and there is no other Political 
future for him. Parker is his friend 
but nobody who knows Hil! believes 
that he will step aside for friendship’s 
sake unless he sees that his own nomi- 
nation is impossible. He docs not are 
that now, his friends say. He believes, 
they add, that the Parker boom will 
die out in the long year ahead before the 
national convention and that he will 
be the only prominent eastern candidate 
‘by next spring. It is even rumored 
that Hill launched the Parker boom 
eo early in order to kill it off before 
he enters the field himself. 

However that may be, it is known 
that Hull's old Heutenants, Elliot Dan- 
forth and Frank Campbell, chairman 
of the Democratic state committee, 
inake light of Parker’s candidacy, and

Law and Order May Be Dverridden 
by Strikers at Clinton, Mass 
Clinton, Mass., July 15—A body of 
Striking stonemasons employed at the 
Wachusett dam of the 


Metropolitan 
water system, every one of them armed 
with a reyolyer, made a tou: of the 
district in which they were employed, 
threatened to shoot the workmen un- 
less they stopped labor, and within two 
hours had forced 450 men to lay down 
their tools and completely tied up work 
on the dam. None of the strikers was 
arrested. 

the troubie was caused by a desire 
for more pay and a shorter working 
day, on the part of the Italians, and the 
steike Was reLdered remarkable  be- 
cause the white nen of other nationali-- 
ties and the negroes, also employed on 
the dam, were forced to lay down their 
tools, at the point of revolvers, which 
the Italians displayed on every side, 
though they are not in sympathy with 
the strikers. 

the situation is a serious one and 
tull of infinite possibilities. ‘The chief 
danger which the people of Clinton have 
on their minds arises from the large 
quantity of dynamite stored near the 
quarry, about a mile distant from the 
dam, and which 1s used in excavating.

Rome, July 15.—Another remarkable 
rally in Pope Leo's condition oe- 
curred. yesterday afternoon after a 


morning in the course of which he suf- 
fered spells of delirium and at times bis 
strength sank to the lowest ebb, and 


now he lies in no worse condition than 


he was on Monday evening, except for 
the steady diminution of his strength. 
Mer. Bisleti, master of the chamber, 
visited the sick room just after mid- 
night and on emerging stated that the 
pontifs condition was unchanged. A 
little later the pope fell into a sleep 
Which was fairly tranquil, althongh 
ble patient's respiration is troublesome. 

Yesterday's rally was character- 
istically opposed to every medical 
theory and consisted in getting out of 
bed, on which twe hours previcusly the 
pope himself had made = all prepara- 
tions for death. Unsatished with this 
exhibition of vitality he transacted 
private business and received four car- 


dinals, with whom he talked in an 
animated way. In fact, Pope Leo's 


record for yesterday, little of which ap- 
peared in last night’s official bulletin, 
would be incredible if it were not con- 
firmed by the doctors and cardinals 
present in the sick chamber, 

Nohe seen more perplexed than the 
doctors themselves. Dr. Gapponi said, 
frankly: “IL cannot imagine Low the 
pope manages to keep alive.” Accord- 
ing to the physicians the pontiff may 
die at any moment, even in the midst of 
of extraordinary intervuis 
wheu inind and body preseut a 
comparatively sound appearance.

Mgr. F. Z. Rooker Describes the 


Holy Father as He Saw Him. 


HIS FAOE LIKE GRAVEN MARBLE. 


The Bishop of Jaro, Philippine Is- 
lands, Who Was In Rome a Few 
Weeks Ago, Says Leo XIII. Seemed 
the Same Great Mind Incased In 
Its Little Frame of Flesh—Incidents 
of His Memory and Comprehensive 
Sweep of Intellect. 


Mer. F. Z. Rooker, bishop of Jaro, 
Philippine Islands, and for eight and 
a half years secretary of the apostolic 
delegation at Washington, returned 
from Rome a few days ago. On June 
18 he had a private audience with 
Leo XIII. and on June 25 saw him 
at the consistory. He left Rome on 
June 26 and consequently has a later 
and more vivid impression of the pope 
than any American who has recently 
seen him. Indeed it is probable that 
Mer. Rooker was one of the last 
Americans, if not the very last, to have 
a private audience with the pope, says 
the New York World. 

“When I arrived at quarantine,” said 
Mgr. Rooker, “I was greatly shocked 
to hear that the pope was in extremis. 
I had heard at Paris before I sailed 
that he was ill, but at that time it 
seemed no more than an indisposition. 
The news was particularly sad to me, 
because I had just comé@ from Rome, 
where I saw the pope twice, once prt- 
vately and once at the consistory, and 
it seemed to me that he was destined 
to live long.” 

Mgr. Rooker was called to Rome for 
instruction in the new duties to which 
the pope has assigned him. The pope 
chose Mgr. Rooker and Mgr. Dougher- 
ty of Philadelphia as bishops for the 
Philippines. Mgr. Rooker went to 
Rome two months ago to study the 
Philippine question as related to the 
Roman Catholic church and to fit him- 
self for his new duties. He first saw 
the pope twenty years ago. When he 
Was appointed secretary to the apos- 
tolic delegation, eight and a half years 
ago, he had several audiences with the 
pope. 

“On June 18,” says Mgr. Rooker, “I 
had my last private audience with the 
I say private because it was, 
although Mgr. Dougherty of Phila- 
delphia went in at the same time. We 
were alone with the holy father. 

“Our appointment was for 12 o'clock 
noon, and we arrived at 11:30. Some- 
body was with the pope then, and we 
sat in the anteroom awaiting our time. 
Shortly before 12 o’clock Mgr. Rigg, 
prefect of the pontifical ceremontes, 
went into the room where the pope was 
sitting. He stayed but a moment. He 
was followed by Bisleti, the chamber- 
lain. He, too, stayed not longer than 
thirty seconds. Then the door swung 
open, and Bisleti beckoned to Dough- 
erty and myself to enter. 

“I mention these details because they 
are necessary to show there was no 
roaching by these dignitaries and to 
emphasize the marvelous knowledge of 
detail the pope has concerning the af- 
fairs and people of the church. 

“Bisleti stood by the door as we en- 
tered. No one else was in the room 
besides the pope, who was sitting by 
a table in the center of the room and in 
a flood of sunlight that fell from one 
of the great windows. I had not seen 
him for more than eight years. I ob- 
served him closely as we advanced. He 
had not changed a particle in that 
time. His face always appeared as if 
it had been carved out of translacent 
Carrara marble. It had that look then, 
His frail body was clothed in his robes 
of office, and he wore his white cap. 
He was motionless, apparently in pro- 
found meditation. As we reached him 
he turned his eyes on me. They are 
marvelous eyes—deep, luminous and 
full of fire. “They seemed to burn 
under that broad, pale brow. 

“The presentations were made. ‘Ah, 
yes,’ said the pope; ‘Rooker has been 
pur secretary at Wasbington for the 
last eight years.’ Then, patting the 
palm of his left hand with the first 
finger of his right, as if to count, he 
continued, ‘He has served there with 
Satolli, with Martinelli and with— 
with’— 

“He hesitated a moment. ‘With Fal- 
tonlo, too, holy father,’ I prompted. 

“*Yes, yes,’ he said, ‘with Falconio 
too.’ 

“When he said my name he pro- 
aounced it correctly. That amazed me. 
Eight years before he had given it the 
[talian pronunciation, the double ‘o’ 
and pronouncing it ‘Rowker.’ He had 
deen corrected then and told that the 
>’s were short. He remembered, al- 
though to this day Rampolla and the 
»thers all call me ‘Rowker.’ 

“That is a little thing, but it shows 
the character of the mind, the com- 
prehensive sweep of the intellect of this 
wonderful man. Corrected in so insig- 
nificant a thing as the pronunciation 
pf the name of a humble worker in 
the church, he had remembered for 
tight years and had spoken the name 
correctly the first time. 

“Greetings over, the pope spoke to 
Dougherty and myself for fifteen min- 
ptes in Italian. He gave.us an ex- 
fortation on our new duties in the 
Philippines. He began with the state- 
ment that he had sent for both of us 
so as to save the time. He had the 
same things to say to us. 

“He said we had a very great oppor- 
tunity to labor for the welfare of the 
church. He said that to his mind the 
mission was paramount, in view of the 
changed conditions in the Philippines. 
He said the faith that has endured 
for three hundred years must be pre- 
served, and exhorted us to go with 
courage to our new field of labor. He 
said he had especially chosen us for 


pope.

Me work, and that as we were botn 
Americans we certainly should go with 
courage as well as with hope, for he 
knew our church work would not be 
hampered in any way and that we 
could act with perfect liberty. He 
called attention to the liberal attitude 
of the American civil government in 
the Philippines and assured us we 
should have no impediment. 

“The pope then went into a concise 
analysis of the conditions in the Phil- 
Ippines, especially in regard to the 
thanged conditions since the American 
occupation. It was the most {llumi- 
ning address I ever heard. I had been 
In Rome seven weeks, studying night 
and day on the Philippine situation. I 
had access to all the information there 
Was at the Vatiean. I had worked 
fome days for twenty hours, and yet 
In that fifteen minute talk of the pope 
he condensed every particle of in- 
formation I had secured and much be- 
sides. 

“He had it at his fingers’ ends, as he 
} has all other matters relating to the 
church. 

| “It had been arranged that a party 
of a dozen Americans should follow us 
|for an audience, and when the pope 
|had finished with us he sent word to 
| admit. the party. We stepped to one 
| Side. As the people came up the pope 
jhad a pleasant word of greeting for 
each. He blessed such articles as were 
| presented. There were several parish 
| priests, Americans, in the party. He 
gave them the papal blessing. They 
|asked if they might convey that bless- 
\Ing to their congregations, and he said 
{they might. Then, in order that they 
might thoroughly understand what he 
had said, he repeated in Latin the 
; blessing he had previously given to 
‘them in Italian. 

| “While the party was going out 
|there was naturally some little delay, 
jand I stepped over to the side of the 
| pope and said: 

“‘Holy father, what impresses me 
more than all else is to find you so little 
[to 3 in eight and one-half years.’ 


“He Jooked up at me and smiled. 
‘And how do you find me? he asked. 

“‘T find you seemingly exactly the 
jSame as when I last saw you,’ I re- 

plied. 

“He smiled again, this time a curious, 
{half sad sort of a smile and said, very 
i gravely, ‘Ah, well; the years do pass.’ 

“I had marked him closely during 
our interview and while he was re- 
telving the party of Americans. I 
jcould find no trace of change. He 
seemed the same great mind incased 
in its little frame of flesh. He was 
no thinner, no grayer, no more stooped, 
and his face had not changed. a par- 
i ticle. He displayed considerable physic- 
al activity and was earnest and im- 
pressive when he talked. His mind 
| was as alert as it Was when I first saw 
him. There was no hesitation for 
words, no grasping for ideas. He knew 
|} What he wanted to say and said it like 
a master of his subject. I knew he 
was ninety-three years old. It was 
marvelous. It almost seemed supernal. 
“I saw him again on June 25, the day 
of the consistory. That was one of 
| the hottest days I have ever known in 
| Rome. When it is hot in Rome it is 
very, very hot. He went through that 


long ceremony, lasting more than an 
hour, without a break or a falter. The 
thapel was crowded. It was stifling, 
but the pope fulfilled bis offices as 
salmly and quietly as if he had been 
In his own chamber, cool and com- 
fortable. I am a big fellow and pretty 
strong, but when I got out of that 
chapel I was sick. I could eat no din- 
ner. The pope did not give evidence 
of the slightest discomfort. 

| “I was to leave Rome next day, June 
126, and before starting I went up to 
| the Vatican to see Centra, the pope's 
| »ersonal attendant. 

| “Presently Centra came out, 

[ray the day after the consistory, mind 
you, when the pope had carried on that 
= ceremony and it had been

so hot. 

“Centra said, ‘Just as I received your 
card the pope sent for me.’ 

“ ‘How is he this morning?’ I asked. 

“‘Fine; like himself,’ Centra replied 
enthusiastically. ‘He has been a bit 
flepressed for a few days at the 
thought of the task of the consistory, 
but this morning, now that that is off 
his mind, he is feeling better than he 
has for weeks. It is like old times.’ 

“That was the last I heard of him 
|firectly. When I reached Paris I saw 
reports in the papers of an indispost- 
ition, but had no knowledge of how 
‘serious the illness was until I arrived 
at New York. 

“I consider Leo XIII. one of the most 
marvelous men of the age, church 
| sonsiderations ‘apart. In my capacity 
las a humble server under his leader- 
ship I do him all homage, but consider- 
Ing him from the viewpoint of a lay- 
man I think the world does not con- 
lain a greater intellect.”

INVADING THE THAMES. 


Latest Example of American 
Aggression In England. 


MOVE TO REFORM PORT OF LONDON 


The American Shipping Combine 
Wakes Up the British Capital to 
the Deficiencies of Its River—Long 
Series of Locks Planned, on Which 
the Greatest Ships Could Always 
Float. 


Nothing has so startled the English 
public of late as the “invasion,” as they 
tall it, of American capital and enter- 
prise, says the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. These have certainly taken 
hold of English business with surpris- 
ingly good results. The London under- 
ground railways—the “tubes’’—and the 
English trolley system bear evidence of 
this, and now the invaders are taking 
charge of the Thames itself, which has 
hitherto been the very haunt and fast- 
ness of precedent and ancient custom. 
Here red tape and British conservatism 
have flourished to the detriment of the 


port. 

Take the simple instance of the rights 
of the watermen. They transport 
freight up and down the forty miles of 
river between Gravesend and London. 
Legions of their barges, steered by one 
dar, float up and down with the tides. 
They move slowly, they obstruct navl- 
gation, yet no one dares suggest that 
the barges be towed to hasten matters. 
The waterman’s rights date back into 
the misty age of fable and are upheld 
by royal grants innumerable. There- 
fore wherever Thames water flows the 
waterman’s boat may go without price. 
The sight of an enormous modern dock 
being opened to receive a one oared ca- 
hal boat free of charge while modern 
liners pay handsomely for the same 
privilege is a daily scene which illus- 
trates one of their prescriptive rights. 
No cargo may be moved from dock to 
wharf or from point to point along the 
river without calling in a waterman 
and paying him well. He has other 
turious medizeval privileges which are 
innumerable. Yet you cannot abolish 
the waterman or make him tow his 
barge. 

Then there is the Thames conservan- 
ty, which has charge of all matters 
pertaining to the river. The conserva- 
tism of this conservancy is another 
remarkable thing. All matters under 
their charge must remain as they have 
deen for the last thousand years. 

There is a bar—they call it the Leigh 
Middle—at the mouth of the river. This 
obstructs the liners at low tide. It Is 
Just a common mud bank that would 
de ripped out of an American port in 
two weeks, but the Thames conservan- 
ty will not dredge this bar. It has al- 
ways been there, they say, and it would 
tost money. Why trouble them with 
such matters? The only way to get 
it the conservative conservancy would 
ve by act of parliament, and it would 
be as hard to abolish them as it would 
a’ waterman. 

Then over all this are the Elder 
Brethren of Trinity House. This in- 
stitution dates back to the reign of 
King Alfred, and some of the members 
zo back nearly as far. Most of them 
ire over seventy, and some are in the 
aineties. These take charge of every- 
body and everything voluntarily and, 
with that conservatism which is the 
mark of advanced age, veto all innoya- 
tons. “Trinity House,” says the Lon- 
Jon Mail, “is an indefensible anomaly, 
t crusted instance of voluntary man- 
igement that no other maritime nation 
would tolerate.” 

Into this muddle of mud and prece- 
lent, then, has come the American in- 
rasion. The American shipping com- 
dine, representing seven lines, seven 
score great liners and an enormous ton- 
aage, is now doing business in the 
American way in London, and the ef- 
fect is marked. Under the spur of 
their enterprise the whole system of 
management of docks and waterways 
8 under serious discussion and for the 
irst time in centuries is about to un- 
lergo definite revision. 

There are plans for the making of 
the river below London bridge, forty 
niles of it, into a series of locks, on 
which the greatest ships could float at 
ill times. The various authorities of 
the port are to be combined into one, so 
that the management of the port may 
de in the hands of the shipping mer- 
thants who are directly interested. The 
jock companies are to be “expropriat- 
1d” and combined, the wharf and light- 
sr interests to be included, and one 
board will manage the whole and the 
tiver as well. 

If carried out this will make London 
1 shipping port such as the world has 
not yet seen, and, as the London Times 
puts it in pithy comment, “they who 
pay the piper will be able to call the 
tune.” A bill to this effect has actually 
been introduced into parliament by 
Gerald Balfour. Whether it goes 
through or not is a question, but the 
tact that so much has been done is eyi- 
flence that the American invasion of 
the Thames is stirring up the placid 
waters of precedent, and the result 
tannot fail to be good. With the dock 
*sompanies allied instead of jealously 
competing, with wharfs and lighters 
ander the same management and that 
of the men who are financially inter- 
ested in the welfare of the port, the 
Hver should surely begin to regain its 
tailing prestige. 

The beauty of all this is that the Eng- 
fishmen themselves are becoming in- 
spired with this spirit and are pushing 
the reforms that are to help the great 
pert in its new advencement. The 
American spirit bas invaded not only 
the Thames, but the English merchants 
and shipowners themselves, v3 
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The Frog's Breathing.

END NOT FAR DISTANT 


Science and Affection All That 
Keep Pope Leo Alive 


HIS ORGANISM IS PERFECT 


But Motor Force Is Insufficient For 
Complex Functions Essentiag to Life 


—Pontiff Sadly Wrecked, but Has 


Not Yet Completely Given Up 


Rome, July 16.—Dr. Mazzoni, in re- 
piy to the question “Can the pope re- 
cover?” gave The Associated Press cor- 
respondent the following signed state- 
ment: 

“At the present moment the disease 
of his holiness has lost its character of 
eravity which it had at its 
It might be considered to 


absolute 
acute period. 
have entered the period of a possible 
solution. This might occur in a man 
of strong tibre and young, but it is im- 
possible to entertain such a hope in the 
case of a man in his 94th year. With 
Lim the physical energy absolutely in- 
dispensable for recovery is lacking. 
Pope Leo’s organism is perfect, and aa 
such maintains itself ufter 03 years of 
never interrupted work, but his motor 
force is no longer sufficient for the com- 
plex functions essential to life. Inother 


words, the 93 years of Pope Leo XIII 
bring him into that category of ex- 
traordinury longevity when life is 


destined to flicker out indepeadent of 
the action of any pathological com- 
plication. The only service that science 
and affection can render is that of 
struggling to have this precious ex- 
istence preserved to us as longias pos- 
sible.” 

The pope passed a very restless night 
and his condition this morning is con- 
siderubly worse. 

One of the doctors in attendance on 
the pontiff gave The Associated Press 
correspondent a graphic, but horrible, 
word picture of Pope Leo as he now ap- 
pears. ‘Thati smile which lighted up 
the pontiff’s face, even in extreme 
agony, has disappeared, probably for- 
ever. The skin is drawn tightly over 
the bony framework of his face, leay- 
ing the once bright eyes staring dimly 
from the deeply sunken 
grayish pallor overspreads his coun- 
tenance, but the most noticeable 
ravage wrought by his present disease 
is the dropping of the lower jaw, 
whicli has made the pope’s features 
take on the fixed rigidity of death. 

Throughout the day the precincts of 
the Vatican were comparatively quiet 
and the immediate vicinity of the sick 
room showed none of the evidences of 
agitation and alarm so apparent Tues- 
day. In marked contrast to previous 
days the patient was kept in almost ab- 
solute seclusion, only one person besides 
the physician ini immediate attendance 
gaining admission. This one was Mer. 
Pifferi, the pope’s confessor. Others 
came to the ante-chamber, including 
three cardinals, but they did not press 
for admission to the sickroom, being 
aware of the doctors’ earnest wish to 
afford the patient every opportunity of 
avoiding exertion and mental effort.

During the day the pope took a 
slight amount of nourishment. Through 
the morning he was quite restless, 


shifting uneasily on his bed and com- 
plaining of being unabie to secure an 
easy position. Later he becaine drowsy 
and during the afternoon had some 
sleep. The assembling of the doctors at 
5:30, two hours before the tisual time, 
was not due to any alarming turnin the 
pope’s condition, but through the wish 
to thoroughly go over every detail of 
the situation. The moderate tone of the 
bulletin which followed the visit gave 
an assurance that the patient’s condi- 
tion was practically unchanged. 

Last evening the pope complained of 
a slight uneasiness at the chest, but 
that he had not yet completely given up 
hope was indicated by his remark that 
he expected the oppression of his 
chest to pass off in a few days. During 
the day the pope drank a few drops of 
the healing waters from the shrine at 
Lourdes, several bottles of which were 
sent to the Vatican by the French 
bishop in whose see Lourdes is sit- 
uated. A local paper gravely announces 
that from the momert Pope Leo swal- 
lowed the water an improvement in his 
condition became apparent. 

The doctors are well nigh exhausted 
with their unceasing care. Dr. Lapponi 
in particular spends his entire nights as 
well as days in the sickroom. An im- 
portant case now before the British 
consular court in Rome requires the 
presence of Dr. Lapponi, but this is im- 
possible because of the pope’s condition 
and also because the Vatican affords 
extra! territorial privileges to all within 
its precincts. 

The total number of dispatches in- 
quiring about the pope’s health received 
at the Vatican yesterday reached 26,-

BRIDGEPORT STRIKE OFF 


Vrolleymen Lose Their Two Months’ 
Fight Against Railway 
Bridgeport, Conn., July 16.—Presi- 
dent Wood of the Bridgeport Trolley- 
men's union last night officially de- 
clared off the strike of the employes of 
the Connecticut Railway and Light- 
ing company which was inaugurated 
two mouths ago. The strikers are given 
tha privilege, by the union, of apply- 
ing individually for work at the offices 

of the compary. 

President Wood announces that the 
45 wen who yoted to return to work 
last Saturday, and who did so, are ex- 
pelled from the union with a $50 fine. 
He further states that measures will 
be taken which will prevent their em- 
ployment anywhere in this country 
where there is a labor union in foree. 

The trolley company has refused to 
take back a number of strikers, and it 
is hardly probable that Wood and the 
men who have stood by him wl! be- 
come applicants for their old positions. 

Sheriff Hatwley has compiled his ex- 
pense account in connection with the 
strike in this city. In the agzregate it 
amounts to about $7000. 'The Sunday 
riet, and the precautions which were 
taken immediately after it to preserve 
peace, cost the city. $5974.48. The 
balance of the $7000 was for constables 
who were kept on duty. here after quiet 
had heen restored. This latter amount 
will be paid by the state, but the city 
will be obliged to stand for the $8971.48. 


Coroner Censures Selectmen 

New Haven, July 16.—<Asa result of 
his investigation of the death of John 
Pershinski, a Branford man who died 
at the Middletown insane asylum, Cor- 
ener Mix censures the selectmen of 
Brantford, While demented Persbinski 
hurled himself against the walls of the 
Branford lockup, inflicting injuries 
upon himself, and later was found al- 
most naked, with blood flowing from his 
mouth andears. Exaniination at the in- 
sane asylum showed that his body was 
covered with bruises and that four ribs 
were broken. The coroner said that 
while facilities for handling insane 
patients were possibly limited in Bran- 
ford, there were elements of negligence 
in the case that called for rigorous 
censure of the selectmen.

She was married at 
Pittsburg in 1851. Mrs. Blaine had 
been the mother of seven children.

Boston, July 16.—Under the ruling of 
Chairman Emmons of tlie Boston police 
commission that a man who cannot 
take care of himself and whose breath 
smells of liquor may be considered in- 
toxicated, 3081 arrests have been made 
in the past six weeks. By tke figures 
it appears that the number of arrests 
for drunkenness this year, for the six 
weeks from June 1 to date, average 
more than 500 a week, which is said 
to be the largest in the history of the 
city.

No biographies, how- 
ever exhaustive, give, or could give, 
so clear an insight into the inner heart 
of the great pontiff as these fine out- 
pourings of his spirit. 

The first literary production of the 
schoolboy of Viterbo, in later years to 
become pope, was a brief eulogy of Fa- 
ther Vincenzo Pavani, provincial of 
the Jesuits, who was visiting the vil- 
lage. The author, who was then just 
twelve years old, was baptized Joachim 
Vincent Raphael Aloysius Pecci. 

The poem reads: 

Thy very name, Pavani, Vincent styled, 

Was mine—a little child. 


What mighty virtues thou didst well 
pursue, 
Would I might follow too! 


The next poem was written eight 
years later, in 1880. It is entitled “On 
His Sickness” and is a remarkable 
commentary on his will power: 


A youth of twenty years—how sickly and 
how spare! 

Ah, to what natural shock my flesh is 
heir! 


Haply to utter here my memorable grief 
May bring, if not surcease, some sad re- 
Hef. 


Through sleepless nights in vain I fret- 
fully compose 
My weak and weary limbs to seek repose. 


My food no strength affords; my droop- 
ing lds complain 

Of light, and oft my head istracked with 
pain. 


Anon my parched limbs a wasting ague 
chills; 
Anon with torrid heats of fewer fills. 


Haggard and wan my face,)and laboring 
is my breath;

RIOTERS LAID OUT 


Chicago Police Put Big Mob to Rout 
With Fists and Clubs 

Chicago, July 16.—Desperate fighting 
between the police cnd the strikers of 
the Kellogg Switchboard company took 
place yesterday last 
evening, whea the company attempted 
to send freight to the railroad depots. 
The firstfight occurred whena truck 
loaded with freight escorted by police 
Was passing Harrison and Peoria 
streets. A howling mob of men and 
boys was following close upon the po- 
lice and pelting them with stones and 
sticks. Teamsters who sympathized 
with the strikers managed to get their 
Wagons in the way of the Kellogg com- 
pany’s wagon and occasioned a block- 
ade. The police were endeavoring to 
clear the street when the workmen on 
an unfinished building showered them 
with bricks. The police drew ‘heir re- 
volvers and fired at the workmen. The 
police kept up their fire throngh the 
windows and drove nearly all the work- 
men from the place. 

A second fight ooccurred when the po- 
lice were escorting a wagonload of 
freight to a warehouse. A mob fully 
3000 strong followed this wagon, and 
although the police were outnumbered 
a hundred to one, they took the wagon 
safely to the depot. The niob 
greatly increased by the time the wagon 
Was ready to make the return trip and 
for haifa mile it pursued the police, pelt- 
ing them with sticks and stones. 

The climax came when a private 
watchman fired at one of themob. The 
shot went wild, butit inflamed the m rh, 
which charged the police. The latter 
were waiting for the crowd and whien it 
arrived the officers went at it with fists 
and clubs. In less than three minutes 
every member of the mob who -ould 
use his feet was doing so to the best 
of his ability. Fully a dozen men 
with broken heads were left lying in the 
street where they had been knocked by 
the clubs of the officers. About) 20 ar- 
rests were made during the day.

IS PANTING FOR BREATH 


Death of Pope Cannot Be Much 
Longer Deferred 


DOCTORS IN A DILEMMA 


Another Operation Necessary, but It 
Is Doubtful If Pontiff Could Sur- 


vive It—Continues In a State of 


Great Depression 


Rome, July 17.—The pope's condition 
this morning is even less satisfactory 
than yesterday morning and he suf- 
fered from much uneasiness and dif- 
ficulty in breathing until relieved to 
some extent by an injection of caffeine. 
The 
presented itself yesterday when the doc- 
tors were confronted on the one hand 
with the apparently imperative neces- 
sity of another operation and on the 
other hand with the danger that such 
an operation in the patient's present 
enfaebdled condition might prove fatal. 

This dilemma was canvassed by Dr. 
Lapponi and Dr. Mazzoni throughout 
the day. At their earlicr conference 
there was some prospect that the opera- 
tion might not occur and the doctors 
left the sickroom without arriving ata 
definite determination as to when it 
would take place. They expressed the 
belief, however, that a delay until to- 
day would srve a useful purpose in per- 
mitting a iuarge extraction of serum in 
case the operation was undertaken. 

Meantime, the fiope continued in a 
state of great depression. Thanks toa 
fairly good afternoon's sleep, the physi- 
cians were able to issue a bulletin at 
7:25 p. m. showing that there had been 
no vital change in the normal progress 
of the disease, though the same serious 
rapidity of respiration as was noticed 
in the morning bad again to be recorded. 
So painful had the latter become that 
one of those present in the sickroom de- 
scribed the pontiff as literally pantlug 
for his life’s breath. 

Later the pope was sufficiently at 
ease to receive Cardinal Rampolla and 
the pontiff conferred upon him the en- 
larged authority made necessary by the 
present illness for the executive ad- 
minigtration of papal affairs, [tis un- 
derstood that one result of this action 
will probably be the speedy «appoint- 
ment of Mgr. Volpini as secretary of 
the consistorial congragation.

Paris, July 17.—The Dix Neuvieme 
Siecle’s correspondent ut Rome says 
that Dr. Lapponi’s son, who spread re- 
ports favorabie to Cardinal Rampolla, 
bas been expelled from the Vatican by 
orders of Cardinal Oreglia. 

According to another dispatch from 
Rome Cardinal Oreglia has decided that 
no unauthorized person shall set foot 
in tha Vatican during the conclave. 
Accordingly he has had «2 special 
medal struck bearing on one side the 
word “Interregnum” and on the other 
“July 9, 1903,” without which no one 
will be allowed to enter :fter the 
pope's death.

CONVICTED OF MURDER 


Knapp Killed Five Women, Including 
Two of His Wives 

Hawilton, O., July 17.—Alfred A. 
Knapp was convicted of murder in the 
first degree for the killing of his wife, 
Hannah Goddard Knapp. ‘The penalty 
is death by electrocution. 

Knapp confessed to tive murders, as 
follows: Emma Littlemann, killed in 
lumber yard at Cincinnati, June 21, 
1894; May Eckert, murdered in room 
on Walnut street, Cincinnati, Aug. 1, 
1894; Jennie Knapp, thrown intocanalat 
Cincinnati, Aug. 7, 1894; [da Geb- 
hard, strangied at Indianapolis in July, 
1895; Hannah Knapp, murdered at 
Hamilton, Dec. 22, 1902. 

Knapp bas spent two-thirds of his life 
in prison, but for the five murders to 
which he confessed he had gone unsus- 
pected uatil a few unguarded words he 
let drop set the law upon him. For 
years he had been a strangler, he ad- 
mitted, pouncing upon innocent chil- 
dren and choking them to death, He 
was twice in state prison for fiendish 
assaulty upon women. Insanity was 
the only defense made by his relatives 
and attorneys. 

Knapp’s ‘first wife was Emma 
Stubbs of Fort Wayne. She secured a 
divorce. Knapp’s fourth and surviv- 
ing wife lives at Indianapolis, where he 
was arrested last February.

Chicago, July 17.—When efforts of 
the striking teamsters and their sym- 
pathizers failed to prevent the delivery 
of freight from the Keilogg Switch- 
board and Supply company to the rail- 
road warehouses President Young of the 
Teamsters’ National union announced 
that he would demand that the kdison 
company shut off the power at the Kel- 
logg plant.

Clinton, Mass., July 17.—The police 

have had ¢heir first co!lisiou with the 

strikers on the Wachusett dam since 
last Tuesday. About 25 strikers had 
assembled on Boylsten street cnd 
when a portion of the police force left 
for dinner they rushed in upon the state 
land in order to get a view of the dam 
and see who were working upon it. 

‘The two olticers remaining on duty tried 

to drive them back, but were unsuc- 

cessful. 

The strikers were able to see a single 
gang of masons that started in to work 
yesterday afternoon and amony them 
was Dominico Catoni, one of the Ital. 
ians who had been working with the 
strikers, but had remained with the 
contractors. The signt of him greatly 
enraged the strikers and they started 
for the dam to drive him from his work. 
The police ordered them back and suc- 
ceeded in keeping them in the highway. 
Police from headuarters were burried 
to the scene as well as several special 
officers who are quartered at the con- 
tractor’s headuarters, and a semblance 
of order was restored. The strikers 
were tinally driven from the p!ace and 
they did not reappear as a body during 
the afternoon. 

The Metro ,olitan water board took 
a hand in the existing troubles for the 
first time by posting notices of warning 
that all trespassers on the state lands 
would be prosecuted. Dominico Ca- 
toni has aroused the enmity of his fel- 
low-countrymen. ‘The strikers made 
threats of burning his house and it is 
guarded by a special detail of officers. 
Another workman, known us “Little 
Mike,” has been sent to New York to 
get men to fill the strikers’ places. The 
strikers have threatened to kill him 
when he comes back.

That Several Ports Will Soon 
Be Open to Commerce 


PORT ARTHUR CONFERENCE 


Was For Purpose of Unifying Russian 


Control and Dispelling Suspicions | 


of Bad Faith—Jewish Petition on 


Kishineff May Be Shelved 


Washington, July 17.—The Man- 
churian question has been settled sat- 
isfactorily to this As- 
surances have been received from the 
Chinese government that it will in the 
near future’open as treaty ports sev- 


government. 


eral ports now closed to the world’s 
trade. The Russian government has 
conveyed formal assurance «to the 
United States government that it will 
not in any way oppose such opening. 

While the ports to be opened are not 
yet specified it is gathered from the 
comuunications recefved that they are 
Moukden, the principal inland port of 
Manchuria, and Ta Tung Kao, at the 
nyouth of the Yalu river. ‘Lhe stata 
department is highly gratified at this 
outcome, feeling that it has secured not 
only for American commerce but for 
the commerce of the world at large @ 
very substantial gain. 

It now develops that the meeting of 
Russian officials at Port Arthur, just 
concluded, was but one of the steps, 
though an important one, which the St. 
Petersburg government had placed in 
execution of its purpose to put matters 
of Internal administration in Man- 
churia in such condition that the ports 
desired by the United States and Japan 
could be opened to trade without caus- 
ing disturbance or involving undue 
sacrifice of proper Russian interests. 
It already had been represented that 
much of the friction that had grown out 
of the Manchurian question was 
caused by a sort of triple, yet inde- 
pendent administration of affairs in 
Manchuria, by representatives of dif- 
ferent braaches of the Russian govern- 
ment. ‘The result was that one official 
would not feel bound by the pledges 
made by another, so that foreign na- 
tions complained of bad faith. It is 
understood that now, following the Port 
Arthur conference, a compact aud re- 
sponsible direction of affairs has heen 
arranged for, and orders issued from 
St. Petersburg are certain to meet 
with speedy and exact compliance. 


Although no set time is mentioned in 
the promise to open the ports it is be- 
lieved that this will follow soon after 
the Russian evacuation in September. 

It is now known that the negotia- 
tions which have terminated so suc- 
cessfully so far as broad lines are con- 
cerned, for only details remain to be 
adjusted, were practically brought to 
their present phase by Secretary Hay 
and Count Cassini, at a meeting at the 
Russian embassy on June 28, the day 
before the secretary departed for New- 
port, for the ambassador then bad in 
hand the necessary authorization from 
his own government to make the pledges 
which are now in process of redemp- 
tion. These pledges were reduced to 
writing by Mr. Hansen, the Russian 
charge, during his call at the state de- 
partment. 

It now remains for Mr. Conver to de- 
‘fine in tha trade treaty which he is 
now negotiating with China, the terms 
and conditions under which the new 
ports are to be opened. It may be 
stated that had the United States goy- 
ernment cared to pursue a selfish policy 
in this matter it might easily have se- 
curefl promises of special privileges 
from Russia, but Secretary Hay has | 
held to the broader doctrine of the 
open door in Manchuria for the whole | 
world.

Dr. Wiley will make these experi- 
ments carefully and thoroughly. He 
will ‘not begin them until he has con- 
eluded his examination of adulterated 
food products. He will probably utilize 
ithe same class that has for several 
ifveeks been fed on food containing 
boric acid, and that beginning Oct. 1 
will experiment with salicylic acid. 

When Dr. Wiley begins with tobacco 
dis inquiry. will be pursued along the 
same lines as in the case of food prod- 
ucts. He will take pure tobacco in va- 
rious forms, smoking and chewing, and 
see what effect its us¢ has upon the 
consumer when taken in small quantl- 
ities and larger quantities. He will 
then take up the adulterated tobacco 
or flavored tobacco and ascertain by 
experiments what effect it has upon 
| the system. 
| Dr. Wiley has not decided whether 
lhe will use foreign or domestic tobac- 
| co. It is Dr. Wiley’s intention to take 
men who are regular smokers and as- 
certain their physical condition as to 
their heart action, breathing and diges- 
| tion while continuing the use of tobac- 
co under norma! conditions and to have 
them suddenly cease its use. The ef- 
fect of such stoppage will be carefully 
noted, and Dr. Wiley expects to be able 
to report upon the benefits-or injuries 
in the sudden change of the habits of 
smokers and chewers. 

After the effects of the prolonged use 
of tobacco have been eradicated from 
the system it is proposed that the sub- 
jects of experiment shall recommence 
the use of tobacco, beginning in small 
quantities, which will be gradually in- 
creased until they are using as much 
or more than when the experiments 
first began.

THE LIFE OF SEEDS: 


Agricultural Department to Find Out 
°- Their Extreme Vitality. 

The United States department of ag- 
riculture is making experiments for the 
purpose of determining the extreme vi- 
tality of seeds, says Harper's Weekly. 
Over a hundred species of plants have 
been packed in a soil consisting of dry 
clay inclosed in pots and buried at 
varying depths under ground—eight 
sets at a depth of 6 inches, twelve ata 
depth of 20 and a third set of twelve at 
a depth of 31% feet. At the end of 1, 
2, 3, 5, 7, 10, 15, 20, 25, 30, 40 and 50 
years a set from each depth will be ex- 
humed and tested. 

The results of the experiment are 
likely to be of extraordinary value to 
agriculturists, both commercially and 
scientifically.. Incidentally it may be 
recalled that authentic on 
record which prove that certain seeds 
have the power of sprouting after hav- 
Ing been buried for long periods of 
time, reliable tests having shown that 
twelve out of twenty-one species have 
the power of germinating after twenty 
years.

Courage of Wild Dogs. 

The whole tribe of wild dogs, which 
in closely allied forms are to be found 
in the wildest jungles and woods of 
Asia, from the Himalayas to Ceylon 
and from China to the Taurus—unless 
the “golden wolves” of the Roman em- 
pire are now extinct in the forests of 
Asia Minor—show an individual and 
corporate courage which entitles them 
to a high place among the most dar- 
ing of wild creatures.

In 1762 the rage for ruffs, such as aré 
seen On many monumental effigies, be- 
gan to decline. A writer in the Lon- 
don Chronicle of that year says of gen+ 
tlemen’s dress, “Their cuffs entirely 
cover their wrists, and only the edges 
of their ruffles are to be seen.” 

It is said that a distaste for ruffs 
was first created so far back as 1613, 
when a woman named Turner wore 
them on her trial for the murder by 
poison of Sir Thomas Overbury. The 
French revolution of 1789 much influ- 
enced British fashion, and the pictur- 
esque cocked hat and ruffles then-gave 
Way generally to round hats and small 
cuffs. 

The period of their final disuse can- 
not be easily determined, as men of old 
fashioned or eccentric habits have 
worn ruffled shirt fronts within quite 
recent memory similar to those which, 
according to Planche’s “History of 
British Costume,” originated in the 
seventeenth century.

He is a native | 
of Baltimore, but spent his boyhood in 
Ireland, where he recejved a liberal ed- 
ucation. Returning to America he was 
graduated from the St. 
Maryland, and was ordained a priest | 
in 1861. He is known in Rome as the | 
“democratic cardinal’ from his ex- | 
treme modesty and retirement. | 

He is frail in appearance, but endow- | 
ed with tremendous Vitality. As al 
scholar with a wide and intimate | 
knowledge of men and affairs he has | 
few peers and no superiors in the Ro- 
man college of cardinals. 

But while the election of a foreigner 
as head of the church has been discuss- 
ed, it is not considered more than a re- 
mote possibility, and those in the best 
Position to know are confident that an 
Italian will be chosen. The Italian car- 
dinals most prominently mentioned for 
elevation are Gotti, Satollf, Svampa, 
the brothers Vannutelli, Sarto, Ram- 
polla and Oreglia, with Capecelatro, 
Ferrata and Ferrari as remoter possi- 
bilities.

Cardinal Luigi Oreglia di Stefano, 
who is camerlingo or chamberlain of 
the Roman Catholic church, was born 
in 1828 and created cardinal by Pius 
IX. in 1873. He is dean of the college 
of cardinals, archchancellor of the Ro- 
man university, prefect of the congere- 
gation of ceremonies and a member of 
the curia. }

St. Malachy was an Irish prelate who 
lived in the twelfth century.

topic For the Week Beginning July 
19—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle, 

Topic.—Religion between Sundays.—Acts 
li, 42-47. 

The Sabbath day is the day specially 
set apart by God for religious worship 
and service, but it does not follow 
from that that it is the only day upon 
which we are to be religious. Every 
day of the week is the Lord’s day, and 
there is no day upon which we are not | 
to love and serve Him. These facts are 
recognized by all people} and yet when 
it comes to actual practice many seem 
to think that religion is only for the 
Sabbath, that it is to be put on and 
put off with clothes that are worn up- 
on that day, and that between Sundays 

, we can follow our own plans and de- 
vices. 

| But Sunday religion only is not the 
kind that is taught in the word of God. 
There it is plainly taught that we are 
to serve the Lord daily. The sacrifices 
of the Old Testament were offered dai- 
ly, although they were doubled in 
number upon the Sabbath. Christ 
taught His disciples to pray daily for 
their daily bread, “Give us this day 
our daily bread.” The Bereans “search- 
ed the Scriptures daily’ and were 


~ 
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more noble than those in Thessalonica 
in that they received the word with all 
readiness of mind and searched the 
Scriptures daily whether these things 
were so.” And Luke, the sacred his- 
torian, gives us in the topical reference 
a beautiful description of the religious 
faith and activity of the early Chris- 
tians between Sundays. 

In this description we can learn | 
many things that should characterize 
our lives as Christian upon the days of | 
the week: 

1. Religious faith should be exercised 
between Sundays. “They continued 
steadfastly in the apostles’ doctrine.” 
It is not only necessary to believe in 
God on the Sabbath when listening to 
His word in the sanctuary or reading 
it in the home, but also when amid 
the duties and cares of everyday life 
during the week. The test of faith 
comes oftener between Sundays than 
upon the Sabbath, and at such times it 
should be steadfast. 

2. Religious fellowship should be ex- 
ercised between Sundays. The early 
Christians continued steadfast in the 
apostles’ fellowship as well as doctrine. 
They broke bread “from house to 
house.” We should not only know each 
other upon the Sabbath day, but upon 
Monday or any other day of the week. 
It is a low standard of Christian fel- 
lowship that only recognizes a brother 
in Christ in the church upon the Sab- 
bath day and refuses or neglects this 
recognition during the week. 

8. Religions worship should be ex- 
ercised between Sundays. ‘The early 
Christians spent much time on week 
days in worshiping God. Praise and 
prayer were their daily devotions. 
“They continued daily with one ac- 
cord in the temple and, breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their 
meat with gladness and singleness of 
heart, praising God.” God should be 
worshiped during the week. Praise 
and prayer should ascend to Him daily 
from the home, and if we cannot go 
every day to His temple we should at 
least set aside the time of the mid- 
week service held in almost every 
church for public worship. 

4. Religious work should be exer- 
cised between Sundays. They assist- 
ed each other. “And all that believed 
wert together, and had all things 
common; and sold their possessions 
and goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need.” The com- 
munity of goods proved impracticable, 
but the principle was sound. Chris- 
tian people should be interested in 
each other’s daily welfare and should 
lend a helping hand “to all men, as 
every man hath need.” They also} 
worked for the salvation of the souls 
of the unsaved. “The Lord added to 
the church daily such as should be 
saved,” but this is always done as a 
result of Christian effort. We should 
have a daily interest in the salvation 
of the souls of men. 

And what was the result of this car- 
rying religion into the days of the 
week? (1) They had “favor with all 
the people!” A religion that is put on 
and off with the Sabbath has little 
favor among men, but a religion that 
manifests itself at all times, that is 
practical and helpful, that is visible 
daily in the home, in society and in 
the business pursuits of life will al- 
ways find favor with men and influ- 
ence them for good. (2) They found 
favor with God. God blessed them by 
giving them souls for their hire. Find- 
ing favor with the people and haying 
the daily blessing of God, it is little 
Wonder that these early Christians 
“did eat their meat with gladness and 
singleness of heart, praising God.” A 
religion that is consistent will always 
bring joy and gladness. Let us there- 
fore serve the Lord at all times, and 
His favor and blessing will be con- 
stantly upon us. |

A DEAL IN CASH REGISTERS 


The Basis of an 
Found by 


Indictment Just 


Federal Grand Jury, 


Though a Number of Other Matters 
Have Been Probed Into 


New York, July 18—A bench wur- 
rant has been issued by Judge Thomas 
in the United States circuit court, 
Brookiyn, for the arrest of George W. 
Beavers, formerly chief of ibe division 
of salaries und allowances in the post- 
office departmert, on an inljctiment 
found by the federal grand jury which 
charges him with accepting 4“ bribe of 
$840. It is understood that payments 
to Beavers were traced back to par- 
chases by the government of the Branat- 
Dent Cash Registering Machine com 
pany. The postoftice inspectors found 
that Beavers had a large account in 
the Nassau Trust company, Brooklyn, 
and are said to have discovered thit 
checks deposited there had been given 
by ex-Congressman Driggs. The war 
rant has not yet been served, and it is 
rumored that Beavers could not be 
found. It is stated that he will have 
until Monday to present himself and 
that an arrangement has been made 
with his attorneys to enter a plea for 
him at that time. 


Washington, July: 18.—The issuence 
of a bench warrant for the arrest of 
George W. Beavers, the former chief 
of the division of salaries and allow 
ances of the postoftice department, is 
the culmination of an investigation that 
has been in progress in intervals since 
his sudden resignation from office last 
spring. A number of matters affecting 
his administration bave been probed 
into, one of the first results of which 
was the cancellation of 2046 promotions 
that had been passed on by him, to take 
effect at postoffices throughout the 
country during the present fiscal year. 

Subsequently other matters were 
taken up by the investigating officials. 
The case on which the present action 
of the grand jury is based, it is sid, 
is a more recent development. The 
inspectors have worked conmiinuously 
on the investigation and, it is said, 
that it was only within the past two or 
three days that the evidence finally 
wes secured that furnished a basis 
for action by the federal grand jury. 

Chief Postoffice Inspector Cochran 
has made several mysterious trips to 
New York in connection with the case 
and Inspector Mayer of Chicago. who 
worked up the case azainst August W. 
Machen, the former head of the free 
delivery service. has figured  con- 
spicuously in obtaining the evidence 
placed in possession of the 4istrict at- 
torney at Brooklyn. Mr. Mayer made 
a hurried trip here Wednesday nicht to 
report the situation to the department. 

The authorities are now searching 
for Beavers to place him under arrest. 
His preseat whereabouts are unknown. 
The postal officials were chagrined to 
learn of the publicity of the action of 
the grand jury in advance of the serv- 
ing of the warrant. They regarded the 
news as premature aud declined to 
discuss the matter on the ground that 
the time was not yet ripe {0 make a 
statement. Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Bristow conferred -rith 
several of his assistants iumnediately 
after he learned that the action of the 
grand jury had become Lnown. Sub- 
sequently he refused to answer all ques- 
tions on the subject.

The 
country virtually is bankrupt. Portu- 
gal, like Spain, bas drawn always on 
her capital—the colonies; and the eapital 
has long since been exhausted, and lit- 
tle credit even remains. Little, if any 
thing, in Portugal that means anything 
is Portuguese. ‘The country produces 
little of what it needs, and its naturad 
sources of revenue have beep sold, as 
have its colonies, to foreign convession- 
aries. The country buys everything, 
and bas nothing to sell. And, havirg 
long since paid out all its capital of 
natural resources, it is naturally heavily 
in debt to everyone. On top of all this 
poverty the country tries to live up te 
the old order of prosperity. ‘There are 


some 600,000 public employes, alf 
drawing salaries, or trying io, in a@ 
population of 5,000,000 inhabitants

though they try hard todo so. All this 
means that, with no money vomibg in, 
some one doesn't get paid. But taxa- 
tion is high, incomes are small, and 
the great mass of p@ople fee] the pinch 
badly and when poverty pinches hard 
there is apt to be an outcry from the 
pinched. This outcry hus been heard 
very ominously tn Portugal of late; and 
the cry is, as always, against the gov- 
erning class. Republicanism is a 
great and growing force in Vortugal, 
as in Spain. The Repubiicans are not 
sure what they want, but they wanta 
change—-and a little money on account. 
For instance, a regiment of soldiers 
at Oporto, having had no pay fer some 
time, revolted—while Lisbon was wel 
coming King Edward—badly mauled 
their clonel, and “proclaimed” the 
Portuguese republic. Yhey were 
quieted, mostly with promises; ard, be- 
eause such an incident would somewhat 
mar the sentiment of the royal fra- 
ternizing, the news of it was larcely 
j suppressed, and the cables were 
watched. Buti the soldiers want their 
pay{ as badly as ever. 

Vhen there is the struggic between 
the king and government on one side 
and the clergy and religious orders on 
the other—the peasantry and the 
aristocracy, especially the provincial 

element of the nobility, siding with the

'SCOTLAND’S GREAT CANAL. 


SEARLES Which Will Save Many 
Miles and Cost $50,000,000. 


As was recently stated in a cable dis- 
patch, the plans for the construction of 
ia ship canal between the Firth of 
Forth, on the east of Scotland, across 
to the river Clyde, on the west, have 
been definitely arranged. The canal 
will cost $50,000,000, but powerful sup- 
port is expected from the British gov- 
ernment. One of the great engineering 
| 
| 


features of the scheme will be the car- 
rying of the canal through the high 
ground near the Loch Lomond end. 
Frequent passing places will be made, 
says the New York Times. - 

An indication of the saving in dis- 
tance that would be effected by the 
canal will be gained from the following 
figures: From the Clyde to ports on 
the east coast of Scotland, northeast 
of England and northwest of Europe, 
the distance saved would be from 529 
| miles to 238 miles. From the Firth of 
| Forth to ports on the west coast of 
| Scotland, northwest of England, Ire- 
| iand, America and the Mediterranean 
| the distance saved would be from 487 
to 141 miles. From Tyne ports to the 
St. Lawrence river the distance saved 
would be 150 miles. From the west of 
Britain and northeast of Ireland to 
middle western ports of the continent 
the distance saved would be from 377 
to 98 miles. 


A MOSQUITO PARASITE. 


| Worm Discovered Which Is Said to 
Kill the Pest. 

Dr. Stiles of the public health service 
‘at Washington is of the opinion that 
[there is a parasite of the mosquito 
|which may be employed to reduce the 
'pest, says the New York Times. This 
jis the mermis or round worm. It isa 
threadlike creature with six papillw 
jand lives in the stomach of the mos- 
| quito. 

The insect was brought to the atten- 


‘Professor John B. Smith of Rutgers 
college, a noted expert on mosquitoes. 
| While little is known yet of the habits 
of the mermis, it is believed that it 
fastens on the mosquito in the water 
;and accompanies its host as the latter 
j develops from the pupa. 

| The infested mosquito is sluggish in 
j Its actions and evidently does not like 
\Its inhabitants. It has been proved 
beyond doubt that the mermis finally 
causes the death of the mosquito, and 
it is not unlikely that by cultivation the 
parasite may be made to exterminate 
or greatly reduce the mosquito pest.

AMERICAN TERRITORY 


England Cannot Have Islands 
Off Coast of Borneo 


OURS BY TREATY RIGHT 


Admiral \5-se- Sent Gunboat to Sur- 
vey and Mark Them and Under No 
Circumstauces Will United States 
Part With Them 


Washington, July 20.—No communi- 
cation has yet reached the state depart- 
ment from the British government 
about several islands off the coast of 
Borneo, now in possession of the United 
States, which some members of the 
house of commons seem to think belong 
to Great Britain. The state depart- 
ment, however, is prepared to give 
prompt and conclusive answer when 
Lord Lansdowne’s inquiry reaches 
here. Before leaving Washington 
Secretary Hay looked personally into 
the matter and satistied himself that the 
British government bad not the shadow 
of a claim on the islands iu question. 

When the inquiry reaches here act- 
ing Secretary Loomis, in replyin, will 
call the attention of the Loudon gov- 
ernment first to the treaty of 1885 be- 
tween Great Britain, Germany and 
Spain, by which the last named nation 
was to have title over all the islands 
outside a marine leazue’s distance of 
the Borneo coast. Laier, in the treaty 
which this government nezotiated with 
the Sultan of Jolo for the «urchase of 
certain islands belonging to him, a 
@ragnet clause was inserted, claiming 
for the United States all those islands 
which had been ceded to Spain by the 
treaty of 1885. 

On file in the office of Rear Admiral 
Bradford, chief? of the bureun of equip- 
ment, are the charts and maps showing 
the location of the seven islunds in 
controversy, Baguan, Taganac, ~ Bak- 
kungaan, Lihiman, Boaam, Sibaung 
and Langkayan. ‘The islands are clear- 
ly outside of the marine league of the 
Borneo coast and, therefore, under the 
terms of the two treaties, belong to 
the United States. 

It is said at the navy department 
that Reur Admiral Evaus, knowing 
these facts, recently sent one of the 
Philippine gunboats to the islands to 
survey them and mark them’ »s Amer- 
ican territory. 

It is explained that the islands have 
strategical importance and for this 
reason the United States under no cir- 
cumstances would part with whem.

MAY NOT SURVIVE THE DAY. 


Pope Leo -in State of 


Coma ald Expected to 


Live But a Few Hours Longer, 


Rome, July 20.—It is announced this 
morning that the condition of the pope 
is apparently stationary. 

Now that the supreme last moment 
in the memorable life and reign of 
Pope Leo is expected almost hourly, 
the contrast between the quiet within 
and the excitement without the Vat- 
ican is most striking. In the vast 
palace there is a hushed culm of ex- 
pectation, the only apparent wakeful 
souls being the Swiss guards. ‘The 
doctors and attendants of the ,dying 
pontiff speak in whispers and move 
noiselessly about so that from the 
sickroom no sound comes except the 
heavy breathing of the unconsciou. 
pope or his occasional cries for Pio 
Centra and Dr. Lapponi. 
one 
abandoned. 

In reality sleep is very far from all 
eyes. No matter at what hour death 
comes the whole palace will spring into 
sudden life as though touched by a 
magician’s wand. In the piazza of St. 
Peter's, on the contrary, all is move- 


ment, there being a regular encamp- 


ment of journalists before the famous 
bronze doors, which are now closed in 
their faces and behind which the regular 
tramp of the Swiss guards can be 
heard. Many eyes are glued to the 
window in the pope’s chamber over- 
looking the piazza, while the nearby 
cafes, “especially those with  tele- 
phones, are crowded. Bicycles ready 
for use are piled up outside them and 
cabs are lingering about i: the hope 
of catching a fare. 

The Osservatore Romano, the chief 
Vatican organ, has received orders to 
hold itself in readiness to issue almost 
at a moment’s notice a specia! edition. 
The only thing wanting to couiplete the 
paper is the hour of Pope Leo's death. 

The staffs of the othe? papers are at 
their posts, ready to issue specia! 
editions. 


Shortly before midnight Dr. Lapponi 
said: ‘The pope at the present moment 
is in a state of coma which may be 
called a condition preceding the last 
agony, the duration of which it is im- 
possible to forecast, ulthough every- 
thing leads to the belief that this con- 
dition eannot last. To be more exact, 
he still is in a state of torpor and 
stupor from which, however, he rouses 
occasionally when -he hears sharp 
sounds as, for instance, the insist2nt 
voice of one of his familiars calling 
loudly to him. Left alone he relapses 
immediately into a condition of torpor. 
At intervals he murmurs in his sleep, 
continuing to have forebodings that he 
is being abandoned by his valet, Centra, 
and myself. These are the symptoms 
of incipent cerebral anemia aud general 
exhaustion. He_can no longer turn in 
his bed without assistance and is be- 
ing kept alive by artificial stimulants. 
During the last 23 hours he has had 
two injections of camphorated oil, 
three of caffeine and two of salt water, 
besides drinking stimulants.” 

Both the Italian governtuent and the 
authorities of the Vatican have made 
final preparations for the pope’s death. 
The government is rigidly censoring 
all telegrams and telephonic communi- 
cations btween Italy and the rest of 
the continent. 

Each hour added to the gravity of 
the reports from the sickroom of the 
pontiff Sunday, until all Rome has 
waited in momentary expectation of the 
announcement of bis death. Since the 
state of depression seized upon the pope 
during the latter part of Saturday night, 
his condition went steadily downward 
and throughout the day the most in- 
tense anxiety prevailed. For the first 
time also the weather was strongly 
against him. A blistering heat fell up- 
on the city and the great piazza of’ St. 
Peter's took up the fierce July sun and 
threw it back against the Vatican until 
it was like a fiery furnace. 

At the morning -onference the physt- 
cians noted a distiuet change for the 
worse, particularly in the accelerated 
pulse, which had risen to 98 after being 
from 88 to 90 for.many days. The 
patient appeared to have lost all of 
that vitality which be has hitherto so 
remarkably maintained. He appealed 
piteously to those about him, asking not 
to be left alone. Although his mental 
vigor was nearly exhausted, he again 
asked that mass be celebrated. This 
was performed in the room adjoining 
that in which the pontiff lay. He fol- 
lowed the ceremony and took com- 
munion with extreme difficulty. 

Almost immediately afterward he 


sank into a stste of complete ex- 
haustion. At first this took on the 


character of an unnatural sleep and he 
lay as one inanimate. But occasionally 
be started up and cried out as if in fear. 
Gradually, however, sleep became 
heavier and the pontiff assumed a con- 
dition of semi-unconsclousness. After 
noonday there was little revival from 
this continued state of torpor and the 
doctors remained continuously in et- 
tendance. 

Meantime the condition of the pontiff 


had caused intense excitement through- | 


out the city. When tha patient sank 
into a state of coma, the physicians 
formally communicated the gravity of 
his conditien to Cardinal Rampella,

who, in turn, advised the cardinais o: 
the sacred college. Twice rumors of 
the death of the pontiff gained circula- 
tion. 

The condition of coma grew less pro- 
found shortly after sunset und Car- 
dinal Vives y Tuto and Mer. Piffert, the 
pope’s coafessor, were called into the 
sickroom. When they began to repest 
Latin prayers, the famillar sound of 
the language which Leo XII{ loved so 
well penetrated to his couch and he 
roused from his stupor and showed sigus 
of consciousness. Cardinal Vives y 
Tuto took advantage of the opportunity 
to approach the bed and tell the pontiff 
that some cardinals were in the ante- 
chamber. “I myself,” said he, “desire 
to have your benediction.” 

The pope witlt great effort raised a 
trembling hand and in almost inaudible 
between long pauses, gave the 
cardinal the pontifical blessing. The 
effort, however, appeared to have 
been too much for bim and he sank into 
unconsciousness. 

Towards night the reports from the 
sickroom continued to be of the gravest 
character. Cardinal Della Volpe, com- 
ing from the Vatican, said he had held 
a brief conversation with Dr. Lapponi 
and that the latter had made the fol- 
lowing statement: “If nothing new 
happens the patient may live until to- 
morrow morning, perhaps until even-. 
ing, that is 24 hours longer. But be- 
yond this his survival is impossible.” 


The medical aspect of the pope's case 
is exciting rauch discussion. One re- 
Mable authority who has bad opportunt- 
ties for knowing the private history 
of the treatment declares that a third 
operation for the removal of the pleuric 
fluid actually has been performed, but 
has not been made public in order to 
avoid increasing the public appre- 
hension. It is also stated by the au- 
thority that Dr. Lappoui and Dr. Maz- 
zoni bave made a written statement be- 
fore a notary giving the exact details 
of the pope’s case and that copies of 
these statements have been deposited 
with Cardinal Rampolla and Mer. de 
Azevedo, the major domo of the pope. 
The purpose of this statement is to 
anwser possible medical! criticisms on 
the treatment of the case, which may 
subsequently be made. It is under- 
stood that the doctors have not been 
as frank in their bulletins as they per- 
sonally desired to be, detuils of some 
features of the case having been with- 
held at the earnest request of the Vat- 
ican authorities. Their formal state- 
ment is expected to clear up the entire 
medical history of the case. 


Response to Roosevelt’s Inquiry 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 20.—Late last 
night President Roosevelt received 
from the state department at Wash- 
ington a dispatch from Cardinal Ram- 
polla at Rome in response to the presi- 
dent’s message of inquiry and sym- 
pathy concerning Pope Leo. Cardinal 
Rampolla's cablegram to the state de- 
partment follows: 

“I beg of you to present in his holi- 
hess’ name to his excellency, the presi- 
dent, the warmest and moat sincere 
thanks for bis sympathy towards his 
holiness in this hour of dreadful sus- 
pense, and I am very sorry to advise 
you that unfortunately the condition of 
the august sufferer is becoming vyery 
dangerous.” 


To Be Exclusively British 

Liverpool, July 20.—The directors of 
the Cunard Steamship company bave 
called a speciul meeting uf shareholders 
for July 29 to consider u change in the 
articles of association with a view 
to preventing foreigners from becoming 
directors or principal otticers of the 
company. Other provisious wiil ensure 
that the company will remain exclu- 
sively British.

HOTEL BURNED, 
The Pine Point Ho House Destroyed 
by Fire Sunday.

Indications that Murder with Car- 
bolic Acid was Attempted. 


Lucius E. Whitman, aged 30 years, 
and his wife Clara H. Whitman, aged 
27 years, of 114 Intervale street, were 
arrested late Sunday night by Inspector 
McKay and Officers Boutin, Donovan 
and Cahill and locked up on the charge 
of assault on their five months old son, 
with intent to kill. 

The attention of the police was

When Dr. McLennan was called in, 
he found the child’s mouth to be 


terribly burned both inside and out. 
The phyician was of the opinion that 
the burns were caused by some corro- 
sive substance. 

The woman when questioned said 
that she had given the child nothing 
but a little water and brandy. 

At the police station, the woman 
when questioned, said that she had 
given the child a tablet dissolved in 
water. ‘I'he tablet she said was one of 
three that she had obtained from a 
hospital in Boston. When questioned 
as to what had become of the remaining 
two tablets she said that she had 
burned them up. 

City Physician Welch who had been 
notified, made an examination. He 
was of the opinion that the child’s 
burps were not due to corrosive sub- 
limate, but to carbolic acid and he 
ordered it removed to the City Hospi- 
tal. 

The child’s mouth was badly burned 
but the physician after a thorough 
examination expressed the opinion that 
the child had not swollowed any of the 
substance.

SENSATIONAL RAIDS 


By State Police Upon Gambling and 
Liquor Resorts at Revere 

Revere, Mass., July 20.—An exciting 
gambling raid was made by state po- 
lice officers upon two of the leading 
hotels at Revere beach, the Lincoln 
house and the Ocean View house, with 
the result that gambling paraphernalia 
wags secured in both places, a large 
emount of liquors seized and 14 persons 
arrested upon the charge of being pres- 
ent where gambling implements were 
found. 

Officers Neal and Rhodes of the dis- 
trict police and 10 ofiicers of the Metro- 
politan park police force were the raid- 
ing officers and first visited the Ocean 
View house. Their appearanee there 
created a panic among the 150 ur more 
persons who were in the suspected 
gaming rooms and there was a wild 
scramble to escape, many jumping 
through windows in their hurry to elude 
the officers, taking the window sashes 
with them. All but three succeeded in 
getting away, including the alleged 
promoter of the game. The |Mace was 
fitted with all manner of gambling im- 
plements, all of which were contiscated. 
The officers also captured a considerable 
quantity of liquors. 

They next proceeded to the Liacoln 
house, where 11 alleged violators of the 
law were captured and, besides an 
elaborate gambling outfit, between $500 
and $606 worth of liquor, more than 
nine truck loads, was seized in the 
name of the commonwealth. The bar- 
tender was also arrested for the illegal 
ele of liquor. 

The prisoners were all taken to the 
park police headquarters where they 


gave names supposed to be fictititious } 


and all were bailed out within a short 
time. The raid created intense excite- 
ment and the fact that it was male by 
state officers rather than by the po- 
lice of the town is taken as 1n indication 
that the governor has taken official 
cognizance of the numerous appeuls 
from citizens that the laws be more 
strictly enforced upon the beach, which 
is a state reservation under the Metro- 
politan act.

“Be euntiing, avoid arrogance,” 
they urged. 

“That is,” responded Mr. Barrett, 
“you favor tickling with a straw to 
pricking with a bayonet.” 

The statesmen nodded assent. 

When the young minister had finally 
succeeded in collecting the claim the 
diplomats asked in astonishment, “How 
did you accomplish it?” 

“By tickling,” explained Barrett. “I 
had to tickle them almost to death, 
though, before they agreed to pay.”

Constitution May Wrest Hon- 
ors From Reliance 


NEW BOAT IS DEFEATED 


On Time Allowance on Thirty-Seven- 
Mile Run From New London to 
Newport—Lipton’s Latest Creation 
Gives a Fine Exhibition 


Newport, R. I., July 21—The re- 
jected America’s cup aspirant of ve] 


| years ago, Constitution, is rapidly be- 


coming a dangerous rival of this year’s | 
production, Reliance, for the honor of | 
defending the trophy, for the older boat 
defeated the new one in a run of! 37 
iniles, the third of the New York Yacht 
club cruise from New London, by about 
n minute and 3 seconds, availing her- 
self of her time allowance, estimated 
at about 2 minutes and I7 seconds. This 
is the second time on the present cruise 
that Constitution has woa from her 
rival on time allowance, and while the 
victory on the first occasion was due 
in some measure to changeable breezes, 
the conditions yesterday were as fair 
for one as the other. ‘fo be sure, Con- 
stitution was able, by reason of her 
getting the freshening breeze first not 
far from the start, to place herself ina 
good position over Reliance, but to the 
surprise of the yachting enthusiasts, 
after the latter boat had extricated her- 
self she was unable to pull away from 
Constitution as she has done before in 


other races this vear 
The two yachts sailed on practically 


even terms for nearly 10 miles along the 
southern Rhode Island shore, with 
sheets well flattened, and it was not 
until half the course had been covered 
that Reliance was out from under Con- 
stitution and safely in the lead. And 
even then she could not get away far 
enough to save her time allowance, for 
Constitution was only one minute and 
45 seconds behind at tie finish. 
Columbia sailed a lonesome race, 
dropping behind from the start and 
finishing more than 30 minutes behind 
Reliance. It seems to be generally 
conceded that Constitution is sailing 
faster every day and the future runs of 
the cruise and the official trial races off 
this port are being looked forward to 
with great interest.

UNDER THREE HOURS 


Shamrock III Goes Thirty Miles Over 
International Race Course 

Atlantic Highlands, N. J., July 21.— 
Ten miles an hour for 30 miles, wind- 
ward and leeward, was the rattling pace 
set by Lipton’s cup challenger in a race 
with Shamrock I in the waters of the 
international race course off Sandy 
Hook lightship. The challenzer’s exact 
time for 80 miles wos 2:59:20, very 
nearly record time for a cup event and 
on a par with Reliance’s splendid per- 
formance off Newport in June when the 
American yacht covered 29 iniles in less 
than three hours. 

Shamrock III’s windward leg was, 
however, not a beat to windward. A 
shift in the wind after the start made 
it possible for her to fetch*from the 
starting line to withiif two miles of the 
turn in quicker time than if she had to 
Deat all the way. Her reach of 15 miles 
in 1:09::08, at an average pace of rising 
18 knots, is near the record for a cup 
race. Despite her splendid performance 
she beat Shamrock I by only 1m. 22s. 
elapsed time, but the new boat had lost. 
at least two minutes by the parting of 
her jib topsall sheet when she was four 
miles from the finish line. The race 
was safled in a splendid wind, rising 
from 10 knots at the start to 15 at the 
finish, and a good part of the time the 
yachts Were dragging their lee rails 
through the froth from under their 
bows.

TORPEDO BOATS’ BAD DAY 


Accidents Overtake Two Loaded With 
Training Ship Supplies 
Newport, R. I., July 21.—While leav- 
ing the torpedo station with supplies 
for the training ship Hartvord, some- 
where outside, the torpedo boat Wins- 


low was run into by the schooner 
yacht Clytie, and so badly crippled that 
she was obliged to put back to the sta- 
tion. The torpedo boat Craven, to 
which the stores were transferred, also 
was disabled soon after leaving the 
station by the blow!nug out of ond of 
her tube sheets and she was towed back 
to the station. One of her crew was 
badly scalded by escaplog steam. 

The Winslow and the Clytie vere in 
collision at the south side of Goat isl- 
and. The yacht’s bowsprit struck the 
torpedo boat well forward, carrying 
away her military mast, her food chests 
and her after smokestack, and also 
making a hole five feet in length in her 
starboard quarter. Ensign Marble, in 
command of the Winslow, suys he was 
crowded so far inshore that he was un- 
able te go farther without grounding 
the vessel. He lays the blame for the 
collision on the commander of the 
Clytie. 

The torpedo boat limped back to the 
station and the stores were transferred 
to the Craven, which was soon on her 
way to the training ship. She had pro- 
ceeded but a short distance, however, 
before sbe lost her sieam through the 
blowing out of one of her tube sheets. 
Watertender Jones of the Craven's crew 
was badly scalded about the head by 
escaping steam. 


Expert Found No Poison 

Boston, July 21.—Professor Wood has 
reported to District Attorney Stevens 
his failure to discover any traces of 
poison in the organs of the late Edwin 
M. Thayer of Newton, which were sub- 
mitted to him for chemical analysis. 
Thayer carried about $470,000 life in- 
surance, of which amount nearly $400,- 
000 was withheld subject to the report 
of several physicians who were called 
by interested parties to investigate 
rumors that death was caused by other 
than natural means. ‘J‘bes2 physicians 
reported that death was from natural 


causes. The district attorney then took 
up We mauler iaa gh rtion of the 


organs sent to Professor Wood. 


Cow Derailed Car 

Marlboro, Mass., July 21.—Two men 
were seriously hurt and several others 
considerably shaken up when a trolley 
car was thrown from the track by com- 
ing in collision with a cow which sud- 
denly ran out of a pasture and tried to 
cross the track. That the car was not 
dashed over a 15-foot embankment and 
the occupants more seriously injured 
Was due to Motorman Wood, who 
stuck to his post and brought the car 
to a standstil] on the edge of the em- 
bankment. 


Strikers Returning to Work 

Clinton, Mass., July 21.--The strike 
of stonemasons, which for 10’ days has 
practically tied up all work at the 
Metropolitan water board’s big Wachu- 
sett dam, is broken. ‘Iwo strikers who 
had returned to work were joined by a 
dozen more, bringing the number up to 
near one-half the original number of 
men who went out and, armed ith 
revolvers, forced 400 laborers to quit 
work. Theit action was accompanied 
by no demonstration. 


Mathes Arraigned and Held 

Dover, N. H., July 21.—Albert O. 
Mathes, formerly treasurer of the Straf- 
ford sayings bank at that place, and 
an alleged embezzler from thut institu- 
tion, was arraigned here on the charge 
of embezzling $15,000 from the Straf- 
ford bank. He entered u plea of not 
guilty. Judge Frost ordered that he be 
held for the September term of the 
grand jury and fixed the bail at $6000. 
Bondsmen were secured, and Mathes 
returned to Milton. 


A Boston Boy’s Mishap 

Bangor,’ Me. July 2i.--Snowden 
Rackliffe of Boston, aged 13, was 
climbing through a fence at Dover with 
a rifle under his arm when it was dis- 
charged, the bullet entering the leg 
and passing upward through the abdo- 
men. He isin a precarious condition at 
a hospital here. The boy was visiting 
his uncle. 


Town to Buy Water Works 

Wakefield, Mass., July 21.—In special 
town meeting last night the town voted, 
126 to 4, to appropriate $230,000 for 
tthe purchase of the plant and fran- 
chise of the Wakefiehl Water com- 
pany.

POPE'S PARTING WORDS

Were Benediction Upon Those 
et His Bedside 


DEATH CHAMBER SCENE 


Was of Profoundly Impressive Char- 
acter—Blessed Nephews, Members 
of Sacred College and Papal Court 
With His Dying Breath—Passed 
Away In Paroxysm of Choking— 
“The Piedmont Bear” Practically 
Pope For the Time Being—Leo’s 
Successor Will Be an Italian 


Rome, July 21.—The emaciated and 
lifeless frame of Pope Leo XLII, which 
held so brave a spirit, lies ou the bed 
in the Vatican beside which almost 
all the world has prayed. ‘The red 
damask coverlet rests lightiy over the 
body, the cardinal’s scarlet cape is 
about the shoulders, whiie on his head 
has been placed the papal hood of velvet, 
bordered with ermine. <A white silk 
handkerchief is bound about his chin 
and in the hands which have blessed so 


many thousands has been placed a 
crucifix. Pope Leo is watched by uni- 
formed officers of the noble guard and 
rough clad Franciscan penitentiaries, 
who will keep a ceaseless vigil until the 
burial takes place. 

The sacred college of cardinals will 
assemble today for the impressive 
ceremony of officially pronouncing Pope 
Leo dead. After this sad function has 
been performed the body will be taken 
to the small throne room adjoining the 
death chamber, where it will be em- 
balmed. ‘fhe funeral ceremonies will 
extend over nine days, the remains be- 
ing removed to the cathedral of St. 
Peter's, where they will le in state. 
The ultimate resting place of the dead 


pontiff will he {2 the magnificent 
Dasuica of St. Johu the Lateran. 


Pope Leo’s final moments were 
marked by that same serenity and de- 
votion and, when he was conscious, that 
calm intelligence which was associated 
with his 25 years’ pontificate. His 
parting words were not of the ybysical 
anguish that he suffered, but were 
whispered benedictions upon the car- 
dinals and his nephews, who knelt at 
the bedside, and the last look of his 
almost sightleas eyes was towards the 
great ivory crucifix banging in the 
death chamber. Practically ali the car- 
dinals now at Rome, kneeling at the 
bedside, watched the passing of his 
soul. 


The pontiff’s last breath was taken 
exactly at 4 minutes past 4. Dr. Lap- 
pont approached a lighted candle to 
his mouth three times, according to the 
traditional ceremonial, and  after- 
wards declared the pope to be no more. 
He then went to inform Cardinal 
Oreglia, the dean of the sacred college, 
who immediately assumed full power 
and gave orders that the Vatican be 
cleared of all persons having no right 
to be there. Contemporaneously the 
cardinal instructed Mgr. Righi, master 
of ceremonies, to send the Swiss guards 
from the Clementine hali to close all 
the entrances to the Vatican and dis- 
miss all persons from the death cham- 
ber, the body being entrusted to the 
Franciscan penitentiaries. ‘d 

The final scene in the death chamber 
was profoundly impressive. The pope’s 
death having been expected since noon, 
his deathbed was stirrounded by prac- 
tically all the members of the sacred col- 
lege now in Rome and the whole papal 
court, while the pontiff’s nephews re- 
mained in the papal library until they 
received word from the doctors which 
announced that bis expiring breath was 
approaching. Then they moved 
silently within the death chamber. 

Profound silence reigned in the pope’s 
bedroom, only broken by the doctors 
rising to render their expiring patient 
more comfortable, by the sobs of the 
over-faithful valet, Pio Centra, or the 
murmured prayers of Mgr. Pifferi, the 
papal confessor, himself 84 years of 
age, who had to be assisted to the bed- 
side. The dying pope murmured some- 
thing to himself, in which. those bend- 
ing over him heard the words “father” 
and “mother.” 

Dr. Lapponi felt the pope’s pulse 
grow gradually weaker and weaker, 
and at the same time the pontiff’s ex- 
termities began to get cold, his lips 
became blue, Lis eyes sank more deéply 
into the head, his breathing became 
even more difficult and ‘there were 
strange rattlings in bis throat. 

Finally the pope was asked to bless 
bis nephews and all the others present. 
The portiers dividing the door were 
drawn back to the utmost, to admit as 
much air as possible, while the light 
filtering through the green shades of 
the window rendered his sunken eyes 
and shrunken features absolutely 
ghastly. 

It was a most solemn moment. The 
bead of the pontiff, with its white skull 


cap, no whiter than the fringe of silver 
hair, rising above the crimson coverlet, 
his hand raised in the familiar gesture 
of benediction, the kneellug assemblage 
being too earnestly absorbed in deep 
affliction, veneration and weeping, to 
even make a movement. 

The doctors again examined the dy- 
ing pope and this time found that he 
was at the extreme limit of bis powers 
of respiration. His eyes began to be- 
come dul and clouded and Leo XIII 
entered into the real agony of death, 
which was recognized by all present 
kneeling. 

The last conscious act of the pontiff 
was to turn his eyes townrds the great 
crucifix on the wall, after which he | 
suffered from a paroxysin of choking, 
during which he passed awny. 

Then the silence of the awestricken 
assemblage Was broken bs the sonorous, 
golemn voice of Cardinal Vanuutelli, 
the grand penitentiary, intoning the 
requiem aeternam (rest eternal). 

This was the signal foranoutburstof | 
tears and the sound of weeplug which | 
could. no tonger be repressed, all the 
kneeling prelates and others kissing the 
dead hand—that hand which had dis- 
pensed so many benefits, charities, and 
benedictions. 

Outside the death chamber expecta- , 
tion was intense, but the sight of the | 
sorrowing faces of those leaving the | 
room was sufficient, without words, to H 
anuounce the sad news, which was not | 
long in spreading throughout Rome. 


The occurrences in the death chamber 
immediately following the pope’s de- 
mise were of impressive solemnity. 
Couriers had been dispatched to sum- 
mon those who are delegated to per- 
form the first religious offices toward 
the dead pope and soon the chanting of 
the Franciscan monks was heard as, 
two by two, in coarse brown babits and 
sandaled feet, they proceeded to the 
room in which Leo iay dead. From 
time immemorial the Franciscans have 
been penitentaries of St. Peter's. Fol- 
lowing them came the noble guard to 
watch over the pontiff’s remains, the! 
brilliancy of their uniforms contrasting 
strikingly with the sombre attire of 
the quaintly garbed monks and the 
solemn dignity of the chamber itself. 
The only sound heard was the meas- 
ured chanting of the psalms of pent- 


tanoo. hy a gronn of monks kneeling be- 
side the couch of death. Two noble 


guards took up positions at the foot of 
the couch and stood there, rigid and 
silent as statues, with swords drawn 
and reversed. 

The body lay exactly as it was at the 
moment of the pope’s last expiring 
breath. A white veil was thrown over 
the dead man’s face, while awaiting the 
solemn entrance of the camerlengo, 
who was to officially pronounce the 
pontiff actually dead. 

The gruesome details of the em- 
balming will not be performed util | 
after the lapse of 24hours. ‘Then the 
body will be robed in fui] pontifical 
vestments for the imposing funeral 
ceremonies. 

The great piazza of St. Peter's was 
soon a scene of wild confusion. As/| 
word of the pope’s death beceme known, 
although the public had day after day | 
expected the tidings, the shoce of the | 
actual évent was none tho less pro- 
found. Everywhere people stopped to 
bless themselves and to say whispered 
prayers, while here and there were | 
seen women on their kneas before the 
street shrines offering prayers for the 
soul that had just taken its fight. 

Within the massive colonnade front- 
ing St. Peter’s great crowds surged to 
the very doors of the Vatican, : even 
struggling to gain access to the cor- 
ridors leading to the death chamber. 
Soon the whole square ‘vas tn tumult, 
but the government troops hurried 
from the neighboring bariacks, where 
they had been held in reserve, and re- 
stored order. They flanked the es- 
pPlanade and took posseszion of every 
artery of the Borgo district, leading to 
the Vatican. For the time being all 
traffie was suspended and the whole 
region, from the frowuing walls of St. 
Angelo castle to the door of St. Peter's, 
was within the firm grip of tie Vatican 
authorities and the governnient troops. 

In the downtown portion of the city 
the most perfect order prevailed. Out- 
ward evidences of mourning soon began 
to appear along the corso. Many of the 
shops were closed and funeral em- 
blems hung upon the bulldings. 


“THE PIEDMONT BEAR” 


Has Supreme Church Power Until 
New Pope Is Electod 

Meantime, events of momentous im- 
portance to Catholic cbhristendom were 
occurring. The-death of Pope Leo 
meant the passing of the supreme power 
into the bands of the sacred college of 
cardinals as its temporary custodian 
during the interregnum. The perfect 
administrative machinery of the church 
provided against the slightest inter- 
ruption of the governing authority. As 
the senior member of the sacred col- 
lege, Cardinal Oregiia, to whom the 
pope solemnly confided the interests of 


ponnn’s sympathetic and Dehevolent 
characteristics. He comes from 
noble Piedmontere Stock and i. 
nobility is shown in his haughty and 
austere bearing. He is not popular 
among his colleagues or the Romans 
and his brusque manner has earned 
him the title of “the Piedmont bear.” 

He is tall and robust and his 74 years 
are shown by the whiteness of his hatr, 
His face has the tawny hue of old parch- 
ment and is deeply lined Despite his 
austerity, the cardinal’s jearning and 
piety are universally recognized. Tig 
is the man who for the time being is 
practically pope. It was he who issued 
the orders to clear the Vatican from 
intruders and brought tra nqullity out of 
the confusion immediateiy following 
Pope Leo's death. 


THE NEXT POPE 


Certain to Be Chosen From Among 
Numerous Italian Candidates 

The greatest interest is now cen- 

tred in the work of the holy conclave 


| which is to elect the successor of Leo 


XII. Speculations, prophecies and 
predictions come from every direction 
in favor of the various candidates. 
The comparatively long illness of Leo 
has had the effect of narrowing the 
chances of some who entered the con- 
test with what was thought to be the 
brightest prospects, while it has 
brought forward the preminerce of 
otbers who at first were hardly con- 
sidered. The result is that they are all 
now on about the sume level. 

There are a half dozen, at least, who 
are entering the conclave with equal 
chances of success. It is believed that 
the foreign cardinals will ultimately 
give the casting votes, as, living far 
away from Rome, where different fac- 
tions form and flourish, they vill be 
more impartial, especially as it is ad- 
mitted by all that the new pope will 
be chosen from among the Itallan 
candidates. For this latter reason 
there cannot be national rivalry among 
the foreigners. The most prominent 
candidates for the succession are Car- 
dinals Gotti, Oreglia, Agliardi, Sera- 
fino, Vannutelli, Capecelatro, Sarto, 
Rampolla, Di Pietro, Swampa, Ferrari, 
Satolli and Richelmy. 


President’s Profound Regret 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 21.—Treat- 
Gent Roosovelt was deeply touched by 
the death of Pope Leo. On being in- 
formed of the demise of the venerable 
head of the Catholic church, he dictated 
the following: 

“The president expresses his pro- 
found regret at the death of the vener- 
able pontiff, whose long career, no less 
than his exalted character, has com- 
manded the respect of all Christendom. 
The president said that in uttering 
these sentiments he was giving expres- 
sion to the feeling of all the people in 
the United States, wholly without re- 
gard to their religious faiths.” 


Grover Cleveland’s Estimate 

Buzzards Bay, Mass., July 21.—When 
informed of the death of Pope Leo 
ex-President Grover Cleveland, ¥ ho is 
at Gray Gables, his summer bome, 
said: “Although of cours: not unex- 
pected the news of the death of this 
distinguished man eannot fail to 
awaken regret in the minds of all those 
who are sincerely solicitous for the 
betterment of humanity. I have re 
garded Pope Leo XIII asa most im- 
portant factor in the advancement of 
civflization and man’s improvement, 
Though at the head of a church to 
whose interests he was constantly de- 
voted, he seemed never to forget that 
al] mankind is akin when manbood’s de- 
velopment and the promotion of unt- 
versal brotherhood Is in the balance. 
Not only his church, but the cause of 
humanity has lost n strong advocate 
and a sincere friend.” 


Praised by British Press 

London, July 21.--The Englisa papers 
all teem with expressions of the warm- 
est sympathy and deep regret on ac 
count of Pope Leo's simpie, saintly life, 
and admiration for the statesmanlike 
qualitics displayed by him throughout 
his pontificate. A contrast is drawn be- 
tween the unique position the papacy 
now holds in internatlonal considera- 
tion compared with its shattered, dis- 
credited position at the time of the 
death of Pius IX, and the editorials 
dilate upon the successful manver in 
which he reconctled himself to the spirit 
of modern times in bis deallugs with 
France, America and England.

LATE POPE LEO XIII. 


(Continued trom page 4.) 


Pope Leo’s encyclical of 1891, in which he 
took up the socialism of the day in Amer- 
ica, his action in the case of Dr. McGlynn 
of New York and the appointment of Car- 
dinal Satolli to the post of papal delegate 
to America are too well remembered to 
call for more than a passing mention. 

Pope Leo celebrated two jubilees, the 
first in 1888 in commemoration of the 50th 
anniversary of his elevation to the priest- 
hood, and_the second in 1803 on the 50th an- 


niversary of his being raised to the rank of 
archbishop. 


Leo's Daily Life. 

Pope Leo XIII passed the most of his 
time, while head of the church, in the Vati- 
can, the official residence of the pontiff. In 
fact, it used to be said that he never left the 
Vatican for fear of being jeered by the 
Roman populace. It is, however, believed 
by many that he drove about the streets by 
night in a closed carriage. A few years 
ago, when his brother was dying in the 
panape Barborini, the pope went to see 

im. 

The Vatican is an enormous structure. 
It is said to contain 4,000 rooms. Its mu- 
seum is one ofthe most celebrated in the 
world. It contains the finest statuary, 
greatest paintings and the most valuable 
books, both printed and in manuscript, 
that its occupants have been able to collect, 
and many of them are freely shown to visit- 
ors. 

Leo's sleeping room was a large, bare 
apartment, with a high ceiling and tiled 
floor, unvexed by covering of any kind in 
the summer. Its sole contents are said to 
have been a small iron bedstead, a little 
table, a writing desk, a priedieux and a few 
chairs, In winter time two or three rugs 
were laid on the stone floor, and the bed- 
stead was shut off from the rest of the 
room by a curtain. 

Leo rose every morning at about 6 o’clock, 
and in the dress of an ordinary priest said 
mass in his private chapel at7. When this 
mass was finished, another was said by a 
minor ecclesiastic, to which the pope lis- 
tened while kneeling. These devotions 
lasted until 8 or 9 o’clock, when he partook 
of a cup of chocolate or coffee with bread, 
and then began the work of the day. He 
examined documents of various sorts and 
dispatched sich.correspondence as awaited 
his attention till 1. Thenafter partaking 
of alight broth, which sufficed till dinner 
time, came general business and the recep- 
tion of officials and guests. This lasted 
until 2, when dinner was served accord- 
ing to the old Roman custom. This re 
past was not elaborate. It consisted of 
soup, boiled beef and vegetables, occasion- 
ally a roast,a glass of Burgundy and some 
times a dessert of fruit. 

Traditional etiquette requires that when 
in Rome the pope shall eat alone, so Leo 
never had guests at his table in the Vati- 
can. After dinner he slept for a short time, 
and later, if the weather was fair, until his 
strength failed him, he used to walk in his 
garden. During his later years he was 
either carried in a sedan chair or driven in 
acarriage. One of his guards always at- 
tended him, walking a few steps in the 
rear. Frequently a bishop orsome impor 
tant person with whom the pope wished to 
confer walked beside the chair or occupied 
a seat in the carriage. When the walk was 
over, such other business as remained un- 
done was attended to. At 8 o’clock he re 
ceived the newspapers, reading those print- 
ed in French ar !talian himself, while 
those printed in o1).er languages were trans- 
lated to him. At 9:30 he performed his de 
votions, At10hetook supper, consisting 
of soup and an egg, some salad and a little 
red wine. Then he withdrew to his private 
room for the night. 

During Lent his life was much more se- 
vere than at ordinary times. He used to 
rise at 4and say mass at6. Before beginning 
this service he listened toasermon by a 
Capuchin monk. The discourse invariably 
closed with the words ‘et redde spiritus.” 
As they were uttered the pope left the 
apostolic chair, supported by two cardinals, 


| and kneeling upon the lowest step of the 


altar repeated three times the last words of 
the monk. Then, robed in his violet vest- 
ments, he said mass, 

On Good Friday Leo used to pass almost 
the entire day in the church, and on that 
day he partook of only one meal, at 12 
o’clock noon. Easter Sunday was the great 
day ofthe year. The services in St. Peter’s 
were always very imposing, and most of the 
ecclesiastical dignitaries in Rome had audi- 
ence with the pontiff during the day. 
there was any ill feeling between any of 
them Leo, used to make it a point to strive 
to heal the breach, and on one occasion, 
when two cardinals had declined to speak 
with each other for some time, he brought 
them together in a most characteristic 
manner, thereby undoubtedly averting a 
serious church scandal, 

The pope was very economical in his per- 
sonal expenses. Of his table it has been 
said that it did not cost more than $ or $8 
& week, 

The Pope's Income. 

Leo’s fortune, left to him by Pope Pius 
IX, was not less than $45,000,000. Much of 
this was used in purchasing Roman build- 
ing bonds and ip property investments. be-

cause the small rate of interest received 
from the Rothschilds and Blount was not 
sufficient. The subsequent shrinkage in 
value of these bonds reduced the aggregate 
of this large sum very considerably. 

The running income of the pope comes 
from collections known as “‘Peter’s pence.” 
Both Pius IX and his successor proudly de- 
clined to receive a cent from the $600,000 of 
the annual revenue which the Italian cham- 
bers ordered by the law of guaranties to be 
set aside for the pope, and which since 1870, 
when the temporal power disappeared, has 
accumulated in the Italian treasury. 

The origin of the name “‘Peter’s pence” 
is British, for the voluntary tribute, which 
the ancient kings of England raised for the 

pacy was known under the name of “S. 

eter’spenning.” Thecollection of Peter's 
pence was not systematized until 1861, just 
after the first dismemberment of the pontif- 
ical states, by which 15 out of the 20 prov- 
inces were taken from the pope. Previous 
to that time the pontifical revenue had 
amounted to nearly $14,000,000 annually. 
Since 1870, when the temporal power disap- 
peared, Peter's pence has been the only 
source of revenue, and the devotion of 
Roman Catholics throughout the world has 
always been strong enough to meet the ne- 
cessities of the case—about $1,500,000 a year. 

Though the pope is practically impris- 
oned within the walls of the Vatican, he is 
obliged to provide from Peter's pence for the 
universal administration of the churches. 
He has to maintain muncios in different 
capitals of the old and new world, to corre- 
spond with more than 1,000 episcopal sces 
in every part of the world, to support mis- 
sionary work abroad, to maintain at Rome 
the congregation and schools and ecclesias- 
tical tribunals, to pay the cardinals’ sal- 
aries and those of the dignitaries and other 
employees of the pontifical guard, and to 
keep in order the sacred churches, like St. 
Peter's and St. Mary Major’s, and to pre- 
serve intact and even improve the libraries 
and museums of the Vatican. 

It is easily understood from this why Leo 
Although 
the gross sum of Peter’s pence is large, it is 
only by the most systematic expenditure 
thereof that it is madeto meet current ex- 
penses. Long before his death Leo noti- 
fied his relatives that néthing should go to 
them out of the innumerable and precious 
giftssent to him from every part of the 
world on the occasion of his jubilee of 1888, 
The only advantage he conferred upon any 
of bis relatives so far as reported was the 
title of count upon his nephews, which 
helped them somewhat in contracting ad- 
Vantageous marriages. 

Of the total amount of Peter’s pence, 
two-tnirds have come from France of late 
years. Italy has not produced more than 
15,000 lire ($3,000). The offering is free and 
anonymous everywhere. Collections only 
take place twice every year in the churches. 
On some occasions a supplement of revenue 
comes to the pope—as, for instance, on one 
ist of January, when he officiated at what 
was called his ‘Golden Mass,’ he received 
more than $600,000 in fees. 

Leo as a Writer. 

Pope Leo XIII wrote a great deal dur 
ing his life, mostly Italian and Latin verse, 
When he desired to write, he used to lock 
himself up in his room and allow no one to 
disturb him. His abstraction was so great 
that he used to wipe bis pen upon thesleeve 
of his white soutane, and his faithful body 
servant, Centra, lived in morbid terror lest 
his master should be seen in this spotted 
state, and on days of audience personally 
examined him, ready to invest him, if neo 
essary, in a clean robe. 

Much of his verse was of course religious 
in its character, though not all. In rhythm 
itis Virgilian, being sauve, elegant and of 
easy, smooth phrasing. “His epigrammatic 
poems,” writes one familiar with the pon- 
tiff’s writings, “‘are light, lively and strike 
where they ought, but they have not poi- 
soned barbs. 

“One of the verses has this subject: A 
youth asked one day for an audience and 
avowed that his life had been too free for 
virtue, The holy father advised him to re- 
tire to a convent for some time and fo ban- 
ish from his mind every thought that could 
defile it. 

“This is a prose rendering of what he 
wrote: ‘Florus, my child, a furious fever 
burns you; a foul plague softens your body 
and your soul. You have been drinking, 
and without shame, of an infernal and poi- 
sonous cup. It is the cup of Circe, It 
evokes in your mind images of animal 
bestiality. If you care to be saved, fly from 
the siren’s song and from the inhospitable 
shore. Take good courage and fight temp- 
tation while fleeing from it. If you do, God 
will fight for you and look on you witha 
favorable eye. Already the hideous serpent, 
full of rage at the prospect of defeat, plunges 
into the black waters of the Styx. ‘Florus, 
my son, be saved.’” 

Stories of Leo XIII. 

Joachim Pecci was of a most impressive 
resence, even when a young man, and in 
old age, when pope, he seems to have 
been positively awe inspiring. Most read- 
ers will remeinber the reports of the meet- 
ing of the pontiff and the young emperor 
of Germany a few years ago. The Teutonic 
monarch, who had never before been 
abashed, so far as the records go, was as 
timid as a schoolboy before the serene, 
white haired old man, who, though his rule 
was entirely spiritual. was the acknowl- 
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edged “tiead of the greatest division of tne 
Christian church. His personal appear- 
ance is thus described by one to whom an 
audience was accorded in 1892: 

“He was tall and slender to attenuation. 
His visage was an almost fleshless mask, 
his complexion of a waxy pallor, but his 
eyes were clear and luminous. He would 
be ascetic of look under one aspect and 
penetratingly keen under another, but the 
general one was of sweetness and kindli- 
ness, Judging from his face and general 
appearance, the first impression given by 
him was that of a man largely endowed 
with common sense. The full, broad brow 
likewise indicated a brilliant intellect, and 
the passing smile which occasionally flitted 
across a countenance worn as if with much 
care spoke rather of melancholy than of 
mirth.” 

At an audience described by an American 
who was present all fell upon their knees 
when the pope came in, but at a sign from 
oneof the monsignores, who acted ascham- 
berlain, all resumed their places. With ame 
chanical air the pontiff, after bowing, began 
talking with the man who sat nearest the 
door. Individual intuitions were followed 
asto etiquette by all present. When the 
pope gave his hand, some raised it to the 
forehead and others to the lips; others, fall- 
ing on their knees, kissed the cross on the 
— foot. One man shook the pope’s 

d heartily. 

There was no talking except between the 
pope and those to whom he found time to 
give attention. No one was passed entirely 
unnoticed, and in one case in which a poor 
woman cried with a sob in her voice, “O 
holy father, give your blessing to our son!”’ 
Leo’s eyes were suffused with tears, and he 
bent over her and talked for some time. 
One woman tried hard to impress him with 
her own importance by declaring that the 
cardinal in her town was a great friend of 
hers. When the round of the room had 
been completed, the pope stepped into the 
center of the apartment, and making the 
sign of the cross in the air gave the apos- 
tolic blessing and retired. The audience 
was at an end. 

Leo was often annoyed by anonymous 
communications, and it was his custom to 
give to them as little attention as possible. 
On one occasion, shortly after he was made 
pope, he received one in which severe criti- 
cisms were passed upon the papal body- 
guard of nobles. He had not read more 
than half a dozen lines when, calling to the 
officer on duty, he handed the letter to him, 
saying: “I havenotread itthrough. Peruse 
it if you like and then throw it in the fire.” 

Great alike in great things and smal, the 
late pontiff had the royal faculty of forget- 
ting neither persons nor things. In 1887 all 
the old pupils of the Convent of the Sacred 
Heart at Belgium, to whom he had distrib- 
uted prizes in 1843, when he was papal nun- 
cio at Brussels, united in sending him an 
address. Glancing over the signatures, he 
recognized the name of one who, when a 
girl at the convent school, had won the 
“ribbon of honor,” a very rare distinction. 
At once he made inquiries about her later 
life and sent hera kind message recalling 
her school days and her reception of the 
ribbea of honor. 
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THE VATICAN. 

Leo was noted for the attention he used 
to give to missionary fathers who went to 
Rome from their distant fields of labor to 
obtain audience with the head of the 
church. His information regarding the 
status of the Catholic church in the United 
States was notably full and accurate, On 
one day he gave audience to a bishop whose 
diocese included a large portion of Alaska, 
& priest whose work was conducted under 
the burning skies of Borneo and a native 
Syrian, newly ordained as a priest, whose 
field was located not far from the scenes of 
Christ’s life on earth. Of the details and 
difficulties of the labors of each of these 
three fathers the pope informed himself ac- 
curately, and toeach he made suggestions 
that were of much practical value,

For Assault on Babe with 
Intent to Kill. 


on the Stand. 


The Doctors and Neighbors Also 
Heard. 


Lucius E, and Clara H. Whitman 
were given a hearing this morning on 
the complaint against them for assault 
with intent to murder. The defendants 
were represented by J. J. McAnarney, 
Esq.

child as described by Dr. McLennan. 
Found by examination of muuth in- 
dication that somethiug had been put 
into the mouth hot and swallowed. 
Questioned woman, who said she had 
given the cbild a tablet she had 
obtained in Boston to use as a wash. 
That she had probably made a mis- 
take in giving that instead, of one of 
those left by Dr. McLennan. 

Dr. Welch testified the burn must 
have been caused by something more 
powerful than the tablet she spoke of. 

Officer Boutin testified to visiting the 


Whitman house Saturday night and 
detecting the odor of carbolic acid. 
Alexander W. Russell testified to 


goivg to Whitman’s house on Saturday 
with the officer and to seeing burns on 
child’s face and to detecting odor of 
carbolic acid, 

James Marr, who resides in the other 
half of Whitman house, testified to 
hearing the child cry severely on Satur- 
day night, and to going to the police 
station to ask them to send a physician. 

Margaret Kelley testified that Mrs. 
Whitman came after her Saturday night. 
She said she was all alone and her baby 
was very sick, After she went to the 
house Mrs. Whitman laid on the floor 
and went to sleep, Later when she 
learned that the child had been given 
something Mrs, Kelly asked her what 
it was. Mrs. Whitman said she had 
given it a little hot water and brandy 
and the water was too hot. 

Henrietta Marr testified to hearing 
the baby cry, and to going aftera 
physician. Also to going in and help- 
ing take care of the child. 

Mary A. Cowe, a neighbor, testified 
to the illness of the child and to help- 
ing her take care of it. That Mrs, 
Whitman said she bad taken it to Bos- 
ton and the doctor ,there said it was 
dying of consumption of the blood. 
She also testified to the pain the child 
was suffering, and to finding her hold- 
ing it tightly in her arms and that she 
took itaway from her. Also to the 
exciting manner in which Mrs. Whit- 
man was acting. 

Hester Moser testified to having her 
attention called to the crying baby and 
to being told that the baby was dying, 
and to going over with other ladies. 
Mrs. Whitman had it in her arms 
squeezing the child which was frothing 
at the mouth. Told of other women 
taking the baby from Mrs. Whitman. 

Inspector McKay testified to securin 
a warrant against the Whitmans, and to 
placing them under arrest. Mrs. Whit- 
man said she give baby hot water and 
brandy. Later she said she had given 
the baby a tablet she had got in a 
Boston hospital, and that the other two

EPOOHS Ii AN HONORED CAREER 


His Great Ability Shown All Through His 
Life—As Head of the Church He Dida 
Great Work—His Career In Detail—His 
Dally Life. 


The exceeding ability of the late pope, the 
genius which enabled him to transform a 
friendless church into a church having 
friends everywirere, lay in several great 
qualitiesof mind. He had a patience which 
nothing could tire. He could wait months 
or years, as need be, until his time came. 
He had nodelusions. Joachim Pecci saw | 
things as they were, not as he would have 

tohavethem. He had no animosi-

ties. He believed an enemy an enemy only 
until he could make him a friend, and he 
was always ready to welcome a friend. He 
recognized talent at once and never sooner 
than in those opposed to him. A good idea 
was a good idea to him, no matter who pro 
posed it, and he never committed the mis 
take of undervaluing the forces against 
him. He had that genius which can tell 
what is possible and what impossible. As 
easily as he could weigh others, so easily 
could he weigh himself. He knew his own 
limitations. 

He was a great man among the great 
men of his day. He played a part amid 
some of the most tremendous dramas of 
history, and he played it successfully. 
With no force of arms he made men who 
ordered armies to obey him; out of enemies 
hecreated friends; a church which he found 
the prey of all he left strong in the circle of 
her defenders. Leo XIII will go down in 
history as one of the greatest among the 
long line of great men who have filled the 
papal chair. 

Personally the late pontiff was tall and 
slender, and his hair was snow white. His 
face had the kindliest of expressions, and 
his smile was ready when anything amusing 
wassaid. His keen wit was tempered by a 
charitable wish nct to wound the feelings 
of others. His manner was high bred and 
finished, and he possessed a most charming 
courtesy, which placed all who saw him at 
their ease. He loved to chat on literary 
topics, and to the last found pleasure in 
reading the great authors ofantiquity. His 
experience of life was so vast that his re- 
marks were fullof a quiet wisdom. He 
impressed every one who met him. His 

nal habits were simple to a degree, for 

@ lived the life ofan ascetic, His industry 
and power for work were extraordinary, 
and the labor he daily went through while 
pope was enough to exhaust a much younger 
and stronger man. 

Chronology and Early Life. 

Joachim Vincent Raphael Lodovico Peccl, 
afterward Pope Leo XIII, was born March 
2, 1810, at Carpineto. He was sent to the 
Jesuit college at Viterbo in 1818, where he 
remained till 1825, when he entered the 
Collegio Romano, just restored by Pope Leo 
XIL_ In 1828 he took first prize in physics 
and chemistry. In 1830 he was matriculated 
as a divinity student at the Gregorian uni- 
versity. In 1852 he won the degree doctor of 
theology and entered the College of Noble 
Ecclesiastics, where those who design to 
serve the pontifical government diplomat- 
ically or administratively are trained. In 
1827 he was made subdeacon, then deacon, 
then priest. In 1838 he was made delegate 
or governor of the province of Benevento. 
In 1841 he was appointed governor of Spole 
to. In 1843 he was made apostolie nuncio, 
or papal embassador, to Belgium and tit 
ular archbishop of Damietta. In 1845 he 
was made bishop of Perugia, where he ar 
rived in 1846. In 1853 he was made a cardi 
nal. In 1877 he was appointed camerlingo. 
In 1878 he was chosen pope to succeed Pius 
IX, deceased. 

Joachim Vincent Raphael Lodovico Pecci 
was the son of Count Domenico Lodovico 
Pecci of Carpineto and Anna Prosperi Buzi. 
The family to which he belonged came 
originally from Siena. Its chiefs having 
taken sides with the Medici in the long 
struggle between Siena and Florence found 
it necessary to emigrate tothe states of the 
ehurch. They settled in Carpineto, a rugged 
mountain town nestled down between two 
great crags. Count Lodovico Pecci’s wife 
was the daughter of a noble Volscian fam 
fly living in the ancient city of Cora, the 
modern Cori. She brought with hera 
dower which notably increased the fortune | 
of the family but she brought far more } 
when she came herself. She was a woman | 
of extraordinary ability and strength of | 
character. Joachim, or, as his mother al- 
ways called him, Vincent, was the fourth 


son. 

That Joachim Pecci should, under the 
training of such a woman as the Countess 
Anna, turn his attention to the church was 
only natural. She belonged to the Third 
Order of St. Francis, an association founded 
to bring men and women closer to the 
ehurch.” From his earliest years the boy had 
been accustomed to seeing the brown habit 
and sandaled feet of the brothers and to 
listening to the story of the life of St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi, as told by his mother. These 
lessons were driven in when, in his 14th | 
year, his mother died in Rome and he fol 
lowed all that remained of her to her grave | 
in the Observantine Church of the Forty 
Martyrs. 

In 1828, when at the Collegio Romano he 
gained the first prize in physics and chem 
istry at the end of the college year, he was 
chosen to defend in public against all ob 
jectors theses chosen from the subject mat 
fer of the three years’ course. In getting 
ready he so overworked himself that his 
physicians absolutely forbade the trial, but 
the university granted him a certificate at 
testing hiscomplete preparation for the test. | 

While he was a student in the College of 
Noble Ecclesiastics, Cardinal Sala took th. 
warmest fancy to the young schejar and 
gave him much advice of the greatest value. 
Cardinal Paca also admired Joachim Pece:

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and recommended him strongly ft Grégory 
XVI, who appointed him one of his domes- 
tic prelates and soon afterward the refer- 
endary to the court of Segnatura. He now 
had his foot on the first round of that lad- 
der he afterward climbed so steadily. 

Cardinal Sala saw to it that Joachim 
Pecci was attached to the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, and Cardinal Lambruschi- 
ni, who was the pope’s secretary of state, 
had him appointed official to many impor- 
tant bodies. He also placed him under the 
immediate charge of the learned prelates 
(soon to be cardinals) Trezza and Brunelli. 
The superiors of this young man realized 
the character of the material before them, 
and they shaped the weapon with exceed- 
ing care. 

Career as Governor. 

Joachim Pecci’s first position of impor 
tance was that of governor of Benevento, a 
small territory situated in the midst of 
what was the kingdom of Naples. When 
the French withdrew from Italy and Naples 
was restored to the Bourbons, Benevento 
reverted to the pope. It was then an inde- 
pendent principality in the midst of a king- 
dom. The men who had been foremost in 
their opposition to Napoleon had gradually 


become guerrillas and bandits, levying 
| : 


blackmail andsmuggling. They found their 
refuge in the high and broken lands of 
Benevento until that state had becomea 
menace to all about it. 

This was the condition of things with 
which this young man of 28 was expected 
to grapple. He went to Benevento and on 


| the third day was taken down with an at- 


tack of typhoid fever, during which he 
nearly died. The result was that the oppo- 
sition, which had been excited by the news 
of hiscoming, was killed by the sympathy 
which his illness called forth, and when he 
rose from his bed he found all the people fa- 
vorably disposed toward him. 

Mgr. Pecci was a man who might be de- 
pended on to make the most of such a state 
of affairs. At the ceremony of Jaying the 
cornerstone of a new church in honor of 
Our Lady of Graces he had an opportunity 
of meeting all classes in the little state. 
The gratitude he felt for sympathy extended 
to him in his illness lent an additional 
charm toa manner and utterance always 
full of courtesy and high breeding. It was 
natural perhups that the lawless element 
should suppose itself more than a match 
for the gentle ecclesiastic who in years was 
not much more than a boy, and whose phys- 
ical weakness showed itself in the pallor of 
his face. The surprise felt at measures 
adopted by the new governor was no small 
part of the force which gave him the vic 
tory. 

One of the most dreaded chiefs of the 
lawless bands who were smugglers, ban- 
dits or guerrillas by turns was Pasquale 
Colletta. He had his center of operations 
in the Villa Mascambroni, where, with a 
band of 14 men, each as desperate as him- 
self, he levied blackmail on all about him 
One morning bright and early the people 
of Benevento saw this man, together with 
his whole band, led through the streets in 
chains by the pontifical soldiers. The gov- 
ernor was inflexible; no intercession was 
sufficient to save those who were convicted 
of murder, robbery and rapine. 

The execution of Pasquale Colletta struck 
terror into the minds of those who had so 
long fattened on crime. But some offend- 
ers against the law were those who should 
have upheld it. A nobleman of Benevento 
was one of the greatest-smugglers in the 
land, and when the gendarmes threatened 
to search his castle he went in great wrath 
to complain to the governor. Vainly did 
Mer. Pecci endeavor to convince his visitor 
that law must be obeyed by all. The mar- 
quis told the governor he would goto Rome 
and return with an order of recall for the 
young ecclesiastic who was upsetting all 
the established customs of Benevento. The 
governor smiled and asked, “‘Haye you 
given this matter thought, my lord mar 
quis?” 

“Certainly,” was the reply. 

“I fail to agree with you,” replied the 
governor. “One cannot reflect too much 
in these matters. I shall therefore request 
you to remain here as my prisoner fora 
time.” 

That night while the marquis was re- 
flecting on the matter his castle was sur 
rounded, and 28 offenders were captured. 

The reform of political and social evils 
did not take up all the time of the young 
governor. He devoted himself to a study 
of the economic conditions of his territory 
and decided that roads must be built con- 
necting Benevento with the adjoining prov- 
inces of Molise, Terra di Lavoro and Avel- 
lino. He madea journey to Rome to con- 
fer with Gregory XVI and his ministers 
and returned with full powers. The roads 
were built. More than that, the taxes were 
reduced, and, brigandage suppressed, agri- 
culture revived until commerce sprang 
into new life with the opening of new mar- 
kets. Benevento was transformed—and in 
less than three years. 

In May, 1841, Mgr. Pecci was recalled 
from Benevento and appointed papal dele- 
gate to Spoleto. This sent him to Perugia, 
one of the hotbeds of the revolutionary so- 
cieties, and here began a contest between 
Joachim Pecci and the organized opposi- 
tion to the church, which was to be the 
man’s work for many years. The various 
secret societies which were born in Italy as 
the result of the disturbance following the 
Napoleonic invasion had all a common ob- 
ject—the attainment of social and political 
liberty. The efforts for greater liberty 
made by such societies as the Carbonari 
(the charcoal burners) took the form of an 
attack on the church. They believed that 
under no circumstances would the church 
lend itself to change, and they therefore de 
termined to destroy it if possible. 

Such a man as Mgr. Pecci would natural 
ly come to the front in sucha fight. In Pe 
rugia, where he now ruled, he found the so- 
cieties very strong. Welded together and 
given form, as these had been, by the genius 
of Mazzini, they wére powerful and able 
enough to demand the greatest ability of 
the young ecclesiastic. He began in a thor 
oughly characteristic way. The old road 
leading up to the city from the plain was 
Impractible for vehicles, and in 20 days 
Mar. Pecci had built a newone. One of the 
first to use it was Gregory XVI, who visited 
the old city and was received gladly by the 
people. The governor followed up the build 
ing of the road by a personal visit to every 
commune, He examined closely into every 
detail of administration, informed himself 
of the needs of each locality, corrected 
abuses and removed incompetent officials. 

While he put down the secret societies 
whenever he could, he deprived them of 
their power over the people by making the 
reforms they talked about. He fostered ag 
riculture and encouraged commerce, he se 
cured an inexpensive administration of the 
laws, and he put down lawlessness with a 
heavy hand. In one year he had reformed 
the town councils, gathered all the courts 
into one building, established a savings 
bank, opened schools for the children and 
given new life to the college of Rosi Spello, 


of which the pope appointed him the Apos 
tolic visitor. 


’ 


Embassador, Bishop and Cardinal. 
Joachim Pecci was in his 33d year when 
Gregory XVI appointed him apostolic nun 
0, or papal embassador, tothe kingdom of 
Belgium. The embassador reached Brus- 
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sels aud found that secret societies were 
represented there in force. When he ap 
peared at the court of King Leopold, he 
produced a most favorable impression. It 
was apparent that he was an accomplished 
scholar, a well bred man and one who had 
not a little wit. = 

In the difficult task which was before him 
Archbishop Pecci had the benefit of the 
counsels of Queen Louisa Maria, who wasa 
most devout Catholic. To protect the Bel- 
gian Catholics against the opposition to 
them in the Belgian parliament was theem- 
bassador’s first duty, and, as usual, he found 
g very practical way of going to work. He 
began the visitation of the great Catholic 
schools and stirred up those who controlled 
them until it became known that more 
work and better work was done in them 
than in their rivals’. In the College of St. 
Michael he made his influence especially 
felt, it being directly under the eyes of 
king and minister. 

When Perugia lost its bishop, Mgr. Cit- 
tadini, the city magistrates, the nobility 
and clergy petitioned that Mgr. Pecci be 
appointed to the place. The pope con- 
sented, provided the consent of the arch- 
bishop could be obtained, and this was 
given as soon as asked for. Before going 
to Perugia Mgr. Pecci visited England, 
Treland and France. He arrived in Rome 
when Gregory XVI was lying at death’s 
door, and the letter which Leopold I had 
written could not be read by the pontiff. 
In that letter the king of the Belgians had 
urged the pope to make Mgr. Pecci a car- 
dinal and had spoken very strongly of his 
services as a diplomat. 

The archbishop, bishop of Perugia, en- 
tered the old city on July 26, 1846. Here he 
was destined to remain for 32 years direct- 
ing his diocese, fighting the influence of the 
secret societies, encouraging education in 
every possible way and becoming, through 
his letters, the defender of the papacy 
among the Italian bishops. Diplomacy, 
his chosen field, was deprived of his serv- 
ices fora long period. It is, however, a ques- 
tion whether Mgr. Pecci did not do more 
for the church from the quiet of his library 
by the famous letters he found time to 
write than he could had heserved as an em 
bassador. 

On the 26th of February, 1854, Perugia 
celebrated the elevation of her bishop to 
the cardinalate, in which celebration all 
ranks and orders of society joined, for Car- 
dinal Pecci was most popular evens among 
men who did not belong to the church, 
and all delighted to do him personal honor. 
There was a similar tribute paid on the 
17th of January, 1871, when the cardinal 
celebrated his silver jubilee. 

Elected Pope. 

Pope Pius IX appointed Cardinal Pecci 
camerlingo in 1877. This office gives its oc- 
cupant charge of the temporalities of the 
church during any vacancy of the papal 
chair, and with it came Cardinal Pecci’s 
residence in Rome. The jubilee of Pius IX 
had brought throngs of pilgrims to Rome, 
and the opposition of the government of 
Victor Emanuel to the papacy had thereby 
been much increased. In January, 1878, 
Pius IX died, shortly after Victor Emanuel, 
and with King Umberto there was to be a 
new pope. The question whether the Ital- 
ian government would allow a free election 
was warmly debated, and many thought it 
would not, 

As camerlingo it was Cardinal Pecci’s 
duty to make arrangements for the con- 
clave in which the new pope was to be 
elected. No opposition came from the gov- 
ernment, and the preparations in the Vati- 
can went rapidly forward. On Feb, 18, 1878, 
the 61 cardinals present in Rome entered 
the apartments of the conclave. Prince 
Chigi, hereditary marshal of the church and 
guardian of the conclave, locked the door 
outside, and the cardinal camerlingo locked 
it within. Mgr. Ricci Parracciani, gov- 
ernor of the conclave, examined the inclo- 
sure so as to besure there was no method of 
communication with the outside world. 
The conclave assembled in the Sistine 
chapel, in which 64 seats, each shadowed 
by a canopy emblematic of sovereignty, 
had been erected. 

The places taken by the four candinals 
created by Gregory XVI were marked with 
green hangings, all the others being purple. 
In front of each cardinal was a small writ- 
ing table, and to each was given aschedulla, 
or ballot, in the center of which he was to 
write the name of his choice. <A full two 
thirds vote was necessary for an election. 
On the altar stood a large chalice with its 
paten, and one by one the cardinals ad- 
vanced, knelt before the altar and declared 
he chose the man he considered most fitted. 
Then, rising, he deposited his ballot on the 
paten. 

Three scrutineers were chosen to count 
the ballots. On the first vote the name of 
Joachim Pecci appeared 23 times. On the 
second he received 88. On the third, taken 
on the morning of the 20th of February, 1878, 
he received 44 and was declared elected, 
The subdean, the senior cardinal priest and 
cardinal deacon approached the seat of Car 
dina! Pecci. 


BIRTHPLACE OF THE POPE. 


“Do you accept the selection made of yon 
As supreme pontiff of the Catholic church?” 


asked the subdean, and Cardinal Pecci re- 
sponded, “I accept.” The cardinals rose as 
the subdean knelt. “By what name do you 
wish to be called?” “By the name of Leo 
XI.” 

The announcement of the election was 
made in St. Peter’s church by Cardinal Cat- 
terini. The coronation took place on the 
8d of March in the balcony of St. Peter’s, 

Leo XIII and the Italian Government. 

The great question in the minds of all 
men after the election of the new pope bore 
on his policy toward the Italian govern- 
ment. His predecessor, Pius IX, had never 
given up the claim to the temporal power 
of which he had been deprived, and it was 
soon seen that Leo XIII insisted as strongly 
on his rights asa temporal sovereign. In 
the first encyclical letter this position was 
taken in the plainest possible way. The 
pope also renewed the protests which Car- 
dinal Pecci had made against the civil mar- 
riage, which had become the law of the land. 

From the first the new pontiff saw that 
the field of infiuence open to him was that 
of the peacemaker. He put himself into 
communication with Germany, offering his 
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services as mediator between the govern- 
ment and the Catholic population, and these 
were accepted. He interested himself in 
eastern nations. He complained most bit- 
terly.of the action of the Italian govern- 
ment, on the ground that priests were sub- 
ject to military conscription; that the insti- 
tutions of charity in Rome were no longer 
in charge of the church; that heterodox 
schools were opened; that the bishops had 
been deprived of all their functions and rev- 
enues, and that the government had taken 
to itself the patronage of the dioceses. 

The Italian government was at that time 
led by Prime Minister Depretis,a man to 
whom the idea of the temporal power of 
the pope was an abomination. The mijnis- 
ter’s policy was to deprive the papal gov- 
ernment of all power except in things spir- 
itual. The diplomatic training and subtle 
brain of Leo XIII enabled him to see that 
his only chance to influence the government 
of Italy was by influencing that of other 
countries, and his foreign policy became the 
leading motive of his reign. He restored, 
as one of his first acts, the hierarchy of 
Scotland, and he declared in the strongest 
way there could be no compromise with 
revolution. 

In February, 1879, deputations represent- 
ing all Roman Catholic journalists arrived 
at Rome and were received by the pope. 
To them Leo XIII spoke strongly, outlining 
the policy they should take. In September 
of that year he, with marked liberality, 
threw open to the scholars of the world the 
treasures of the library of the Vatican. He 
wrote the encyclical letter on socialism in 
1878, a letter which did much to win Prince 
Bismarck, and during 1879 he established 
the council of education for Rome. 

In 1880 the celebration of the 25th anni- 
versgy of the coronation of Alexander, 
ezar of Russia, gave Leo XIII an opportu- 
nity of reopening relations with the Rus- 
sian court and of pleading the cause of Rus- 
sian Catholics. He seconded this by pro- 
claiming a solemn office of honor to the 
memory of the Russian saints, Cyril and 
Methodius, and in 1881 he established a 
hierarchy for Bosnia and Herzegovina. He 
encouraged the Greek college in Rome and 
enlarged it. He brought about concord be- 
tween the papacy and the eastern schismat- 
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ics, and the government of Turkey ao 
knowledged the benefit derived. In Persia 
the efforts of Leo XIII were most success- 
ate and in Japan he made his diplomacy 
elt. 

The famine in Ireland in 1879 enabled Leo 
XIII to take a strong stand with the Irish 
people and to express his belief in the ulti- 
mate success of their efforts. 

In 1884 Leo XIII convened a plenary 
council of the church at Baltimore. The 
archbishops were summoned to Rome to 
consult over the schema or outline of dis- 
cussion, and as a result of the council 
strong ground was taken on the spread of 
infidelity, and the movement to form a 

at Catholic university at the city of 

Vashington was inaugurated. 

The Pope and Bismarck. 

The work accomplished by Leo XIII in 
Germany, because of the enormous diffi- 
culties he was forced to face, illustrated 
better his exceeding ability as a diplomat 
than any other during his reign. The op- 
position to the Catholics as formulated in 
the celebrated Falk laws, so called from 
the name of Dr. Falk, their author, was the 
result of two movements antagonistic w 
each other, yet working toa common end. 
When Pius IX called the council which put 
forth the dogma of infallibility, Prince 
Chlodwig Hohenlohe and Dr. Joseph Igna 
tius von Dollinger formed a party among 
the Bavarian Catholics in opposition, which 
eventually became that section known as 
Old Catholics, The distinguishing plank 
in their platform, to use a phrase which 
thoroughly expresses the idea sought to be 
conveyed, was a denial of this dogma. 

In point of fact this denial was really an 
expression of opposition totheclaims of tne 
papacy to temporal power. It was the de- 
sire of Dr. Dollinger, who was the brains of 
the whole movement, that the pope should 
become the spiritual sovereign of the Cath- 
olic world, and that he should, so to speak, 
modernize the theory of the papacy in ac 
cordance with the change brought about by 
the greater freedom of the people. On the 
other hand, the Ultramontane party be 
lieved it was right for the papacy to insist 
more strongly than ever on all powers ever 
held by it. As we all know, the Ultramon- 
tane councils prevailed, and the Old Catho- 
lics were thrown into direct opposition. 

Count von Bismarck, in his desire to es- 
tablish an imperial government in Ger- 
many with as much absolute power as he 
dared give to it, found himself face to face 
with the movement going on in men's 
minds in the direction of greater freedom. 
He sought and found in the Catholic church 
that sop which he might throw to the 

growling Cerberus of the people in order to 
divert their minds from what was being 
done. He took advantage of the Old Cath- 
olic movement to increase the opposition 
to the papacy, and then to the Falk laws 
sacrificed the interests of the Catholics who 
were loyal to the pope. It was skillfully 
done, and Pious IX was powerless. 

When Leo XIII was elected, he found 
himself face to face with the Falk laws, 
then in full force. But the oppression of 
the Catholics in Germany had weakened 
the hold of all religious bodies on the peo- 
ple, and this in turn had given strength to 
the propaganda of the socialists, 

Leo XIII saw his opportunity and wrote 
his encyclical letter on socialism. Prince 
Bismarck found an ally where he least ex- 

ted one. He was unable to refuse the 
elp offered, and once more the'prince chan- 
cellor and the papacy were working side by 
side. From this as a starting point Leo 
XIII, as the months rolled by, made ad- 
vance after advance until Prince Bismarck, 
protesting he would not “go to Canossa,” 
found himself before the castle gates. The 
Falk laws were abrogated, bit by bit, until] 
they disappeared, and the triumph of Leo’s 
diplomacy was complete.

IVATICAN CEREMONIES. 


Preparations for Funeral 


and Conclave —400 


Church Bells Clang for an Hour. 


Rome, July 22.—The body of Leo 
XIII lies in the hall of the throne room, 
a few steps from the room in which 
his death took place. The same yest- 
ments, the Comauro hood, the rochet 
and the white gown which were put on 
Monday, cover the form, which rests 
in semi-state, surrounded by lighted | 
candles, the noble guard and Fran- 
ciscan penitentiaries, 

This morning the diplomatic body, 
the high dignitaries and the Roman 
aristocracy entered the hall and paid 
their tributes of respect to all that re- 
mains of the pope. This afternoon the 
body will be arrayed in ali the glory 
of the pontifical robes, the mitre re- 
placing the hood, and at sunset it will} 
be taken into the chapel of the sacra 
ment of St. Peter’s, where, for three 
days, the publie will be given an op- 
portunity of paying a last farewell. 
The interment will oecur Saturday 
evening. 

Tuesday was notable for the im- 
pressive cere nonial of the recognition 
of the death of the pope, which oc 
curcad in the chamber in which he 
died. Thereafter only those were ad- 
mitted who were concerned in the e1m- 
balming of the body, <n operation which 
occupied six hours. Meantime the au- 
thorities of the Vatican proceeded 
with the preparations for the funecal 
and the conclave and the acknowledg- 
ment of the condolences which had 
been received. 

It is not the custom in Italy to wear 
the conventioual emblems of mourning 
and hence the crowd which, in conse- 
quence of the closing of many places 
of business, wandered the streets, had 
more the appearance of an aimless holi- 
day making throng than one sorrowing 
for the death of the pope. 

The quiet of the evening was broken 
by a chorus such as the world has sel-} 
dom heard. On the stroke of S nil ot 
Rome’s 400 churches cemmened to tcll 
bells for the passing of the soul of lio 
XII. From the seven hills 491 from 
every quarter of the city which con 
tcined churches came the coastant 
clang until all was one vast reverwra- 
tion. The Harsh jingle of the smaller 


chapel bells, striking quickly and more 
often, was not drowned by the solemn 
strokes that came in mourning measure 
from the great dome of St. Peter’s. It 
was as if a great fire raged and every 
bell in Rome were vieing with every 
other in anxiety to warn the papulace. 
Except in its common motf¥es and com- 


mon sorrow it was an amazing dis- 
cord, which continued an hour, and 
which will recur rightly until the 


obsequies are over. 


A death mask of Leo XIIL has been 
taken by Commendator Galli, director 
of the Vatican museum. ‘The delicate 
work was successfully executed and the 
highly satisfac 
tory. 

The viscera of Pope Leo, which weré 
placed {n an earthen urn and pro- 
visionally deposited in the erypt of St. 
Peter's, were removed at midnizht to 
a magnificent urn which, carried by 
Mers. Marzolini and Aneli, was taken 
ina Vatiean carriage to the church of 
St. Vincent Anastasius. The mys 
teriously picturesque scene was such 2s 
is only possible in Rome. The carriage 
was met at the door of the church by 
priests carrying torches which flared 
in the breeze, the fickerme light hay 
Inc a weird effect on the faces of those 
present. 

The viscera of all the popes except 
Pius IX were deposited in this church, 
which was selected beenuse it stands In 
the parish of the quirinal, formerly the 
home of the popes. The viscera of 
Pius IX was not taken there as it was 
feared at that'time that some untoward 
ineklent might take place during the 
transportation. The peaceful manner 
in which the ceremony was performed 
last night is regarded as a fresh proof, 
of the improved relations between the 
church and the state. 

The Vatican authorities are yery 
much pleased with the messages of con- 
dolence received from United States 
Secretary of State Hay. They feel a 
special gratification over tnessages from 
Protestant countries or those having no 
representative of the holy see. 
representative at the holy see. 
cardinals at the meeting of the congre 
gation took an oath of .nost rigorous 
secrecy, it has leaked ont that, con- 
trary to what happened fn 1S78, nobody 
has yet proposed to have the conclave 
meet outside of Rome. 

The will of Leo XIII has not yet 
been opened. Conseaucntly all allered 


news concerning it and the millions he 
is said to have left to the ehureh is 
merely imaginary. 


Cardinal Oreglia, in giving instruc- 
tions to the commanders of the papal 
assembled bodies, said: “Although the 
relations between the church and the 
government of Italy are less strained 
than in 1878, so that certainly order 
will be maintained outside the Vatican, 
I remind you that it is your duty to 
wateh closely inside the Vatican to 
prevent, especially during the conciave, 
the interference of any extraneous in- 
fluence.” 

Cardinal Oregia's requcst to Ram- 
polla that the latter should remyin at 
the Vatican is considered a most diplo- 
matic move, being perhaps the first 
step for an agreement between them, 
and might entirely change all the 
prophecies hitherto made concerning 
the issue of the concla7e. 

Indeed, some profess to sce a resuit 
6f this in a skirmish xt the first meet- 
ing of the congregation of cardinals over 
the appointment of a secretary to the 
consistorial congregation. After the 
discussion of several candidates, ¢ mong 
whom was Mgr. Gaspari, kr¢wn to be 
Rampolla’s protege, some; oue sug- 
gested Mgr. Merry Del Val. He was 
immediately suppotted !y the v hole 
anti-Rampolla element merely to test 
the strength of the ex-secretary of 
state, but this strateyem was ursuc- 
cessful, as Oregliq made it manifest 
that he was not personally interested in 
the matter, while Rampolla swung his 
followers to the support of Merry Del 
Val and thus avoided a measure of his 
strength at this juncture. 

The embalming of the pope's hody be- 
gan at 4:45 p. m. in the little throne 
room and was performed by Dr. Lap- 
poni, assisted by bis son, Dr. Guido, 
and the four physicians of the apostolic 
palace and the doctor of tha Swiss 
guard. The body was carefully washed 
and then the doctors proceeded with 
the anatomie search of the arteries in- 
to which were injected a special dis- 
infectant for preventing decomposi- 
tion. They then proc2eded to make an 
injection in the parenehyma, waiting 
afterwards some time for the diffusion 
of the disinfecting fluid throughout the 
body. 

Then began the dissection of the 
corpse, with an incision wade in the 
chest bone, beginning in the centre, 
but a little to the left, so as to end at 
the external left margin of the chest 
bone, thus laying bare the thorax, 
which was afterward opened. ‘This 
was followed by tying all the arteries 
which in that part of thé body are in 
connection with the remainder of the 
organism and extracting afterwards 
the viscera of the thorax. 

Dr. Lapponi then made a prolonged 
cut lower down, extractin;:) the ab- 
dominal viscera, which was washed, 
disinfected and put in an enameled 
earthen urn, to be deposited in the 
crypt of St. Peter's, insteal of fn the 
church of St. Vincent Anastasius, as 
was done before 1870, when the trans- 
portation of the urn was a public cere- 
mony, the procession passing through 
the streets.

A YOUTHFUL SCIENTIST. 


Inventor of a Wonderful Device to 
Make the Deaf Hear. 

Scientific men all over the world are 
deeply interested in the discovery, 
made by Miller Reese Hutchinson, a 
young inventor, who by means of an 
electrical device has seemingly dem- 
onstrated that the deaf can be made 
to hear. 

The instrument as explained by the 
inventor is an application of the com- 
bined principles of the telephone and 
the microphone, the latter being a 
very sensitive scientific instrument 
for the magnifying of sound. By the 
combination sounds are vastly magnl- 
fled through the outer and middle 
ears to the inner ear and the auditory 
nerve. 

In operation the instrument sends 
the air waves against the tympanum 
and forces it to vibrate, thus vibrating 
the, middle ear and loosening the three 
vibratory bones so that they perform 
their functions. It was the use of 
this appliance, it is said, that enabled 
Queen Alexandra of England to re- 
gain her hearing, which for some years 
had been impaired.

Reforms Instituted to Show 
Mercy to His Prisoners. 


OHAINING OONVIOTS PROHIBITED. 


Only Criminals Convicted of Un- 
usually Brutal Conduct In Jail to 
Have Heads Shaved—Russia'’s Ruler 
Abolishes Some of the Worst Tor- 
tures—Remarkable Effect of Blows 
Delivered by a Flogger In Siberia. 


The czar sent a confidential official 
to the principal central prisons in Euro- 
pean Russia and in Siberia last Febru- 
ary to get an absolutely impartial, un- 
colored report about the state of the 
prisons and the nature of the punish- 
ments inflicted on prisoners for refrac- 
tory conduct. 

This official, a former colonel in the 
guards, named Zabelnikoff, has now re- 
turned to St. Petersburg and made a) 
full and fearless report to his imperial 
master, as a result of which some im- 
provement in the condition of things 
has already been made, says the New 
York World. 

For instance, no political prisoner's 
head is to be shaved—only those of 
criminals convicted of unusually brutal 
conduct while in jail. 

No woman and no male under 
eighteen is to be subjected to blows or 
stripes from a stick or whip for any 
offense, and in all cases where whip- 
ping is regarded as necessary by the 
prison authorities the consent of the 
governor of the province must be first 
obtained and full reports of circum- 
stances be sent to St. Petersburg. 

The practice of chaining refractory 
convicts to cars in mines or elsewhere 
has been abolished. 

The minor punishments, such as con- 
fining a prisoner in a totally dark cell 
underground, have been much modified. 
No prisoner is to suffer this punish- 
ment for more than three days. The 
doctor who accompanied Colonel Zabel- 
nikoff on his journey says a week's 
confinement in a totally dark under- 
ground cell injures the eyes beyond re- 
covery. 

Colonel Zabelnikoff’s attention was 
especially directed to complaints which 
had reached his imperial master’s ears 
that in the military prisons Jewish sol- 
diers suffered far worse treatment than 
Christians. Zabelnikoff found this to 
be the case im only isolated instances 
and that any difference in the treat- 
ment of the two religions was due 
rather to the attitude of the lower 
ranks of wardens than to the action 
of the prison directors. 

A Russian traveler and litterateur 
named Doroshevitch recently returned 
from Sakhalin, a penal island off the 
east coast of Siberla. While there he 
had an interview with one Komleff, a 
man employed to flog prisoners. Kom- 
leff is an “artist” with the whip. 

Dorosheviteh asked him with 
many blows he could kill a man. 

Komleff answered, “Two.” Then, re- 
fiecting, he said, “With one,” explain- 
ing that he thought he could break the 
backbone. 

Komleff distinguished between ap- 
parent blows and real blows. He told 
Dorosheyitch to lay his thick notebook 
on the flogging block. The traveler 
did so, and with one whizzing blow 
Komleff shattered it into a thousand 
fragments. 

“Now put your hand on the block,” 
said Komleff. 

Doroshevitch complied and heard the 
same dreadful, whizzing sound, but his 
hand was only gently touched by the 
whip. 

It is optional with Komleff what sort 
of blow to inflict. He said: 

“I can either torture or tickle, as it 
pleases me.” 

When Doroshevitch told this terrible 
man that sort of punishment would 
now be abolished the executioner re- 
sponded fervently: 

“God grant it may be so!”

RIFLE SHOT TROPHIES. 


Two Now Ones to Be Competed For 
by National and State Riflemen, 
Riflemen, national and state, are tak- 

ing an extraordinary interest in this 

year’s rifle matches, and it is confident- | 
ly predicted by those in authority that 
the present will be a “record” year in | 
all the principal contests, says the New | 

York Tribune. 

This impetus to proficiency in marks- | 
manship is due directly and indirectly 
to United States Senator John F. Dry- 
den of New Jersey, who by his official 
and personal acts has furnished the} 
country two of the most valuable tro- 
phies eyer contested for on the rifle} 
range. It was through Mr. Dryden's | 
personal and persistent efforts that the | 
military committees of congress last | 
year agreed to insert a clause in the 
army appropriation bill authorizing for 
the first time “a national trophy, med- 
als and other prizes to be provided for | 
and contested for annually * * * by 
the army and national guard or organ- 
ized militia of the several states and 
territories and of the District of Co- 
lumbia.” 

This national trophy, coupled with an 
especially valuable and handsome one 
which Mr. Dryden recently presented, 
has naturally aroused a spirit of the 
keenest interest among those ambitious 
for honors for the small arm. 

The Dryden trophy is to be shot for 
on the range at Sea Girt, N. J., under 
the auspices of the New Jersey State 
Rifle assoclation. It is to be of bronze, 
5 feet 7 inches high, mounted on an 
ebony base eighteen inches high, mak- | 
ing a total height of about seven feet. 
The cost will be about $3,000. The gen- 
eral design represents a banner bear- 
ing on the front a wreath in rellef and 
twenty-five convex disks for the names 
of the winners of each year. The panel 
at the top bears the words “Dryden 
Trophy.” The letters themselves will 
be of 14 carat gold in relief. The fig- 
ures of the infantryman (on the left) 
and marine (on the right) will be in full 
relief. The coat of arms of the state 
at the top will also be in full relfef. 
The panel at the bottom bearing the In- 
scription will be of bronze. The trophy 
will be open to teams from the army of 
the United States, one team from the 
troops stationed within each of the mil- 
itary departments; United States navy, 
one team; United States marine corps, 
one team; national guard or uniformed 
militia of the several states and terrt- 
tories, including the District of Colum- 
bia, one team from each state or terrt- | 
tory.

MORTAR MIXERS’ STRIKE 


Threatens to Tie Up Ali Building} 
Operations at Lynn 

Lynn, Mass., July 22.—As a result 
of a strike of half a dozen mortar 
mixers employed on a new shoe factory 
the Master Masons’ association last 
night voted to suspend all building op- 
erations in the city. While only 125 
hod carriers will be directly affected} 
by the lockout, more than 600 building 
trades employes will be forced to quit} 
work immediately, and in event of the} 
trouble continuing a few days longer | 
fully 3000 men will be forced into idle- | 
ness. 

The action of the Master Masons’ 
association was due to the fact, mers- 
bers of that organization say, fhat the 
strike inaugurated by the mortar mix- 
ers is in direct violation of an agree- 
ment by which the strike begun May 1) 
was terminated early in June, when 
mortar mixers were given $2.50 a day 
and brick carriers $2.35. Under the 
agreement the mortar mixers were to 
begin work 15 minutes earlier in the 
morning and at noon than the other 
tenders, to have the mortar in readiness 
when the masons began work. It was 
in consideration of this, the employers 
say, that the mixers were allowed 20 
cents a day more than the brick car 
riers. Now, however, the mortar mix 
ers demand additional pay for the extra 
half hour work, and when it was refused 
they left work. The contractor imme 
diately discharged all his brick car- 
riers and reported tlie trouble to tha 
Master Masons’ association. Last 
night's meeting and the yote to begin a 
lockout followed. 


> Dublin’s Reception to King

The city hall alone, of all the 
public bulidings, was not decorated.

FIERCE BATTLE {S ON 


Between Rebel Forces and 


Venezuelan Troops 


LATTER'S SUCCESS CERTAIN 


Cuidad Boliver In Possession of Rev- 
olutionists but Jhey Are Hard 
Pressed and Must Either Surrender 


or Die—No Water or Provisions 


Caracas, July 22.—A passenger who 
bas arrived here from Ciudad Bolivar 
reports that the city Las heen cap- 
tured by the government troops. 

Soledad, Venezuela, July 22.—A bat- 
tle between the revolutionary forces at 
Cuidad Bolivar and the Venezuelan 
government army, commanded by Gen- 
eral Gomez, has raged madly. Block 
after block was destroyed. 

At 3 o’clocls Monday morning when 
the inhabitants of the commercial and 
foreign parts of the city near the 
alameda saw the advance of the gov- 
ernment troops they all abandoned their 
homes and sought refuge in other parts 
of the city, crossing the streets amidst 
a hai! of bullets and shells, the women 
carrying their children, the strong help- 
ing the weak. What with the firing, 
the yells of the wounded and the cry- 
ing of the women and children, a ter- 
rible scene was witnes The gov- 
ernment troops, however, acted with 
humanity, especially the forces of Gen- 
eral Rivas, who, fighting bravely, was 
the first to order the attacking force to 
be merciful. 

At 8 o'clock the government officials 
having effected a junction of thelr 
forces, north and south, and having 
received further supplies of aniuuni- 
tion, decided to push the attack on the 
centre of the city. At 10 o'clock the 
government troops had charged the 
north side of the alameda, the public 
park of Ciudad Bolivar, which has been 
defended by a double row of barricades. 

3ehind one of these were found more 
than 30 dead soldiers, wiile wounded 
nen Were seen on all sides. 

The government commanders, 
ing that only the artillery could make 
a breach in the remaining barricades 
of the alameda, ordered 12 guns to open 
fire on them and at the sume time the 
Venezuelan fleet, which had changed 
{ts anchorage so as to bring its guns 
to bear effectively on the city, opened 
fire. 

The sight is now horrib!c and the only 
pluces which still resist the onset of 
the government troops are the jail and 
the capitol. Early in the afternoon the 
goverament troops, which had received 
all to- 
gether with ammunition, and who num- 
bered in all were ordered 
to make a general attack upon all posi- 
tions still held by the rebels. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon the 
“zamora,”’ called the Sebastopol of 
Ciudad Bolivar, was stormed and cap- 
tured. Ninety-four dead rebets were 
found inside, among them being Gen- 
eral Azanza, one of the revolutionary 
leaders. It is impossible to render an 
idea of the carnage which occurred at 
this point. At the saine time General 
Rivae, General Gomez's chief lieu- 
tenant, with 2300 men, succeeded in de 
stroying a barricade erected around the 
Miranda plaza, the key to the capitol, 
where all the survivors of the revolu 
tlon were concentrated. 

All the roads and streets running in- 
to the capitol are guarded by sovern- 
ment troops and the escape of the revo- 
lutionists after the capture of the cap- 
itol, which is inevitable, seems impos- 
sible. They must either surrender or 
die. At 7 o'clock at night the custom 
house was taken after a 10 hours’ fight. 
A press representative counted G60 killed 
as a result of this fight. 

The Dalton block, where the Amer- 
ican consulate and niost of the foreign 
business houses are located, was cap- 
tured at 5 o’flock. The revolutionists 
are without provisions and water, the 
supply pipe having been cut. Their sit- 
uation is considéred desperate and hope- 
less. The shops are being pillaged.

A roar came up the echureh—passion-

ate, indescribable. Lucy 


breath. 

There, there he is— the old man! 
Caught in a great shaft of sunlight 
striking from south to north across the 
church and just touching the chapel of 
the holy sacrament, the pope emerges. 
The white figure, high above the crowd, 
sways from side to side; the hand up- 
raised gives the benediction. Fragile, 
spiritual as is the apparition, the sun- 
beam refines, subtilizes, spiritualizes, it 
still more. It hovers like a dream above 
the vast multitudes— surely no living 
man, but thought, history, faith, taking 
shape, the passion of many hearts re- 
vealed. Up rushes the roar toward the 
tribunes. 

Lucy—the alien and Puritan Lucy— 
surrenders herself completely. She be- 
trays nothing save by the slightly 
parted lips and the flutter of the black 
veil fastened on her breast, but it is 
as though her whole inner being were 
dissolving, melting away, in the flame 
of the moment. 

In a proud timidity, as one who 
feels herself an alien and on suffer- 
ance, she hangs again upon the incotn- 
parable scene. This is St. Peter's. 
There is the dome of Michael Angelo, 
and here, advancing toward her amid 
the red of the cardinals, the clatter of 
the guards, the tossing of the flabella, 
as though looking at her alone—the two 
waxen fingers raised for her alone—is 
the white robed, triple crowned pope. 

And august, unheeding, the great 
pageant swept on. Cl8se, close to her 
now! Down sink the crowd upon the 
chairs. The heads fall like corn before 
the wind. Lucy is bending too. The 
papal chair, borne on the shoulders of 
the guards, is now but a few feet dis- 


tant. Vaguely she wonders that the 
old man keeps his balance as he clings 
with one frail hand te the arm of the 
chair, rises incessantly and _ blesses 
with the other. She catches the very 
look and meaning of the eyes, the 
sharp, long line of the closed and 


toothless jaw. Spirit and specter—em- 
bodying the past, bearing the clew to 
the future. 

The pope and his cortege disappeared 
behind the confession, behind the high 
altar, and presently Lucy, craning her 
neck to the right, could see dimly in 
the farthest distance against the apse 
and under the chair of St. Peter the 
chair of Leo XIII. and the white shad- 
ow, motionless, erect, within it amid a 
court of cardinals and diplomats. 

One more “moment,” however, there 
was—very different from the great mo- 
ment of the entry, yet beautiful. The 
mass is over, and a temporary platform 
has been erected between the confes- 
sion and the nave. The pope has been 
placed upon it and is about to chant 
the apostolic benediction. 

The old man is within thirty feet of 
Manisty, who sits nearest to the bar- 
rier. The red cardinal holding the serv- 
ice book, the group of guards, clergy 
and high officials, every detail of the 
pope’s gorgeous dress, nay every line 
of the wrinkled face and fieshless 
hands, Lucy’s eyes command them all. 
The quavering voice rises into the sud- 
den silence of St. Peter's. Fifty thou- 
sand people hush every movement, 
strain their ears to listen. 

Ah, how weak it is! Surely the ef- 
fort is too great for a frame so enfee- 
bled, so ancient. It should not have 
been exacted—allowed. Lucy’s ears lis- 
ten painfully for the inevitable~break. 
But no! The pope draws a long sigh— 
the sigh of weakness—(‘‘Ah, poveretto!” 
says a woman close to Lucy in a trans- 
port of pity)—then once more attempts 
the chant—sighs again—and sings. Lu- 
ey's face softens and glows; her eyes 
fill with tears. Nothing more touching, 
more triumphant than this weakness 
and this perseverance. Fragile, indom- 
itable face beneath the papal crown! 
Under the eyes of 50,000 people the 
pope sighe like a child because he is 
weak and old and the burden of his 
office is great, but in sighing keeps a 
perfect simplicity, dignity, courage. Not 
a trace of stoical concealment, but also 
not a trace of flinching. He sings to 
the end, and St. Peter's listens in a 
tender hush. 

Then there seems to be a moment of 
collapse. The long, straight lips close 
as though with a snap, the upper jaw 
protruding; the eyelids drop; the ema- 
clated form sinks upon itself. 

But his guards raise the chair, and 
the pope’s trance passes away.

TAKEN 70 ST PETER’S 


Pope ceo Clad In Robes Em- 
b'ematic of His Office 


AN IMPOSING PROCESSION 


In Which All the Members of the 
Papal Household Took Part—“Pris- 
oner of the Vatican” Lies Behind 
Iron Gates With Feét Protrudiag, 


to Be Kissed by the Faithful 
Rome, July 23.—At 8 o'clock last 
evening all was inreadiness to take the 
body of the pope frem the Vatican to 
the basilica of St. Peter’s. The moura- 
ful procession gathered around the bier, 
which was gently lifted by the sediari 
who, in the lifetime of Leo XIII, had 
carried him in the sedia gestatoria. 

The dead pontiff was clad in all the 
pomp of his holy oflice. About him had 
been placed the sacerdotal robes, used 
only when he celebrated a grand mass. 
The vestments were those which he 
wore for the last time in life in the 
hall of the eonsistory when he con- 
firmed the appointments of Arch- 
bishops Farley of New York and 
Quigley of Chicago June 25 last. The 
golden mitre, the gilded stole, the 
white cape, the red thasuble, the 
pontifical pallium and the papal tunic 
all were there. Nothing which was em- 
blematie of the power wielded by the 
dead man for more than a quarter of a 
century, and for centuries by Lis pre- 
decessors, had been omitted. 

Leyding the procession as it passedout 
of the throne room came the grooms 
carrying lighted torches. Behind them, 
waking with measured tread, were the 
aged mace-bearers and other domestics 
of the papal household. The picket of 
the noble guard and all the clergy of 
the Vatican, wearing their surplices, 
followed. 

Immediately in front of the bier the 
pyivgstanieaia Toke ues aaa A= GE pe 
Behind the bier came the three nephews 
of the late pope, Counts Ricardo and 
Camillo Pecei and Count Canarli. The 
air was heavy with incense from the 
censors swinging constantly beside the 
body. ‘The Franciscan penitentiaries 
still kept up the unceasing refrain of 
intercession. 

At the hall of Palafreniere the cortege 
came to a standstill. There the car- 
dinals, who had been waiting in the 
hall of the consistory, took their places 
immediately behind the nephews. 
Their scarlet had been put aside for the 
violet robes which are only worn when 
princes of the church are in mourning. 

Once more the procession, now 
flanked by the Swiss guards, moved on. 
After the cardinals came the whole 
diplomatic body accredited to the Vat- 
ican and the representatives of the 
Knights of Malta. The latter were fol- 
lowed by the marshal of the conclave. 
the master of the holy hospice, and the 
commander of the noble guards, all in 
magnificent uniforms. Then came the 
prelates of the chamber and knights 
of the cape and sword, in their 
mediaeval Spanish robes. The United 
States was represented by Mgr. Ken- 
nedy, rector of the American college. 
The noble and Swiss Palatine guards 
brought up the rear. 

No monarch was ever followed to the 
tomb by a more imposing array.

recited prayers and psaims for the dead 
as they slowly entered the Sistine 
chapel, where the chapter and clergy. 
of St. Peter’s awaited the procession. 
The latter formally received and took 
possession of the body. ‘The terch, 
mace and cross-bearers started forward, 
giving an opportunity to the chapter to 
take up a position immediately preced 
ing the bier. 

The final stage of bearing “the pris- 
oner of the Vatican” to his resting 
place then commenced. From the Stis- 
tine chapel the procession wound out 
around the loggia immortalized py 
Raphael, encircled the court of San 
Damaso and descended the private stair- 
case, still chanting, Into the basilica. 
The moment the flaring torches, which 
still led the cortege, entered St. Peter's, 
the choir which was waiting there com- 
menced to sing in sorrowful cadenee 
“Libera me Domine.’ Mgr. Careani, 
the canon of St. Peter's, solemnly 
sprinkled holy water over Leo's body 
and pronounced absolution. As it was 
borne across the threshold the cathedral 
choir, still singing, took the lead of the 
row lengthy procession. The intense 
silence which prevailed was broken 
only by the chanting, which echoed 
and re-echoed from the huge dome aid 
deserted aisles of the chapel as the 
body was borne down the nave {othe 
chapel of the sacrament. There 
candles burned brightly. In this 
chapelle ardente the body was stretched 
behind the iron gatee and two menbers 
of the noble guard took up positions on 
either side of the bier 

The procession then reformed and 
returned to the Vatican, leaving the 
body of l.eo XIII in the greatest church 
in the world, alone, except for the 
faithful guard and penitentiaries whose 
prayers could be. heard in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the chapel of the sacra- 
ment. Throughout the remainder of 
the vast basilica silence reigned. 

The body of the dead pope lies on the 
high catafalque with his slippered feet 
protruding through the gates to be 
kissed by the faithful when they will 
be admitted to the chapel today and 
the two foliowing days. 

While the remains of the pope were 
being carried into St. Peter's the pri- 
vate ceremony of depositing the urn 
containing his viscera in the church of 
St. Vincent and Anantasius was taking 
place. A curious hitch occurred when 
the solemn procession arrived ut the 
door of the special depository in the 
erypt. It was stopped, as the key was 
not to be found. The attendants 
hunted high and low and finally were 
obliged to break down the door. The 
depository had not been opened since 
visesra of ys iste Bs ave ee 
The rector of the church of St. Vin- 
cent and Anastasius will ask that the 
viscera of Pius IX be transferred to 
bis church also in order to make the 
sequence complete. 

The will of tha late pope is still 
unopened, as proved by the fact that 
his apartment is sealed. Otherwise the 
objects there would have been dis- 
tributed in accordance with the iustrue- 
tions left by him. Leo's intimates say, 
however, they know that the testament 
begins with advice about religion and 
morals and that it declares his firm in- 
tention to leave all he possessed to the 
church, including presents which wight 
appear to be personal property, on tha 
ground that no one could claim any- 
thing he had during life as he had gen- 
erously provided for those bound to 
him by ties of blood and affection. 

The report published in the United 
States on the authority of The Tribuna 
liere to the effect that thé will had been 
opened by Cardinal Oreglia and that it 
showed the pope had left a private for- 
tune of $15,000,000 was premature and 
was retracted in a later dition of The 
Tribuna itself.

Portland, Me., July 28.—At the close 
of a two days’ hearing in the United 
States circuit court, on the bill in equity 
brought against the United States Ship- 
building company for the appointment 
of James Smith, Jr., of New Jersey as 
ancillary receiver of the company for 
Maine, Judge Putnam affirmed the ac- 
tion of the New Jersey circuit court, 
but placed certain restrictions in rela- 
tion to the Bath iron works and the 
Hyde Windlass company so that those 
plants should not come into possession 
of the receiver until after the comple- 
tion of the existing government con- 
tracts on warships.

The firm 
had many government building con- 
tracts and had constructed enustom 
houses and postoffices all over the 
country.

Rounding out the golden autumn of 
married life, Mr. and Mrs. Wendell W. 
Williams, formerly of Rochester, Vt., 
are spending quiet, happy days at the 
home of their son, Edward C. Williams, 
219 Farrington street, Wollaston. 

It is probable, says the Boston Herald, 
that Mr. and Mrs, Williams hold the 
record for New England of long-married 
couples. A few days ago the palm was 
awarded a Vermont couple who had 
been joined in wedlock for 65 years, 
but Mr, and Mrs. Williams can go this 
record fuur years better, and, if both 
live till April 2 of next year, they will 
observe the 70th anniversary of their 
wedding. 

Mr. Williams is a native of New 
Hampshire, but lived most of his life 
in Vermont, the native state of his 
wife. In Vermont both are well and 
favorably known throughout a _ large 
part of the state. Mr. Williams has 
served in the state senate, and was an 
intimate acquaintance of Senators 
Morrill and Edmunds, when _ those 
famous statesmen were young men and 
making their first bid for political 
honors. 

Another intimate acquaintance of Mr. 
Williams is Col, Albert Clarke of the 
Home Market club of Boston. Both 
were great friends when Col. Clarke 
was a youpg man up in Vermont, when 
the later was superintendent of schools 
in Rochester, Vt., and was afterward a 
member of the Vermont legislature. 

Mr. Williams was born in Walpole, 
N. H., Dec. 3, 1813. Whena boy of 
four years he moved to Boston with his 
parents and lived in the Hub till he 
was 13 years old. As a bare-footed boy 
he attended the exercises attendant 
upon the laying of the corner stone of 
Bunker Hill monument by Gen. Lafay- 
ette in 1825, and remembers the occasion 


distinctly. In Mr, Williams’ havhaod 
uays Boston Common was a cow pasture 


and he laughingly declared the other 
night that he bore a scar on his head 
received from a fall caused by jumping 
over the tombstones that stood in the 
‘*pasture’’ of those days. While a 
resident of Boston, Mr. Williams re- 
ceived his education in the old Mason 
street school. 

In 1820 Mr. Williams taught school 
in Vermont, and on April 3, 1834, he 
married at Westminister, Vt., Sophia 
Campbell, Mrs. Campbell was the 
daughter of Edward R. and Clarissy 
Campbell and is a descendant of the 
Campbell clan of Argyle. She was born 
Jan. 18, 1815, at Westminister. The 
marriage ceremony was performed by 
Rev. Timothy Field of the Congrega- 
tional church of Westminister. Two 
years after their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Williams moved to Rochester, Vt., 
where they lived for 66 years. Mr. 
Williams occupieda prominent position 
in the town affairs of Rochester, and 
in 1863 and 1864 he represented the 
district in which Rochester was situated 
in the state senate. 

After his service inthe senate, Mr. 
Williams was, by a vote of the town, 
made historian of Rochester, and in 
1874 he wrote the official history of the 
town, 

Eight months ago Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liams consented to come to Wollaston 
to make their home with their son, Ed- 
ward C. Williams, who had succeeded 
in obtaining a prominent position with 
@ manufacturing concern there some 
four months before. Besides this son, 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams have another 
child. Miss Sarah J. Williams of 
Rochester, Vt. 

At Mr. Williams’ home in Wollaston 
five grandchildren help to make the de- 
clining years of the old couple happy 
and free from care. 

Aside from a slight deafness, Mr. 
Williams is in excellent health and takes 
walks every day wh:n the weather is 
fine. A short time ago his wife suffered 
a shock of paralysis, but she has been 
recovering slowly and enjoys good 
health. Both are great readers, and 
take an active interest ino everything 
that goes on in the world today.

Stories of the American Artist's 
Eccentricities. 


ALWAYS WANTED TO BE UNIQUE. 


Once Wished to Have a Hansom 
Made of Gorgeous Design—How He 
Prepared For a Party Breakfast at 
a Famous Artist's House—One of 
His Fishing Experiences—Novel Re- 
ply to a Millionaire. 


Many contradictory traits blended in 
that strange personality, the late James 
A. MacNeill Whistler, the eminent 
American artist, are preserved in the 
anecdotes which will be known to pos- 
terity as the Whistler stories, says the 
New York Herald. 

Whistler was inordinately vain, yet 
the things which he did were in a 
measure due to his peculiar philosophy 
of life. Those who knew him best and 
liked him maintain that beneath all 
that he did the painter who gloried in 
“the gentle art of making enemies” had 
a sound basis of reason. His leading 
appetency was a desire to be unique. 

“I’m going over to London,” said he 
once to William M. Chase, “and there 
I shall have a hansom made. It shall 
have a white body, yellow wheels, and 
I'll have it Mined with canary colored 
satin. I'll petition the city to let me 
carry one lamp on it, and on fhe lamp 
there will be a white plume. I shall 
then be the only one.” - 

One of the affectations of Whistler 
was his apparent failure to recognize 
persons with whom he had been on the 
most friendly terms. An American art- 
ist once met the impressionist in Ven- 
ice, where they spent several months 
together painting, and he was invited 
to call on Whistler if he should go to 
Paris. The painter remembered the in- 
vitation. The door of the Paris studio 
was opened by Whistler himself. A 
cold stare was the only reply to the 
visitor's effusive greeting. 

“Why, Mr., Whistler,” cried the paint- 
er, “you surely haven't forgotten those 
days in Venice when you borrowed my 
colors and we painted together!” 

“I never saw you before in all my 
life,” replied Whistler and slammed 
the door. 

Whistler's habit of forgetting persons 
or pretending to do so, for nobody ever 
knew when the lapses of recognition 
were due to intention or absent mind- 
edness, often tempted other artists to 
play pranks upon him. He was a man 
who resented a joke at his own ex- 
pense, except on a few occasions, and 
this trait was often turned to good ac- 
count. 

He was at Naples shortly after the

A conspiracy was entered into 
whereby the Whistler worshipers there 
were to be unaware of his presence. He 
tried to play billiards with a company 
of young artists. They met his ad- 
vances with a stony glare. 

“Oh, I say,”’ persisted he, “I think I 
know something of that game. I'd like 
to play.” 

A consultation was held, and the art- 
ists shook their heads, inquiring of one 
another, “Who is he?” Whistler re- 
tired crestfallen, and a roar of laughter 
which rang through the room added to 
his discomfiture. 

“Oh, well,” he said, pulling nervous- 
ly at his mustache, and his tone was 
petulant, “I don’t care.” 

Whatever whim seized James A. Mc- 
Neill Whistler he lost little time in 
following it. His studio in Paris looked 
out upon a garden on one side, and un- 
der one of his windows was a small 
tank containing goldfish. Whistler 
rigged tackle from string and a bent 
pin, and in the course of an hour he 
had landed every fish. He cooked the 
spoils and, finding them not at all to 
his taste, wrapped them up in paper 
and, after pinning to the packet a note 
to the owner of the garden that the 
fish were not fit to eat, threw the pack- 
age on a path. 


Among the anecdotes related about 
James MacNeill Whistler, the Amerti- 
can artist, here is one dealing with a 
visit Whistler paid Sir Alma Tadema, 
the famous artist. On the night of his 
arrival Whistler’s host announced that 
he intended to give a breakfast next 
morning. “There will be a number of 
ladies present, Whistler,” he said, “and 
I want yoy to pull yourself together 
and leok your best.” 

“All right,” said Whistler. 

Early the next morning Whistler's 
voice was heard ringing through the 
magnificent halls of the Tadema man- 
gion: “Tadema! Tadema! I want you, 
Tadema!l”’ 

Thinking nothing less than fire, Sir 
Alma rushed to the room of his guest. 

“For heaven's sake, Whistler, what's 
the matter? You've waked up every 
one in the house. What is it?’ 

“Oh, t get so excited, Tadema,” 
drawled istler. “I only wanted to 
know where you kept the scissors to 
trim the fringe of with.

British Privy Council Sustains 
Our Contertion, 


IN GREENE-GAYNOR CASES 


Accused Men Had Been "Discharged 
&by Canadian Judge After Cases 
Had Been Withdrawn From Ex- 


tradition Commissioner 


Washington, July 23—The depart- 
ment of justice has received a cablegram 
from Mr. MacMaster, Canadian coun- 
sel for this government in the Greene 
and Gaynor cases, stating that the ap- 
plication to the privy council of Eng- 
land for leave to-appeal from the de- 
cision of Justice Caron of Quebec dis- 
charging the accused has been granted. 
The cablegram said that the lord 
chancellor in granting leave to appeal 
stated that one judge could not inter- 
fere with another in proceedings upon 
a serious and important matter of this 
nature; that the offences were clearly 
extraditable, and that while there was 
conspiracy, there was alsdéd something 
more. 

Pending the examination of the ac- 
cused before an extradition commis- 
sioner in Canada, who was fully clothed 
with jurisdiction, the case was with- 
drawn from him under applications fot 
habeas corpus, and was finally decided 
by Justice Caron and the accused dis- 
charged. The United States contended 
that the proceedings before the ex: 
tradition judge could not thus be in- 
terfered with and thaf View had been 
sustained. 

One ground upon which Justice Caron 
decided the merits of the controversy 
was that the case involved mere con 
spiracy; that however the 
substantive crimes were, the real charge 
upon which they would be tried here, 
and which was involved in the com- 
plaint preferred in Canada, was con- 
spiracy to commit these crifies; ind that 
conspiracy was not an extraditanle of- 
fense under the treaties. 

Counsel! for the United States earnest- 
ly contended against this yiew, arguing 
that the facts and the charges shdw that 
Greene and Gaynor were actual 
participants in the frauds of Captain 
Carter, and that these substantive of 
fenses and participation in them rere 
clearly covered by the provision of ex 
tradition treaties with England and by 
the laws of both the United States and 
Canada. It is believed that the privy 
council will sustain this contention alsc, 
indicating that while the case involved 
conspiracy, there was also something 
more, via., 
stantive 
mated. 

While it is not possible to state ac. 
curately the immediate effect of the 
judgment of the privy council, it is re- 
garded as a notable victory for the 
United States. The case will now go 
up on appeal, for deliberate considera- 
tion of all the questions involved, from 
the decision of the single Canadian 
judge to the privy council of England 
It is not yet known when the case will 
be heard on the merits by the tribunal. 
The brief report received seems to show 
plainly that the contentions of the 
United States cn the merits haye been 
sustained, and the final resplt of the 
surrender of Greene and Gaynor by the 
Canadian authorities is foreshadowed.

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YACHTS GROUNDED 


But Accidents to Ninety-Footers Left 
Them apparently Unipjured 

Newport, R. I., July 23.—The last run 
of the New York Yacht club cruise back 
from Vineyard Haven was very dis- 
appointing. Within a mile of the start 
Reliance and Columbia struck bottom 
on the eastern end of the middle ground 
in Vineyard sound, and only the quick 
turn of the wheel saved Constitution. 
Reliance came off within two minutes, 
while Columbia, held onto the shoal by 
a strong tide, stuck there for over an 
hour, being finally assisted off, appar- 
ently uninjured, but out of the race. 
The other two boats kept on, but on 
getting out beyond Gay head a stiff 
puff of wind snapped off the topniast of 
Constitution. After the wreck had 
been cleared away she proceeded and 
crossed the finish line nearly three- 
quarters of an hour after Reliance, so 
that the latter boat had practically a 
walkover. The cruise ends with two 
wins to the credit of both Reliance and 
Constitution. 

A diver examined the fin of Reliance 
after her arrival in port, but could dis- 
cover no damage. Constitution has 
procured a new topmast.

UNDER THE LEGAL AGE 


Children Are Said to Be Work- 
ing In Lowell Mills 
f : 


MANY VIOLATIONS FOUND 


According to the Labor Leaders Ap- 
pointed to Investigate Conditions 
In Massachusetts—Law In Other 
Part of State Better Observed 


Fall River, Mass., July 23. Joseph 
G. Jackson of this city aud Charles H. 
Winslow of Fitchburg, second and 
third vice presidents respectively of 
the state branch of the A celien 
Federation of Labor, and eoth 1 em- 
bers of the legislature, were rece.tly 
appointed to investigate rep» :ted vicsa- 
tions of the child labor !avs in Messa- 
chusetts, the complaints beiigi wade 
to the state branch. On Monday they 
were granted a conference with Chief of 
Police Wade and the state factory in- 
spectors at the Boston headquarters and 
were told that the laws were being 
observed so far as the olficials knew. 
There was a long discussion concerning 
the difficulties of preyenting the hiring 
of small help and the officials said they 
would gladly act on any cases brought 
to their attention. The two men felt 
that it was the duty of the officers to en- 
force the law without throwing the 
burden of investigation on others. 

After leaving the state officials the 
two men instituted an investigution 
into child labor conditions in Lowell 
and they now make the statement that 
Massachusetts child labor laws are not 
enforced or properly administered. In 
this city Mr. Jackson gave some details 
of his observations and he says a re- | 
port has already been filed with the 
president of the state federation, and 
further investigations will be made be- 
fore the next meeting of that body. 

Tuesday morning early, he stood at 
che of the Lowell mills gates, he says, 
and he saw several children who were 
very much under the legal age, going 
to work in the mills of Lowell. ‘They 
vere not carrying dinners, but were 
going into the mills shortly after 6 
o'clock, apparently to begin a day’s 
work. He called at the school super- 
intendent’s office and had an oppor- 
tunity to witness the method of grant- 
ing certificates to children applying 
for them. These certificates were made 
cut by the truant officers. He is sure 
tliat one of these who received a 
certificate while he was present wis not 
14 years of age. One boy was refused 
a certificate, although he told Mr. 
Jackson afterward that he worked last 
wear The law nnoawtidas that the nar 
sons granting certificates may call for 
certified copies of the date of birth of tha 
applicant but this was notdone, although 
Mr. Jackson thinks it should be done 
in every instance. 

Asked what he thought about the ob- 
servance of the law in the southeastern 
section of the state, Mr. Jackson said 
he thought there was not any such 
violation as he saw in Lowell, but he 
bad not looked into the matter closely 
as yet. In the summer months when 
the children are not at school’the de- 
mands upon the school authorities for 
certificates are yery numerous and ur- 
gent. Parents of children press hard 
to get permission to put the children 
at work, as much to keep them from the 
streets, as to secure the small wage 
that is paid. In some instances parents 
take their children to the mill with 
them so that they may know where 


they are. ———

dinals to maintain the strictest secrecy 
concerning its contents, but it is 
learned that the 36 sheets were in the 
handwriting of the late pope. except 
some additions evidentiy made in his 
later years, when the pope found con- 
siderable difficulty in writing, owing 
to the trembling of bis hand, which 
Was so pronounced before his death 
that he was obliged to hold his right 
hand with his left when he made his 
signature. The earlier portions of the 
testament include the recommendation 
which the testator addressed to his ex- 
ecutors, Cardinals Rampolla, Mocenni 
and Cretoni, on the best way to con- 
tinue the religious impulse given to 
the church as well as the policy fol- 
lowed by the holy see during later 
years. The document then enumerates 
all the property which Leo possessed 
and provides that it shall all go to his 
successor for the benetit of the church, 
including even the presents which might 
perhaps be considered personal rather 
than gifts to the pontiff’ as such. The 
money which the pope left is In a closed 
safe in his bedroom and the keys have 
been given to different persons men- 
tioned in the will. 

All the land purchased and buildings 
erected for institutions personally 
founded by Leo are put in the name of 
the holy see to avoid possible claims 
from relatives, as the pope probably 
remembered that some tine after the 
death of Pius IX the latter's nephews 
instituted a suit against the church, 
claiming 15,000 frances as their por- 
tion of his estate. The will ends by 
providing that Bis remains shall be 
buried in the basilica of St. John 
Tateran in the tomb which he had al- 
ready chosen.

Both Appear to Be Making Active 
Preparations For War 

London, July 24.—The Daily Mail's 
Tokio correspondent sends rather an 
of the situation in the 
east to his paper.

The new battleship King Edward VII, 
the largest in the world, was success- 
fully launched by the Princess of Wales 
at Devonport this afternoon. Among 
those present were the Prince of Wales, 
Princess Henry of Battenburg and the 
lords of the admiralty. King Edward 
laid the keel plate March 8, 1902. The 
vessel cost $7,500,000. 


The King Edward VII, is of 16,350 
tons displacement, only 350 tons more 
than the Vermont, now building at 
Quincy, and the Connecticut, building 
in New York. She is 425 feet long, 
has 78 feet beam, has a draught of 26 3-4 
feet, and has 18,000 indicated horse 
power. Her armor belt is from8 inches 
to 12 1-2 inches Krupp steel in thick- 
ness, her armament consists of 4 12-inch 
guns, 49 2-inch guns, 10 6 inch guns 
and 24 guns of smaller calibre; she bas 
two torpedo tubes, her estimated speed 
is 12-5 knots, she carries 950 tons of 
coal, and she has a complement of 800 
men. 

The Vermont, building at the Fore 
River plant in Quincy, is 450 feet long 
and carries more guns than the King 
Edward VII. The Vermont's coal sup- 
ply is 2200 tons, and indicated horse 
power 20,000, and the cost a little over 
$4,000,000.

OOLLUSION BARRED IN ADVANOE. 


Every Precaution, Says Noted Ed- 
itor, Was Taken So That Telepa- 
thists Could Have No Prior Commu- 
nication—Three Messages Sent 
From Nottingham to London With- 
out Aid of Wires or Power. 


From positive evidence that I have 
at hand I have to make without quall- 
fication the statement that the trays- 
mission of long distance messages by 
direct mental vibration—i. e., telepathy 
—is an accotnplished fact, says William 
T. Stead in a special cable dispatch 
from London to the New York Amert- 
can and Journal. 

To myself and a committee of other 
gentlemen the seemingly improbable 
feat of mental telepathy at great dis- 
tances was shown to be absolutely pos- 
sible. Indeed, it was positively proved. 
It has been demonstrated in a manner 
that has left none present with the 
shadow of a doubt in his mind. Every 
precaution was taken to prevent impo- 
sition. Imposition was impossible. 

From London to Nottingham is a dis- 


tance of 125 miles. In Nottingham 
was Mr. Franks, a telepathist, sta- 
tioned. In London was another tele- 


pathist, Dr. Richardson, who is an 
American and New Yorker and who 
had undertaken to receive from Mr. 
Franks the telepathic messages. 

From the bout of 5 o'clock on Thurs- 
day afternoon, July 16, Dr. Richardson 
was kept under observation. It was 
left to the committee to choose three 
messages, or more, for that matter, 
that were to be transmitted by means 
of telepathy between the men. 

At the time that Ir. Richardson was 
put under observation (5 o'clock in the 
afternoon) the committee of which I 
was a member telegraphed to Mr.

Richardson's cognizance, the three mes- 
sages that he was to send telepathical- 
ly to Dr. Richardson. 

Following are the messages: 
word “Scotland,” the number 
the hour “7:20 p. m.” 

Between 7 and 8 o'clock; after Dr. 
Richardson had spent the time in se 
rene mental contemplation, he received 
faultlessly the three messages tele- 
pathed to him by Mr. Franks. I re- 
peat that there existed absolutely no 
chance of his learning what the two 
numbers and the word were in any 
other manner than by telepathy. 

Experiments were made afterward 
with three other messages telepathed 
by Dr. Richardson to Mr. Franks, and 
two of these three were correctly 
transmitted. At the third a certain 
mental weariness had come over Dr. 
Richardson, which was only natural 
under the circumstances, and furtber 
exertions were postponed. 

This is but the beginning of wireless 
telegrapby without electricity or elec- 
trical machines. 

Here let me avoid the personal and 
add to what I have said the story of 
what took place, as related by an un- 
prejudiced observer: 

“The most astonishing experiments 
{in thought transference were made in 
the offices of Mr. William T. Stead at 
the Review of Reviews. A committee 
of six distinguished men, that included 
Mr. Stead himself and the noted Dr. 
Wallace had the matter in charge, and 
none who witnessed the experiments 
doubts in the least that what he wit- 
nessed was a genuine psychological ac- 
complishment, too marvelous to credit 
though it might at first have seemed. 

“Telepathic messages were success- 
fully transmitted between Nottingham 
and the Review of Reviews office in- 
stantaneously. Nottingham is 125 or 
more miles from London. Franks was 
stationed at Nottingham, and was told 
to expect the messages from the com- 
mittee by telegraph that he was to 
transmit back to Richardson telepathic- 
ally. 

“The eminence of the men who 
formed the committee makes the 
thought that there was any collusion 
in the wonderful results subsequently 
attained absurd. Besides Dr. Richard- 
son, the American, was closely guarded 
in his room after 5 o’clock. There was 
no opportunity for a confederate to 
pass to him what went on in the com- 
mittee room. As for Franks at Not- 
tingham, he had no possible way of 
sending information other than the 
manner in which he did—telepathically. 

“The first test was a telepathic trans- 
mission from Dr. Richardson to 
Franks at Nottingham.

Dr. Richardson went into an adjoining 
room.

The 
first was that of a time, “7:20; the sec- 
ond was that of a number, ‘777,’ and 
the third was the name ‘Scotland.’ 

“These were the identical things that 
Mr. Stead’s secretary had telegraphed 
earlier to Fftanks at Nottingham. The 
telepathic communications were in- 
stantaneous. 

“When the test had ended there was 
not one who had been privileged to 
witness the extraordinary demonstra- 
tion who felt himself assailed by the 
least doubt as to its genuineness.’””

CHINA WANTS OUR MEN. 


Its Army Officials Offering Commis- 
sions to Soldiers In Philippines.

first-class battleships Connecticut,

| eight anchors 16,500 pounds each for 
the first-class armored cruisers Tennes- 
see and Washington. Each ship is to 
have four of these mud hooks. Those 
for the battleships will weigh 17,600 
and will take chain cables of 2 3-4 
inch wire, 120 fathoms long. Each 
ship is also to besupplyed with shackles 
mooring swivels and other fittings, all 
to be made here. 

Work is now being done on the an-

JOE KELLEY’S PLAINT. 


Captain Says Umpires 
Have Too Mach Power. 

Captain-Manager Joe Kelley of the 
Cincinnati team is of the opinion that 
the oflicials of the National league have 
given their umpires too much power in 
the matter of disciplining players, and 
that the instructions to umpires should 
be modified a bit. “Some of these um- 


T pires on the National league staff are 


using the power given them by the 
magnates to cover up their shortcom- 
ings as judges of play,” said Manager 
Kelley recently. 

“It is a fact that in the old days 
many players would shift the blame 
for their bad plays on the umpires by 
objecting to decisions that were entire- 
ly correct, and if so accepted by the 
public would bring the wrath of the 
spectators down on the umpire in- 
volved in the play. 

“Evidently the umpires bave bene- 
fited by those early day practices, for 
they are now working them in a re- 
versed form, with the result that the 
mistakes of the umpires are placed on 
the players. It is not natural for a 
man when he sees that he is getting 
the worst of it to submit tamely to be- 
ing deprived of his prospects and 
rights through the shortsightedness or 
poor judgment of an umpire. 

“Perhaps in some cases the language 
used is too severe, in which retirement 
from the game is a just punishment, 
but when a man objects in a mild way 
to a bad decision it is rather hard to 
have him sent to the bench or off the 
field.”

But, better still, their moral, natures 
are being trained to know right and 
wrong, and they are learning self-con- 
trol,—at least, in theory; and there is 
no reason to disbelieve that what is 
aimed at in theory is being actually 
accomplished in large numbers of cases.

his control. That he succeeded in every 
position is a tribute to the wonderful 
power of organization and grasp of de- 
tail with which he is endowed. 

At the age of twenty-two he was 
made superintendent of the plate mill 
of the Homestead Steel works. His 
next advance was to the position of su- 
perintendent of the armor plate plant, 
which he filled until 1895, when he suc- 
ceeded C. M. Schwab as general super- 
intendent of the Homestead Steel 
works, the latter becoming the presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Steel company. 
Notwithstanding that his predecessor 
was accounted one of the most remark- 
able men of his time, Mr. Corey did 
not suffer by comparison, and under 
his management the business of the 
Homestead Steel works grew greater 
year by year. While at Homestead Mr. 
Corey invented an improved process 
of manufacturing armor, which is 
known to ordnance engineers as the 
“Oorey reforging process,” by which 
the ballistic resistance of armor was 
greatly increased and the weight of 
plate carried by a ship considerably re- 
duced. 

Mr. Corey was the choice of Mr. 
Schwab as president of the Carnegie 
Steel company on April 16, 1901, when 
the latter was made president of the 
United States Steel corporation. His 
administration has been remarkably 
successful. During his term the Nation- 
al Steel Hoop companies were added 
to the Carnegie company, and since 
these two companies were taken in the

The absence of Oliver T. Sherwood 
from the Southport National bank ona 
morning about six weeks ago led to an 
examination of the missing cashier's | 
books and the result was startling in the 
extreme. By cleveriy manipulating the | 
figures on the hooks Sherwood had 
been able to get away with an amount! 
of money, without detection, that | 
crippled the bank so badly that it be- | 

came necessary for the bank officials to | 
close the doors of the bank and to ask! 
for the appointment of a receiver. 
When Sherwood disappeared it was 
said that $45,000 was the amount of | 
the defaleation, but the ionger the ex- 
pert accountants worsred ou the 
cashier’s books the larger the amount | 
of missing money grew, and a yery | 
conservative estimate now places the | 
loss to the bank at $259.060.

NOT LOOKING FOR WAR 


| But Russia Is Strengthening Her Po 


sition In the Orient 


London, July 25—A dispatch to 


| Reuter’s Telegram company from St. 
Petersburg says: The attitude of Japan 


and the warlike tone of the majority 
of the Japanese press have attracted 
much attention in official circles here. 
It is declared by the best informed peo- 
ple that there is no likelihood of war, 
certainly not upon Russia’s initiative. 
It is stated that Russia has every mo- 
tive for desiring peace, chiefly for 
financial reasons, with which are 
wound up a desire for extensive do- 
mestic reforms which the government 
considers to be the most eflicacious 
manner of disarming internal discon- 
tent and nipping the revolutionary 
propaganda in the bud. 

It is believed to be impossible from 
the Russian viewpoint for Japan to 
embark in a contest with Russia single- 
handed and it is not thought she will 
secure the material support of Great 
Britain or the United States. Never- 
theless, Russia is taking every precau- 
tion to strengthen her military and 
naval position in the Orient, believing 
this to be the surest means of dis- 
couraging Japanese aggression. 

M. Lessar’s Port Arthur conference 
is said to have dealt chiefly with these 
measures, though they are declared to 
be entirely precautionary, war being 
the farthest thing from the wishes of 
the Russian government. 


The Manchurian Muddle 

London, July 25.—The ‘Times prints 
a long Pekin dispatch commenting on 
the Manchurian situation, which says 
that Russia’s declaration to the powers 
on the subject of opening Manchurlan 
ports, which Prince Ching asserts was 
not communicated to China, is inter- 
preted in Pekin to mean that Russia 
will not permit China tou enter into any 
engagements with other powers regard- 
ing Manchuria which may embafrass 
Russia in the future, when the territory 
finally becomes a Russian province.

The Price of Slaves. 

The prices of slaves varied very 
greatly in different parts of the south 
in antebellum days. In states like 
South Carolina or Louisiana, where 
slaves were always in demand, much 
more was paid for them than in the 
border states like Kentucky and Mis- 
souri, where they could easily run 
away. In New Orleans $1,800 to $2,- 
500 was often paid for a good car- 
penter or blacksmith, who in Kentucky 
or Missouri would not have brought 
more than half as much. Many slave 
traders made a regular business of buy- 
ing in the border states and selling in 
Mobile, New Orleans or Charleston, 
and there was always a handsome 
profit in the transaction. The most 
risky part of the business was the 
guarantee demanded that the slave 
would not run away. The time limit 
was commonly thirty days, and the 
matter was usually arranged with the 
slave himself by taking his promise 
and giving him $5 or $10 to stay until 
the guarantee had expired.—Exchange.

criticised the ceremonies in connection 
with the interment of Leo XIII Satur- 
day night because the cardinals did 
not participate in the entire procession 
and complained generally of the lack 
of order. Cardinal Oregiia replied that 
he had already noticed this and that 
he would punish those who were re- 
sponsible. Mgr. Merry del Val com- 
municated to the cardinals the report 
from Santiago, Chili, of the incident 
which occurred there during the cele- 
bration of the requiem for the late 
pope which was attended by the presi- 
dent of the republic and all the authori- 
ties. According to the report Mgr. 
Uguarte, in delivering the eulogy upon 
the late pontiff, protested against the 
usurpation of papal territory by Italy, 
whereupon Consui Count Boasso left 
the church and lowered the Italian 
flag, which had been hoisted at the le- 
gation as a sign of mourning. The in- 
cident produced an unpleasant im- 
pression upon the sacred college, being 
the first discordant note ia the’ uni- 
versal mourning. 

The ceremonial of the conclave estab- 
lished by Gregory XV is to be followed 
at the coming meeting. ‘The cardinals 
bave decided during the conclave. to 
eat in common in order to facilitate 
their work. A local paper quotes the 
response of Cardinal Svyump: to a 
question as to whether he believed the 
conclave would be of lengthy duration 
as follows: “On the contrary, I think 
ft will be very short. } believe that 
two days will suffice to reach an agreo- 
ment.” 

Another paper quotes Mgr. Francica 
Nava as to the possibility of the elec- 
tion of a pope who would reconcile the 
Vatican and with the urrangements 
for the conclave. Cardinal Gibbons 
arrived yesterday, but did not attend 
the meeting. A wall is being built 
around the apartments whcre the con- 
clave will-be held. It is already 10 
feet high. 

Several thousands of the faithful 
crowded St. Peter's yesterday to pay 
tribute before the sacophagus contain- 
ing the remains of the late pontiff’, on 
which is the following simple inscrip- 
tion in gilded letters: “Leo XIIL Pont 
Max.” Meanwhile requiem masses 
continued in the chapel of the sacrament 
as well as in many other Roman 
churches. 

The will of Leo was read yesterday. 
While nominally leaving the estate of 
Carpineto to his nephew, Ludovico 
Pecci, it really makes no change, us the 
whole family property, amounting ap- 
proximately to $120,000, bas already 
been divided among the three nephews, 
Count Camillo having already sold 
his share. 


Catholic Worshippers Out In Force 

Boston, July 27.-—Two hundred thou- 
sand worshippers assembled in the 
Roman Catholic churches of eastern 
Massachusetts yesterday to participate 
in services held in commemoration of 
the pope’s funeral. At the cathedral 
bf the Holy Cross in this city Arch- 
bishop Williams was present. 


Unfit to Occupy Throne 

St. Petersburg, July 27.—A govern- 
ment specialist in the treatment of 
backward children has examined and 
observed Prince George, the eldest son 
of King Peter of Servia, and has re- 
ported to the emperor that the boy is 
a degenerate. 


Prince George is 16 years of age. He 
was reared practically under the diree- 
tion of the Russian courts and was 
educated to occupy the throne of Servia. 
A recent dispatch to the London Times 
said that King Peter might abdicate 
in favor of his son.

NO FURTHER DEATHS 


Expected to Result From the Trolley 
Collision at Shrewsbury 

Worcester, Nass., July 27.—The con- 
dition of the injured persons at the 
city hospital as a result of Saturday's 
head-on collision of trolleys in Shrews- 
bury shows a little improvement in 
each case. Mrs. Thomas H. Brown, 
who threw her infant out of the electric 
and thereby undoubtediy saved the lit- 
tle one’s life, is resting well and will 
recover, 

One dead and 48 injured was the re- 
sult of the collision. The crew in 
charge of the west-bound car, Mctor- 
man Downs and Conductor Dalr, had 
orders to wait at the Milk street sid- 
ing for the car from Worcester, but 
disobeyed orders, and had not run balf 
a mile over the single track before 
crashing into the car from Worcester 
as it rounded a sharp curve. 

The cars telescoped, each smashing 
into the other the jJength of four or five 
seats. They then piled on end, forming 


an arch, while the passengers were 
thrown in all directions, some being 
tossed 25 feet from the cars. ‘There 


were about 150 passengers on both cars 
and those on the front seats received 
the worst injuries. 

Miss Frances Greer of Chicago died 
at the city hospital Saturday night. 
Her injuries wero internal, with con- 
cussion of the brain. William H. 
Savage of Boston, an artist, has in- 
ternal injuries and brain concussion, 
but is expected to recover.

Four companies of militia arrived 
from Springtield in reply to urgent re- 
quests sent to the state olticials. The 
troops marched to the market house 
opposite the jail and there camped. 
The streets were cleared. ‘There were 
sullen threats heard, but no attempt at 
an outbreak was manifested during the 
day. Last night 100 sentinels patrolled 
the streets in the immediate vicinity of 
the jail, each soldier carrying 40 rounds 
of ammunition. 

Leading citizens say the outbreak 
has been expected by them for a long 
time, as a bitter feeling has existed for 
several years between the negroes and 
a certain class of white persons. <A 
bumber of minor outbreaiss have oc- 
curred during the past year. 

After shooting Henry Gaiterman to 
death in a saloon fight a negro named 
Metcalf was taken from; the officers 
and hanged to a telegraph pole. After 
the body had been riddled with bullets 
it was cut down and burned. 

The mob had been formed to take 
another negro, who was charged with 
attempting to assault 2» woman, from 
the jail. On its way to the jail word 
was recelyed of the Gatterman killing, 
and the party delayed to iyneh him. 
Later an attempt was made to break 
in the jail for the purpose of lynching 
the second negro. 

Metcalf and Gatterman became in- 
volved in an argument in frout of a 
saloon at §:30, which ended in the negro 
shooting Gatterman dead. “Metcalf was 
captured by the police and with much 
diffculty taken to police headquarters, 
followed by a constautly increasing 
crowd. The murderer was locked in 
the police records vauit 

Some went for railroad and 
others for hammers and in a 
short time the vault door ham- 
mered down and the nesro dragged 
forth. Metcalf made a desperate strug- 
gle, but blows were rained on him and 
in the midst of the fight some one shot 
him witha revolver. The mob dragged 
the dying man from the building, and, 
placing a rope about his seck, dragged 
him back to where he had killed Gat- 
terman. There his body was strung up 
to a telegraph pole and riddled with 
bullets. 

Cries of “burn him, burn him” 
were heard, and soon the leaders had 
the lifeless body cut down. After some 
consideration it was decided to take 
the body to the county Jail and burn it in 
full view of the sheriff. Tiving at the 
jail, the body of the negro was placed 
in the centre of converging streets, 
where scores of frenzied men and boys 
kicked aad spat upon it. Blood was 
fowing from a dozen buliet wounds, and 
the dead man’s clothes had been 
stripped off. Bundles of hay were se- 
cured and piled over the corpse and a 
match was applied. The flames sprung 
high in the air and lighted up the 
ghastly scene. No attempt at diszuise 
or concealment was made by members 
of the mob, which danced about the 
pyre in exultant glee. 

After watching this gruesome spectre 
the mob leaders remembered the 
negro who attempted to outrage Mrs. 
Henry Burgess, a white woman, at 
Marshfield. Arriving at the jail de- 
mands were made upon Sheriff Whit- 
lock that he should give them the } 
prisoner. As the clamor for the sec- 
ond negro grew louder aud more in| 
sistent, Sheriff Whitlock stepped out | 
upon the veranda of his residence arid 
asked the mob to allow the law to take | 
its course. Similar appeals were made 
by other citizens, but the crowd only 
hooted in derision and demanded that the 
man be produced. Then several] mem- | 
bers of the mob appeared with a mil-| 
road iron, and a charge was made upon | 
the door leading into the jail, behind} 
which were gathered tte officers. | 
Three or four times was this impro- 
vised battering ram hurled against! 
the street door, when the wicke: was! 
opened and the barrel of a Winchester! 
thrust ‘through, and another demand! 
made that the mob disperse. No atten-} 
tion was given to the warning, and a! 
shot was fired over the heads of the! 
mob. The shot only further enraged the | 
mob, and another charge was made 
with the battering ram upon the door, ! 
when the gun was again tired, this time 
into the dense crowd wielding the rail- 
road iron, and several were seen to drop | 
to the ground. | 

Several more shots were fired from| 
the jaii door and window by the oficers} 
inside, and the mob bezan to statins’ 
leaving one on the ground bleeding} 
from bullet wounds.

Arway Officers Start a New 
Row at Panama 


SOLDIERS AFTER GOVERNOR 


Latter Got a Friendly Tip and Took 
Refuge In British Consulate—Latest 
Trewuble Expected to Lead to Con- 


version of Enemies of Canal Treaty 


Panama, July 27.—Not since the days 
of the last revolution, when an attack 
upon the city by the Liberals was 
feared, has there been such a panic in 
Panama as occurred Saturday night. 
Shortly after 9 o'clock the office of El 
Lapiz, the organ of the Liberal party 
on the isthmus, was visiled by some 


officers of the general siaff of the 
army, who destroyed Saturday's edi 
tion of the newspaper. 

One of the directors was slightly 
wounded, but managed to escape. AS 
the office of the newspaper js situated in 
a very populous district, the news 
epread rapidly. In the Santa Anas 


neighborhood, where most of the Lib- 
erals reside, sentiment rose to a high 
pitch and a few of the prominent pco- 
ple counselled retaliation. They took 
no action, however. 

The next event came like a bombshall. 
A company of soldiers, apparently un- 
der the orders of General Cobos, com- 
mander of the national ‘forees, sur- 
rounded the residence of 
Mutis, but the governor and his wife, 
who is an American, having been 
warned a few minutes befere the arrival 
of the troops, succeeded in escapins. 

General Huertas, commander of the 
battalion of Colombia, when he learned 
of the El Lapiz incident, icpaired to 
headquarters where he found 
and, according to current reports, the 
latter ordered Huertas to remain in 
quarters. Exactly what has taken place 
is unknown, but it is said that Dr. 
Arjona, secretary of the government, 
Fernando Arrango; chief of police, and 
Efraim Navia, a member of the 
partmental superior tribunal of justice, 
are under arrest, the latter for trying to 
argue with Cobos the iilegality of his 
action. An attempt is also said to have 
been made to arrest Secretary of 
Finance Guerra, but Le refused to ac- 
company the officer who went to his 
Shouse to arrest him and when the offi 
cer returned with soldiers to effect his 
eapture Guerra had departed. The 
only civil official on the street is 
Mayor Ossa. 

Governor Mutis spent the night at the 
British consulate, but it is reportéd 
that he will take refuge in the Amer- 
ican ecnsulate. United States Consul 
Gudger made several unstiecessful at- 
tempts to secure an nudience with 
Cobos, who is a brother of the minis- 
ter of war. Jt is reported that Cobos 
offered the governorship to different 
conservatives, who refused to accept 
and that he himself will assume civil 
command. 

There was little excitement ou the 
street yesterday. The Colombiun bat- 
talion attended church in a body 
usual, but the condition of affairs is 
very serious. Mutis is 
Virtually a prisoner.  Wndoubtedly 
Cobos will issue a proclamation giv- 
ing the reasons for his actions, which, 
up to this time, are unknown. 

The national government in certain 
quarters is being held responsible for 
much of what has happened because the 
soldiers have not beén paid for some 
time and Mutis declined to give more of 
the money of the department of Panama 
for national expenses, arguing that the 
ventral government owes the depart- 
ment over $2,000,000, besides having 
vbligated the department by a_ recent 
decree to pay the salaries of a'l civil 
national employes. The refusal of 
Mutis is the origin of the discora be- 
tween the civil and military authorities, 

Violent articles written in El Lapis 
against what the Liberais call the as- 
sassination of General Lorenzo, the 
leader of the guerrillas during the re 
cent revolution, wio was court mar- 
tialled and shot May 15. precipitated 
events. El Lapiz has also been pub- 
lishing a series of articles openly ndvo- 
cating the autonomy of the isthmus. 

The effect of what is now going on 
upon the Colombian conetess, it is be- 
lieved, will be favorable to the canal 
treaty, for the enemies of the treaty, 
it is now believed, will be easily con- 
vinced of the necessity of certain 
‘clauses which it contains in regard to 
the control of this zone. 

General Cobos admits differences 
with Governor Mutis because of the lat- 
ter’s refusal to pay the soldiers who, 
he says, are hungry. He suid that Gov- 
yrnor Mutis had systemiutically op- 
posed everything emanating from the 
military authdrities, but denied that 

ie had intended to arrest the governor.

Lynchings Must be Stamped 
Out. 


Rey. Mr. Barr Tells of 
Causes, 


Criticises Public School System 
the Home and Other Agencies. 


Rev. Barr of the United Presbyterian 
Church preached last Sabbath evening 
to an appreciative audience on ‘* Lynch- 
ings.’’ In part he said: The American 
nation is confronted with a condition 
of interval disorders that threatens her 
peace, yea, and her life. It is fast be- 
coming a question of whether we sball 
be ruled by the constituted civil au- 
thorities, or by the infuriated mob; by 
cool judgment, and deliberate trial, 
and even-handed justice, or by frenzied 
men fired by lawless elements; of 
whether the majesty of law shall be 
trampled down or the mob locked up. 

We are so busy making money and 
enjoying our wealth and boasting of 
power and prosperity as a nation, that 
we fail to see the dangers that threaten 
us. 

A hunter once noticed an eagle soar 
from a very high rock. As he watched 
it rise higher and higher he noticed 
that the bird became agitated and 
finally its movements became unsteady 
and it fell, On examination he found that 
a little serpent had fastened itself upon 
the great bird and struck its poisonous 
pangs into it and killed it. 

The American eagle is soaring, but 
the serpent that is sapping its life blood 
is the violence and lawlessness of in- 
furiated and unreasonable men, which 
interferes with buman rights and 
destroys the safety of the citizen. 

Lynching has become epidemic, and 
its frequency and shocking violence 
and atrocity should alarm every patri- 
citizen who loves law and order. 
It is not confined to the southern states, 
the home of the black man, or the wild 
and woolly West, bat in our oldest 
states and most conservative and orderly 
cities, such as Oxford, Ohio, with its 
two seminaries for ladies and its State 
university; Urbana, Ohio; Wilmington, 
Délaware; Evansville, Indiana; New 
York City, and elsewhere also. 

It was almost wholly confined to the 
southern states a few years ago and the 
subjects were black men, for the most 
atrucious crimes, but now it is North 
as well as South, white as wellas black, 
and for criminal offences that would 
not be regarded unworthy of the death 
pevalty in any court of justice. 

Such disorders must be stamped out, 
such inhumanity and injustice must be 
stopped, the pulpit and the press must 
join hands in arousing public sentiment 
and educate the people on Christian 
self control, civic righteouness, the 
importance of national honor, the 
sacredness of human life, and the ne- 
cessity of respecting the majesty of 
law if ever we are to be a government 
of the people, by the people, and for 
the people. Nothing can result in 
wholesale anarchy and tyranny and 
national dissolution and disgrace quick- 
er than a disregard of these things. 

The disgusting spectacle, the horrid 
injustice, the highly murderous spirit 
manifested in many of the recent lynch- 
ings, in which the jail authorities or 
police officers are overpowered and the 
person hung by a rupe tu a lamp post 
and the lifeless body shot through and 
through; or bound to a tree and 
roasted by a slow fire, is a burlesque 
on 20th century civilization, as it puts 
to shame the Indian savages of our own 
country or of heathendom. It is a 
backward step toward the Medieval 
ages of darkness, ignorance and blood 
curdling deeds. Shall it be tolerated? 

Has the gospel of love and gentle- 
ness and justice and righteousness 
preached in all our churches lost its 
power? 

Is the spirit of brotherhood dead? Or 
is it simply a nice sentiment to be set 
aside when occasion offers for the 
spirit of revenge? 

We have been rebuking Spain for ber 
inhuman conduct. We have sent a 
large petition to Russia concerning 
her treatment of the Jews instigated 
by the Kishineff Massacre, Lest they 
may in justice retaliate. by saying 
‘*Physician heal thyself’’—clean up be- 
fore your own door before you find 
fault with your neighbor. 

Some short-sighted preachers and 
newspaper editors—because the jail 
authorities have attempted to defend 
the rights of the prisoner by shooting 
some of the mob—have cried ‘‘It isa 
shame that the authorities should shoot 
down some of our best citizens for 
the sake of the life of a criminal that 
ought to die.’’

Smoke Farthings. 

Smoke farthings were offerings paid 
in olden days In England at Whitsua- 
tide to the priest, according to the num- 
ber of chimneys in the parish. Some- 
times these dues were demanded by 
the bishop of the diocese, as an old 
manuscript records: “The bishop of 
Elie hath out of everie parish in Cam- 
bridgeshire a certain tribute called 
smoke farthings, which the church- 
wardens do levie according to the num- 
ber of chimneys that be in a parish.” 

We learn from Notes and Queries 
that Peter’s pence or smoke money 
was still paid at the end of the six- 
teenth century In many English par- 
ishes. 

Similar to this was a chimney tax 
levied from time to time to raise funds. 
This was most obnoxious to the people, 
and Pepys in his diary notes, “Much 
clamor against chimney money, and 
the people say they will not pay it 
without force.” It was abolished in 
the reign of William and Mary.

the congregation, which was notable 
for the cordiality with which Cardinal 
Gibbons was ieceived. After the meet- 
ing the cardivals received numerous 
visitors at their various residences. 

In well-informed circles Cardinal 
Angelo di Pietro, pro-datary of the late 
pope, is being talked of usu compromise 
candidate in the event that Cardinals 
Oreglia, Gotti, Rampgila or Serafino 
Vannuelli are unable to secure the neces- 
sary votes. Should Di Fretro be elected 
pope he would, it is said, be the rep- 
resentative of the Rampolla-Gotti fac- 
tion and yet would be fairly acceptable 
to all. 

Cardinal Logue, archbishop: of Ar- 
magh, who, with the exception of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, will be the only English- 
speaking cardinal in the conclave, has 
arrived from Ireland. He said he be- 
lieved that the successor to Leo would 
be quickly chosen. In his case perhaps 
the hope is father to the thought, as 
he said he did not look forward witha 
great decree of pleasure to being shut 
up in the Vatican during the present 
hot weather. 

Speaking of Cardinal Cibbons, 
Trish cardinal paid him a glowing 
tribute, though, like all the prelates 
here, he holds out no hope that the 
American cardinal has the remotest 
chance of electicn. “Indeed,” said Car- 
dinal Logue, “I think Cardinal Gib- 
bons would be a subject for commisera- 
tion if the selection should devolve 
upon him, for no American would care 
to spend the rest of his life confined 
within the precincts of the Vatican.” 

Each of the cardinals during the con- 
clave will have a suite of apartments 
comprising four rooms, inade up of 
three bedrooms, one for the cardinal, 
one for his conciavist and the third for 
his servant. The fourth room will be 
used as a salomor dining room, accord- 
{ng to circumstances. 

Several of the cardinals proposed, in 
view of the extreme heat, to celebrate 
mass during the conclave in the Pauline 
chapel early enough every morning to 
complete the morning balloting in the 
Sistine chapel hy 11 o'clock. This 
proposition was agreed to. The ear- 
dinals may, however, if they desire, 
celebrate mass in their own cells, for 
which purpose small poriable wood 
altars have been constructed. 

When the lots for apartments were 
drawn Cardinal Gibbens drew No. 5. 
the modest apartment of Commendatore 
Puccinelli, the master of the house. lt 
is a few steps above the ground floor 
on the left of the noble staircase enter- 
ing from the court of San Damaso. The 
bedroom of the cardinal is decorated 
with paper of an ordinary yellowish 
gray and it contains a amall iron bed, a 
marble tov dressing table, a sinall 
writing desk, an armchair, an iron 
clothes stand, a little, high movable 
mirror, framed in iron and wood, and a 
prie dieu at the side of the hed.

It will probably he 
very warm, as it has a full southern ex 
posure. The bedroom of the cardinal 
measures 14 feet by 11 feet.

Murphy Convicted of Larceny

Big Corporation Hard Pushed 

Philadelphia, July 28.—President 
Shields of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior company has made another ap- 
peal to the stockholders of the com- 
pany for financial assistance. Ina cir- 
cular letter sent to the stockholders he 
announces that unless the proposed $12,- 
500,000 bond issue is taken the whole 
property must pass tato the hands of 
the creditors. ‘The Lake Superior com- 
pany is capitalized at $102,000,000. 


Wheat Exports Shut Off 

Pekin, July 28.—The Russian ad- 
ministration of New Chwang has 
stopped the exportation of wheat to 
Japan. The export of grain frorm Chi- 
nese ports fs illegal, but the Russians, 
heretofore, have ignored the law. In 
the past week the Japanese obtained 
many shiploads from New Chwang, 
apparently preparing for war con- 
tingencies. 


Newspapers Tied Up by Strike 
Spokane, Wash.

179 deposits were withdrawn, amount- 
ing to $4,802,190, upon which the de- 
positors received $262,375 in interest. 


Majority In Favor of Cane} Treaty 
Bogota, July 28.—Following the pro- 
cedure of the house of representatives, 
which referred the canal treaty toa 
committee, the senate has referred the 
treaty to a commission for study and 
investigation.

The first of the three great requiem 
masses under the auspices of the sacred 
college, for the repose of the soul of 
Pope Leo, was celebrated in the Sistine 
chapel. All the cardinals now in Rome, 
the diplomatic the Roman 
nobility and many otlier distinguished 
persons were present, No such mass 
has been seen in Rome since the death 
of Pius IX. 

In tie Sistine eiood a huge 
white catafalque, 80 feet high, and on 
it, upon two scarlet cushions, rested 
a triple crown of gold, shining brightly 
in the light of 100 candles, The 
catafalque completely hid the altar. 
Flanking the catafalque, on benches 
specially constructed, sat almost all 
the members of the sacred college, weir: 
ing scarlet capes over their violet robes. 
At their feet, on stools, were the con- 
clavists, or secretaries, in violet. In 
the narrow aisle behind, between the 
benehes and the wall, the heads of the 
religious orders, archbishops, patri- 
archs, rnors, and monks, knelt or 
stood in picturesque confusion. 

At the four corners of the catafalqua 
burned eandles 10 feet high. Beside 
those stood noble guards, motionless, 
with drawn swords. Other noble 
guards were posted at the chancel en- 
trance. Jmmediately beyond, in re- 
served places, were all the diplomats. 

Jeneath the galleries the priests and 
laymen who had been fortunate ehough 
to secure tickets were packed in dim 
seclusion. Swiss and noble guards, 
chamberlains and other Vatican officials 
iined the aisle, Michael Angelo’s 
frescoes on ceiling and walls seemed 
merely faint reflections of the brilliant 
maze of color that stretched below from 
door to altar. 

Abbe Perosi, Italy’s famous oratorio 
composer, wayed his baton and the 
silence was broken with the notes of 
“Dies Irae.’ Those who krow the 
Vatican well say the matchless Sistine 
choir never well before. 

*hrough the historic chapel the voices 
of aud men rose and fell and 
swelled triumphantly as if with songs 
of paradise, the voices dying away al- 
most to a whisper at the mention of 
death. Eyen the cardinals sat spell- 
bound by this perfection of the 
Gregorian chant. Not a note of in- 
strumental music was hearé throughout 
the mass. At the altar Cardinal Sera- 
fino Vannutelli was assisted by Car- 
dinals Agliardi, Vincenzo Vannutelli, 
Satolli and Richard, wearing white 
mitres and glistening vestments. 

As the 50 cardinais and 50 con- 
clavists gathered around the catafalque 
and alternately knelt and.rose, their 
movements resembeled an amazing 
kaleidoscope of crimson and _ violet, 
with colors so bright as to be most try- 
ing to the eyes. 

Then came the singing of the Sanctus, 
modulated almost into a whisper. All 
present knelt as the choir ceased the in- 
tonation of its grand chant and the 
dead silence of the consecration which 
followed was suddenly broken by the 
clash of arms as the noble guards pre- 
sented swerds. Then there was another 
clatter of arms as the soldiers’ scab- 
bards clashed on the marble flooring, 
when they dropped on one knee, low- 
ered their swords and brought their left 
hands to their helmets in rigid salute. 

Clouds of incense rose from the 
eensers until Michael Angelo’s famous 
“Last Judgment” was aimost hidden 
from view. Suddenly the sharp tinkling ;{ 
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mass the choir again burst into sony, 
and Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli, pre- 
ceded by the cross-beurer, passed 
solemnly .around the cutafalque, after 
sprinkling it with holy water. Each of 
the officiating cardinais followed in 
turn, and the ceremony was concluded 
with the chanting of the Oremus.

REUNION AT P. E. 1. 


Dr. Gordon Speaks at Dedication 
of a Monument. 


A number of our Quincy citizens 
have just been down to their old home 
and to that of their ancestors to attend 
the ceremonies of dedicating a fine 
monument which is put up in the little 
cemetery upon a beautiful island near 
the main land at Brudenelle island, 
Prince Edward Island, 

For a century, since the first burial 
was. made upon a then lonely island 
covered with forest trees, until today, 
no special memorial has been placed 
there. 

One hundred years ago this summer 
two Scottish families and their chil- 
dren left their homes to find a new one 
in North America. 

These pioneers were James MacLaren 
and Donald Gordon and their families. 
Our veteran physician, Dr. John A. 
Gordon, is a grandson and he has two 
sisters, two nephews, a niece and a 
grand nephew, all descendants of the 
pioneer Donald Gordon who are resi- 
dents of our city. 

Then there are the MacDonalds and 
many others whose ancestors were 
among those early settlers who have, 
during thirty years come to make their 
homes in Quincy. Many of these 
joined in this home coming. There 
were eight hundred there and one 
gentleman came from New Zealand 
after an absence of fifty years. 

Dr. Gordon gave the opening address, 
which included a history of the families 
from the earliest to later times. We 
bave in our city, many of these, includ- 
ing the families of Gordon, MacDonald, 
Burke, Drake and others. 

With slight exception, these families 
gathered with hundreds from far and 
near, and upon an ideal summer day, 
unveiled a bandsome monument upon 
the beautiful island which has been a 
resting place for one hundred years of 
the first one who was buried there, and 
whose descendants have for more than 
one quarter of a century honored our 
town and city. 

The monument of New 
gray granite rests upon a 
granite rock and cement 
generous dimensions. 

The following are extracts from 
Gordon’s address: 

A century is but a short time in the 
world’s histury, but it is sufficient to 
paiut great changes in human events. 
Now as we look about us we see the 
shores of this beautiful river lined with 
well tilled farms, marked with fine 
houses, large barns, and all the evi- 
dences of wealth and comfort. One 
hundred years ago when our ancestors 
landed here, it was a primeval forest, 
and the home of the bear and wild cat 
and the fox. 

There was no habitation to give them 
shelter; no friendly hand to welcome 
them; no kindly human voice to give 
them greeting. Very beautiful must 
have been the prospect, the esthetic 
sense of the pioneers in the early 
October days of 1803. The beautiful 
peaceful river with its blue waters and 
red banks; the broad expanse of bay 
stretching away in ever widening shores 
to the well wooded Boughton and Pan- 
mure Islands, and about and around 
them everywhere the deep dark forests 
lighted up here and there with the red 
and yellow of the changing foliage of 
the early autumn. 

But the pioneers had more arduous 
work before them than observing the 
beauties of nature. They had to cut 
down these fine old trees, the growth of 
hundreds of years, to build their 
cabins, to clear their farms, and .pre- 
pare the ground for seed time in the 
coming spring, work that required 
courage, energy and endurance to con- 
template and to perform. 

The closing words, are, with daunt- 
less courage and hopeful animation, 
characteristic of their race. They 
steadily and patiently bated with every 
opposing element; with implements 
unbandy and crude they gradually con- 
verted the silent grandeur that sur- 
rounded them into the utility of 
industrial life. By their industry and 
that faith inspired by confidence of 
success they left usa heritage which 
we prize an example one should emu- 
late. 

Iet us not forget that we also are 
‘‘arcbitects of fate’’ building in these 
‘‘wallz of time,’’ and let us so order 
our lives as to be worthy of such 
a noble heritage and of the esteem of 
those who will follow us. 

These reunions, these home comings 
which are being organized in so many 
places, are a forerunner for good as they 
are a touching of bands and a com- 
munion of a spirit that unites and 
concentrates high emotions and that 
defy narrow selfish interests; an up- 
lifting into something better that 
stimulates to high character, that may, 
should, overcome the spirit of grasp- 
ing commercial interest that is a threat 
to the best citizenship.

STREET CAR SPEED. 


How Wellesley Proposes to Reg- 


ulate Electric Cars. 


‘The selectmen of Wellesley filed with 
the railroad commissioners on Tuesday, 
says the Globe, aset of regulations 
relative to the speed of electric cars 
operated within thattown. ‘The select- 
men seek the board’s approval of their 
action. 

At the last sitting of the general court 
a law was passed compelling the local 
authorities in towns to pass regulations 
governing the speed of street railway 
carse A long list of accidents had 
caused the commissioners to ask for the 
passage of such compulsory legislation. 
The law provided that the local author- 
ities ‘‘shall’’ make regulations, the 
same to be subject to the approval, 
alteration or amendment of the state 
board. 

Up to the present time only four 
towns have responded—Middleboro, Lee, 
Great Barrington and Wellesley—bave 
submitted their speed schedules. The 
board has issued an order in the Mid- 
dleboro case, and in that instance form- 
ulated general rules. The petitions of 
Lee and Great Barrington are scheduled 
for hearing on Friday next. 

It is being remarked generally in the 
vicinity of the railroad commission that 
the towns are extremely dilatory in re- 
gard to this matter. The law says that 
they shall make regulations ‘‘ from time 
to time,’’ but did not say when they 
should first begin. 

The petition of the Wellesley sel@ct- 
men is rendered the more interesting 
because the Boston «& Worcester runs 
through the town. The selectmen have 
decided on the following regulations, 
and ask the board to approve the same: 

‘*No whistles shall be operated on 
street cars within the limits of the 
town of Wellesley. 

“Speed of cars on Washington and 
Central streets, Wellesley aud Great 
Plain avenues, sbal] not exceed 12 miles 
an hour; on Worcester street, between 
the Newton line and Oakland streef, 
where the street is properly lighted, 
not to exceed 25 miles an hour, where 
the street is not properly lighted not 
to exceed 20 miles an hour; between 
Oakland and Kingsbury streets not to 
exceed 12 miles an hour; 
Kingsbury street and the Natick line, 
where street is preverly lighted not to 
exceed 25 miles an hour, where street 
is not properly lighted not to exceed 20 
miles an hour. 

‘‘All street cars shall come to a full 
stop before crossing another street rail- 
way at grade, 

‘*At public and private crossings all 
cars shall slow down to a speed not ex- 
ceeding six miles an hour. 

‘*Tke rules issued June 16, 1903, by 
the board of railroad commissiouers 
are appended to and made part‘uf these 
regulations. ’’

Patriotic socities admitted free, although con- 
tributions'are welcome to defray expenses of | 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 


BIRTHPLACE JOHN QUINCY ADAMS.

1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission | 
charged. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Adaission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2m.and2to5 pM.

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
Statesywhich ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squar 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Private house, not open to 
public. ° 
PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 


Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
bnilding; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ;the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished; also the big ship yard now 
established at Quincy Point,

The com- 
pany has for some time been desirous 
of strengthening the floor of the maga- 
zine nearest the street, and eight men, 
three of them employes of the com:- 
pany, three expressmen and two car- 
penters, were sent down there yester- 
day with three large express teanis to 
take out the powder and mend the floor.

The entire catastrophe, however, oc- 
cupied the space of scarcely five sec- 
onds, but in that time the sur- 
rounding property was swept as if a 
small. Mt. Pelee had broken forth in 
its midst. Every house within 200 
yards collapsed. Trees were blown 
down, the grass within 100 yards 
mowed as if by a lawnmower, while 
bricks from the two magazines were 
hurled far across the river and all over 
the neighborhood. 

For several minutes afterwards the 
air was completely filled with smoke 
end dust, illuminated by the glare from 
the already burning houses. Those 
who survived dragged themselves to 
what seemed a place of safety, only to 
be recalled by the shrieks of those less 
fortunate. 

The work of rescue at once began, 
but in many cases the flames had al- 
ready gained full sway over th¢ 
crumbling ruins, and despite the en- 
ergetic efforts of those who were not 
seriously hurt several persons were con- 
sumed before the debris which coy- 
ered them could be removed.

Booker Washington an Interesting 
Speaker at Weymouth. 


The High School grounds at Wey- 
mouth were the scene of the Old Home 
Week celebration on Wednesday, and 
many former residents were on hand 
to mingle in the festivities which were 
unusually interesting.

Edward and Thomas Hogan of Fort 
Scott, Kansas, are visiting their brother 


Joseph Hogan of 27 Cottage street, 
Quincy.

to twenty-two survivors of Company 
F, thirty-eightb Massachusetts regi- 
ment, his old comrades, 

The guest of honor was Edward 
Hogan of Fort Scott, Kansas, who 
travelled half way across the continent 
to be at the reunion. Comrade Hogan 
had not met the members of the com- 
pany since it was mustered out in 1865. 
It was Hogan who helped General 
Taylor from the tield at the battle of 
Port Hudson, June 14, 1863, where he 
was desperately wounded, and gave 
him the aid which probably saved his 
life. 

The nestor of the company, George 
W. Robbins of Somerville, who is 88 
years old, was as alert as the youngest 
member, who happened to be General 
Taylor himself, with only 57 cycles be- 
hind him, ost of the others were

The man who led the company in its 
many fights, Captain Taylor P. Rund- 
lett of North Scituate, was at the re- 
union.

‘*In a large and more potent sense, 
my people in the South are indebted to 
these New England villages for the con- 
stant stream of strong, brave, consci- 
entious and efficient teachers sent into 
the South after the war, who, in the 
midst of many difficulties, laid the 
foundations, in the schoolroom and in 
the church, for the ele vation of a new- 
ly freed people. The, school system 
which exists today among my people 
is largely modelled after that found in 
the New England villages. 

‘*My race is again indebted to you 
very largely for the idea of a pare, _ in- 
telligent home life, and for the ideas 
of cleanliness, beauty and culture, 
which are realized so universally in the 
homes of t&ese typical New England 
villages, and which, through the efforts} 
of the teachers you have sent into the 
South, have been transplanted and re- 
produced in scores of centres in the 
black belt. Also, in a large degree, we 
have gained our ideas of religious life 
from New England. 

‘At the present time, when many 
communities have injured their civili- 
zation by permitting riots and other 
forms of lawlessness to become supreme, 
it is a pleasing spectacle to note that 
in the New England villages the law is 
respected, and all men are secure at all 
times in the enjoyment of their lifeand 
property. Every New England village 
and home is an object lesson in civili- 
zation; each village and home is a 
teacher whose influence is far from be- 
ing local. In California, in Colorado, 
in Alabama and Texas, I have found 
the influence of your civilization power- 
fully at work. 

‘*T may add inthis connection, that 
when the history of this country is 
written in the future by an unbiased 
pen, it will be made manifest that the 
generous part taken by churches of 
every denomination in the North in the 
educational and religious elevation of 
my race constitates one of the brightest 
and rarest chapters. The constant gen- 
erosity and profound interest displayed 
by the various missionary organizations 
with regard to the Negro form an ex- 


ample of unselfish patriotism which 
thas not been duplicated in the -history 


‘who remain at home in these 


of the world, and my race has never 
been tardy in manifesting its gratitnde. 

‘*In these days of difficulty and 
anxiety over many national questions 
there is a duty incumbent upon those |

ke A FREAK OF NATURE, on 
Wonderful Traveling Sand 
That Are Found In Peru, 
After passing another “town” of 
three or four mud huts we enter the 
famous desert of Islay, on which are 
what I consider the most remarkable 
natural curiosities to be seen on this 
globe, for we are now among hundreds 
—nay, thousands—of pure white send 
crescents on a plateau of 4,500 feet 
above the level of the sea and fifty- 
four miles from the coast, where all 
else is of a dark red or chocolate color. 
Whence comes this sand and why al- 
ways in a crescent shape? Professor 
Bailey told me that scientific men do 
not agree as to the reason why the 
sand always forms the same crescent 
shape, although it is generally believed 
that the whirling eddies”hereabout are 
responsible. Some, however, argue that 
such is not the case since each of these 
crescents bas an opening toward the 
northeast. At any rate, the inner circle 
is an almost perpendicular wall of the 
finest pure white sand, and from the 
upper edges the crescents slope gradu- 
ally away on the outside. They aver- 
age about twenty feet in height, the 
inner circle having a diameter of some 
fifty feet, although I have seen one at 
least a mile and a half in diameter, 
which was, however, not much higher 
than the average. These crescents 
move, it is estimated, at the rate of 
three inches every twenty-four hours, 
and when on the slow journey one 
comes‘ near the railroad it becomes 
necessary to shovel the sand across 
the tracks, after which it travels on, 
forming new crescents or mingling 
with some of the others.—Ernest C. 
Rost in Harper’s Magazine. 


Dwellers In the Ice, 

The Etahyans, or “arctic highland- 
ers” of Ross, live in ice caves within 
the vast glacier cap which eovers all 
northern Greenland. Theirs is perhaps 
the most wretched and isolated exist- 
ence it is possible to conceive. 

Their “dwellings” are always wet, 
owing to the melting of the ice walls 
and floor. For full six months of the 
year the darkness of the arctic night 
envelops them. The ice is around them, 
beneath them, above them. In nine 
cases out of ten if they venture abroad 
they breathe the frozen particles, and 
the sensation is akin to that which 
comes from inhaling the blast of a fur- 
nace. 

Nevertheless they refuse to move far- 
ther south with the approach. of win- 
ter, as do al] the other Eskimo tribes. 
They take a sort of perverted pride in 
their loneliness as in their misery. 
“What matter,” they say, “if we are 
cold and hungry? We are the last of 
all peoples. We dwell literally at the 
end of the world. To the north of us 
there is snow, there is ice, but there is 
no land, and there is nothing that lives, 
breathes or has independent move- 
ment.”—Pearson’s.

MANY MILLS CLOSE 


Scarcity and High Price of Cotton 
Makes It Unprofitable to Run 

Fall River, Mass., July 80.—The 
Hargraves and Parker mills, 190,000 
spindles, have given notice that until 
further notice they will run but four 
days a week. This makes an idleness of 
over a million spindles! in this city 
this week. The shutdown is due to high 
cotton and dull trade in jine and fancy 
cottons. 

Middletown, Conn., July 30.—Two of 
the mills of the Russeil Manufacturing 
company closed last night for an in- 
definite time, on account of the 
scarcity and the high price of cotton. 
About 300 hands are thrown out of 
work. 

Webster, Mass., July 30.—Owing te 
inability to purchase cotton at reason- 
able prices the North Village works of 
S. Slater & Sons, incorporated, will cur- 
tail production by running only the 
first three days of the week. This 
means idleness for 90,000 spindles and 
800 hands,

It was examined by an expert and 
found to contain) fulminate and in 
quantity sufficient to do terrible damage. 
The children who had the bottle say that 
they found it under the front steps of a 
private nursery. 


Old Home Week Celebrations 

Boston, July 30.—The third day of 
old home week was celebrated in many 
towns and cities of the commonwealth. 
Manchester held a notabie series of ex- 
ercises; Melrose had an out-door fete, 
despite the threatening weather; Deer- 
figid combined her observance with the 
bi-centennial of the massacre of Bloody 
brook; and in many other places pa- 
rades, speech-making, picnies, sports 
and fireworks stirred the hospitable 
and patriatic sentiments of the Massa- 
chusetts people.

To Be Brought to an End by 
Chinese Authorities 


CRY OF SEDITION RAISED 


Against Editors Who Were Gullty 
Only of Legitimate Criticism of 
Government and Urging Reforms— 

@Endorsed by Empress Dowager 


Pekin, July 30.—The Chinese who are 
advocating government reforms have 
been terrorized by the readuption of the 
old policy of repression, as instanced 
by the recent arrest at Shanghai of Chi- 
nese cditors on charges of sedition. 
These arrests are interpreted here as 
indicating that the extreme conserva- 
tives are in the ascendancy and that the 
government has determined to suppress 
thea comparative freedom of speech 


which has prevailed since the upheaval 
of 1900. 

The names of 40 residents of Pekin, 
who are accused of liberal tendencies, 
were presented to the dowager empress 
yesterday by the reactionary officials, 
who recommended that they be severely 
punished. Those accused are con- 
sidered guilty of only what in enlight- 
ened countries would be termed legiti- 
mate criticism of the government. This 
is said also to be true of the native 
journalists imprisoned at Shanghai, ex- 
cept in the case of two of them who 
suggested the assassimation of the 
Manchurian rulers as a remedy for 
China’s troubles. 

All foreigners and progressive Chi- 
nese are deeply interested in the decision 


tors arrested at Shanghai to Chinese 
jurisdiction, and they express the hope 
that technicalities concerning the juris- 
diction of the mixed court will be 
ignored, if necessary, and that the min- 
isters will refuse, on the ground of hu- 
manity, to deliver prisoners to the Chi- 
nese for probable torture and execution, 
as happened in the case of the Chinese 
spies who were turned over to the Chi- 
nese officials at Shanghai during the 
Japanese war. 

Chang Chi Tung, viceroy of Nankin, 
is credited with the leadership of the 
reactionary policy, advising such a 
course to the empress dowager, who 
willingly acquiesced. Prince Ching is 
reported to favor leniency. 

At the examinations recently held at 
Pekin for the selection of officials many 
of the candidates departed from thie 
usual custom of writing merely 
scholarly essays and submitted papers 
favoring improvements in the govern- 
ment. All who pursued this course were 
refused offices on the advice of Chang 
Lhi Tung. The dowager empress is 
said to blame the reformers and the 
increasing freedom of speech for the 
disorders in the south, hence the repres- 
sive measures. 

Chang Chi Tupg has been considered 
one of the progressive viceroys. He 
was appointed on the joint ministry of 
education and was recently ordered to 
revise the consgitution of the Pekin 
university and frame a uniform system 
for the provincial universities,

Dublin, July 80.—The royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, with King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra aboard, 
has arrived at Killary bay, on the west 
coast. Despite the inclement ‘weather 
they landed on the Mayo side of the 
bay and afterwards proceeded in a 
motor car through the picturesque 
scenery of that portion of freland. 
Queen Alexandra has given the Ear! of 
Dudley $2500 for distribution among 
the poorest people of ireiand.

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’’ PRIESTS LED RIOTERS 
Religious Reformers Meet a Terrible 
Fate In a Persian City 

London, July 30—The Times this 
morning describes a serious religious 
riot in the city and province of Yezd, 
in central Persia, which laste. more 
than a fortnight and culminated at the 
end of June. The outbreak was di- 
resied against religious reformers called 
Babis. In the city for two days every 
Babi found was butchered by the rabble 
and the mutilated bodies were dragged 
through the streets, followed by ex- 
ultant crowds. 

Houses were looted, women beaten 
and killed, and finally the priestly lead- 
ers of the riot enjoined the populace to 
bring all the remaining Babis before 
them or the goveruor for judgment. 
The governor refused ut first to yield to 
the threats of the mob, but his palace 
Was surrounded by menacing men and 
the following day he consented» One 
Babi taken before him was blown from 
the mouth of a cannon and another was 
killed and dragged through the town. 
Order, it is reported, has been re- 
stored, but the Babis who escaped are 
in hiding. 

Yezd has a population of 40,000. It 
is a walled city, surrounded by a deep 
trench and is famous for-its bazaars. 
Among the population are many 
Parsees (fire worshippers), this being 
nearly the only place in I’ersia which 
they inhabit. 


Driver Attacked by Strikers 

New York, July 30.—The police re- 
serves last night battled with a mob 
of striking drivers who began their 
fight for shorter hours against the New 
York Transfer company. The trouble 
was precipitated when one ofthe drivers 
who refused to join them made his ap- 


; pearance on Seventh avenue. The mob

Retrenchment In Philippines 

Manila, July 30.—The United States 
Philippine commission has been con- 
ducting a detailed examination of the 
heads of the various departments of 
the government, forcing on them a gen- 
eral policy of retrenchment. As a re- 
sult of the commission’s action it is 
estimated that the budget for the half 
year will be reduced from $5,209,408 to 
$4,216,165 for the insular departments 
and for the city of Manila from $1,407,- 
034 to $959,015, exclusive of permanent 
improvements, which will be made a 
separate charge. 


Break In Philadelphia Strike 

Philadelphia, July 30.—Eight hun- 
dred plush and velvet weavers, em- 
ployed in the John and James Dobson's 
mill, at the falls of Schuylkill, who have 
been idle since the inauguration, nine 
weeks ago, of the textile strike in this 
city, reported for work without their 
demand for shorter hours or increased 
pay being granted. The firm, however, 
was compelled to send home 600 of the 
workers, because the 50 loomfixers em- 
ployed at the mill have decided to re- 
main out until the demands are granted. 


No Enroachment 
Havana, July 20.—Information in the 
possession of Minister Squiers to the 
effect that the Cuba and Eastern rail- 
road, which is being constructed from 
Guantanamo bay northward, had 
broken ground within the area covered 
by the coaling stations treaty, caused 
the issuance of a peremptory order to 
stop the encroachment. The com- 
pany’s attorney says that the road will 
be constructed outside of the area to 

be used by the United States.

Rome, July 30.—Cardinal Logue, arch- 
bishop of Armagh, when asked what he 
thought of the objections frequently 
mentioned against Cardinal Gotti being 
elected pope on the ground that his 
being a member of a religious order 
would prevent him from dealing in a 
broad spirit with Catholic problems in 
America and Great Britain, said: 

“It is absurd. Cardinal Gotti was 
formerly an internuncio and has mixed 
with the representatives of the various 
powers.

NINETEEN KNOWN DEAD 


Two Others May Die as Re- 
sult of Exp!osion 


MANY LOWELL FUNERALS 


Property Loss Placed at Over $100,- 
000, Failing Mostly Upon Laboring 
Men, Whose Insurance Covers Fire 
Only—Responsibility Not Placed 


Lowell, Mass., July 31.--A long line 
of hearses moving slowly through the 
tity streets was a pathetic reminder of 
Wednesday's terrible catastrophe at 
Wigginsville when au explosion of tons 
of nitro-glycerine, dyuamite and gun- 
powder snuffed out nearly a score of 
lives in an instant, painfully injured 
more than double that number of per- 
sons, and scattered half a hundred 
buildings over a space of several acres. 

The number of dead stands at 19, 


but it may be increased to 21 at any | 


moment by the death cf two of the 10 
victims now in a hospital. 


All day searchers prol..d through the 


debris of the stricken section for any 
traces of-possible unknown victims_of 
the tragedy, but noth!ng was brought 
to light which would indicate that the 
number will be greater than already 
reported. A small vit of cloth, later 
identified as the lapel of 2 coat worn by 
one of the victims already known, and 
a human eye were the only gruesome re- 
minders unearthed. Every portion of 
the ruined territory hus been carefully 
covered. 

Among the few persons allowed 
within the cordon of militia which has 
guarded the spot were a party of in- 
surance adjusters investigating tbe 
liability of their companies. As a re- 
sult of their investigations they state 
that the loss to them will be compara- 
ively light, as only the loss resulting 
from fire will fall upon theta. ‘This will 
mean that many of the householders, 
nearly all of them laboring men of 
small means, will lose everything they 
had in the world. The official report 
of the Tewksbury selectmen places the 
loss in the immediate vicinity of the 
powder magazines at more than $100.- 
000, and as this will faN largely upon 
the householders much hardship will 
result. Already the selectmen have 
taken steps to relieve the suffering, and 
in addition a number of army tents 
have been supplied »y Adjutant Gen- 
eral Dalton to be nsed as temporary 


shelters. A relief fund started by the 
local papers has revchad the $2000 
mark. : 


While no official investigation into 
the cause and responsibility for the 
tragedy has yet been begun, officials 
who will take a prominent part in the 
proceedings have made 4 careful in- 
epection of the scene. After gcing over 
the ruins Judge Hadley of the local 
municipal court stated that he would 
insist upon the presence of the district 
attorney at the inquest which will soon 
be held. He added that the inquest 
would look into the matter in a most 
thorough way, and that no efforts would 
be spared to place the full responsi- 
bility. 

There is much discussion among prop- 
erty owners and others regarding the 
institution of damage suits. It is ex- 
pected that a large number of suits will 
be taken ultimately irto court to re- 
cover damages on account of the prop- 
erty and personal injuries. No com-

stalls for the cardinals. ‘These are 


ranged on both sides aud surmounted 
by canopies, all in violet, except that of | 
the camerlengo, Cardinal Oreglia, | 
which Is green, as he is the only car- 

dinal of the congregation who was | 
created under the reign of T’tus IX. | 

Outside the Vatican the work is of | 
a different character, the quiet work | 
of the supporters of the different candi- | 
dates marskelling their strength for the | 
contest which is to come when the | 
doors of the conclave are ciosed. No} 
one candidate stands ont prominently 
as did Cardinal Peccl in the conclave of | 
1878, and the discussion here is not so 
much concerning the superior qualities 
of the candidates as of the strength | 
with which they are credited. 

Those who know the sacred college | 
best consider it certain that Cardinal | 
Rampolla will command the largest | 
number of votes on the first ballot. His 
strength, it is believed, will be about | 
25 votes, but even with this large | 
number to start with it is thought he | 
will have difficulty in making headway. 
His strongest opponents now appear to | 
be Cardinals Serafino Vannutelli, with | 
about 12 votes; Gotti, with 10, and 
Oreglia with 8. The remainder of the 
votes will be scattered among the lesser 
candidates, more as marks of personal 
favor than with much :dea of ultimate | 
success. Forty-two votes (two-thirds) | 
are necessary to elect.

Tons of Powder and 


There are so many places in West 
Quincy where large quantities of gun- 
powder and dynamite are kept, that the 
people haye become somewhat alarmed 
since the catastrophe at Lowell. 

There are in the vicinity of Willard 
street, near houses, at least three mag- 
azines, and all the quarry owners have 
more or less explosives about. 

How mapy pounds can be kept in 
one place, and what. are the regula- 
tions? 

The City Council bas adopted an 
ordinance concerning gunpowder and 
explosive compounds, but adds to the 
section (No. 16) —‘‘ Provided, that this 
section shall not apply to magazines 
for the storage of powder at quarries.’’ 

The three magazines above referred 
to near Willard street are used by R. J. 
Teasdale, J. E. Sprague and Harold L. 
Bond & Co. Whether these come 
under the exception may be a question, 


amount of explosive which may be kept 
as will be seen by these extracts from 
the ordinance: 

Sec. 16. No person shall keep or de- 
posit any gunpowder within the city, 
unless it is well secured in tight casks 
or canisters ; 

Or keep or deposit more than fifty 
pounds of gunpowder in any shop, store 
or other building which is within the 
distance of twenty-five rods from any 
other building or wharves ; 

Or keep or deposit more than twenty- 


store or other building which is within 
the distance of ten rods from any other 
building; 

Or keep or deposit more than one 
pound of gunpowder in any shop, store 
or other building which is within ten 
rods of any other building, unless it is 
well secured in copper, tin or brass 
canisters, holding not exceeding five 
pounds each, ang closely covered with 
copper, brass or tin covers. 

Provided, That this section shal] not 
apply to magazines for the storage of 
powder at quarries. 


Sec. 17. The City Council may 
license persons to sell gunpowder. 
Every such license shali continue io 


force one year from the date thereof, 
unless sooner revoked, and shall set 
forth the name of the person licensed, 
and the building or place in the city 
where the business may be carried on, 
and shall have the provisions of this 
ordinance relating thereto printed 
thereon, and there shall be paid there- 
for to the Clerk for the use of the city 
the sum of one dollar, The City Clerk 
shall record all such licenses, and the 
place of business named therein shal 
not be changed without the consent of 
the City Council. 

It will also be observed that the fee 
for licenses is but $1, and the penalty 
for violation of the city ordinances is 
but $20. 

A license has not yet been granted to 
Harold L. Bond Co. but said firm has 
made an application and forwarded a 
check in payment. Their business is 
said to be almost wholly out of town. 
Should Quincy for $1 place its residents 
in danger to accommodate an outside 
firm? 

The following order amending the 
City Ordinance is pending in the City 
Council, Perhaps it was waiting for 
just such a catastrophe as has occurred 
in Lowell. It was intoduced by Coun- 
cilman Hughes April 27 and reads: 

Ordered—That Ordinance, No. 12, 
an ordinance concerning licenses, be 
amended by adding to section 16 the 
following: 

**No person shall keep or deposit any 
dynamite within the city to an amount 
exceeding one ton, nor without first 
obtaining from the (City Council, a 
license for the same. Said dynamite 
shall be kept in a fire and bullet proof 
house and shall not be located within 
one thousand feet of any dwelling 
house, ’’ 

LOWELL INVESTIGATION.

Deducting 
that, Abbey’s profits on the season were 
$30,000. I do not know any star, save 
Booth, who ever commanded 50 per 
cent of the gross receipts."—New York 
Press.

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ZERO AN ANCIENT TERM. 
It Was In Use In Babylon Thirty-six 
Centuries Ago. 

The term zero, which is used to desig- 
nate a cipher and in meteorology the 
entire absence of heat in the atmos- 
phere, was, according to a mathematic- 
al historian, Meritz Cantor, used by the 
Babylonians about the year 1700 B, C. 
This, however, is merely a supposition. 
It has not been definitely established 
that zero was in use any earlier than 
400 A.D. About this tline it was used 
in India, and several centuries later the 
Arabs began to employ it. Through 
the Arabs its use became known to Eu- 
ropeans during the twelfth century. It 
was not generally adopted in Europe 
until several centuries later, notwith- 
standing its great advantages. For a 
considerable time there were two par- 
ties among the Buropean educators. 
One party, known as the algorists, fa- 
yored the adoption of the Hindoo sys- 
tem of notation (falsely called Arabic), 
with its position values, while the other; 
known as the abacists, favored the Ro 
man notation, without zero or position 
value. 

The general adoption of the Hindoo 
systenf was greatly facilitated by the 
facts that it was explained in most of 
the calendars for more than a century, 
beginning with 1800, and that the me- 
dizeval universities frequently offered 
courses devoted to the use of this nota- 
tion.—Chicago Tribune.

Wellington at Waterloo and Meade 
at Gettysburg.each held the highlands 
against his antagonist. Wellington on 
Mont Saint Jean and Meade on Ceme- 
tery Ridge had the birdseye view of 
the forces of attack. The English bat- 
teries on the plateau and the Union 
batteries on Cemetery Heights cont- 
manded alike the intervening undula- 
tions across which the charging col- 
umns must advance. Behind Mont 
Saint Jean, to conceal Wellington's 
movements from Napoleon's eyes, were 
the woodlands of Soignes. Behind 
Cemetery Ridge, to conceal Meade’s | 
movements from the field glasses of |} 
Lee, was a sharp declivity, a protecting 
and helpful depression. As the French 
under Napoleon at Waterloo, so the 
Jonfederates under Lee at Gettysburg 
held the weaker position. In both cases | 
the assailants sought to expel their op- 
ponents from the stronger lines. I 
might add another resemblance in the 
results which followed. Waterloo de- 
creed the destiny of France, of Eng- 
jand, of Europe. Gettysburg, not so di- 
recuy or immediately, but practically, 
decided the fate of the Confederacy.— 
General John B. Gordon in Scribner's. 


Ladies Who Wore Knives. 

In early English days knives were 
worn by Englishwomen in imitation of 
the anelace, a dagger carried at the 
girdle. Chaucer speaks of them in the 
prologue to his “Canterbury Tales:” 
Hir knives were y-chaped not with brass, 


But all with silver wrought, full clean and 
well. 


In Ross church, Herefordshire, is g 
monument to a lady of the Ruddle fam- 
fly, temp. Henry VIII., who wears a 
purse and a knife. Brand tells us that 
knives were formerly part of the ac 
couterments of a bride. In a play, 
temp. “Edward III.,” occurs the pas- 
sage: 

Here by my side do hang my wedding 
knives. 

In the “Archwolégia” Mr. Douce, the 
antiquary, wrote a paper on this prac- 
tice of wearing knives by European 
ladies in the sixteenth century, and an 
engraving shows a specimen of a case 
of these wedding knives, dated 1610, 
which are described as having amber 
handles and cases of purple yelvet em-!

SURPRISE TO ADMIRERS 


Shamrock Three Gives an Un- 
expected Performance

FINE WORK TO WINDWARD 


In the Roughest Sea She Has En- 

countered—Beats Shamrock I In 
Weather Which Was Considered 
Favorable to the Older Boat 


Atlantic Highlands, N. J., July 3i.— 
In a sea rougher than any she had ever 
raced in before, and with a wind which 
at times blew more than 12 knots an 
bour, Shamrock III experienced her 
most severe racing trial and acquitted 
herself as became a candidate for the 
America’s cup. Her performance in 
eight miles of windward work, in which 
it was estimated that she beat her elder 
sister by six minutes, was a surprise 
even to some who have watched her for 
weeks. Hitherto Shamrock I has al- 
ways given the chailenger a rather close 
rub whenever the wind has been high, 
but she could not do it yesterday. 

As Mr. Fife wanted to finish stretch- 
ing the challenger’s new mainsail no 
course was set when the fleet reached 
Sandy Hook lightship. Mr. Fife sent 
the two boats away for a close reach 
southeasterly in a wind from west by 
south and about 10 knots in yelocity. 
They started at 11:08, Shamrock II 
hugging the lee quarter of the other 
boat. With sheets eased and every 
stitch of canvas drawing the boats went 
tearing off shore at a 12-knot pace and 
right into the teeth of a short, sharp sea. 

They made a stirring spectacle, lean- 


froth, the water often up to their 
batchways. Occasionally both would 
jump into a sharp sea, bury tieir bow- 
sprits and send the lather spurting from 
under their bows for yards sidewise and 
in little clouds over their decks. 

Once it looked to those on the Erin 
as though the challenger buried her 
whole bow clear to the ma&t in the 
brine. Even the tall-bowed Erin dipped 
her bowsprit once. Steadily the chal- 
lenger drew away a few hundred yards 
and to leeward. It was dangerous rac- 
ing in such rough water and after half 
en hour, when Shamrock III had a 
comfortable lead over Shamrock I, 
they went about and ran back to Sandy 
Hook lightship. They started nearly 
even for the run back. 

At the turn of the lightship at 11:35 
Shamrock III was 30 seconds ahead. 
Both boats were fairly tying. Hauling 
on the wind for a beat down the Jersey 
coast, Shamrock III surprised even her 
admirers. Shamrock I, which usually 
held close to the challenger in a smart 
wind, quickly dropped away to lee- 
ward, while the challenger gained min- 
utes on her by outpointing her. 

For an hour and seven minutes they 
worked to windward, the sea becoming 
smoother as they got in the lee of the 
land. At 1 p. m. when off Seabright. 
eight miles from Sandy Hook lightship, 
the challenger was six minutes ahead 
of the old boat and straight to wind 
ward of her. Ina puffa split about two 
feet long occurred near the peak of 
the mainsail of Shamrock I and the 
trial was abandoned. 


Driggs In Court 

New York, July 31.--Ex-Congressman 
Driggs appeared before Judge Thomas 
in the United States circuit court, 
Brooklyn, and pleaded not guilty to the 
two indictments in connection with the 
postal frauds which were recently found 
against him. Driggs nad prev iously 
pleaded to five indictments which the 
June grand jury found against him and 
bail in those cases was fixed at $5000, 
which he furnished. That bail is con- 
tinued. 


Flames In Possession of Vessel 

New York, July 31.—Naplitha in cases 
in the hold of the Barkentipe Angela 
Marie of Genoa exploded at the Co- 
lumbia docks of the Standard Oi! com- 
pany at Bayonne and a rew minutes 
later the barkentine, with flames pour- 
ing from every opening, was towed out 
and beached on the mud flats. The 
cargo is still burning. Tho loss will be 
about $80,000. 


Three Killed by Lightuing 
Lynchburg, Va., July 31.—Three per- 
sons were killed and more tlian a score 
injured by lightning at New Hope 
church. A meeting of the lames River 
Baptist association was in progress und 
a large number of men took refuge un- 
der an awning when the storm came 
up. Lightning struck a tree in front of 
the awning, causing the disaster. 


Franchise Must Be Exercised 
Ottawa, July 31.—At a meeting of the 
dominion election committee it was de- 


cided to recommend to the house a law 


providing for compglsory voting at 
elections. Any alified elector who 
fails to vote will be deprived of the 
right to do so at the neat general 
election.

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DUEL WITH KNIVES 


Which an Italian Is Mortally 
Wounded by His Adversary 

Chelsea, Mass., July 31.--I'wo negroes 
i walking along Park street, Revere, saw 
i murder committed in a nearby field. 
Ybhomas Pope and Josepii Munroe, who 
were then not far from ‘Woodlawn 
vemetery, saw two Italians in a duel 
with knives. Finally one ran and the 
pther chased him and stabbed him. The 
segroes saw one of the men drop and 
the knife fall to the gruund. Before 
they had reached the spot the other 
Italian had picked up the knife and 
had placed it in the hand of the fallen 
man and then had run. ‘rhe negroes 
gave chase and for more than a mile 
they pursued the fellow until he was 
caught in Chelsea. The man gave his 
name as Tony Muntauio, of 38 Fleet 
street, Boston, 27 years cold He is 
married and has one son. Ne himself 
was suffering from several! cuts about 
the body. He was placed under arrest. 

When his companion in the field was 
reached he was found to be dead, with 
about 10 severe cuts and slashes on bis 
body. His name is Jose Corso, mar- 
ried, and whose home was at 14 Moon 
street, Boston. The body was taken in 
tharge by Chief Oakes of the Revere 
police. In court Muntanio was ar- 
raigned on the charge of marder. He 
pleaded not guity and was held without 
bail for a hearing. 

The trivial matter of the dropping of 
the end of a plank while et work was 
the cause of the duel, which the men 
had agreed to fight to the death, 
quarter neither to ve asked or granted. 


Negro Disturbance at Boston 

Boston, July 31.—An attempt on the 
part of half a dozen colored persons op- 
posed to Booker T. Washington to esk 
questions at a meeting which he was 
addressing last night at the Zion church 
resulted almost in a riot and 25 police- 
men were called in to quell the dis- 
turbance. Several arrests were made, 
one policeman recived a déep stab from 
a hatpin in the hands of a woman, 
while u man said to be cone of those 
opposed to Wa¢hington received several 
razor cuts, and is now in a hospital. 
After the arrests Washington was al- 
lowed to proceed and spoke for nearly 
two hours. 


Suit Over Sherwood’s Bond

Nicholson Makes Concessions 

Lynn, Mass., July 31.—The strike of 
the lasters at the factory of George 
E. Nicholson has been settled, Nichol- 
son agreeing that the men should re- 
ecelve the old price for work on the best 
grade of shoes, on which he had made 
a reduction of 18 cents for a 72 pair 
case. The management recently ad- 
vanced the wages on cheaper grades 
from 8 to 10 cents a case and agrecd 
that the increase should stand. The 
men returned to work today. 


Elder Brethren’s Annual 

Manchester, Mass., July 31.—The 
annual meeting of the society known 
as the Elder Brethren, an organization 
composed of men advanced in years, 
was held at Tuck’s point, and 127, 1! of 
whom were over 80, were present. D. 
F. Allen of this town presided and re- 
ported that during the year seven 
deaths had occurred. After the usual 
banquet speeches were miade by several 
members. 


Troll«ymen Under Arrest 

Worcester, Mass., July 21—Leon L. 
Downs and Daniel F. Daley, motorman 
and conductor of the electric car that 
caused the fatal collision Saturday, 
have been arrested on the charge of 
manslaughter in causing the death of 
Miss Frances Greer. They were ar- 
raigned, pleaded not guilty and were 
held in $1000 each for further hearing. 
Both secured bail. 


Accident Due to Wet Rails 

Providence, July 381.--An_ electric 
carrying several passengers crashed 
into another electric at the foot of 
Olney street hill last night. Both cars 
were badly wamaged, but none of the 
passengers on either car was seriously 
hurt. Because of wet rails the wheels 
on the electric descending the hill slid 
tlong the track after the brakes were 
applied. 


Sisters Burned to Death 

Old Orchard, Me, July 31.—Mrs. 
Helen L. Martin and Mrs. bi. A. Stevens, 
sisters, who resided at East Grafton, 
N. H., were suffocated anl their bodies 
burned to a crisp in a fire which dg. 
stroyed the Sea View house, a summer 
hotel here, containing *2 gests. Their 
toom was in the third story. Mrs. E. 
D. Hooper barely escaped suffocation.
